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THE increaied degree of favour with which the laft Vo- 
lume was received has ftimulated 'the Editor td new ex^« 
tions on the prefent occadonf in hopes of making this Work 
ftill more deferving of encouragement. The Moniteur^ the 
moft authentic recofd of the proceedi^igs In France, and the 
beft Dutch, Germati, and other publications, have been afli- 
duoufly examined ; and from them a very confiderable number 
of ftate papers are here^ for the firft time, tranflated into £ng- 
li(h. Others, which ha^e^ negligence, or incapacity, origi- 
nally laid before the public in an imperfedi (late, are alfo rexi- 
deted accnmte. 

The Revolution ^n Holland, fo irtiportant, whether it is 
confidered with regard to the principles and views of France, 
to ttie particular ihterefts of Great Britain, or to the general 
balance of power in Furope, has engaged much of the Edi- 
tor's attfehiion. The dif^fters and retreat of the allied ar- 
mieSj as pubTifhed in the Lrondon Gazette, will be Found in 
the Appendix ; a digeded and arranged feries of papers, com- 
mencing with the llight of the Stadtholder, and concluding 
with Carnot's Report, begins the " Proclamations ;** and thefe, 
with the Treaty of Alliance entered into with France, &c. 
form the moft complete and authentic account of this event 
which has yet been publifhed. 

As the ftate of the French finances has been fuppqfed to 
afford hopes of fuccefs in the war, two reports on that fub- 
jeft are inferted. A part of the firft, and the whole of th* 
fecond, the Editor has tranflated from the Moniteur.

The papers relative to the conduft of the commanders in 
chief in the Weft Indies, are fully given; and, with the view 
of enabling the public to judge rightly, fome fcarce docu- 
ments, explanatory of the tranfa£lions in that part of the 
world, have been obtained. 

The meditated attack upon France by the emigrants, aided 
by the Britifti forces, in which the Co-operation of the Chou- 
ans and infurgents of Poitou is expected, has induced the Edi- 
tor to procure and give a place to many papers which fliew 
the objedts and the terms on which the diirej;ent parties are 
United. 

Befides thefe, the Editor's attention has been direded to all 
other fubjeSs which come within the plan of bis work. The 
peace between Pruflia, Tufcany, and France, the proceedings 
of the German empire, the condu£l of the French in Spain, 
and the degree of defire for peace, manifefted both in England 
;ftnd France, are placed in the cleareft point of view, by the 
Petitions inferted among the Parliamentary Papers, Camba- 
cere's Report, &c. &c. 

It was laft winter fuggefted to the Editor, that it would 
accommodate the Patrons of this Work, if it were publiflied 
twice in the year, inftead of once ; for, it was obferved, that 
although every perfon interefted in the political affairs of Eu- 
rope would have it as a Library Book^ yet the latenefs of its 
publication rendered it rather a Colle£lion of Materials for 
the Hiftorian than for the Statefman afting in the fcene. 
The truth of this remark has induced the Editor to publifli 
it twice in the year, and he calculates that the two parts will 
make no more than one volume of the former fize, .

I. There ihall be peace, amity, and good underftanding^ be- 
tween the French Republic and the King of Pru0ia, coniidere^ 
both as fucby and ^ ^e£lor of Bradenbbtirg^ ai>4 co-eftate of 
the German empire* 

2* In confeque^ce, all hoftilities Vetwe^n the two contta^ing 
powers (hall ceafe, ffom the day of the ratification of the pfefem 
treaty^ and neither pf them, from the fame period, fhall ftimifli 
pgainft the other, in any quality, or under any title wh^fo- 
ever, any fuccours or contingent, if| inen, hordes, proyifioASji 
inoney^ warlijce fiores, or otherwife. 

'^^ Neither pf the contra£ling pow^f s . ihall grant a paP- 
fage throfrgh its territory tp \i\t trpopfi of 'ttie enenaie^ of the 
other.

WE, Frederic William, by the grace of God, King of Pruf- 
fia and Margrave of Brandenbourg, &c. make known to all 
whom it may concern, that from conferences between the 
French government and us through the medium of our re^ 
fpeftive agents, a negotiation has refulted, tending to re- 
eftablifh concord and good harmony ; that the treaty concluded 
at Bafle Is conformable to our will ; that we have for ourfelves 
and our fucceflbrs accepted, approved, ratified, and confirmed 
it ; that we ftiall obferve it with fincerity and good faith, and 
that we fhall not permit to be infringed in any manner* 
' (Loud applauje.) 

The convention decreed^ that the treaty of peace with Pruffh 
Jhould be depofited in the national archives ^ printed^ folemnly pub^ 
lijhedy aiid tr anfmitted to every part of the Republic. ^ 



Second Treaty between the Republic of France and the King of 

PruJJia. 

THE Republic of France and his Majefty the King of Pruf- 
fia having ftipulated in the treaty of ^eacc and amity conclude4 
between them the i6th of laft Germinal, (5th of April, 1795,) 
refpedlihg fome fecret claufes alluded to in the 7th article of the 
faid treaty, which eftablifh a line of demarcation and neutrality 
for the purpofe of removing the theatre of war from the North 
of Germany, have thought proper to explain And definitively 
decree the conditions by an exprefs convention. For this 
pur^pofe the refpeftive plenipotentiaries of the two high con- 
tradiing powers, viz. on the part of the French Republic, citi- 
zen Francis Barthelemy, .its ambafTador in Switzerland, and 
on the part of the King of Pruffia his minifter of ftate^ of war, 

and 
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an3 of the cabinet, Charles •Aiigiift us, blron dtf Hardenberg, 
knight of the order of the Red Eagle, of the White Eagle, and of 
Htd Staniilaus^ &c« have agreed ta the following articles : 

Art, !• In order to remove the theatre of war from the fron- 
tiers of the ftatcs of his Majefty the King of PrufSa, to pre- 
ferve the tranquillity of the North of Germany, and to rercfta- 
bliflj the entire freedom of commerce between that part of the, 
empire and France, in the fame manner as before the war, the 
French Republic confents not to pufli the operations of war, 
nor to fend troops either by land or fea into the ftates fituatcd 
beyond the following line of demarcation. 

This line fhall comprehend Eaft Frieiland, anddefcend along 
the Ems, and the Aa, or Alpha, to Munfter^ taking afterwards 
its direction towards Coesfeld, Borken, Bockholt, to the fron- 
tier of the duchy of Cleves, neur Iflenbourgh, following this 
line of frontier to MagenporfV, upon the new Iflel, and afcend^ 
ing the Rhine to Duyfbourgb ; from thence extending along 
the frontier of the county of Marck, to Werden, Gemarke^, 
and along the Wipper to Hombourg, Altenkirchen, Limbourg 
upon the Lahn ; along that river, and from that which 
ftretches from Idftein to that city, Epftein, and Hochft upon 
theMein; from thence to Rauenheim, along the Landgraben 
to Dornheim, thence following the brook which croflbs that 
diftrid to the frontiers of the Palatinate; thence along the 
frontiers of the country of Darmftadt, and the circle of Fran- 
conia, which the line will entirely enclofe, to Eberfbach upon 
the Necker, continuing the courfe of that river to Wimfen, a 
free town of the empire, and taking thence a courfe to Loewen- 
ftein, Murhard, Hohenftadt, Noerdlingen, a free town of the 
empire, and Holzkirch upon the Wernitz ; inclofing the county 
of Pappenhetm and the whole circle of Franconia and Upper 
Saxony, along Bavaria, the Upper Palatinate, and Bohemia, to 
the frontiers of Silefia. 

2. The French Republic, confiders as neutral country, and 
as neutral dates, all thofe which are fituated behind this line, 
on condition that they obferve on thqir part, the moft ftridt 
neutrality, the firft point of which fliall be to recal their con- 
tingents, and not to make any new contraft, which can au- 
thorize them to furnilh troops to the powers at war with 
France. 

Thofe who fhall not comply with thefe conditions, ihall be 
excluded from the benefit of the neutrality. 

3. His Majefty the King of Pruffia engages to caufe the moft 
&n&. obfervance of this neutrality by all the ftates fituated 
upon the right bank of the Mein, andcomprifcd in the line of 
d^cq^rc^tion Above-mentioned.

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The King charges himfelf with* guaranteeing, that no troops, 
the enemies of France, fhall pafs that part of the line, or go out 
of the countries therein comprifed, in order to oppofe the 
^ PVench arms ; and to this eiFed the two contradling parties are 
bound to keep upon the moft eflential points, afterwards to be 
agreed upon between them, corps of obfervation fufficient to 
itiake this neutrality refpe&ed. 

' 5« The paflage for troops, whether thofe of the French Re* 
public, thofe ot the empire, or thofe of Auflria,* fhall remain 
entirely free through the roads leading to the right bank of the 
Mein, by Francfort. 

I ft, From Konigftein and Limbourg, to Cologne. 

ad, From Friedberg, Wetzlar, and Siegen, to Cologne. 

3d, From Haderfheim, Wiftiaden, and NafTau, to Coblentz* 

4th and laftly, From Haderfheim to Mayence, and viceverfai 
as well as through all the countries iituated on the left bank of 
this river, and throughout the whole circle of Francdnia, with- 
out doing the leafl prejudice to the neutrality of all the flates 
;uid countries included in the line of demarcation. 

5. The county of Sayn Alten Kirchen on the Wefterwald, 
comprifing therein the little diftri£l of fiendorf below Cob- 
lentz, being in the pofTefRon of his Majefty the King of 'Bruffia, 
fhall enjoy the fame benefits and advantages of the other flates, 
fituated on the left bank of the Rhine. 

6. The prefent convention fhall be ratified by the two con- 
traSing parties, and the ratifications fhall be exchanged in this 
city of Bafle, within the term of one month, or fooner, if pof- 
lible, reckoning from this day. In teftimony of which, we, 
the underfigned plenipotentiaries of the French Republic and 
his Majefty the King of Pruffia, by virtue of our full powers, 
figned the prefent convention, and have afHxed thereto pur re« 
ipc6iiye feals.

Convention between his Britannic Majefty and the Emperor of Ger* 
many^ firned Vienna at the 4th of Miay, 1795, and laid before 
the Houje of Commons in the fame Month. 

TpHE Emperor and the King of Great Britain, being equally 
•*■ convinced of tlie neceflity of afting with vigour and 
energy againft the common enemy, in order to procure to their 
yefpeCTive. dominions a fafe and honourable peace, and to pre- 
ferve Europe from the danger with which it is threatenedf 
their Imperial and Britannic Majeflies have thought proper to 
concert together upon the meafures to be adopted for the next 
campaign, and to agree, for this purpofe, on fuch ftipulations 
as may beft conduce to the falutary objedl of their intentions 

^fcady mentioa^. With this view, their Majefties have 

3 appointed 
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Appointed their rcfpeflive plenipotentiaries; that is to fliy, his 
Imperial Majefty, his privy counfellor a(£iual, and minifterforv 
foreign afiairs, baron de Thugul, coramander of tlie order of" 
St. Stephen; and his Britannic Majefty, Sir Morton Eden, 
knight of the bath, one of his Majefty 's moft honourable 
privy council, and his envoy extraordinary and niinifter ple« 
Bipotentiary at the court of Vienna; who, after having com- 
inunicated to each other their refpeftive full powers, have 
agreed upon the following articles: 

Art. L In order to aflifl: the efforts which his Imperial Ma-" 
jefty is defirous of making, and to facilitate to him the means 
of bringing forward the refoiirces of his dominions, in the 
defence of the common caufe, his Britannic Majefty engages 
to propofe to his parliament to guaranty the regular payment 
of the half-yearly dividends, on the fum of four millions fix 
hundred thoufand pounds fterling, which is, or is to be raifed, 
on account of his Imperial Majefty, on the terms and in the 
nianner fpecified in the two engagements or o<£trois, the tenor 
of which is annexed to this convention; bis Imperial Majefty 
folemnly engaging to his Britannic Majefty that he will make 
due provifion for the regular difcharge of the payments 
which fhall become due in confequence of the faid loans, fo 
as that thofe payments flial) never fall as a burthen on the 
finances of Great 'Britain. 

II. In return for the ftipulation contained in the preceding 
article, and by the means of the faid loan of four millions 
fix hundred thoufand pounds fterling, aflured by the guarantee 
of Great Britain, his Imperial Majefty fliall employ in his 
different armies, in the enfuing campaign, a number of 
troops, which fhall not only amount at leaft to two hundred 
thoufand effeftive men, but which his Imperial Majefty will 
exert himfelf, as much as poffible, to augment even above* 
that number; which troops ihall adb againft the common 
enemy, according to the difpofitions agreed upon by a iecret 
article, forming a part of this convention. 

III. The emperor will fee, with pleafure, the appoint- 
ment of general officers, or other perfons of confidence, to 
be prefent with his armies on the part of his Britannic Ma- 
jefty, to whom all the neceffary communication and informa- « 
tion will be furnifhed, with refpeft to the ftate and ftrength of 
the armies, and the number of troops of which they may 
confift; .and if, in order to facilitate and promote the cor- 
refpondence and communication between the armies of the 
two courts, his Imperial Majefty fliall think proper to fend 
an officer, or other perfon, on his part, to the Englifli ar- 
mies, they fhall, in like manner, receive from the generals of 
l^is Britannic Majefly all fuch marks of confidence as are moft 

^nalQ< 
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analogous to the intimate union fo happily fubfifting between 
the two courts. 

IV. It is expreffly agreed, that the faid loan is to reft on 
the fecurity of all the revenues of all the different hereditary 
dominions of his Imperial Majefty. All the neceffary mea*- 
fdres (hall be taken on the part of his Imperial Majefty^ in 
each of the faid dominions refpe£tively, to give full and legal 
efie<ft and validity to the faid loan, and to the engagements 
for the regular payment of the half-yearly dividends which 
ihall fall due in consequence thereof; fo that if at any time 
there /liould happen, from whatever caufe, to be any delay in 
any of the payments, after the* period of their falling due, 
the holders of the fecurities granted, or to be granted, on the 
part of his Imperial Majefty, for the faid loan, may fue the 
receivers or treafurers of his Imperial Majefty's revenues, in 
any of the faid dominions refpeftively, at the option of fuch 
holders, and may recover from them, or any of them, by 
due courfe of law, the full amount of fuch payments having 
ib fallen due, in the fame manner as any private individuals 
are admitted in the faid dominions refpe£lively to profecutc 
and recover their juft rights againft other private perfons. 

V. If it fliould ever happen that, contrary to all expeila- 
tion, any part of the dividends due on the faid loans fhould, 
in confequence of the failure of the payments ftipulated to be 
made by his Imperial Majefty, be paid by the Britifli go- 
vernment, it is agreed that fuch payments fliall be made at 
the Bank of England, and only on the delivery of the tal- 
lies or certificates of the dividends fo refpedtively paid; and 
every fuch tally or certificate fo delivered up ihall be a valid 
and legal fecurity, fo as to enable the holder thereof to fue 
any of the receivers or treafurers of his Imperial Majefty's 
revenues, in any of his dominions aforefaid, at the option of 
fuch holder, and to recover from them, or any of them, 
the full amount of the fum expreffed in fuch tally or certifi- 
cate, with intereft thereon, at the rate of five per cent, per 
annum, to be reckoned frpm the date of the payment made 
by the Britifli government. And whereas it is provided, iri. 
the terms agreed upon for raifing the faid loans, that,^ as a 
collateral fecurity for the faid loans, there ftiall be dcpofited 
in the Bank of England mortgage aftions of the Bank of 
Vienna, for a fum, in the proportion of four to three of the 
loan to be fo raifed; it is further agreed, that the governor and 
company of the faid Bank fhall, in cafe of any fuch payment 
as aforefaid being made by the Britifli government, be autho- 
rized to withdraw from the faid depofit fuch a quantity of 
the faid adlions, as fliall be required to make up at leaft the 
proportion of four pounds for every th^ ee which ihall be fo 
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.|)«id by the Brltrfli government, t& be fcy the faid government 
cither ufed as a fecurity or claim tipon the B^nk of Yienna^ 
until repayment of the faid fum, and of the intfreft due 
thereon, or negotiated at the time .to fuch extent as may be 
neceflary in order to efFecSl: fuch reimburfement, according as 
to the faid government may feem moft eligible; and that the 
.quantity of adlions fo withdrawn fhall be dedu^fled from or 
let oflF againft any quantity, which, according to the terms 
of the faid loan, might thereafter be to be withdrawn from the 
£iid depofxt, in proportion to the gradual redemption of the 
bonds, and the payment of the annuities, as is fpecified in the 
conditions of the laid loan. 

- VI. And whereas certain advances have been made by the 
Britifli government to his Imperial Majefty, on account, and 
. by way of loan; it is agreed that the lame fhall be repaid «t 
London, in the courfe of the prefent year, in exchange jfiar 
the receipts given by the generals commanding in chief the 
Imperial army, and conformably to the fums contained in the 
faid receipts. The faid advances fhall be reimburfed, at latefl, 
in two equal parts, in the months of November and Decem- 
ber, fo that the total fhall be reimburfed before the expiration 
of the prefent year. 

VII. The prefent convention Ihall be ratified on each fide 
without any delay, and the exchange of the ratifications, 
expedited in due form, fhall be made within the fpace of one 
month at latefl.

committee to examine the documents and reprefentations laid before 

them by the Stadtholder. After the committee had made their 

, report^ the States General came to the following refilution. 

Extract from the Register of the States General. 

Sunday y Jan. 18. 
WE have heard the Report of Meflrs. De Grotenray, and 
other deputies for military affairs; we have alfo examined 
a letter from his Highnefs, dated from the Hague this day, 
and dating, " that, as from the fituation of the Republic hisi 
Highnefs forefees the fate that awaits the country,^ in cafe the 
enemy peneti:ate. further^ and as he is unwilling to be an obftacle

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io the shaking of^ peace, he has taken the refolutlon to retire for a 
time out of die country ; he hopes that their High Mrghtineifes 
vn\l liot difapprove of this ftep^ and he prays that the Supreme

'^ His Highnefs proteds that he has done every thing in his power 
for the good of his country. He exprefles his regret that he has 
not been able ta do more for the general good ; and he aflerts^ 
that if circomftances permit him to be again ufeful to his coun- 
try , their High Mightineiles ihall always find him ready to exert 
Ills utmoft endeavours* He concludes by informing the States

. The States General having taken the above ckcumfiances inta 
their, confideration, and having confidered that the exifting cir- 
cuinfiances require immediate meafures, and that the ordinary 
ibrms of difcuilion and deliberation cannot be followed, diecree 
previouily> thai what fhall be done anct refolved upon, in the 
prefent pofiure of afFairs, is not to be confidered as a precedent f 
without any prejudice, therefore, to any ulterior del^eration, it 
is determined, that information (halT be communicated to the 
commanders of regiments and corps in the fervice, as well as to 
siU governors and commanders of towns and places occupied by 
the troops of the State ; that the Prince of Orange and Naflfau 
has abfented himfelf for fome time, and that the Princes of 
Orange, his fons, have been difcharged from the command of 
the army. All colonels,^ or commanding officers, as wefl a» go- 
vernors and commanders,, are therefore to addref^ themfelves 
provifionally to the Council of State of the United Low Coun- 
tries on the fubjeds of thofe ordiers which they have Iritherto 
received from the faid princes. It is alfo decreed> that the pri?* 
vate fecretary of his Highnefs, Larrey, fliall be written to, to 
fend immediately to the council all' tetters addr^fled to his' High- 
nefs on military affairs.

THE Revolution which put an end to the Stadtbolders government 
being eftablijhed in moft of the towns of Holland^ there was held pm 
the 24th at JDoelen, an affembly of deputies from many of the totvns^ 
the eibjeil of which was to concert provifionally the means of fettling 
the affairs of their country \ they came to a tefolution that the fanm 
deputies Jhould meet the next day at the Hague ^ in the hall^ wbert 
the States of Holland held their fittings. 

On the TAthy at two 0* clock in the afternoon^ deputies from fe^ 
veral towns in Holland affembled at the Gentleman^s hotels in the 
Hague, to deliberate in what manner to form the Dutch fenate. 
General opinion carried that they fhould affcmble at four ei'dock, at 
the Haerlem botely and that Secretary Royer fhould be fummoned 
tbiihery as the moft legitimate actual mimflcr of Holland^ t» com* 
municate to him the dejign of the deputies to ejjemble again in the 
evening. 

The deputies being there mety Secretary Royer was fent by the 
citizen P. Paulus to the, penfionary counfellor of Holland, ordering

ceived th^t all hereditary dignities, fuch as that of Hereditary 
Stadtholder, Captain General, and Admiral of th)s Province, and 
pf the Equ^ftriap Order, as well as all Hereditary Nobility, are 
repugnant to the rights of man, and that they ought to be held 
and declared abolifhed^ as th^y arq declared to he abolifhed by

That we affgre oprfclves,^ by this declaration, all the extorted 
and illegitimate oaths on the foi-difant ancient conftitution pro- 
(ipribed in 2787 an^ .1789, become in fadt qf 90 Vidue, inafmuch 
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as fuch an oath ought to htve been previoufly binding ; but to 
tranquillife all and each, we declare befides in the name of the 

{ieople Hollahdy as it is well and exprefsly declaired by thefe pre^ 
ents, that all citizens who may have tasen the above oath are 
hereby difcharged therefrom. 

That in the fame manner the college (as the ci-devant deputy 
counfellors of the Southern and Northen Qtiarter were called,) 
the diviiion of the economical adminiRration in regard to 6iian« 
ces, &c. and the chamber of accounts^ are entirely incompatible 
with thefe principles^ ^ they all refulted from the old defe&ive

who (hall be convoked for that purpofe as fpecdily as poflible ; that 
befides, we have not thought it fit to attach any other title to our 
prefent aiTembly than that of provifional reprefentatives of the 

{)eople of Helland, without adding to it the name of Weft Friefe««» 
and, having judged that it would be better to comprehend the ea- 
tire province of Holland under that denomination.

The provifional reprefentatives, neverthelefs, declare, that this 
notification is only made to maintain duly the credit of the bank 
of this city, and to tranquillife the minds of foreigners and the 
comcnercial part of its inhabitants. But they defire by no meant 
to be coniidercd as approving or confirming the ufe that may 
liave been made of the depofits in the bank, and much lefs df 
difcharging, by any thing in this proclamation, thofewho<may 
1>e refponiible on that fubjeA.

In the Jftermon Sitting of Wednefday the 4th of February ^ 1795, 
the PVeJident at Amftcrdam read a Letter from the Deputies at 
the Hague f in Subjlance. 

I. npHE deputies of the generality on the part of Holland re- 
^ ported, that, on the demand of Holland, the tax on the 
introdu^ion of cattle was fupprefled for three months. 

2. Citizen Stirk Van Linfchoten had taken his feat in the af- 
fembly of their High MightineiTcs, as one of the deputies from 
ihe province of Utrecht. 

3. The propofition of Holland to the generality, for obtaining 
as foon as poflible a precife^account of ihips, &c« was adopted 
and converted into a refolution. A new mifflye from Paris was 
received from Brantzen, Repelear,^ and Six, which being taken 
into confideration, it was refolved to inflft vigorouily with the 
generality for their reca). 

4. The propoiitioji refpecling the regiftration of the (late of 
The cheil of the generality was concluded.

* Thefe are the two conuniflTioners fent by the old Diitch goveroment to 
aegociate a peace with the French, at the time whei^' the conc^ueA of Hol< 
ml appeared likely to be acconipliihed. 
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54 Deputie&from the i^uirters of Nibesuin came tb take tliei^ 
feats in the afletnUyDf their High Migntinefles, but were not 
admitted^ becaufe tfaleir letters of credit were not pftt)vinclal.

11. Colonel Bcnlink gave notice of the difbanding of the 
armed inhabitants of the country called Landzenten. It was 
then refolved to allow the flee importation of corn, and to refer 
to the committees of finance and provifions a propofition for 
giving a bounty for corn imported. 

12. Bentink ile Roon and Waflenaar Katwyn were difmified 
from their employments, the firft as chief juftice of Putten, and 
the fecond as bailiifof the country of Voorn. 

13. By order of the aflfembly, the deputies to the ftates de- 
manded, that the deputies, who» cm the part of this city, fit in 
the admiralties of Amiterdam, and the quarter of the North, 
fliall be recalled, as has been done by the other cities and the

c. The French commiflaries having been informed, that three 
oflScers arrived from England, had been arrefted ; it i^^now found 
that thefe are the two Fagels and Van Reinilein* 

6. The committee for the General Weal reported, that the 
treafurer of the hereditary Stadthoider had depofcd, that all the 
ready money had been put in chefts, and embarked in Hoops to 
be tranfported to England, arid that therefore he, unable to fur-* 
nilh any money, it was impoiiBble for the council of the eftates of 
the Stadthoider to furniih the neceflary fums to the French re- 
prefentatives. The provifionary reprcfentatives, therefore, pafled 
a decree, that a loan ihould be raifed for that purpofe, which 
Ihall be paid from the eftates of thofe who have been the caufe 
of the expenfes.

* The Dutch comminioners font over to London, had orders from the 
States General to execute their miflioa in concert with Barun Nagel, am- 
^flador to that court.^-Baron Kagel told tiieni he had fent his relignation 
to the States General, and confequently could not interfere in the affairs 
of the United Provinces. 

The comniiflioners wrote to the Briti(h minifter, Lord GrenviUe, that 
they Were fent by the States General to treat of matters of great impor- 
tance to the two countries. Lord Grenville, to avoid treating direcUy 
p^ith a government which the Englifh cabinet, perhaps, will nut acknow* 
ledgCy fent Mr. Burgefs, his fecretary, to learn the object of their miffion.

fliips remaining fo long in Engliib ports, and they dp not 6ve9 
k^w whether all or any of the faid ihips are ftill in £ng|Uil| 
jports. 

As the States Genial have hitherto come to 1^ definitive i^fin 
lution for laying an embargo on Englilh ihips in the ports (^tb^ 
Republic, s^nd as this meafure demands all poilible difpatcb» thi^ 
deputies of Holland to the aflembiy of the States General havf 
been chained to efFed, that di]re3io][)s h^ immediately fent to thf 
^dmiri^ies for iflfuing the necei&ry orders to the officers coaw 
manding the (hips of the ftate to prevent the failing of Engliftf ^ 
ftips from pur ports, by force if neqclfary, a^d to call for the afljfn 
tance of the French commanders. 

It vfras refolved, after a long deb^ate, that feals (hould be piU 
upon the papers of M. Fagel, formerly regifter of the States Gfy^ 
Beral, and on thofe of his two clerks. 

The board of admiralty fent in their report, concerning tbfp 
-dte prefent ftate of the Dutch navy, wherein they give it as their 
opinion, that^ owing to the ruined ftat^ pf the fiiva'nceS], it woul^

that they fhould have an early anfwer. An anf^'er it ]:>a^ been faid wa% 
given, viz. that our miniders ret'tifed entering into any kind o^ difciifliQi\ 
Vpon the releafe of the Dutch (hipping, but were willing to treat for the 
4^abliihment of a regular communication between the two countries. 

The Dutch newfpapers fay, Lord Grenville gave in anfwer to thefe 
«omreiflioners, <* That the king his maiter is determined not to return the 
Dutch ihips, which are retained in the ports of Great Britain^ until the 
French have left Holland.'* The commiilioners are to; wait in London fo»- 
fucther orders, or for new commiffioiM. Tl[ie province of Holland ha% 
propofed; that they be furtlier in^lrucled to infift, that England Hvill (hew 
•by what claim ihe detains our (hippiiig> and in cafe of i^cfufal, neverthelefs, 
to take, for the prefent^ an amicable leave of the Britilh nunifler^ and to 
return to Holland. 

The number of Dutch veflTels in the BritiHi ports^ befidfSt the men of 
irar and £aft Indiamen^ amount to no faiU 
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ke atterly impollible to equip a fleet for fca in the next fpring^ 
and that the debts of the navy- board amounted to 850,000 guil* 
ders. 

On the 9th of February, General Pichegru propofed that the 
troops of the Aate might be provided with a cockade, in cgnfe* 
quence of which, it was propofed, that the common tri -coloured 
Dutch flag, called the Ceus, which the Dutch received from 
Henry III. king of France, ihotild be declared tie Batavian na- 
tional flag ; and the troops of the (late didinguiflied by a cockade 
and falh of the fam^ colour, in horizontal ilripes, placed under 
each other. 

A plan was given in to re-eftabli(h the ruined national credit, 
which was referred to the committee of finances. Citizea 
Paulus jefigned his place as prefident of the alTembly, but was, 
by univerfal acclamation, re-elc£led for the next fortnight. 

On the loth of February a letter was read from the repre- 
fisntatives of the French people, concerning the proclamation re- 
lative to the circulation of aflignats. It was refolved to modify 
it in fome articles, and to ena6l that every one fhould be allowed 
to receive them in payment, if he thought proper. It was alfo 
refolved to erafe two paiFages of the faid proclamation, the latter 
of which concluded with thefe words — ^ and ihall even be pu- 
niflied with death.' 

Rfdir^ the mejpngei' who was fent to Paris, to intimate to the 
Du,tch cgmmiffioners, Brantzen and Repelacr, that they Jhould no 
farther tranjatl bufinefs in the name of the province of Holland^ re^ 
turned from Paris with the anfwer of the Jaid commijjioners, which 
1«<V to the ffillo%ving purport : 

That they did hot entertain the lead with to excite confufion ; 
but, as th^y had received their commiflion from their High 
Mightinefles, they thought themfelves obliged to acquaint them 
with the defire of the province of Holland, but that, at the fame 
time, they (hould always be animated by thofe fentiments of the 
higbeli refped, which they owed to one of the moft diflinguiihed 
provinces of the United Netherlands. 

The reprefentatives of the French people defired that fome 
French citizens might be allowed to ailift at the unfealing of the 
papers of the e;c-penfioner. Van Spiegel, whom they coafidered 
as one of the greateft enemies of the French Republic. 

Qiiarter-mafler General Bentinck informed the prefldent, that 
his brother, who had accompanied the elded fon of William V. 
to England, wiihed to return. The prefident was authorifed to 
anfwer — < That an ordinance bad been publiihed againft emi- 
grations, but none againft returns.' 

It was refolved to fend an American fhip to the Eail Indies, 
with the news of the revolution which had taken place, and to

The change In the government was afterwards more formally and 
foUmnly decreed by the ajnembly^ as appears by the following extrait 
from the regtfter ^the refolutions of their High Afightineffes the States 
General of the United Provinces. 

Monday^ Febrttary i6. 

AFTER a preliminary deliberation, it is found good and in- 
tended to refolve by thefe prefents, that a commifTion of the af- 
fembly of their High Mightinefles (hall be appointed to make 
known to the reprefentatives of the French people at the Hague 
the refolution this day entered into with refpeA to recognifing 
the fupreme power of the people of the Low Countries, the de- 
claration of the rights of men and citizens, and the abolition of 
the (ladtholderate, as well as of the dignities of captain and ad- 
miral-general in all their relations, and the difcharge from the 
oath on the foi-difant conftitution, by delivering to them a decla- 
ratory aft in which the points aforefaid are detailed ; to confti- 
tute this commilTion, the Citizens Van Haerfolt, Leftevenon^ 
Foi'ften, Van Citters, Stirk, Van Lierfchoten, Scuylenberg, Van 
Pallande, and the regifter quarries are required ana charged with 
the further requifition, to make known on this occafion to the 
reprefentatives aforefaid the ardent defire of their High Might!* 
neifes, and of the people who love the rights and liberties of the 
United Provinces, to form a folid confirmation between the two 
nations, as two republics equal and independent, and to conclude 
an alliance upon conditions reafonable and equally advantageous 
on both fides, in order that in this manner may be bid the foun- 
dation fo much-wifhed for of the ftrifteft fraternity between two 
nations yet mentioned in the hiftory of the human race, of which 
fraternity the certain confequences may be very wpll calculated 
and forefeen, as being extremely falutary both for the French 
and Dutch people, and for the advancement and confummation 
of a general peace in Europe.

h% made of feverS^l articles ajypertainiAg to the fubfiftelice and 
cloathingof the French troops, namely the foUowing, 
800,000 Quintals of corn.

The above-mentioned reprefentatives have alfo added, that in- 
ftead of following the pradice introduced in other countries 
which their troops have entered, namely, that the requifitions of 
fimiUr articles have made, publithed, and carried into execution 
by themfelves, they have chofen to treat this Republic in another 
manner, and thereby prove the inclination of the French nation^ 
to confider it in the light of an approaching ally ; and, of con- 
fequence, have begged of us to effe£luate the delivery of the 
above-mentioned neceiTaries Jn the fpecified quantities, and at 
the appointed times and places, adding, at the fame time, that 
the payment fhall be regulated according to arrangements which 
fliall afterwards be made with the government. 

Convinced of the neceffity of taking the mod ef&£lual mea^ 
fures for complying with the faid requifitions, we have judged 
that the bed and leaft burthenfome method of accompliihing this 
6bje&, will be for the government to contra£t for the articles 
in queftion, and for the refpedive provinces to furniih the necef- 
fanr funds. 

We doubt not that the inhabitants will be convinced of the 
abfolute neceflity of enabling their provincial fovereigns to fur-- 
ni(h thefe neceflary funds without the fmaileft delay ; but mc 
think it neverthelefs neceifary to hold up to all, conjundly and 
feveraily, the diftrefs to which they muil expofe themfelves, if 
they manifeft the leaft unwillingnefs or even procraftination ; for 
we aie intimately perfuaded of the lerious intention of the above- 
mentioned reprefentatives of the French nation that thefe re- 
quifitions (hail be complied with, at the appointed time, and 
BMift therefore warn all, in the moft impreilive manner, that they 
win have themfelves to blame if meafures of force and violence 
muft be employed to obtain what we wifh to fee accomplifbed 
with the greateft poffible order and regularity.

'Proclamation at the Hague ^ nth Pluviofe^ 30/A January^ I795> 
the Third Tear of the French Republic, one and indivifible. 

npHE reprefentatives of the French people, with the armies of 
•*• thei North, the Sambre, and the Meufe, decree as follows :— 

Article I. All goods, both moveable and immoveable, fhips^ 
merchandife, claims, and property of any kind whatever, belong- 
ing to governments at war witn the French Republic, or of 
French emigrants ; likewife thofe of priells, monks, members of 
churches, or fpiritual corporations, having emigrated from the 
conquered provinces between the Rhine and the fea ; alfo all 
goods whatever given in truft by members of churches and cor- 
porations, are feized and confifcated for the benefit of the French 
Republic. 

Art. n. All fuch perfons as art debtors, concealers, or de* 
tainers of what is mentioned in the above article, are to give in* 
ventories of the fame to the magiftrates of their circuits, within 
eight days after the publication of the prefent* 

All fuch as negledl to conform themfelves to it are to pay a 
fine of double the value of the article of which they have not 
given in any account as above ftated. 

The fourth part of the fine, and likewife one fourth of the 
value of the goods not declared, fh^U belong to the difcoverers 
and informers. 

Art. III. An agent-general fhall be appointed for all the 
United provinces, who is to colledtall the above invehtories, and 
difpofe of the things mentioned therein, according to the inftruc* 
tions he fhall receive from the reprefentatives of the people.

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The magiftrates are to deliver to him all the declarations mado 

to them. 

Art. IV, It is forbidden to accept of any notes or bills of ex- 
change, or to make any negteiations or loans for or on account 
of goyernments at war with the French Republic, upon pain of 
coa£lrcation of the whole value of fuch obje^s. 

The tranfgreflbrs of this fliall be confidered and dealt with as 
enemies of the French Republic. 

Art. V. It is forbidden to all civil and military agents of the 
French Republic, to feize upon any treafurc belonging 't« 
towns, communes, or to the government of the United Nether* 
land, upon pain of arreft. 

Art. vl. What has been decreed by thefe prefents (hall be 
addrefled to the States General, deOring them to fend it to the 
refpe£tive dates of the United provinces, in order to be printed 
in both languages, and to be fent to, and pofted up, without de- 
lay, in all the towns, communes, and ports of the United Pro- 
vinces.

Capitulation of the Province of Zealand."*^ 

A RTICLES of capitulation, propofed by the deputies of the 
•^*" province of Zealand to the general of divifion, Michaud, 
commanding the French troops in Dutch Flanders, with the

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troops of the French Republic in Dutch Flanders, returned to 
the articles of capitulation propofed by the deputes of the pro- 
vince of Zealand. 

Article I. Perfcft liberty of public worfliip, and the aSuat 
exercife thereof, fhall be granted. — Anfwer, Granted yrit^ re- 
gard to every religious worfhip, agreeable to the proclamation of 
the national reprcfentatives of the French people to the peole of 
Batavia. 

Art. II, The prefent form of government fhall be prefervcd. 
wi-Anf. Anfwered already in the fame proclamation. 

Art. Ill, Perfedl freedom and fafety for all public funftio- 
naries and private perfpns, burghers, and inhabitants, each indi- 
vidual, be who he will, and may his political opinion have been 
ever fo different, fhall not be molefled, nor fuffered to be mo- 
Irfled ; further, perfeft fafety and free difpofal of all property, 
gotxis, and polTeflions of corporate bodies, communities, or pri- 
vate perfons ; and in thi$ article fhall be included the perfoi^ 
and property of the Scotch court at Veere. — Anf. Granted agree- 
able to the fame proclamation, importing fafety of perfons and 
property, and all afts of violence or conteits between citizens and 
citizens who fhall tranfgrefs in this inftance, fhall be punifhed 
in the feverefl manner, 

Aft. IV. That ^11 perfons who may have emigrated from 
Dutch Flanders and Brabant, and who may be in this province, 
fhall be at liberty to return to (heir former abode, and that all 
their property, which may have been alienated or fequeftered on 
that account, be reftored to them ; and that thofe perfons whp 
came hrther from the Auflrian Netherlands be alfo included in 
Ais article. Meanwhile it is expefted that fome favour will^be 
ftewn to the French emigrants who are in this province, and 
fliat they will be permitted to make their retreat in fafety.— 
Anf. Granted, provided they arc in fuch cafes for which provi* 
ikm has been made in the refblutions of the reprcfentatives of 
the people, which refolutions grant a fafe return to all perfons 
who left their places of abode at the approach of the army of the 
French Republic, provided they can prove that their return has 
been impoflible to be ejBFefted before, or that they have been in 
fome ftrong-hold, or befieged town. But the French emigrante 
oatmot be included in this article, becaufe, for or with them 
the French Republic never c^n or will enter into any kind^of 
itegoctation. " ' 

Art. V. That no French troops fhall be garrifoned in this 
province, for which it is offered that the troops of jthe flate who 
arc here, fhall take oath never to bear arms agajnft the troops of 
the French Republic ; but as it can be reprcKnted how incon* 
venient it would be to quarter thc^c troops, and the dearth which 
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tm ^eat a number of them may occaflon in th« provifions, it 
(hall be (lipulated, that if any troops are to be quartered upon 
the burghers and the inhabitants, the regulation and appointment 
«f quftiters iball be fixed by the magiftrates of the town, and 
places, and not by the <^cers of thofe troops. — Anf. The troops 
in the fervice of the United* Provinces, after having taken oath 
never t© ferve againft the French Republic, (hall keep their arms, 
and may<k> duty witWn the towns^ to preferve good order and 
tranquillity. 

Inthejflandof Walcheren provifion Iball be made to bring 
no greater number of troops than (hall be abfolutely neceflary, 
and wbo ihall confift at prefent of one battalion and an half, 
making altogether between 6 and 700 men, who (hall not be 
atigmented but in cafe of tbe mod urgent neceflity. 

The preparing uf calerns and quarters (hall be left to the care 
of the magi((rates ; and in every town or cantonment, as many 
troops as po(fible (hall be qnartcred together. The officers alone 
(hall have feparate accommodation. 

The crews of the ihips of war in the fervice of the Republic 
of Hie United Provinces (hall take the fame oath as the army to 
the French Republic; and the (hips which are in port (hall 
have a fuflScient number of French troops on board, according 
to the number regulated in general on board all Dutch men of 
war. 

Art. VI. That no aflignats of the Republic (hall be put in 
cirsuiation, and that neither perfons nor property (hall be put in 
requilitipn for the fervice of the French Republic. — Anf. The 
affigpats (hall not be put into circulation by compulfive means , 
and they (hall have currency in the fame manner as has hap- 
pened ta the other provinces, now in poflTeflBon of the French 
troops* 

Ai to tbe remainder of the above article, provifion has been 
«^^ by the anfwer annexed to the third article, which gua- 
rantees Ikfety of perfons and property. 

Art. VII. That as fome iflands, towns, places, and fortreflfes 
of tl)is province, may already have furrcmiered to the troops of 
the French Republic, perhaps even on unfavourable conditions^ 
tfao(e conditions (hall be confidered as null, and of no eife£l, 
;|nd they ihall be treated as before required by this capitula* 
tioDt, which is to be univerfal for the whole province of Zea* 
hmd. — Ahf. Granted. 

Art. Vlli. That, laftly, (hould there be any obfcure or equi- 
vodd article in this capitulation, the fame (tiall be adjufted aiKl 
interpreted in (avour of this province and its inhabitants. — Anf. 
If there beany rf)fcurity in any of the articles of this prefent ca-

.^H£1 affembly of provifional reprefentatlves of tlie commune of 
'^ Amilerdam having received, from time to time, and oa the 
part of different ckizens, demands, tending to the embracing of 
meafores which would put into a (late of arreft in general the 
former members of the now-abolifhed government, and other 
lufpeAcd perfons ; the aflTembly has not only been conftantly of 
opinion that it ought not to embrace fuch meafures, but it alfo 
thinks itfelf obliged to explain to all its compatriots in general» 
and to the inhabitants of Atti^erdam in particular, whom it re* 
prefeats, what is its manner of thinking on a fubjedl of this im** 
portance, and what are the principles on which its opiaioa if 
founded. 

We fhall fet out, citizens, with declaring, that we neither 

could nor would, for a (Ingle moment, fuppofe that the rcpeatc4 

ioftances of a part of our fellow-citizens to make us take riga* 

rous meafures, could proceed from any motive of hatred or re* 

venge. The Dutch, from the very moment when they firft broke 

their chains, gave to afloniihcd Europe, too grand an example of 

generofity and humanity, to let us believe that they would fully 

that glory in the moments of tranquillity, by avenging themfelvef 

on a fet of humbled defpots, deprived of all ftrength. He de«< 

ferves not to triumph who bafely abufes his vi&ory. He alone 

can promife himfelf the conftant and agreeable fruits of vidlory^ 

who makes his vanquifhed foes bluih by his juflice and genero* 

fity, and convinces them that they are the perfons who have cho* 

fen the word fide of the caufe to defend. Citizens, generofity 

and jufiice carry with them irrefidible force. Nothing can fave 

the caufe of our country but a conflant adherence to thefe virtues. 

The exercife of revenge may afford a tranfitory pleafure in the 

moments of pafllon and delirium, but its confequences are com<* 

monly fad and fatal, while the exercife of equity and of genero* 

fity leaves nothing but agreeable fenfations. 

Such, citizens are.our fentiments ; fuch ought to be yourV. 
Real guar(|ians of freedom and equality, you are capable of 
perceiviilff their value and their force ; and woe betide the 
ccaintry if this doArine ihall not become the univerfal doArine 
of the nation. 

Since then, citizens, we cannot differ on thefe principles, it 
will be eafy to convince the virtuous patriot, that the (yftem which 
We have adopted in our aflembly, is in tffeSt the only one that 
Bgre^ with the real interefts of the country, 

Let 



Let us begin by prcfenting to. your view the great end that 
;^very honeft man, and above all, every citizen entruftcd with 
any public authority, ought to propofe to himfelf. This end 
ought to he, to fettle this revolution upon the moft immoveable 
foundations, to the end that all the inhabitants of the land may 
feel the permanent benefits of the focial life under the adminiftra** 
tipn founded on the principles of freedom and equality. Sec 
here, citizens, the great end that a good mSn ought perpetually 
to have before his eyes ; and he, who has other views, whether, 
he be placed in the fenate, whether he labour in another fphere, 
or whether he be in a private fituation, (the moft enviable, doubt- 
Icfs, of all fiiuations) plays, under the maflc of patriotifm^ the 
•pttrt of an hypocrite, and a deceiver of the people. 
• But how to attain this end ? No method more likely than to 
flicw on the one hand, grandeur zi0 generofity with refpeft to 
the part ; on the other, to be fevere and inexorable to all attempts 
3ig»hft freedom and the fupremacy of the people. Citizens, 
phUofophers of all nations and ages have invariably judged, that 
when civil dilfenfions are over, the conquering party has always 
fcccn guilty of injnfticc, when it has thought worthy of punifh- 
liien't adions which the chiefs of the conquered party have done 
to maintain their caufe, and has, in confequence of th^fe princi- 
jples, fet on foot a general perfcciition. Adlions, which are at ali 
tunes criminal; aftions, which are morally bad, independently 
on all political relations, and by confequence always puniflhablc, 
'irfre then the only ones that can, according to the principles-^of 
jwftice, be taken into confideration. Thefe are alfo the only 
'dftions which a righteous judge, whofe judgment ought not to be 
directed by any influence of political pailions, will efteem crimU 
Tial and worthy of pupifhment ; and not thofe a£lions which w^ 
^t prefent moft juftly confider as highly pernicious, but which 
Ikive been committed under the eyes, and with the plenary ap- 
probation of the preceding government. 

If we rejeft thefe principles, there is no longer fecurity for any 
human aftion ; and let it not be diflembled, that h6 who preaches 
a contrary dodlrine, proclaims in effeft the right of the ftrongeft, 
and confequently ihe favourite right of tyrants. 

Let none imagine, citizens, that the true intereft of the na^ 
tion can, either in this point of view, or in any other, differ fromi 
the rules of juftice. Never do the true interefts of ^.jjation ex- 
aft the flighteft deviation from the rules of juftice and good 
faith, under whatfoever pretext^ Our country will fupport itfelf 
or be crufhed, as it ftiall adopt or reje£l thefe truths. The fyf- 
-tem of terror, already quite banilhed from the French Republic^ 
cannot be tolerated a fingle inftant in that fpot of the earth 
where we. live ; it would fink us in ruin for ever. Our political 
conftitution, pur local fituation, our commercial relations, arc all 
- ' circymftancc^ 
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circumftances too delicate to fupport repeated fcetxes of violene^ 
and political fhocks. 

Caft your eyes, citizens, upon the ftate of the finances of 
your country, of your city. Will it not require all the zealjt all 
the elafticity of a commercial nation, to fill your exhaudeid cofr 
fers } But are this zeal and this eladicity compatible with- a 
fyftem of terror ? Qoubtlefs not : in bringing to perfedion this 
revolution, one fort of terror only ought to be tolerated : terror 
to thofe who have the hardinefs and malice to undertake any 
thing againft the revolution. The mod fevere penalties againft 
fuch men will be fo much the more equitable, as our condu<% 
with refpedl to the pail (hall be noble and generous. 
• It is a great miftake, citizens, to compare the circumftances 
of France in the courfe of her revolution, with our*s« It was not 
in France a fpitit of revenge for the crimes committed under the 
pld government which occafioned thefe repeated fcenes of terror ; 
but the violent oppofition to the revolution itfelf which occafioned 
the neceility of a proportionable vigilance to crufh all confpira- 
cies. But what oppofition, citizens, have we to exped? if a 
wife and juft adminiftratton completes this revoltition, is not the 
doArine of freedom and equality fo amiable in itfelf, fo deeply 
^aven in our nature, that it will foon penetrate all hearts with 
jrrefiftible energy ? Will not all who have been milled by court 
artifices return from their error ? Let us fhew by fads, that a 
democratical government, well ordered, is not only poflible, but 
that it is the fole form of government that accords with the dig- 
nity of man; and foon will this order of things be eftabliflied by 
univerfal confent upon the fureft foundations. Let us prove the 
.falfehood of all the rumours that have been fpread among the 
.multitude, whether they proceed (O fhame!) from the chair, or 
from the bofom of the councils, and foon will the multitude itfelf 
defpife its feducers. Slander painted the do6lrine of freedom and 
equality, as the immediate fource of confufion, and the grave of 
of religion. But, citizens, where will (lander now hide her head, 
when every citizen is protected in his perfon, in his property ; 
an4 when the gates of the temples are open to every one, that he 
may adore our common Father in the manner to which he is 
prompted by the feelings of his heart } 

Thefe are the lively eiFefts of a wife s^nd philofophic policy, 
which can and ought happily to accomplifh this revolution. All 
the* political diffeniions, all the revolution^ that have taken place 
in this ftate (ince its origin, vanifh before fo interefting a revo- 
lution as the prefent. They were only difputes between party 
J and party ; trials of (kill for the moft part between^ knaves and 
knaves ; in which the people had no part to play but the part of 
the dupe. To-day it is the caufe of the people itfelf in which 
we labour, in which you all ought to labour. To-day it is not a 

' ' fadion. 
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MEKon, but "ftc nartfen herfdf, who Is ri(5oribt». Wc lurai:*- 
jc6l our views, not to the welfare of a few d^fpots, fcutto lUnt hap-* 
Iffncfe df the whole nation. 

Let lis then always^ cilSzcffs, <!onfidcr otir rty^lution tiivfer 
thh rmportant regard. Let trs endeavour to give it -fiidh m fi- 
ffeRton that it ifhaH he rn varn to feek to foment nevr poBticat 4if* 
feniions ; ^let the 'example of our dcpdfed dcfpots be to tis ^ leBbo 
to -avoid the bafc as •well as the impolitic faults they hsfve -cewi- 
ttrrtted. Have their FenfHefs perfecutions maide fhe pxifpns of thw 
troontry-cry Tor vengeance, and the complarnts-of the Dutch bc- 
ix>itte fugitives in allpartsof the world, -call forth ciirfes upon Aieif 
adiTiiniftration f Let us make it our glory to tronvince Etin3pey 
tliat it is the Dutch nation, and not afa'flnoujthat now triumphs } 
-that it is the caufe of freedom and equality, not the fptrit xX rtr . 
Tenge and deftniflron ; in fliort, that found policy now reigns OA 
t)ne fide to make a cordisil offer of the ri^hthan^d of ^<Howfeip*ftp 
%cr ftray brethren, and ntrt to drive them to defpahr ; on tTie other, 
loliold high the fword of punifliment, in order to ftr?fce the firfl 
nntitor that henceforth (hall pr^fume to oppote the f i*eedom aiUI 
Supremacy of the people. For though thefeft part ctf ^this-aStcr- 
tuttive be the true end of the real friend of humanrity, the othef

The fallowing is the Speech delivered in the middle of February^ ^795» 
by the Deputation appointed by the Provifional Reprefentatives of the 
People of Hollandy to propofe to the Reprefentatives of the French 
People an jiUiance between the two Republics. 

**/^ITIZEN reprefentatives of the French people, the provifional 
^^ reprefentatives of the people of Holland, confiding not only 
of deputies from all the towns which formerly had a right to vote 
in the ci-devant dates of the province of Holland, but of deputies 
from feveral other confiderable towns and villages, have thought 
it their duty to feize the firft moment of their complete exi(lence» 
to lay before you by a folemn deputation, the faithful expreflion 
of their homage and their wiflies. It is to your prefence fo much 
defired, and the benevolence of the French nation towards this 
people, that we are indebted for the happinefs of having been^ble 
to break our chains and reftore the bleiEngs of liberty. It is to 
eilabliih this liberty on iblid foundations^ that we devote all our 

^ efforts^ 
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efforts ; and We come to offer you the firft fjniitr of it, by prt^ 
fenting to you the decrees of our alTembly^ adopted fince we were 
conftituted. We profit of this moment to difcharge the duty fo 
much the more willingly, that our hopes of feeing the other pro^ 
vinces, our confederates, foon become as free as ourfelves, are 
daily accompliihing, and that the happy moment appears, when

Effible with the French nation. May this, the defire of all the 
tavian nation, be fopn accomplifiied for the common happinefs 
of the two nations, their mutual intered, and the complete annihi* 
lation of the fatal projeSs of their common enemies. Be pleafed, 
citizen reprefentatives, to extend to us the hand of fraternity, 
and confirm the generous and edifying declaration you made in 
the face of the world, in the manifefto publiflied on your en« 
trance into this province. It is by this means alone that our 
connexion can be ufeful to France, and fatal to our coalefced 
enemies; particularly to thofe who, fince the commencement of 
our political exifience, have been the implacable enemies of this 
llepublic, of its liberty, its commerce, and its real independence, 
hut of whom it will be very poflible to crufli all the machina* 
tions, and defeat all the intrigues, as foon as we have formed an 
alliance, by which we can concert with you the moft prompt 
and efficacious meafures, to ferve as a bafis in the direaion of 
the next campaign by land and Tea, the objed and the confequences 
of which campaign may be, to reftore peace to Europe for ever. 
We requeft you, citizen reprefentatives, to tranfmit thefe fenti* 
ments of the people of Holland to the national convention of 
France, and to add that we will never ceafe to (hew ourfelves, as 
far as in us lies, worthy of the liberty which the valour and the 
indefatigable eiforts of the French armies, joined to our own ad« 
vances towards liberty, have reftored among the Batavians, and 
of the alliance which the grand people you reprefent may con* 
traft with us." i 

To which the French reprefentatives Alquicr^ replied: 
** Citizens, provifional reprefentatives of the people of Hot* 
land, the reprefentatives of the French people receive with fenfi- 
bility, in the name of their nation, the aflurance of your attach- 
ment, and your wifhes for the alliance which you defire to (ee 
eftabliflied between France and the United Provinces. We will 
hail with pleafure the day, when,, after a frank and durable union 
contraded between the two governments, we can unite our arms 
againft our common enemy. We may expe£t every thing both 
for the happinefs of the two nations, and for the peace of the 
world, from our combined efforts againd the proud and perfidious 
policy which we can conyid of every crime, and whicn afpires 
as doaiipeering over, all Datiops, You wiU always find Fraoqe

Liberty, Equality, Fraternity. 

'TTHE revolutionary committee at Arhflerdam, which has never 
•*" ceafed to difcharge the fame •fira'Sionfe fiftce the happy revo^ 
lution juft eflFcScd, thinks itfelf bound not to difcontinue tbera 
till the tevohatioh fhall be entirely completed. But the few 
members who cohipofe the committee not being equal to thfe 
accutnulation of bu^nefs, the committee applied to the commit- 
tees efiabliflied in other cities, and prc^fed to unite the laboiln 
<rf all, and to form by deputies, a fmgle committee of revolution. 
TThis committee a6lually aflembled, feeling the neceffity of put^ 
trng the lad hand with all pofiible diligence to the work already 
.commenced in all the cities, towns, and hamlets, and knowiii|{ 
by experience that the people, efpecially thofe of the countn^ 
coniider what is already ddne as fufficient, alth#ogh it ought only 
to be looked upon biK as the firft ftone of a grand edifide, exhorts 
all the i'nhabitants of this Republic^ to be upon their gnaard 
agafnft falfe infinuations, and to watch over the progrefs of the 
revolution in order that neither now nor afterwards the appear- 
ance of ariftocracy may be fufered on a territory a£hially frctf. 
The committee exhorts all the citizens, and all the true friends 
of their country, to arm themfelvefe as quickly as pofliblej to 
choofe provifionally officers in whom they can confide, and to 
prepare to defend their lives and their properties againft every 
foreign encfmy, and every pretended friend -who may feek only 
to plunder them. The firft duty of every free citizen is to 
arm for the common intereft. Suffer not yourfelves to be ini- 
pofed upon by fair words, falfe promifes, and ftill lefs by force. 
Crufh the tyrant who would oppofe your efforts. Be generous 
towards thofe among you who mdy have been feduced through ig^ 
norance. To be generous and to forget offences are tbedifl-inSive 
marks df a people worthy to he free^ The committee declares 
'flfo thstt it will not interfere in an'y **ttiaiiRer in the gotvernment

Summary Report on the State of Finance of the United Provinces^ 

made in the middle of March f I'] ^^^ 

tp TpHAT fince the year 1787 to the beginning of the prefent 
. revolution^ befides the ufual annual revenue, the people 
lilve been forced to furnifh the fum of eighty millions of guilders ; 
an account of the expenditure of whieh will be communicated 
to the public in a particular report. 

' 2« That this treafure has but little contributed to the reftora<> 
tion of the (late of |he finances of the republic, and it is indif- 
penfably neceifary to eftabliih meafures for a new contribution, 
tor fear of the whole of the^ national trcafury being entirely cx- 
baufted. 

3. That, notwithflanding, this diflrefs of the national treafury 
ought to have induced the former government to think on a peace, 
yet that government thought on nothing but on continuing the 
war $ and not till every refource had been . exhaufted did they 
begin to offer peace to the French Republic, and this with an 
intention to faciifice innumerable treafures in order to continue 
the former minifters in their place. 

4* That fuch a conduA has involved the country, and has bur* 
thened it with immenfe debts ; the annual intereft of which 
amounts to twelve millions,, without mentioning the guarantees 
furnifbed from time to time by the province of Holland to the 
£aft India ^(rompany, which together amounts to upwards of fe» 
Vcnty millions of guilders. 

5. The province of Holland has advanced to feveral towns and 
colonies belonging to the Eaft and Weft India companies up- 
wards of thirty millions, of which, in the prefent times, even the 
intereft will not be paid. 

6. That only four millions of guilders were found in the trea- 
furies of the country at the end of January laft. 

7. That the province of Holland had yet to receive the ar- 
rears from lail year, amounting to 3,400,000 guilders, 

8. That all this was by far infufficient to fupply the prefent 
urgencies of the times and circumftances. 

9. That the province of Holland was yet in want of upwards 
of two millions, for the pay and other expenfes of the militiai 
as a(iafor other obje£is refpe£ling the n^vy; .

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J lo. That feveml millions Were neceflarj fo^ the repair of tb« 
difierent ruined fortrefles^ for the Aipplying of the ms^azinei^ 
for providing with frefh ammunition, to furniih the French 
army with the neceffiiry provifion. 

I !• The anaual public revenue of the province of Hollaail 
amounted to three millions lefs than the common expenfes. 
: 12. That extraordinary meafures ought to be taken to tako 
from that province the burthen of debts with which it has been 
overloaded by the former government, left the refources of tho 
country fliould come to a ftate of utter ruin. " That, therefore, 
it was neceflary for the reprefentatives to lay taxes and con- 
tributions on the people^ as much as the intereft of the country 
required,"

I. npH AT all the inhabitants of towns and villages have a right 
-'- to eled their municipal officers and other governors. 

2« That the names of thofe citizens who ifaall be ele£led to 
.be the criminal judges, or to be the judges over the dykes, ihall 
be fubmitted to the confirmation or rejedion of the alTembly of 
provifionary reprefentatives. 

3, That thofe perfons who were in bought offices, for which 
they are obliged to pay an annual rent, ihall continue in thofe 
offices,, and pay thofe annual rents, in order that in general no- 
body fliall be wronged with refped to property, without adequate 
indemnifications* The diftindion between the voting and not 
voting towns has been abolifhed ; deputies from fmall towns, and 
even from villages, will be admitted in the aifcmbly of the Bata* 
vian reprefentatives.

Some members of this afTembly have thought that the commit-

peared in -fome degree to receive la^s from the vanqnifted. 

,It isby reading fome papers to you that you will be able 4# 
Jtidge, and to reduce theft fears to their proper value : we do *iot 
dFRernble that there may be incohveniencies attendingthe publicat 
fion of many of the details to which thefe papers ttfer ; but it if 
eur d^tyio prevent fufpicions from being further propagated^ 
trtiich fome perfons wi(h to countenance, and it is a duty ftUl 
more facred for us to obey your inftruftiohs. .- 

I will trace the feries of events which have brought us te.tht 
fituation in which we now arc.in Holland ; I will examine if that 
fituation is fo little advantageous as may be thought ; and I will 
l^y. before you the n[ieans which have appeared to your committee 
the moft proper for re-placing us in the true poittion in whk^ 
we ought to be with refpeft to the United Pripvinces. 

Holland, and Kngland are natural rivals; the true policy of 
lEIoflahd would -have been to attacff herfelf, from the 4)eginnin^ 
to Fc^hce, becaufe fi^om her (he wouM find fiipport ; gratitude 
'^Ifo majde it a duty, fince from this nation ihe had received 
powerful affiftance in eftablifhing her independence and defeiVdk 
iJig -her pofleffions ; yet in all times we have feen the contraiy 
of this, Holland threw herfelf into the arms of England, which 
brought it infenfibly to depend on her alone for protedion ; and 
in return for this confidence England has tnade it one of her pro- 
vinces : fuch have been the policy of thejfe-iflanders, fuch have 
been the meafures prepared by them, that fbould Holland at awy 
time be conquered by the French, or efcape their conc^ueft^ 
England alone would profit by either ; in the laft cafe by coK- 
folidating its domination in the United Provinces through her 
auxiliary forces, fent under the pretext of defence ; in the 
^rft, by the deftruftion of thofe fame Provinces, at the momeet 
when her troops (hould find themfelves obliged to evacuate thefB» 
and by the feizvire of their colonial pofTeffions. 

England ftill fupports the fame plan in regard to Portugal, and 
flxp will Mways follow it wherever fhe is able to apply her de- 
ceitful and Nlachiavelian politics. 

There exifted, however,'in Holland a mafs of patriots who did 
not ceafe to lament the oppreflion of their country, and who ne- 
ver loft hopes of giving her freedom. In 1787 they made a ge- 
nerous effort for Ihaking off the yoke of the Stadtholder ; they 
relied on the proteftion of France, the government x>f which, 
daftardly and deceitful, had promifed affiftance, which it never 
gave. The Pruffian troops marched into Holland, feconded by 
the States General^ who opened the gates of all the fortrefles ^o 

4 them: 
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Aftnl ; thcfe troops arrived without any obftacle at Amfterdam^ 
the Stadtholder was re-cftablifhed, the patriots were more than ' 
ever oppreflTed, they were difarmed, excluded from all cm* 
ploymentSy purfued, and many among them, to avoid perfecu- 
tion, took refuge in France ; they continued here to cherifli the 
hope of one day returning free men to their homes. 

This hope gained ftrength by. our revolution, and ftill more by 
the declaration of war between France and the government of 
the Stadtholder ; it almoft totally vanifhed at the retreat of Du- 
mourier, and all the energy of republicans, eleflrified by the 
fpirit of glory, condufted by faithful and able generals, and fe- 
conded in fome degree even by the elements themfelves, were 
found requiflte to realize it. 

When our progrefs in Holland began to give uneafinefs to the 
fladtholderians, and above all, when our troops arived on the 
banks of the Waal, the oppofite party labouied to organize them- 
felves ; fome courageous men prefented an energetic addrefs * to 
the magiftrates of Amfterdam ; but thefe tfiagiitrates, overawed 
by the Englifli, and encouraged by the difficulties which yet fe- 
parated us from that capital, difficulties which had formerly 
humbled the pride of Louis the XIV. ufed the petitioners with 
the mod unjuft violence, imprifoned theiti, and continued to ex- 
claim in the mod outrageous manner againft the French nation. 

They at the fame time put in motion the fpring of a perfidious 
policy ; they endeavoured to palfy the courage of our defenders ; 
they affeded to circulate a report, that peace was about to be 
concluded, that there already exited a fufpendon of arms ; but 
the cfFeS^ was contrary to the expfcftations of the malevolent ; 
we redoubled pur vigilance in our armies, we furprifed the ene- 
my, and on the fame day we captured Grave, Heufden, and the 
ifle o( Bbmniel^ and completely defeated them under the walls 
of Breda. 

It was then that the fladtholderians, beginning to tremble, dif- 
patched negociators to Paris in hopes of averting the blow which 
threatened them ; but fo far from relaxing our efforts, we in- 
flantly fent to our colleagues with the armies of the North, the 
Sambre, and the Meufe, inviting them to pufh their operations 
with more vigour than ever. A few days after we again wrote 
to them in thefe terms. 

Here (fays the Monlteur) he read a letter from the committee 
of public fafety to the reprefentatives of the people with the army 
of the North, preffing them to pafs the Waal and the Leck.t

t A mutilated tninflation of this report has already appeared in all the 
^glifh newfpa{>er8, which in this part fays, that \he committee direfled 
^he reprefentatives to fend againft Holland an army of 40J000, arid to 
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^Thefe orders were fuddenly executed, "with a fuccefs wluch 
is the ufual confequence of courage and aftivity j tlve army 
paffed over the ice on the Waal, and feized on Utrecht. The 
inundations were frozen, the Englifh had taken flight by Over- 
YDTell ; no further obftacle could flop the march of our trium- 
phant armies ; infur regions broke forth in all parts ; Amftcrdam 
opened her gates, and our colleagues, entered that city on the 
ad Pluviofe, at the head of the French columns. ** The advan- 
tages 6{ this brilliant conqueft," faid they to us in announcing this 
expedition, " are immenfe for the Republic ; it gives ustreafures, 
magazines, docks, veffcls ; and above ail, it gives us, in the po- 
litical and commercial affairs of Europe, a prtponderance of 
which it is impolliblc to calculate the effects or the confequences ; 
but viftory itfelf would become a fatal gift, if, dazzled by fo 
inuch glory, the French Republic pretended to difpofe defppti** 
cally of the defliny of that people ^ or if yielding to the captious 
propofitions that dexterous negociators will not fail to make to 
us, for preferving a form of government which defpotifm created 
a few years ago, we make any compromife, with the fladthol* 
derians, the natural enemies, both of France and the liberty of 
the Batavians^" : ■ 

. Thefe principles are conformable to thofe we manifefted to 
them ourfelves ; to thofe that you confecrated by your decree of 
tjie lit t>f February, 1793, containing a declaration of war 
againft the Stadtholder perfonally. We ought to diftinguifh the 
mafs of the Batavian people, who wifh only for liberty, fron^ 
the ftadtholdei'ian party, which can only wifh for defpotifm. 
We ought to regard the people as our ally, and the government 
a^ our enemy ; but it w^s this government which poiTefTed ally 
which had in its hands all the ftrong places, arfenals, marine and 
public eflablifhmenis. All thefe are of right the conqueror's,; 
and the property of individuals alone has remained facred to us. 

Gur colleagues, aftuatcd by a fentiment of extend ve generofity, 
not only announced in their proclamation this religious refpeft 
for the property of individuals, and declared that they came as . 
friends and allies of the Batavian people, to combat with them the 
Stadtholder's party ; but they joined to that proclamation a phrafc 
which has been wrongly interpreted : ** The Batavian people, 
faid they," exerciling their fovereignty, (hall alone be capable 
*< of changing or. modifying the form of their government." 

It is indeed among our principles not to intermeddle in the go-, 
vernments of other nations ; but are the Englifh a part of the 
Batavian people ? Have we entered into Holland, amidfl perils 
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jjublifh them as confifHng of 80,0005 but no fuch circumftance is men- 
tioned lA the Moniteur, of the 2sd February, 1795, from which this report 
h now tranflated* 

4> without 
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without number, to confolidate a government which has fought to 
overturn ours ? Are we to increafe the weight of the yoke of the 
real people of Batavia, or to deliver them from the tyranny of the 
Stadtholder? Thefe queftions undoubtedly explain fufficicntly the 
thoughtsof our colleagues ; it is neither to the declared cnemie^ of 
the French Kepublic that they have given the refpeflable name of 
the Batavian people, nor to fome iniriguers who call themfchcs 
patriots, in hopes of being able to expel their particular enemies, 
and to domineer in their place. 

Nothing, then, binds us in this refpeft but the natural rights of 
every individual and of every people, to remain at liberty wheii 
they attack not the liberty of others, and fuch ought to be that 
of the Batavian people freed from their oppreifors. 

This rpirit of juftice, which conftitutes the true dignity of a great 
nation, produced conquefts to our colleagues, which two years* 
war, and the facrificc of mai\y thoufands of our defeciders, would 
fcarce have been able to accomplilh. Bergen op-zoon, which 
in 1747 cofl us 10,000 men; Gertruydenberg, which flopped 
Louis the XIV, in the midll of his viftories ; Williamftadt, 
which terminated our own fuccefs in 1793 ; Gorcum, which is 
the key of the great inu;idations ; Fhilhing, one of the three 
places which Charles V. advifed Philip the II. to prefcrve with 
care ; Middlebpurgh, which fuftained a fiege of a year ; the three 
provinces beyond the Rhine, Friefeland^ Over-YflTell, and Gro- 
ningen ; even the two fleets of the Texel and Zealand are all 
furrendered without any refiftance. Who knows on the con- 
trary the part they would have taken, if inftead of fraternity, we 
bad been preceded by terror ? Who can fay that the veflels would 
not have failed With the firft fair wind, At lead, in part, to the 
ports of England } Who can Jay that many of the moft formidable 
fortrefles which have opened their gates to us, would not have 
made an obflinate refiflance ? Do not prefs us to condemn mea- 
fures, of which experience will (hew, perhaps very foon, the 
wifdom. 

The capitulation of Zealand does not appear, indeed, to bear 
the ftamp of the national charafter; but in the firft place, this 
capimlation, when it reached us, had not been cloathed with the 
approbation of our colleagues, and we are ignorant whether ic 
has been fo fince ; but we muft further appreciate the difficulties, 
the delays, and the lofles which would have followed the attack 
by force of arms, of that ftrong unhealthy couiKry ; we muft alfo 
confider its importance, and the neceffity of our inftar>tly oc- 
cupying it. That artificial territory is compofed qC iflands 
Which form the mouths of three rivers, and which render it 
mafter of their navigation ; it is defended by many ftrong places, 
and can be eafily fuccoured* It would require, a piajritime force 
aiyl long in preparations to attack it with a^y -certainty of 

I 2 fuccefs^ 
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' fuccefs) and if the enemy were obftinate in defending thefii» 
felves in thofe iflands which were the cradle of the liberty of the 
Batavians, the place where they took refuge when they conceived 
the. pfojeft of withdrawing themfelves from Sp^nifh tyranny ; 
1^- if, I &y, the enemy fearing a new oppreflion, were determined 
•f^ defend itfelf to the laft extremity, this expedition would ccr- 
l;|[inly n(>t have been accomplifhed in the courfe of this cam^ 
paign without a great efFufion of blood. 

We ftill wait, citizens, for further information, and it is after 
a general treaty, and a definitive fyftem fhall have been adopted 
refpedling the feven United Provinces, that we will re-eftablifbt 
relatively to each of them, the true relations which they ought 
to preferve with us, and thefe fhall always be fuch as they ought 
to be. This is fufficient to enable you to appreciate the con- 
dufl: of our colleagues in Holland ; they (land in need of much 
confidence, and we ought not to forget that it is to their courage, 
to their indefatigable labours, the army owes that energy and 
that difcipline which has fecured vidory and fpared blood. 

As to the meafures of the committee of public fafety, they 
pan be judged by its correfpondence ; it will fuffice that I read 
you fome of its letters to our colleagues, to make knowrt th« 
ipirit which always direds it, (Here he readfeveral letters which 
prgved the Jolicitude of the committee refpeCtlng Holland^ as well as 
$he a^ivity and Jieadifiefs of its meafures.) 

Eefides thefe letters, and many others diSated in the fame 
fpirit, we have given verbal inflruftions to ourjcoUeagues Cochoo 
and Ramel; and when Richard went out of the committee, we, 
in virtue of the authority received from you, fent him, as having 
participated in all our deliberations, and knowing perfeSlywcU 
all the views of the committee, to tjie army which he long fuper- 
intended with fo much fuccefs. 

As to, the remainder, citizens, our fituation in Holland is not 
fuch as malevolence has wifhed to perfuade you, and it will not 
be eafy to "prove that pircumftances would have permitted us to 
purfuea much better ^ourfe, We do not fee that violent means, 
that the fpilling of much blood, could have given us more fpeedily 
pofTeffion of all the fortreffefs pf the feven provinces s nor do wc 
fee that the provifiops pf the country efcaped us, that any velTcl 
has fled on our arrival, or that the pnglifh have preferved any in- 
fluence. We fee on the contrary, that the revolution has taken 
place without convulfion, that thp authorities have regenerated 
themfelves, that the agents of the Stadtholder have either been 
arretted pr have fled, that fevere meafures are taken by our col- 
leagues for the circulation of ailignats, that the trunk of the 
coalition is ^roken, that the blockade of France is deflroyed, that 
we have acquired the navigation of three great rivers, that a vaft 
pipvince is ravi^ied from the patrimony of the Englifb, ttiaf 
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iheif pruiopal -cotnmtitiications with the continent are cut aflf^ 
tbtt.an important marine is at our difpofal ; that the ports which 
harboured their cruifers are thofe ii;i which armaments Ihall 
hereafter be preps^red for attacking themfelves in their own 
iiomesi and for ruining- their commerce in the North. But not« 
withfianding, citizens, we muft not abufe thefe acquifitlons ; the 
£atavians and ourfelves muft equally benefit by their revolution ; 
'^ 4et not our advantages be tranfi^nt* The proyifional mea- 
fures that your committee has thpught it .its duty to take, are ; 
firR-'^f Here Carnot was interrupted^ hy an obfervation that it might 
he danger obs to publi/h the meajures of government.) 

Carnot then propofed that the convention (hould confirm the 
xhoice made by the committee of the reprefentative of the people* 
Richard, fent to Holland, and announced that he had already 
reached the place of his miflion. The ^flembly confirmed the 
choice accordingly. 



FRENCH FINANCES. 

The t^o following ReportSi the moft important lately made on this fuKjc£l, are here in* 
fcrtcd, becaule the State of the French Finances has been deemed of great Moment,u 
the eventual Succefs of the prefcnt War. 

Report from the Committee of Finance on the revolutionary Taxei, 
prefented to the National Convention on the 6th Frimaire, f^&tb 
November f 17949 by Cambon* 

"D EVOLUTIONARY taxes have been impofed by the rt- 
•*^^ prefentatives of the people in miffion ; by the adminiftrative 
bodies ; by the municipalities ; by the fedions, and even by the 
commiflaries. They have all been colledled by agents appointed 
for that purpofcy and the produce of them, with a few exceptions, 
has been converted to private ufes^ and not to the public benefit. 
Thefe taxes were meant to defray the expenfes of arming, equip* 
ping) and paying the citizens who rofe in a mafs, for the de- 
fence of liberty and equality : of the fuccour or indemnity granted 
to the poor parents,^ wives, and children of the brave defenders of 
the Republic ; of the afliflance the nation affords to indigence 
and misfortune ; of the falaries of certain perfons who held par- 
ticular fituations. In ihorti for defraying all extraordinary ex« 
penfes. . 

Thefe meafures were neceiT^ry, perhaps indifpenfable, at a 
time when indemnities Ji^d been promifed to' the defenders of the 
country, and their families ; but when the mode of their payment 
\^ apt b^en decreed^ tbe^ vv^fe neqeflfary at a time when the 
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afliftance, which the country owes to indigent perfons, had not 
been deternnineci or defined by law ; when the national will had 
not exaded perfonal fervice from ail the citizens, without dif. 
tinftion, between the ages of eighteen and twenty five ; when the 
€goiifts and felfifti perfons, lofing fight of their deareft int«reft, 
and deaf to the voice of the country, refufed their perfonal fcf- 
vice to defend the frontiers and their property, and endeavoured 
even to refift a meafure which had no other objeft than to caH 
in a part of the affignats in circulation ; when the Republic was 
betrayed on all fides ; when all the armies were diforganifed, and 
it was found to be neceffary to raife frefli forces, t<J check and 
repel the enemies, whom treafon had introduced into fome of the 
frontier garrifons and feaports, and to deftroy that rebellion, 
which exifted with an alarming afped^, in feveral places ; when * 
ftockjobbers and malcontents monopolifed and exported provi- 
fions and merchandife ; increafed the price of all articles to an 
alarming extent ; depreciated aflignats, in order to deprive us of 
a refource fo neceffary to the revolution ; and endeavoured to ren- 
der it impoffible for us to furnifh the armies with ammunition, 
provifions, arms, and other necefTaries, which were wanted on 
all fides, which were not in our magazines, and which the mo- 
nopolifers, who had them in their own warehoufes, refufed to fell 
under a price four times greater than their real value. 

Thefe meafures, I fay, were neceffary, at a time, when France 
in a ftate of blockade, her frontiers, and coafts, defencelefs, was 
menaced at all points ; when famine was the order of the day, 
•and when it was neceifary to put every thing in a formidable 
Situation of defence ; at a time, when payments in fpocie had 
multiplied fo rapidly, that the public treafury was on the point of 
being exhaufted ; when the government, without authority, was 
cither defpifed or attacked by all the adminiftratiye bodies, and 
fo checked with all its operations, that, in the interior, its corre- 
fpondents, its agents, its arms, treafures, and military convoys, 
were intercepted, and employed againft the national authority ; 
in ihort, when the laws were without energy, and the country 
was involved in the moft imminent danger. 

The revolutionary taxes, necefi'ary at fuch a crifis, would en- 
danger liberty, if their exiftertce were prolonged. It is therefore 
the duty of legiflators to put an end to them when the dangers 
which gave rife to fhem are paft. 

Traitors have profited of the revolutionary taxes, and in- 
creafed their fortune ; they have thrown off the feathered hat 
and embroidered coat, to put on the bonnet rouge, to commit a 
thoufand vexations, and to render odious the drefs and habit of a 
fans culoite, the name of w)iich they have vainly endeavoured to 
liifhpnour and degrade. 

Happily 
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Happily events have taken fuch a favourable turn as to enable - 
us to produce the dcfired eiFe£t, The coalefced enemies have been 
forced to fly from our ports and our garrifons. The land of 
liberty is no more fullied by their prefence, and in fpite of all the 
efforts of the coalition, the Rhine forms the permanent limit of 
the territories of the French Republic. 

, Let us, therefore, not lofe a moment in regulating, and even 
fuppreflTmg, meafures which circiimilances rendered neceflary ; 
and let us punilh thofe who have abufed ihem. 

We raolt heartily reprobate the atrociiies that have been com- 
mitted fince the commencement of the revolution ; but now that 
probity and juftice are become the order of the day, we ought 
not, and mull not, denounce en majjc the citizens who were 
charged with the arduous talk of enforcing the revolutionary 
laws. Let us guard againft falling into an opofite extreme ^ 
let us guard againfl the influence of pallion and prejudice ; and 
above all, againft the commiflion of afts of injuftice. The 
patriots, who, in the hour of danger and difmay, didinguiflied 
themfelves for temperance and juflice, ought to be diflinguiihed 
from thofe who adopted an oppofite mode of condu(ft. If we 
confound the good with the bad, every individual who contri- 
buted to the revolution might be implicated, and under pretence 
of peculation might be puniihed. The difafFefted and malig- 
nant might even endanger the democratic fyftem which the people 
of France have accepted and fworn to maintain. They would, 
perhaps, contend, that men of moderate fortunes were not eligi- 
ble to public oflSces. In order to carry this preliminary point, 
they would pretend to be attached to the intermediate clafs ; if 
they fucceeded, elated with vi6V->ry, they would next proceeed to 
denounce the men who had been aflilling to them, and, under 
pretence of public plunder, they would feize upon the reins of 
government, and reduce the people to flavery. Happily for the 
country fuch attempts could not be fuccefsful, but it behoves 
us to expofe the means that might be ufcd for the fubjugation of 
of the people, by mifcreants who circulate reports, vilifying the 
republican government, and dating, that it encourages intriguers 
and robbers. Let us convince the people that probity and juftice 
are not words to which no meaning is attached ; and that if the 
national revenues have fufFered by peculations, the law will take 
cognizance of the offence, and no fubterfuge nor political influ-» 
cnces ihall fcreen the offenders from exemplary punifhment. 
Let usrcall to their lecolleftion, that under the ancient defpotifma 
profligate courtier might fet the decifion of judges at defiance, and 
fo far from fufFering the punifhment due to his crimes, might exult 
in his enormities, and no man dared to call his condu6t in queflion. 
In order to countera£t the difgnife of malicious perfons who 
aredifpofed to adduce charges againf); every individual charged 
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>»ih the a^iniftration of the revolutionary laws, vrt muft-ftd 
furnifted with a lift of all that had any concern, dire£lly or in-* 
diredly, in the difpofal of national property. Let us adopt the 
snoft effediual method for detecting the various dilapidations that 
have been pra£iifed« Let us fumnnon the public fundionaries to 
produce vouchers of their difburfements, that thofe who have con- 
duced thcmfelves honeftly may be rewarded, and that thofe who 
haveembeazkd the public money may be brought to juftice. You 
have already been employed in examining the produce, and re-> 
ducing the revolutionary taxes. I (hall proceed to point out the 
different decrees which authorifed and regulated thofe taxes, and 
you will the more readily difcover the mode of condu6l you ought ' 
to adopt. 

On the 9th of May, 1793, 7°^ decreed the feftionsof Paris 
to adopt the moft effectual method of procuring their (Hpulated 
number of troops for the war in La Vendee. In conformity to 
this law, the fedions of Paris entered into various engagements, 
which obliged them to refort to revolutionary taxes in order to 
fBlfil thofe engagements. Their example was followed by feve^ 
ral diftrids, municipalities, and departments. 

On the 13th of Auguft, 1793, Y^^ fan6lioned the refolution ot 
the deputies of the people, Chabot and Bp, who impofed a mill-' 
tary tax on all fufpeded perfons. Almoft every reprefcntative 
of the people on midion, in the departments, impofed taxes of 
different kinds, and levied them in different ways. 

On the 5th of September, 1793, you granted an indemnity 
of three livres per diem, to thofe members of the compiittee of 
public fafety, who fhould afterwards be appointed to ferVe on 
the revolutionary committees. The expenfes of this fervice wa» 
to havfe heen defrayed exclufively by a lax upon the rich. 

The decree of the 14th Frimaire, in the fecond year of the 
Republic, enjoins, that no tax ihall be levied without the expreft 
authority of a decree of the convention. 

Your committee of finance apprifed you on the i6th Frimaire 
that the colledlion and application of the revolutionary taxes 
were unknown to government, that it was of courfe impofSble 
to regulate them, and todetedthe abufes and frauds pradifed in 
colleSing them. We told you that not a fingle livre arifing 
from thofe taxes was paid into the national treafury. / 

We expreffed our fufpieions that men, under the maik of 
patriotifm, had the fuperintendance of them, and that they ap- 
plied the produce to their own ufe. We fuggefled to you, that 
the taxes impofed by the incompetent authorities, or by the re- 
volutionary committees, fhould be paid into the national treafury. 
You availed yourfelf of this fuggeftion, and decreed accordingly^ 

The 18th Frimaire you refcinded the refolutions of the reprc-^ 
fentatives of the people and of the committees for Itrjittg 
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ta^es upon the people^ or putting gold and filvrer in requtfition ) 
kut the next day, at the initance of the committee of public fafety^ 
you repealed that decree* 

• On the 15th Nivofe following you commanded the revolu* 
tionary committees, and every authority which had impofed and 
colleded, or caufed to be colleded, military, revolutionary, Of 
any other taxes, to give in their accounts. This law was not 
carried into force, becaufe it did not prefcribe either the mode 
of giving an account, nor fpecify the individuals called upon, nor 
the perfons author) fed to take cognizance of thofe accounts ; on 
the other hand, the law of the 16th Frimaire was attempted t6 
be evaded by putting a forced conftrudlion upon it, and in the 
interim no payments were made at the treafury. 

On the 30th Germinal your committee fubmitted certain prO'^ 
pofitions, for expediting the liquidation of thofe accounts, and 
the payment of taxes legally impofed. Upon this fuggeftion 
you dire&ed the commiflioners to call in and depofit the produce 
of the revolutionary taxes in the national treafury, and to afcer* 
tain the fums that would have been paid off, had thofe taxes been 
duly paid and judicioufly applied. 

The refolution of the committee of public fafety, of the 17th 
Frairial^ inferted in the bulletin of the convention on the 28th of 
the fame month, extended thofe provifions to all the extraordinary 
receipts to which the prefTure of circumftances had given birth ; 
your committee required that an account ihould be given not 
only of the revolutionary taxes, but likewife of loans, feizures, 
and confifcations of gold and iilver coin, the difference of ex«- 
change between fpecie and affignats, voluntary contributions^ 
&c. and ladly, your committee defined the mode of giving ac4 
count of the money taken from the churches. 

The citizens who colleiSted or received in truft any of the ef- 
'fe£ts above-mentioned, were direded to give in an account prior 
to the I ft Fxu£lidor to the agent in their refpe£live diftrjf^s. 

The municipal officers of the communes in which co]le£lion$ 
were made, were charged to make a return to the national agen( . 
with vouchers of their receipts and commiffion. 

The national agent was to caufe to be printed and ftuck up in 
all the communes of the diftridl, the proper documents relative to 
the faid accounts, according to a plan fent to him from the na* 
tional treafury. 

The publicity of thefe accounts, the circumftantial detail con- 
tained in them, and the fevere penalties conftantly before the 
eyes of thofe who may have been tempted to retain money or 
efiefts, were to fupply the defeft of the authentic means toafcer^ 
tain the receipt of them. 

The reclaniations which might arife> after the publication of 
die account on forgeriet| millions, or other improper ttfes> weie 
. Vol. Ill, K t% 
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to be fetit to the national agent of the diftrlfl, ivho was f wetiff 
the faiStsy and tranfmit the refult to the cummifTaries of the ha* 
tional treafury. 

. The direftory were to give their advice and obfervations on 
the receipt of the faid accounts, and on the allowance of the ex« 
pcnditure* 

The whole was to be tranfmitted by the national agent to the 
comuiiflaries of -the national treafury before the ift of Vende- 
miaire, and he was to pay the balance without delay into thd 
troafury of the receiver of the diftrifl. 

The commilfaries of the national treafury were ordered to cor* 
refpond with the national agents and directories of the diftrid: 
relative to the execution of the law of the 30th of Germinal, and 
of this arret, which developed the principles and provifions of 
that law. 

On the 18th of laft FruSidor, you decreed that the defenders 
ef the country, ferving under the ftandard of the Republic in 
4Confequence ot the enrollment made by the communes or fec- 
tions, ihould be aflimilated, together with their families, to thofe 
who enjoyed the fuccour and indemnity provided by the law of 
the 13th of Prairial in the 2d year of the Republic. 

The communes or fedions, which had promifed more advan* 
tageous terms, were obliged to provide funds by the fame means 
as had been hitherto employed conformably to the decree of the 
9th May, 1793. 

In fliort, in the third year, on the 19th Vendemiaire, you fent 
to your committee of finance the propofition made to you to re- 
mit to the perfons liable to pay theip, the revolutionary taxes im-» 
pofed in the feveral departments. 

Such is the legiflation which circymftances obliged you to 
adopt without foundation or principles, whiph it is of the utmoft 
importance to regulate, in order to prevent that fluduation in 
opinions, and diverfity in operations, which are fo contrary to 
the order which you wjfh to eftablifli. 

Before I ftate to you the yiews and obje£ls of your committee^ 
I will prefent you with an accouqt qf ^he manner in which thefe 
various laws haye been executed. 

The conmiiffaries of the national treafury firft correfpondecl 
with all the adminiftrators of the diftri£l, and afterwards with 
the national agents, in order to obtain from them the moft ample 
explanation on the fubjeft of revolutionary taxes, voluntary gifts, 
fei?:ures, loans, &c. They fent them the form of .keeping ac- 
counts, in order to enable them to dirc6l the communes with 
refpedl to the form of fuch accounts as they might have to de* 
liver. 

The firft confequences of this correfpondcnce M'ere contained 
ifl a general ft^tement fent by the committees of the treafury to 
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tot&mtttee of finances. All the diftri£ls froni which dnfwels 
were received, previoufly to the drawing up of this ftatement^ 
were divided into three clafles. 

The firft comprifes the diftriftsj which returned for anfwery 
diat they had neither revolutionary taxes, nor civic gifts. They 
amounted to 203* 

The fecond contains the diftrifts, which had colleded onljr 
civic gifts. Twenty-fix only are contained in this ciafs. 

The third comprehends fuch di drifts, as had buih revolu* 
tionary taxes and civic gifts. The number of thefe diftrids 

was 133- . 

: Thus 363 diftri£ls alone had tranfmitted pofitive replies when 
the general ftatement was drawn up ; the remaining iSQhadei- 
ther not yet replied^ or had returned only unfatisfadory replies. 
To all thefe frequent orders Were tranfmitted to prefs the execu*^ 
tion of the law. 

It muft not be concealed that the application and Verification 
of any account will be found to be extremely difficulty when we 
confider that in general no forms have been fulfilled for the efla* 
blifhoient of the revolutionary uxes, and that the colledion of 
thefe taxes has been intrufted to a large number of agents. For 
inftance, in the diftrid of Montbrifon, no regifler of the collec- 
tion of taxes has been kept. 

In the diilrid of Azebrank, feveral fums have been raifed, and 
eJBFeds colleded, by individuals calling themfelves members of a 
revolutionary army ; feveral of thefe fums and efFefts have been 
reftored to individuals. Thirty thoufand livres have been paid 
into the treafury of the paymalter of the army by Beauvifin, who 
was at the head of this pretended revolutionary army. 

In th^ diftrid of Vervins, the taxes have been raifed in a yery 
vexatious manner from the citizens, who were imprifoned, and 
afterwards, for a certain fum of money releafed. 

In the diftrid of Villefranche, in Aveiron, the adminiftrators 
had announced that-the receipt amounted to 138,025 livres, while 
the receiver of the diftriS, in his account, dated the receipt to be 
only 41,219 livres. This difference was occafioned by thefe de- 
predation$, for which the deputy Bo ordered two members of 
the .committee of vigilance to be carried before the revolutionary 
tribunal • 

Public report fays, that the colle6lion of the taxes has been 
executed in a very irregular manner ; and that the fame form, 
and the fame means have been ufed in feveral places as in the 
diftrids of Azebrank and V.eroins. It is even faid, that col- 
^efiionshftve been made by perfons who refufed to deliver an ac* 
count of the money Which they had colleded. 

. It is, therefore, with the greateft difficulty that the traces of 
frliat hii f^Skd can be ^veloped, and this difficulty is difco^ 
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verable m the firft details grven by the different adminiftrattte 
bodies. Thcfc incomplete documents mull be confidercd, their 
incorrcSnefs muft be pointed out, and new refearches muft be 
snade in order to afcertain the exaA amount o£the collediipns. 

The publicity w^hich the national ^jgents have been ordered ik 
give to the accounts . tranfmitted to them, may produce ufeful de- 
clarations from perfons paying the taxes, who might not other- 
wife be fufiiciently informed on the fubje£l ; and if fome perfons 
have given unfaithful accounts of the money colleded, we may 
hope to arrive, by thefe means, at the knowledge of their crimes; 

Your committee thinks that it would oe proper to convert into 
a law the pi-oviflons of the arret of the committee of public fafety, 
of the 27th Prairial, on the fecond year of the Republic, in or- 
der to ftamp them with greater authenticity and authority. Your 
committee propofes to you to fupprefs the penalty of death which 
was to be inflicted on public defaulters, conformably to the laif 
of the 22d Prairial We have thought it our duty to avoid every 
provifion contained in that fanguinary law, and to have recourfe 
to the penal code, decreed by the conftituent Affcmbly, that fyf- 
tem of legif^ation being more analagous to the principles of juf- 
tice which you have adopted. 

We alfo propofe to you to order the commiflaries of the na- 
tional treafury to print, >yhen the different documents (hall haye 
been cblledled from the diftricSs, and at the lateft by the ift of 
next Germinal, a fummary ftatement of the receipt and expend^ 
ture of the revolutionary taxes, and to dittribuie it among the 
members of the convention, in order that each may examine, ancl 
adopt the neceffary means for afcertain ing whether the account 
agrees with the information which he may have received: the 
commiflioners of the national treafury will thus be enabled to 
make frefli refearches ufeful to the public intereft. ' 

The comrhiffioners of the national treafury will alfo denounce 
to the committee of finance the national agents who fhall not 
have fent their accounts from this period to the firft of next Ger- 
minal, in order that the committee, in concert with the commit- 
tee of legillation, may attach to thofe negligent fun£lionaries the 
provifions of the law of the 14th Frimaire pad,, in the fecond 
year of the Republic. 

The committee of finance has not thought proper to propofe t© 
you now the printing of the general ilatement which has been 
tranfmitted by the commiifaries of the national treafury, on ac- 
count of its being incomplete ; but they think that this (latement 
(bould be depofited in their office, and they invite all the mem* 
bers of the convention to examine it, and furnifb all the in- 
formation which they may polTefson this important fubjed. 

The chapter on the expenditure is not kfs replete with dif- 
ficulties than the chapter in the revenue ; the greater part oC> the 
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articles are prefented en majje^ they muft therefore be examined \% 

order to find out whether ihey contain any abufes or not, 
. A large part of the objefts of expenditure relates to fum$ re- 
mitted to the commiifaries or their delegates for the purpofe of 
being applied to particular purpofes. 1 (hall cite on this head 
the account of the diftrift of Bourgefs which is drawn up me- 
thodicaIly> and which has been printed. In this account we find 
that in one article of expenditure of iy4.oo,oooL more thaa 
x,2CX)9CX)ol. have been remitted to intermediate perfons for feve- 
ral expenfes of public utility. 

From thofe intermediate agents who are very numerous, we 
muit obtain the authentic documents of the expenditure, in order 
that we may afcertain whether the fums received have been faith- 
fully applied. This is a new branch proceeding from the firit 
account. 

In feveral diftriSs the produce of the taxes has been employed 
in military expeditions. The diredors obferve, that thefe ex- 
penfes having been made in great hade^ the documents relative 
to them are not very authentic, but they are recognized as legal 
and regular. 

From the diftridl of Reole, a receipt for 20,660 livres has been 
received, and by the documents accompanying the receipt it ap- 
pears that the expenfe exceeded the receipt 691 Kvres, 3 fols. — 
This excefs originated in an Indemnity granted to the committee 
•f vigilance, and in the money paid for taking care of arrefted 
peribns. 

. The direfiory has fent^word that they have loft the particular 
account of the expenditure ; thus it will he difficult to afcertain 
its authenticity ; and all our refearches, and vigilance, would be 
of no avail, if we admitted of fimilar excufcs. 

Private information ftates that an extraordinary fum of 500/Doa 
livres at leaft was levied. 

Almoft all the articles of expenditure relate to military expedi- 
tions ; to the expenfes of patriotic millions \ to indemnities 
granted to the members of revolutionary committees ; to the relief 
of poor perfons, and patriots ; to public repairs ; to tiie buildings 
for popular focieties, &c. 

. There are other articles of expenfe, which, at the firft view^ 
feem to have needlefsly exhaufted a part of the facrifices exaded 
from the citizens ; fuch, for example, are the repairs of teni- 
ples/ an expenfe totally ufelefs ; fums paid to the managers of 
public places* This lait objedl of expenfe, which might perhaps 
have been avoided, ought not to be confidered with too much 
fcverity, when we confider that it was publicly ordered. It 
would be unjuft now to direft thofe who ordered thefe public ex- 
hibitions to defray the expenfe of them ; and on the other fide 
the tteafurer^ who paid it, did only his duty. Befides, you have 
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frequently aTithbrifed reprefentations for the people. Public fjpee* 
fades direded with pure intentions, are powerful means of de« 
yeloping and inculcating the principles of liberty and equality. 
Under this view, all encouragements mud be confidered as an 
expenfe ufefut to the revolution. But thefe expenfes ought new 
ther to be ra(h nor frequent. 

In examining the expenfes incurred, all the regularity <rf 
vhich the fubjeS is fufceptible ought not to be required, it is 
only of importance to know whether the application of the funds 
has been made with fidelity. No care or trouble pught to be 
fpared in order to throw light upon the different parts of this 
fubjeft ; but it bears no fimilitude to any other, much labour is 
neceflary for the purpofes of accomplifhing the views of the con- 
vention. 

The national treafury has yet received only a few accounts 
drawn up in the mode prefcribed by the arret of the 27th Prairlal. 
It fliould feem as if fome reproaches ought to be attached to. the 
national agents ; but it muft be acknowledged that they have 
great difficulties to overcome in order to procure the necefTary in- 
formation. We ought to avail ourfelves of every opportunity 
for rendering a public teftimony of approbation to thofe who, 
having overcome all obftacles, have obeyed the orders tranfmitted 
to them. It is in this view that we mention the diftrifts of Provins^ 
Morvins, and Borges, which have already fent in their accounts 
—accounts which contain the mofl interefting details. 

The general flatement, fent to your committee of finance by the 
commifiaries of the treafury, affords only the refult of intelligence 
obtained by an aftive correfpondence ; but they contain this cer- 
tain information, that the execution of your decrees, on this 
head, has not been negle£ted« 

By this ftatement it appears, that at the time in which it was 
drawn up, the known receipts produced, in confequence of the 
revolutionary taxes, and civic gifts, amounted to the fum of 
31,465,287 livres, 15 fous, 4deniers. This total is undoubtedly 
much inferior to the aftual receipts, for it will be remembered 
that 189 diftridls, notwithftanding the repeated orders tranfmitted 
to them, have either fent no replies, or only unfatisfaSory replies. 
I (hall mention fuch of the principal committees as are in arrears* 

Paris, in which it is not to be doubted that taxes, contribu- 
tfons, and colleiSions, to a very confiderable amount, have been 
impofed and received in almofl all the fe^ions. The national 
agent, however, of the department charged with the execution 
of the arret of the 27th Prairial for the commune of Paris, has 
not yet fent an account of the revolutionary taxes, nor of the 
lilver and gold of the churches. 

The commiffioners of the treafury have, neverthelefs, written 
to him frequently for the purpofe of preffinj; the refioration of 
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ikm tccl^otuits Fequir^ by the law ; and of knowing from faim th« 
caufes that have hitherto prevented his labours from being fuccefs^ 
ful. We muft feek for the caufes, in the refiftance of which the 
municipality, and fome of its agents in the fedions, have con-* 
fiantly made to the reftoration of the neceflary account. Now^ 
liowever, that this refiftance no longer exifts, we may hope that 
g9od citizens will haften to obey the law, by pointing out th^ 
perfons who have, on feveral occafions, carried away filver from 
the churches, and thofe who have received loans, contributions^ 
and coliedions. The national agent, furnifhed with this informa«- 
tion, will zealoufly execute the orders with which he is charged* 
The national agent of the diftrid of Bourdeaux Iw notfeni. 
any anfwers to the letters that have been fent to him, and yet it is 
certain, that, in that commune, revolutionary taxes and loans 
have been impofed ; that gold and filver effedls have been feized ; 
that an exchange of aflignats into fpecie has been eftablifhed ; thsrt 
private perfons have been amerced in heavy fines ; (Reba was con- 
demned to pay a fine of i,2CX>,ooo livres, Pechotte 500,000, and 
Martin 300,000) and that citizens have been forced to furniili 
contributions under the penalty of imprifonment. It is to i^ 
hoped that the produce will be known, as well as the application 
of thefe fums; the nation will then know that the decorations of 
All the churches in this large commune have been left to the difpofal 
of slSLots — an excellent meafure for bringing fanaticifm into pbiy* 
Of the 133 diftrifts, which returned for anfwer that revolu-^ 
tionary taxes had been impofed, there are 34 which have replied, that 
there were only forced loans; and, availing themfelves of the term 
** forced loans," have fent no account. Others have replied that 
there were taxes, but have not dated the amount ; many have re- 
ferred to former letters fpr an explanation ; and there are fome 
who have replied, that they were not accountable to the treafury. 
I fhall cite the diftri<Sl of Bafas, which has dated neither the 
amount nor the application of the taxes, and which has negleded 
to pay the' balance into the treafury of the difirii^, on account 
of the particular application ordered by the reprefentatives of the 
people. 

1 here arc feveral diftrifis which have fent an account of the 
fums which they fay have been received ; but it appears that the 
whole amount is not comprjfed in the account. The diftrid of 
Thouloufe mentions, that 150,000 livres were colleded in tlie 
city of Thouloufe alone^ but neither the payment nor application 
of the coliedion >vere ftated. Tl^e account has been promifed 
for a long time. 

It appears that accounts are expeAed from other communes^ 
in order that 41 general ftatement may be formed, which has beeii* 
retarded by the want of intelligent co-operators in the conftituted 
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authorities. The adminiftration of the Jiftrift promifes to makil 
frefh efforts for the purpofe of accelerating this account. 

The diftrift of Beaugency has.ftated, that the fiim of 50,000 
livres alone has been paid into the hands of the receiver of 
the dtftriS, but the national agent has received the neceflary 
inftruments, which virill enable us to know whether this fum 
of 50,000 livres is the remainder or the whole, of the produce of 
the taxes. And here the neceflity of receiving fuch local intelli- 
gence ^s the deputies may poITefs is obvious, for Barailon aflurei 
us, that the revolutionary taxes raifed in the diftrift of Beaugency 
amounted to 500,000 livres. Thus 45,000 livres are not ac- 
counted for, which confirms the obfervation made by the national 
agent of Orleans, who fays, that the receivers of the revenue, 
after having terrified the people, gav6 themfelves up'^to icandalous 
orgies, and are now buifdipg palaces. 

We have reafon to fuppc^, that there have t>ectosiiiitl^dMn^ or 
negleft in the 203 diftrifts which ha?e replied, thitl'tti^- Were 
aioi-evolutionary taxes in thofe'diflrifls; for it appears, that, in 
certain communes, taxes Orleans have been eftaWJfhed for repairs, 
fortifications, or armaments, and that gold and filver efFeSs have 
1>een confifcated. I fhall cite, as an example, the difl:ri6l of 
Marfeilles, in which we know, that there was a loan of four 
millions, and yet the national agent has replied, in obedience to 
an arret of the committee of public fafety, that there were bo taxes. 
We fuppofe it to be his opinion, that the arret did not require an 
account of the loans, and this opinion may have influenced feveral 
diftriSs ; but time and perfeverance will enable us to difcover all 
the errors or inaccuracies that may have been committed. 

The expenfes of all kinds which have been defrayed by the pro- 
duce of the revolutionary taxes or civic gifts, of which the proper 
documents have been received, amount, according to a ftatement 
made by the commiflaries of the treafury, to the fum of 
9,807,625 livres, 14 fou5. 

Thus, the balance afcertained (the greater part of which has 
been paid into the treafury,) amounts to 20, 166,330 livces, eleven 
fous, four deniers. 

Your decrees have thus produced the advantage of having 
fnatched 20 millions from the hands of defaulters. 

It is chiefly this objeS which your committee wiflics to attain ; 
and for the attainment of it, they conftantly direft the commif- 
faries of the treafury to .pay into the public treafury the produce of 
nil the extraordinary receipts; the national authority has often 
been found neceflary to fupport the commiflTaries, though in fe- 
veral places the laws have not ever yet been executed. 

The diftria of Belefme announced the receipt of 16,300 livres. 
The revolutionary committee kept the fum in ord^r to aifuFc 
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rifetnfelvtfs beforehand of their falarjr for the year. Your com- 
mittees difapproved of this precaution, and ordered the cotrimiS^ 
ries of the treafury to require that the fum fo deduded fhould be 
lefunded. It was not till after the moil preffing demands from 
the tieafury, that the national agent paid this fum into the hands 
of the receiver of the diftridl. 

In the diftri^iof Moulins, the receipt amounted to 60&958J& 
livres, 6 fous, 9 deniers ; the charge upon it to 149^415 IIvm^ 
2fou6, 9 deniers; of the remaining fum of 459,171 livres, 4.fojau!j 
only 737 IhVTes, 11 fous, 3. deniers, have been paid intoth^ 
hands of the receiver of the diftrift, on account of their being 
deftined to defray the expenfe^ of the war. The remaining' ba- 
lance has been retained by the diredor, on account of a£ls of be? 
nevolencie ordered by the i*eprefentative of the people. The. trcju 
fary, authorifed by the committee of finance, has written to the 
direAor to iiiform him of the nature and deftination of this levy, 
and has required him to pay proviflonally into the hands of the 
receiver of the diftria, the balance of 458,235 livres, 12 fous, 
9 deniers. 

The diftrift of Mont Serrafin his alfo negleded to pay the fum 
of 15,000 livres, under the pretence that the reprefenlative of the 
people on miffion had ordered this fum to repair the lofs o.ccaiion- 
cd by the burning of the public fquare. 

It is only by an adive correfpondence that the committee hag 
been enabled to obtain the payment of 7,554,202 livres, 18 fous, 
the balance remaining of the wars and taxes impofed at Rouen, 
and of 4,794,851 livres, 14 fous, 9 deniers, of the loans and taxes 
impofed at Strafbourg. 

It is not our intention to detail to you ail the difficulties which 
we have overcome, but to mention the difficulties which ftill exift, 
and upon which it is neceffary that you fhould pronounce an 
opinion. 

In feveral diftriSs a diftinftion has been made between revo- 
lutionary taxes and voluntary or civic gifts ; and this di{lin£tion 
has been urged to juftify the delay, or refufal to pay into the trea- 
fury of the diftrift in the public treafury what are called voluntary 
pfts, under the pretence that thefe gifts were deftined for par- 
ticular purpofes. 

Few are ignorant in what manner thefe voluntary gifts have 
bc6n obtained. A demand of revolutionary gifts was made in 
the popular focieties by revolutionary committees, fomctimcs even 
by the revolutionary army, and it cannot be diflembled that the 
greater part of thefe gifts were the effisfts of fear and force. And 
thecharaders of fear and force are difcoverable in the form of fe- 
teral of the documents annexed to the receipt of fums that were 
«tcciv«d. Your committee, therefore, confiders the diftinftion 
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made between revolutionary taxes, and ciVic gift^, as a meir^ prt^^ 
fence for averting your attention from the funds produced by them. 
.:.It is therefore deemed necefiary that you ihould prevent all 
equivocation by pronouncing, in apofitive manner, that all fumsy 
extraordinarily collected by admin ifirators, municipalicies^ re- 
volutionary committees, fedions, popular focieties^ revolutionary 
armies and aflbciations, and by all agents, under whatever deno- 
miaation^ and for whatever caufe, they may have been colleAed, 
ihall be paid without delay into the treafuries of the diftrifi, and 
from thence into the public treafury, in order that you n>ay di- 
te& in what manner iiich fums fhall be applied. 

Thefe meafures are fo much the more important, infomucb 
as in defraying expenfes really neceffary, you will prevent ihcfe 
^hich have not the public utility for their obje£l ; and in this 
dafs you will undoubtedly place the expenfe of building a temple 
to the Supreme Being, to reafon, and to philofophy ; for, with- 
out perceiving it, the citizens have already begun to re-eftablifh a 
feA, the minifters of which would have required ifalaries as large 
as thofe which the revolution with fuch difficulty fupprefled. 

It is unneceflary to reprefent to you the danger of fuffering large 
fums to remain in the pofleffion, and at the difpofal, of private 
perfons. All colledions, of whatever fort they may be, belong 
to the republic \ they fhould, therefore, be placed in one oom- 
tnon refervoir, and you alone Ihould have the dirtftion Of it. 

Vain is the apprehenfion that we feek to centralize every thing 
in a fingle city ; the public treafure is organ i fed in fuch a man- 
ner, that all the receipts are made, and all expenfes are defrayed^ 
in all the chief places of the diftridls : the receivers reprefent th« 
national treafury in all its attributes ; and thus the finances are 
executed in all parts of the Republic. You will judge that it is 
neceflary to put an end to the extraordinary colledions, which 
circumftances liave juttified ; but which could not be continue4 
i^ithout violating thofe principles of juftice, which animate and 
direft yofi. The contributions exadled from the citizens ought 
to be formally authorifed by the law, as you decided on the 14th 
of Frimaire ; they ought alfo to be equitably divided, for every 
thing that tends to defpotifm ought to be banifhed from a republi- 
can government. We propofe, therefore, that you fhould^ from 
this day, fupprefs all contributions, except thofe levied by virtue 
of decrees; and that the recovery of fums not paid, as well as the 
performances of promifcs to pay, (hall not be attempted. The 
decrees hitherto paflTcd, have prohibited the levying of contribu- 
tions without legal authority ; but they fuffered the effect of fuch 
revolutionary taxes, as had been cflabliflied anterior to thofe de- 
crees, to remain. The decree of the loth of Frimaire, which 
tended to abolifh all ihefe taxes, having been fimply repealed 
without any other being fubftitutci in its place, it fiems> as if 
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the revolutionary taxes, ^ablifhed before the law pf ihe 14th, of, 
Frimaire, were ftill to be collc(£led. Our pfopctikions may: len- 
der fome communed unable to fulfill thofe engagements^: r^^hipb 
4hey have entered into with the citizens who inlifted voltintarilyr 
and who had demanded a pay, which fhould enable them to^afliib 
their families during their abfence. But the (late of aifairs is 
changed fmce thofe engagements were contracted. 

At that epoch, the citizens, who flew to the defence of their 
country, left their families in indigence ; it was juft therefore that 
. thofe ^miKes ihould be provided for ; but you have fince decreed 
that public fuccour fhould be given to the indigent families^f ttiQ 
defenders of the country. This fuccour is diftributed in the 
fame proportion in all parts of the republic ; it fuperfedes, there- 
fore, the neceffity of thofe private diftributions which pofTefs this 
great inconvenience that they placed a marked inequality between 
the pay of the citizens of the different nations of the fame com- 
mune. On the 1 8th of laft Fruftidor you decreed Jthat the de- 
fenders of the country, who ferved in confequence of the emoln* 
ments made by the communes or fedions, fhould be aflimllated 
to thofe who enjoyed the fuccours or indemnities granted by the 
law of the 13th Prairial; but concerning anterior engagements 
you impofed on them, the obligation of continuing the paying 
the overplus which they had promifed, afid you authorifed them 
to raife a fund by the fame means which they had hitherto ufed, 
conformably to the decree of the 9th of May, 1793. This dif- 
pofition maintains the eflablifhment and coUedion of taxes called 
revolutionary, fince the produce of them was to be applied to the 
payment of the fums promifed by the fe&ions or communes to 
the defenders of the country and their families. Several of the 
fedions of Paris have reprefented to you that the execution of that, 
difpolition of the law was attended with the greatefl difficulties ; 
that there were few rich perfons; that confequently it was impof- 
fible to levy the large fums, which, in a moment of danger, they 
had promifed ; they told you that thefe engagements were to ceafc 
after the war in L« Vendee, which it was then thought would b* 
terminated in two or three njonths ; they obferved to you, that as 
the wants of the country had extra£ted a longer fervice, the nation 
ought to relieve them from their en^agemisnts by granting fuc-r 
cours or indemnities to all defenders of the country and their fa- 
milies. On the other hand, the fathers, mothers, wives and 
children, of the defenders of the country, have e:^pre(red a defirc, 
to relinquifh the produce of thefe engagements; but that tha 
wants of their families did not permit them to make fuch a facri* 
iice ; that being deprived of their hufband, father, or child, they 
experienced wants which could only be fupplied by the fum$ 
nrhich they had hoped to receive in execution of the faid engage* 
piCDtSf I pur committee of finance, influenced by the principles 
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of equality, would hav^ been glad to have propofed to you the ex- 
tittAion of that inequality which fubfifts in the fuccours or indem- 
nification granted to the defenders of the country: but, con- 
Yiftcted that it would' be unjuil to render null engagements con- 
iradcd by virtue of the law, they have thought that you ought to 
maintain the execution of the decree of the i8th of Fru£lidor, ex- 
cepting, however, engagements contrafled towards citizens be^ 
tweeh the age of rS and 25, who, by the firft requifition owe 
fheir fervice to the country. But we &ould rifk the commiflioa 
of an aft of injuftice, if we annulled obligations which haVc been 
entered into for the purpofe of releafing certain citizens from per- 
fonal fervice who have made pecuniary facritices. Your com-* 
miftee has, neverthelefs, thought that in maintaining the pro* 
▼inces of the decree of the i8th Fruftidor, you ought to repeal 
the revolutionary taxes, and the taxes upon the rich ; and to de- 
cree that the funds which Ihall be nccefTary to pay the overplus of 
the engagements contrafted by the feftions or communes, fhall 
be raifed by means of a fupplementary lift, atfd by additional 
fums on the land tax ; by thcfe means you will remove the arbitra- 
ry nature of extraordinary taxes. 

With refpeft to the queftion referred to your committee, whe- 
ther the produce of the revolutionary taxes ought not to be repaid 
to the citizens, they have been unanimoufly of opinion that fuch 
a meafure would be very difficult in execution, and would be pro- 
duftive of frefli abufes. — Revolutions render great facrifices ne-- 
ceflary, all the citizens from 18 to 25 years of age have been cal- 
led to the frontiers; they expofed their lives and employed their 
youth in the common defence ; pecuniary facrifices cannot be 
compared to thofe exafted from the defenders of the country ; 
and peace, equality, liberty, and the common good, will foon 
difpel the remembrance of prefent evils. In fuppreffing the re- 
volutionary taxes, and thofe upon the rich ; in requiring an ac- 
count of their produce you will have to pronounce upon the nu- 
merous demands which have been made upon you, for the pay- 
ment of the indemnities promifed by law to the members of the 
ancient revolutionary committees. Several direftories of diftrifis 
have written to you to confult you upon the mode of condufi 
which they ought to adopt ; the members of thefe committees de- 
mand their payment of thefe indemnities, and folicit the impofi-* 
tion of a tax upon the rich. 

Your committee of finances are well convinced of the import- 
ance of this demand ; they do not forget, that the members of the 
ancient committees have been accufed of having converted to 
their own ufe the money, effefts, and merchandize, either of the 
republic or of the citizens. It is abfolutely neceffary that thofe 
who are guilty fhould be fcverely puniflicd ; but the convention 
ftould not weaken the energy or executiori of the laws. Indem* 
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Bkieshave been decreed, and mud be paid, to all thofe^olre 
intitled. I, perhaps, dwell too long upon a meafure, which can« 
Bot be attended with apy difficulty ; you will watch over the exe- 
cution of the laws, but you will at the fame time examine what 
members of the ancient committees have a right to indemnities ; 
and you will require, previoufly to payment, full proof that they 
owe nothing to the republic. To enable you to form your opi- 
nion with refpe£t to the payment of indemnities, I will recall to 
your recoUedion the difierent laws which eftabliOied the revolu-^ 
tionary committees^ and granted indemnities to the members 
corapofing them. 

The hw of the aiH: March, 1793, efiabliflied a revolutionary 
committee in each commune or fedlion. 

The law of the 30th of the fame month gave them the appeU 
Jation of committees of vigilance. 

Thefe committees, neverthelefs, took the title of revolutionary 
committees. 

The law of the 26th of May, 1793, prohibited them from 
taking this denomination, and from exceeding the powers dele* 
gated to them by the law of the 30th of March. 

The revolution of the 31ft of May, rendered extraordinary 
meafures neceflfary ; in order to execute them the reprefentatives 
of the people in million eftabliihed, in the departments, com- 
mittees of public fafety. The conflituted authorities folIowt:d 
this example. 

The law of the 4th of June, 1793, legalifed provifionally the 
committees of public fafety, for the purpofe of watching over the 
public tranquillity, and direded the committee of public fafety 
of the convention, to prefent a mode of organifmg them. 

The law of jhe 5th of September, 1793, granted three livrea 
a day to the members of the committees, and diredled that this 
indemnity fliould be defrayed by a tax upon the rich. 

The law of the 13th of September, 1793, direfted that all the 
laws relative to the general fafety, the execution of which was 
intruded to the revolutionary committees, (hould be fent to them 
throughout the whole extent of the Republic. 

The law of the loth of September, 1793, provided, that all 
certificates of civifm (hould be infpedied by the committees of 
vigilance and public fafety, eftablifhed in the different towns of 
the Repiiblic fafety. 

A decree of the 25th of September, 1793, changed the name 
of thefe committees, from committees of public fafety to com- 
mittees of vigilance ; fince that period, thefe committees have 
taken the name of committees of vigilance and revolutionary 
committees, and almoft all the authorities charged with the 
execution of the laws, relative to revolutionary government, have 
fdded th^fe epithets to the title which the law gave them, 
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The law of tlie T4th Frimaire intruded to the municipalities 
and revolutionary committees the application of the revolutionary . 
Jaws, and the meafiires of general and public fafety, with direci 
tions to give accounts every ten days. 

The different committees have all claimed the indemnity of 
three livres a day ; almoft all the members of the antient com- 
jnittees write regularly once a month to the committee of finance 
to claim the payment of fums which they fay are due to them ; 
thofe, who have paid into the hands of the receivers of the dif- 
trid the produce of the taxes upon the rich, feem to regret the 
performance of this z& of duty. 

If all the members of the committees of infpc&ion, about 
to have been eftabliflied in every commune or feftion, in pur- 
fuance of the law of the aift of March, 1793, had a right to three 
livres a day, promifed by the law of the 5th of September, i793t 
the nation would have been burthened, by this meafure alone^ 
•with an additional expenfe of 591 millions Per annum. 

This example affbixis me an opportunity of obfcrving to the 
convention, how cautious it ought to be in deciding upon mo- 
tions of order refpefting the extraordinary expenfes which give 
occafion to exorbitant dilapidations. Fortunately the men, ig- 
norant of political calculation, had ailbmed a principle, that 
liberty ought to be eftabliflied by the lavifli expenditure of the 
public wealth ; and tbefe who, with robuft forms, courted a po» 
pularity with which they hoped to enflave us, have been over- 
thrown and punilhed. But before their death, they had ob- 
tained the payment of 40 fous for the indigent citizens who had 
affifted the aifcmblies of the fcftions of Paris. By this meafure 
they thought themfelves capable of forming a party. We ought 
alfo tfo attribute to them the enormous fums which the revolu- 
tionary army, the indemnity of the revolutionary committees, 
&c. ^c. have coft. Their partifans, their friends, their con-*- 
tinuators, dared to fpeak of dilapidation, and charge it on thofe 
whom they accufed of parfunpny and a mercantile fpirit, be-.- 
caufe they cndcai^ourcd to oppofe their prodigality. 

It would be abfurd to pretend, that twelve perfons, forming 
a committee of infpedtion, in a commune in which there were 
often but twelve perfons, could have a right to an indemnity of 
three livres a day to fuperintend themfelves only. 

Such a fyllem requires no refutation ^ — happily we have 
avoided it. 

But this pretenfion in fome degree exifts ;\ and we muft com^* 
•pare the different laws which have been paffed relative to the revo- 
lutionary-committees, we muft examine if it be well founded. 

The law of the 21ft of March, 1793, allows no indemnity 
to the members of the committees inftitut^d to receive the declar 
rations of foreigners. 
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The hw of the 5th of September allows an indemnity of 
three livres a day to the members of the committee of public fafety« 
But thefe arrangements are not applicable to the colnniittees 
which hare been maintained proviiionally by the law of the 4th 
of Tune, 1793- 

If any doubt remains upon this opinion, its folution may be 
found in the decree of the 20th of September, 17939 which has 
delegated certain powers of the committees of infpedlion and 
public fafety throughout the various towns of the Republic, 

But to remove all doubts, we propofe to you to enaft, that 
the indemnity of three livres a day, allowed by the law of the 
5th of September, 1793^ ^^'^ ^^ P^*^ ^^ ^^^ members of the an- 
tient committers of public fafety only, confirmed by the law of 
the 4th of June, 1793 ; to thofeof the comrmittees which have 
been eflablifhed in the principal towns of the diflricts, or in the. 
fommune whofe population amounts to 8,ocx3 individuals or up- 
wards 4 and to thofe of the committees which have been edabiiflied 
by a decree of the reprefcntatives of the people who allowed 
them this indemnity. 

This indemnity (hall be paid by the receivers of the dif- 
1ri6b, (on the order of the direftcry), for the particular days 
which the members of the forementioned committees (hall certify 
to have been employed in the public fervice, provided they alfo 
certify, that they rendered the accounts exafted by the decree which 
we now propofe to you ; that they are entirely free of pecuniary 
obligations to the Republic ; that they have prcfented all the do- 
cuments relative to their adminiitration ; and that they have not 
received from the Republic, direSly or indireftly, any other fa* 
lary. Indemnity, or fuccour. 

We beg leave to propofe to you the fuppreflion of this ex- 
penditure, which ought not to have been promifed. The func- 
tions of the revolutionary committees ought to be united to thofe 
of the municipalities ; but perhaps your refpedl for the engage- 
ments contraSed by your decrees lejefis a propofition of this 
nature* 

The law which your committee of finance charges me to 
propofe to you tends to intimidate dilapidators or robbers ; it will 
alfo quiet the minds of the patriots. I am well aware, that if it 
be executed with the fpirit of party-prejudice, it will very much 
{ratify hatred and vengeance. It is a two-edged fword. Com- 
mitted to the diredlion of upright and honourable men, it will 
fupportthe revolution, and accelerate the reign of juftic^e. Com- 
mitted to the dire<Slion of intriguers, of the faflious, of dilapida- 
tors, it may increafe their party ; becaufe thus they will find the 
means of prgtcdling thofe who are defirous of following theif 
bairaet;;, by promifing to them impunity for the robberies and 
.dibpidations of which they may have been guilty ; becaufe thus 
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tlicy Will ftrike terror intb the tfiinds of thofe who are Innooeot 
of fuch crimes, but who poflefs not a Xufficiency of courage to 
brave perfecutions and tranfitory misfortunes. But be this, how- 
ever, as it may, the convention will always remain the fame ; 
its vigilance will difcover all intrigues, and its wifdom puniih 
the intriguers. 

The law of the 17th of September againft fufpefted cha- 
mbers, and feveral other laws founded in reSitude, having been 
cxercifed with injuftice, have confequently given birth to many 
circumftances highly detrimental to the Republic and to the re- 
volution, and have enforced a grand nationiil a£t. This exam- 
ple ought to invigorate our operations ; it ought alfo to prQve,.to 
thofe who wifli to abufe the law which we now propofe to / 
you, or to thofe who wilh to convert it into an inftrument of 
tfieir paflion, that their crimes will not pafs unpunifhed. 

The beft i^ftitutions fometimes prefent to the hands of bad men 
jthe moft dangerous itiftruments ; but fuch an idea ought not to 
check our purfuit and punifliment of robbers. The French nation 
calls aloud for probity and juftice. It will fecond our laudable ef- 
forts. Let us, therefore, fulfill our duty in removing from pub- 
lic fundlions, the fa£iious, intriguers, and dilapidators. 

Your committee of finance thinks of nothing but its duties; 
St has negleded nothing to fulfill them. It will never calculate the 
number of enemies which its painful fun£tions may draw upon it 
when reforming abufe and refifting plunder. The leeches who 
ftick the blood of the public may be expedied to complain ; but 
the man who has nothing to reproach himfclf with will defeat 
their evil machinations by the publicity of his condud, the mi- 
nute invert igation of which he will not ceafe to challenge ; and 
will bruife and deftroy the vipers, who, by their venomous hif- 
f ngs, attempt to fully his fair reputation. 

I am now come to the projedl of the decree which 1 am 
charged to propofe to you. 

It was afterwards adopted in thcfe terms : 

The national convention, after having heard the report of the 
Committee of finance, decrees — 

Article I. All the agents who, in virtue of an order, man- 
Ate, or deliberation ifTucd, either from the reprefentatives of the 
people, or from the adminiftrations, municipalities, fedions, 
civil or revolutionary committees, military or revolutionary aflb- 
ciations, popular focieties, or any authority, body, or aiTociatipn 
whatever, have received either for themfelves or in truft, fince the 
commencement of the revolution, certain fums, efFeSs, or mer- 
€handife,arifing from the extraordinary colledions which have been 
eftabliflied, without any authority, direflly or fpecially, from the 
law, and which are known under the names of taxes, contribu- 
tions, loaMS, feizures, depots, .confifcations, condemnations, fub- 

fcriptions 
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icriptionsy voluntary or forced giftSj colIe6lionS| ofFerings, fpoils 
of churches, and under every denomination, fhall prefent a 
fiatement to the national agent of the diftrid, from this time 
to the I ft Pluviofe (January 20th) unlefs they have already done 

fo. 

Art* IL Thefe accounts (hall be divided according to the 
nature of the objeiSs. They ihall indicate the authorities which 
have ordered the receipts, t[ie commifTaries or agents who have 
made the fubdiviiiou, the individuals who have received, and 
the perfons taxed or who have beftowed thefe fums, as well as 
the amount of the fums, and the defignation ql* efFeds and mer- 
chandife. 

All fums under 50 livres (hall be colledled in a mafs. 
, Arti III. The accompts refpeSing the fpoils of the churches 
(hall mention the authority which decided on the donations or 
- their removal ; the citizens who difplaced the eifeds of the church, 
and have been entrufted with the removal j and thofe in whofc 
hands they remain. 

• Art. IV. The accomptants (hall furnifh to the national 
agent the minutes and other documents which may ferve to 
authenticate the income and expenditure ; they (hall alfo notify in 
what national co(Fers the fums alluded to have been depoflted, 
the object of the expenfes, the authorities which have ordained 
or fanSioned them, and the particular individuals to whom the 
payments have been made. 

Art. V. The national agent (hall fubmit to the diredlory the 
accompts and documents which he (hall have received ; the 
diref^ory (hall make its obfervations upon the receipt of the faid 
9CCompts ; it (hall examine all the documents of the expenfes 
>frhich it (hall confider as legitimate ; and (ball aflign its reafons 
for rejefting thofe which may appear to it improper. 

Art. VI. The national agent (hall order to be printed and 
a$xed upon the public places of the various communes, the 
amount of the faid accompts, adopting the forms which have 
been tranfmitted to him by the national treafury, founded upon 
the teftimony of the diredor of the diftri<a ; he (hall alfo fend 
It to the national treafury, and (hall ufe all the neceflary dili- 
gence that this tranfmiffion be made before the ift Ventofe next 
(January 20th). 

Art. VII. The national agent (hall depofit, without delay, 
the remains of the faid accompts in ca(h, a(Iignats, or efFeds in 
gold or filver, to the coffer of the Receiver of the diftriS, who 
(hall tranfmit them to Paris to the treafury or to the mint. 

As to the other elFedls, they (hall be remitted to the agents 

of theregiftry of the domains, who (liall fell them in the fame 

manner as the oiher nat;ional eife£ts, or who iha}! caufe them to

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be refnitted into the military magazines, if they can anfwer 'th^- 
exigencies of the Republic. 

Art, VII 1. The documents ot the expenditure fcen |>y the • • 
direi^ory of the di(lri£t (hall be rendered to the authorifed agents, 
who (hall tranfmit them as their accompt to the receivers of the 
diftri£l, and afterwards fcnt to the national treafury. 

Art. IX. The municipal officers of the commune in which 
any receipts or colle£lions are made, as mentioned in article L 
and at Paris the commiflfaries nzmcd ad hoc for each fe£Hon, Ihall 
adopt every expedient to afcertain the amount of the faid contri- 
butions ; they ihall atteft and arrange the neceflary documents, 
from this time to the ift of Pluviofe, and addrefs the whole to the 
direftory of the diftridl ; thefe documents (hall afterwards ferve 
as a check or controul on the acpompts which (hall be fubmit- 
ted to the national agent. 

Art. X. All citizens are invited to furni(h to the municipal 
officers, and. at Paris to the commiiTaries who (hall be named by. 
the feilions, all papers which relate to the faid receipts or -con- 
tributions ; they (hall alfo thence form duplicates and addrefs 
them to the direftory of the diilrift, and to the cominittee.of 
finance. 

Art. XI. The individuals who (hall be convifled of hav? ! 
jng concealed effefls of the nature jiow defcribed, without 
mentioning the particulars, and without rendering an accompti 
from the time fpecified to the ift Pluviofe, of the efFedis, mcr» ■ 
chandife, &c. arifing from the extraordinary receipts, (hall be ' 
profecuted and punilhed with the rigour recommended in the ■ 
6th article, fedion 6th of the penal code. 

Art. XII. All remonftrances which maybe made refpeft-" 
ing frauds, omillions, or breaches of truft, (hall be addre(red to 
the national agent of the diftridl, who (hall verify the fadls, and 
tranfmit the refult to the commilfioners of the treafury. 

Art, XIII. The mode hitherto adopted of recovering cer* 
tain fums unaccounted for, or of fubfcriptions, or of monieii 
arifing from taxes, contributions, or loans, cxa£lcd without the 
authority of the law, Ihall ceafe ; and thofe who attempt to en- 
force it, after this declaration, (hall be profecuted as traitors. 

Art. XIV. By a fupplementary claufe it (hall be declared) 
•that the commune^ or fedtioas entrulled with the contribution! 
be empowered to pay, purfuant to the decree of the 28th Fruc- 
tidor, the furplus or excefs of the fuccours or indemnities which 
they have promifed to the defenders of the country, whoj being 
more than twenty-five years of age, are now fighting under the 
banners of the Republic, in virtue of a voluntary engagement 
pontrafted with the faid communes or feftions. The engage- 
ments which have been contraded with citizens who had attained

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:|ti6 agdof the firft requifition, are annullecf, i^ckoning from the 
law which put them in requifition. 

Art. XV. The members of the antient committee^ of puMic 
fafety^ confirmed by the law of the 4th of June> 1793 ; ^hofe of 
the committees which have been eftablifhed in the chief places 
or diftrifts, the population of whofe communes amounts to 
8jOOO and upwards j thofe of the committees which have been 
ieftabli(hed by a particular decree of the reprefentatives of the 
p^ple with the authority to receive an indemnity, are the only 
perfons who have a right to three livres a day, granted by the 
law of the 5th of September^ i793* 

If the indemnity promifed by the reprefentatives of the people 
be fixed or changed to a different rate. It {hall be paid conform* 
able to their decree^ 

. Art. XVL Thofe indemnities (hall be paid by the collectors 
of the diftriS, (upon the orders of the direftories) for the par- 
ticular time which thofe who have a right to itj ihall prove 
-having been employed in the public fervice fince the 5th of Sep« 
tember, 1793 h it being alfo underftood^ that the perfons alluded to 
have rendered fair and proper accounts of their official duty agree-* 
able to the firft article i that in official capacities they are entirely 
exonerated from any debt towards theRepublie; that they have 
furrendered to the proper officers all the papers and documents 
of their adminiflratioui and have not accepted, dire£lly or indi- 
redly, from the Republic any monies, indemnitiesj or fuccours. 

Art. XVII. The commiffioners of the trcafury (hall corre- 
fjpond ^ith the national agents, and the dire£lories of the diftri£b 
refpe&ing the means of enforcing this decree ; they fhall give in* 
formation to the committee of finance of thofe who immediately 
conformed to it, and of thofe who have been dilatory^ the firft 
Germinal next, in order that this committee^ re-united with that 
of legiflation, may infiidl on the national agents who ihall be 
guilty of delay the penalties pronounced by the laws againfl: negli- 
gent officers of the Republic. 

Art* XVII I« The commiffioners of the treafury fhall caufe to 
be prefented^ on the i(l Germinal next^ a general (iatement of the 
coUe^ions, difburfements, and donations, which are known to 
them ; and they fliall alfo caufe copies of the flatement to be dif- 
tributed among the members of the convention. 

Art. XIX. The general flatement of the colleSions, dif- 
burfements, and donations, afcertained to the prefent period, and 
arranged and inveftigated by the commiffioners of the treafury 
fhall remain in the poifeffion of the fecretary of the committee of 
finance, in order that all the members of the convention may have 
an opportunity of examining it. They are alfo invited to fur- 
nifh the faid committee all the information which they may 
have upon this important part of the revenue*

CAMBON's Report, from the Committee of Finance^ en thi 
moji fpeedy and effeHual mode of ext'inguijh'ing Assignats, pr^ 
fented to the National Convention on the T^d Pluviofe (22d Janu* 
ary 1795.) 

CITIZENS! the arms of the Republic are vi£torious; the 
twrave defenders of equality have put to flight the fatellites of the 
coalefced defpots. The thrones of feveral tyrants totter : ail Eu-' 
rope is panting for fuch a peace as France (hall be pleafed to 
di£late. Yet a few eflForts and we (hail obtain the objed we haw 
propofed. We muft (econd the devotion of our brethren ill 
arms, by conducing our operations with that fyfl:em atid 
prudence which will enfure their fuccefs.-— The magnanimout 
efforts which the French nation has made, could not have been • 
difplayed and executed if we had not poflfefied the means of de^ 
fraying the expenfes infeparable from the execution of fuch great 
defigns. Thanks are due to the conftituent aflTembly for making 
provifion for the exigencies of the Republic by the fabrication of 
affignats. This territorial money has rendered great fervices to 
the revolution — by putting in circulation, the valtie of the na* 
tional domains ; by furni(hing us with the means of equippingy 
fupplying, and maintaining armies amounting to 1,200,000 men; 
of creating fleets, of opening the earth, to extraS from it falt- 
petre ; of fabricating arms ; in fine, of procuring employment to 
all citizens; indemnify to the families of the defenders of their 
country, and fuccour to the indigent. The fame fubftitute for 
fpecie will, doubtlefs, furni(h the means of reviving commerce^ 
of promoting the arts, of cutting canals, of draining mar(hes, and 
of raifing monuments, worthy of the French Republic. 

In the (hort period, from the introduflion of aflignats to the;. 
beginning of the year 1793, ^^ territorial riches of France had 
increafed in a moft fatisfaflbory manner. Every where new build* 
ings were ere£led ; land was cleared and improved ; mannfaSurea 
and commerce were in the greateft adivity. The law of the . 
maximum, the revolutionary government, and the number of mea 
taken from the anvil and the plough to defend their country^ 
have fufpended thefe happy effects. But on the reftoration of 
peace, the national charaAer for induftry will derive elafticity 
9nd frefh vigour from the preiFure of v^ar* Aa opiaion too go- 

. Ecrally 
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Berally circulated and too generally believcJ imputes the faircitf 
tnd high price of provifions and articles of trade, wholly to the 
immenfe number of aflignats in circulation* It is pretended 
that the -productions of France do not exceed two milliards 
(2,000,000,000 livres) while we haveyJlr milliards in aflignats in 
circulation* According to this hypothefis, it has been laid down 
as a maxim, that ** on the extin^ion of aflignats depends the hap- 
pinefs of the people.*' The enemies of liberty and equality whofe 
only objeft is to deprive us of the means of profecuting the war, 
have circulated this report for the purpofe of depreciating our ter- 
ritorial money. It becomes, therefore, a neceflary part of our. 
duty to remove the opinion that our misfortunes all originate in 
the extenfive circulation of aifignats. 

Wc are ready to admit, that the enormous emiflion of aflignats 
has contributed not a little to enhance the price of necelfaries of 
life, but the principal caufe of this rife ought rather to be afcribed 
to the number of efFedUve men who have quitted their peaceful 
purfuits, and are now employed in the armies* This has occa- 
iioned a chafm in hufbandry and agriculture, and the inconveni- 
ence is increafed by an infufliciency of cattle and implements. 
The extraordinary confumption of provifions in time of war is 
another caufe of the mifchief complained of. Who would not 
readily admit, that the price of manual labour is infuflicient at a 
time when one fifth of our eflFe<Elive population is employed in the 
public fervice ! no man will be hardy enough to deny, that the 
ftianufa&uring of cloth, of ihoes, fabricating of arms, breeding 
horfesi cultivating the ground, &c. are not worth double the fum^ 
on account of the expenfes incurred by the armies. If it were 
neceflary to prove, that France is not the only country where the 
icarcity of provifions i^ felt, we fliould not mention Spain^ Pied^ 
mont or Germany ; but we could prove, that the price of grain, 
meat, and horfes has increafed in an alarming degree, even in 
the countries that have remained in a ftate of neutrality, where 
pap^r currency is unknown, and where trade is carried on in hard 
cafli. — The confumption of the produ6lions of the earth is at the 
prefent time fo enormous in Europe that it cannot be continued 
on the fame footing ten years longer, without incurring the ha- 
zard of utterly exhaufting this quarter of the globe. It is no- 
torious that Europe is obliged to import neceifaries from the other 
quarters of the globe, and at this moment a confiderable portion 
of the produce of the lands recently cleared and cultivated in 
North-America, is imported for the confumption of Europe. 
Thus the difcovery of the new world, which, at firfl:, added to 
the number of flaves, now contributes not a little to the defence 
of our liberties, and will, perhaps, ere long, furnifh tlie inhabitants 
tf the old world with the meanS; as it has already fet them an ex- 
ample. 
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iutiple^ of the reftoration of their rights* But cvctt the ariictei 
imported from thence to France are, unavoidably, at a very high 
price^ on account of the dearnefs of the freightage. 

AH good citizens ought, therefore, to be convinced, that the 
hardfliips they experience, proceed from the maehinatioRS of 
foreign tyrants, provoked originally by the emigrants. They 
ought to confider thcfe difafters as a prelude to the final triumph of 
liberty and equality ^ The true patriot bears them virith refigna-' 
tion from his abhorrence of tyranny ; he contrails them vrith the 
fatigue and hardfliips which the gallant foldiers endure, without 
a murmur, in the defence of the Republic* 
. In vain do the enemies of the public good attempt to alarm and 
intimidate us on the ftate of our finances: never had any country 
fo much reafon to boaft of the variety of its refources ; never had 
any country fuch a powerful confederacy to oppofe, and neve^ 
did France, itfelf, in any former period of her hiftory, carry on 
a war on an extenfive fcale, at fo fmall an expenfe as ihe does in 
the prefent conflift. * 

The coalefced powers did imagine, that they could accomplifh 
the conqueft France, by obliging us to incur expenfes beyond 
our ability to defray, but our territorial money has hitherto an* 
fwered every emergency, and will ftill continue to do fo. It is 
guaranteed by a real value, which nobody can deprive it of as 
long as the Republic fliall exift. Thus, the mortgage being real 
property, a further emiffion will not afFeft the mortgagees, be- 
caufe the value of the mortgage will always be proportionate to 
the money iffued on fuch fecurity. 

We may, perhaps, be expedled to give an account of the ftate 
and value of the national domains-^ Our anfwer to fuch a requi- 
iltion would be, that citizen jfohannotfi in his report from, the 



♦ (SoTE from the Moniteurof %th February, 1795.^ The various fumsdif- 
burfednnce the .i(l of July, 1790, amount to a total of 9,500,000,000 livres 
of which i,ooo,oco,ooo livres, have been applied to the liquidation of the 
ancient national debt. The actual expenditure will then be 8,500,000,000 
livres. The ordinary expenfes of the monarchy in time of peace amounted 
to 700,000,000 livres, per annum, comprehending tythes. Thus the mo- 
narchy would have fpent, in four years and a half, 3,150,000,000 livres, 
in crowns, exclufive of extraordinaries or incidental expenfes.

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five confolidated committees on this fubje£l, dated, that if they 
were fold at forty years purchafe, their value virould ht fifteen mil- 
Hards. This eftiiBate has evidently a referenpe to the (late of the 
fale, which varies according to circumftances. The lands, for 
inftance, which, in 1789, were fold at thirty years purchafe, 
were difpofed of, even while the law of the maximum was in 
force, at fifty, fixty and feventy years purchafe. Now that this 
obnoxIoQs law is repealed, the value of lands ought to increafe in 
a degree proportionate to the facility you have given the land- 
Jiolders to difpofe of the produce of their eftates. 

In conformity to the principle we have laid down, we ought 
not td dwell upon the mafs of aflignats in circulation, (ince they 
all will ultimately obtain their value. The united ftates of Ame- 
rica, who. were the firft to proclaim and vindicate the rights of man, 
at the crifis of their revolution, iflued paper currency to a great 
extent. Its only fecurity was tradls of uncultivated land in re- 
gions almoft deftitute of inhabitants. This territorial money 
enabled them, however, to accomplifli their emancipation, and 
to eftablifh a new fyftem of government. This done, happinefs 
and profperity fucceeded and amply requited their virtuous exer- 
tions in the caufe of liberty. Our territorial money and their 
bills payable to bearer, ought not to be put in competition. Our 
aflignats are orders for payment on fertile lands in the fineft and 
moft populous country in the world : a better fecurity cannot pof- 
fibly be procured if we fucceed in confolidating our republican 
government. France in triumphing over all her enemies will 
have attained the zenith of her glory, and her future happinefs and 
profperity will be the natural efFefts of peace. 

Your anxiety, however, for the happinefs and profperity of 
the nation, even in time of war, requires, at the hands of your 
committee of finance, a plan for the extinftion of a confiderable 
part of the affignats now in circulation. That courfe of juftice 
Which you defire at all tigaes to purfue, points out to you thjfc 
neceffity of adopting fome mode which would not trench on prit- 
vate property. 

Your committee, in confidering this fubjefl, have been led 
into a train of profound reflexions upon the moft interefting ancl 
delicate relations of the focial order. At a period, when the exi- 
gencies of the republic require a daily emiflion of a certain num- 
ber of affignats, it n^ay, perhaps, appear abfurd to fpeak of 
withdrawing any from circulation. It is, on this account, a diffi- 
cult matter to devife jntt and equitable means of reducing the ac-r 
cumulating mafs. You have impofed that duty on your commit- 
tee, and fure I am, that nothing on our part has been omitted 
}n order to the due performance of it. 
']rhf nu>de wl^ich firft ftrikes the mipd, is deq^^eingi th^t cer- 
tain 
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lain claflesof afllgnats fhall be no longer current, * but fuch amea- 
fure mufl deflroy all confidence in future emiffions. You would 
thereby be the means of depreciating your territorial money, and 
you might perhaps be precluded from the poflibility of profecut- 
ing the war. This method muft of courfe be rejeSed. 

We might have had recourfe to an extraordinary impoft, the 
produce of which would be applied to the diminution of aflignats 
in circulation. It would not be difputed that even confidently 
with the rigid principles of juflice, when our common defence 
renders extraordinary expenffis neceflary, fociety has a right to 
exa£t from men in affluent circumftances a facrifice of a fmall 
part of their property for the exigencies of the ftate, . That im- 
poft would, under- the prefent circumftances, be eafily paid in^ 
confequence of the abundance of paper money, and the bi^ 
price of provifions, and every fpecies of manufaAure. 

Circumftances did not permit us to avail ourfelves of a re- 
{burce fo juft. The law of the maximum having produced fo 
much mifchief to agriculture and commerce, it would have been 
dangerous (efpecially at a time when you are. bufied in amelio^ 
fating thefe two efteiitial branches of political oeconomy) to ex- 

■ a£t from merchants and farmers new facrifices, which might per- 
haps deprive them of thofe refources which they pofiefs, anci 
which may be neceflary for promoting your laudable endeavours 
for the general good. 

In Auguft, 1793, '^'vhen you were employed in reducing the 
number of aflignats, you did not refort to an extraordinary im- 
port, but you contrived to withdraw one milliard from the three 
miUiardsj fix hundred millions then in circulation. This you 
did by creating a forced U^an, with a view of eftabli filing, two 
years fubfequent to the ti:rmi nation of the war, an exchange 
of aflignats for natici*al lands which were then to be put up to 
fale, without any allowance, by way of intereft. But in order 
to compenfate the 1 ardlhip that would arife from this con- 
traS, you opened a voluntary loan, allowing five per cent, in- 
tereft, with the b<*nefit of redemption. By this means citizens 

■ niight have avoldol tl^e forced loan, and had an opportunity of 
.promoting your views wit!. out any other facrifice than that of 

laying out p;- r of their capital to a very confiderable advantage. 
This decrtx' was accompanied with a fuccefs which you expe£led. 
The rate of exchange improved, the fubfcribers were contented 
and affiuent, from four to five millions in aflignats were daily

extinguiflidi by the pi^ute of this extraordinary contribution^ 
and the fucc^fs of the projeA was fo great, that we did entertain 
hope$ that it would difcard frorn out legiflation the odious and 
deteflable law of the tAax'tmuTH. 

Unfortunately intriguers arid deluded men proyoked that law 
which has fince been called the palladium of our liberties atid the 
fecurity of the people. From the moment of its promulgation, 
the produce of the voluntary loan diminifiied ; and the forced 
loan which prefled particularly hard on the commercial profits of 
the year had no further bafis. At the fame time revolutionary 
taxes were impofed, the revolutionary army fprcad terror to the 
lemoteft quarter of the nation, and at lad, by internal troubles^ 
every thing appeared to unite to dedroy the produce of the vo- 
luntary and forced loans, which ought to have been one mil- 
liard, and which amounts only to between one hundred and eighty 
and two hundred millions. 

The meafure which you adopted in 1 793 would tow be in- 
fufficient, becaufe the mafs of affignats in circulation, which was 
then three milliards fix hundred millions, is now fix milliards 
five hundred millions. It would, befides, be of no ufe, becaufe 
the commercial profits on whidi it peculiarly bears were de- 
ftroyed in the fecond year by the law of the maximum. It is 
thus that the ill eflFeds of a defertion of principle furvive the 
pernicious meafure which produced them. 

Your conmiittee of finance finding itfelf limited, by a feries 
of circumftances in the choice of meafures to be taken for with- 
drawing the affignats from circulation, has thought It neceflary 
to prefent to you a re-union of free and voluntary ipeans, com* 
bined in fuch a manner as to aid each other, and to ferve as a fe- 
curity againft the failure of any one of them. 

I proceed to lay before you the fcheme which the committee 
fubmits to your judgment. 

z. Your committee propofes a lottery for the extin£lion of 
Four Milliards [4,ooo,cxx),ooo liv.] in affignats. 

This fcheme is founded on a fcheme or principles fo dififerent 
from all preceding inditutions of the kind, as not to admit of a 
jkgk blank. Every adventurer will have the chance of various 
pizes, befides the certainty of getting back in a bill, payable to 
bearer, the amount of the fubfcription, or price of the ticket 
previoufly purchafed with affignats. The nation^ in. this cafe, 
will make a confiderable facrifice ; but in order tb induce the 
hdders of affignats to exchange them for bills, (which, ceafing to 
be current, will abridge the circulation of paper) fome advan- 
tages muft be held out. 

2. Your committee are of opinion, that you ougfKt to oblige 
-the purchafers of the national domains to difchargc their engagci- 
nems, and to pay in advance the amount of their inflalments. 
,. Vol. lit: N This 
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l*fiis may be done by accepting in part of payment the ititcnp^ 
tions of the great book refpefting the confolidated debt, and by 
granting a premium to fuch as choofe to pay the whole in af« 
figoats. On the fales that have already taken place, sl capital oi 
1,600,000,000 livres ftill remains due. This m^fure, on a 
moderate eftimate, will withdraw from circulation, in the courftf 
of the prefent year, 8o6,ocx>,ooo in afSgnats. 

3. Your committee have drawn up the formula of a decree to 
expedite the fale of the moveable property of the emigrants, and 
of the condemned or tranfported p«rfons, Thefe efFe£ls (lowed 
tip in the different hotels, &c. of Paris, fubjeft the nation to a 
confiderable expenfe for keepers, warehoufe-room, &c. Some 
are of a pcriftiable nature, and the whole in a ftate of decay. 
They will withdraw about 200,000,000 in affignats. 

4. Your committee propofe, that you fhould limit to a fourth 
part of the purchafe, the firft payment for fuch national lands as 
may in future be expofed to fale, and that this limitation fhould 
not apply to fubfequent inftalments. This precaution will ob- 
viate the abufes which have already occurred. Intriguers be« 
come purchafers at any price, and, when proprietors, they fell 
in detail, trees and other materials. By the fecond payment tht 
nation is obliged to re-fell the lands, and to fupport all the lofs 
ivhich thefe injuries to the property have occafioned. 

5. The. decree v^hich y6u have paflcd, authorifing an amicable 
adjuftment of difputes refpeding the codnmercial affairs of per- 
fons tranfported and condemned, and emigrants, will withdraw 
this, year from circulation 100,000,000 in aflignats. 

6. Your committees of legiflation and finance have propofed to 
you the terms on which you ought to treat with the relatives of 
emigrants, with refpedl to that part of their property, which, be- 
longing by right of fucceflion to emigrants, devolves on the na- 
tion. This meafure, by expediting the payment of debts alreadf 
due to the nation, will withdraw about 500,000,000 in afGgnats. 
The aggregate of thefe different eftimates will, if they have the 
faccefs which we hope from them, amount to about Six Mil.- 

XIARDS. 

Nothing has been negleded on our part that tan expedite 
the execution of the means which we have devifed. t AH the re- 
ports zxiA formula of decrees relative to this complicated fyjlom of 
finance are prepared and ready to be laid before you. 

^he fole obje£l of our inveftigation was to fatisfy that Ibdicitude 
which you have repeatedly manifefled for the extinAion of affig- 
'nat's. It will be for you to inquire whether it is expedient to take 
meafures for withdrawing the number propofed. 

Your committee is, of opinion that wa rnufl by no means facri- 
fice every thing to 'the exigencies of the momterit. We have ett- 
deavouredfo to adapt the -means to future fegwrity, that in gra- 

* - • dtjally 
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dually withdrawing a great mafs of aiBgnats, the returns (hall 
fufFer no interruption nor diminution from farther emiflions^ 
fhould the urgency of public affairs oblige you to refort to that 
expedient. The mode which the committee have fuggeded, muft 
nec^iTarily reft on public CQnfidence. Its fuccefs, in like man*, 
ner, muft dfspend on the dbbliihment of a republican govern-' 
ment, which ihall be jirft and vigorous towards all, and which 
fhall ^fFe^ually protect the perfonal property of all citizcnsr 
l^H^r^ follows the Plan of thi Lottery ^ which it is unnecejfary to infer tJ\

And whereas the rights of humanity, of war, and of nations^ 
have been violated by Charles Grey, general ; John Jarvis, ad^ 
mirat^ 'Thomas Dundas, major-general and governor of Gua^- 
daloupe ; Charles Gordon, a general officer ; and other (iibal- 
tern officers who imitated them* 

And whereas alfo the robberies, miirders,'aflaffinations, and other 
crimes committed by-thfcm, ought to be tranfmitted to pofterity,it 
isrefolved that the body of Thomas Dundas, interred in Gua- 
daloupC) 3d Jyne, (Stave ftile) (hall be taken up, and given a prey 
to the birds of the air V'that upon the fame fpot there ihall be 
ereded^ at the expenfe of the Republic, a monument, bearing oti 
one itde this decree ; and on the other, the following infcription :

HIS Excellency Sir Charles Grey, having found it neceifiiry to 
crdei' all the inhabitahfs of this cplony, living in the towns as well 
as the country, to take up arms in defence of their propertyy 
agaihft the common enemy, and- fome individuals belonging to 
the parifli of MotialUage having prefentcd to us a petition^ Play- 
ing 16 be relieved from all military fervice, contrary to the^obli- 
gations impofed on them by the oath of allegiance they had taken, 
fcntimcnts of compaflion led us to look with indulgence on their 
prayer, and, in the place of military fervice, to fubftitute a con- 
tribution of 5000I. current money of the iflands, to be applied to 
thedifcharging of the rept of fuch hqufes^asare occupied by his 
Britannic Majcfty's troops. 

But the faid indiyuluals, liftle fenfible of the value of fo parti- 
cular an indulgence, having fince convinced us, as well by the 
terms of a deliberation which indicates nothing lefs than an open 
revolt, as by fundry other proceedings, tending to diforganife the 
militia eftablilhed in the other parts of the ifland, and to excite 
rebellion and commotions, that the motives alfignfsd in their peti-

Declaration of the CommiJJioners delegated by the National Convene 
tion of France^ to the PFindward IJlands^ to all the Neutral Na* 
tions trading with the /aid IJlands. 

EIGHT hundred republicans and two French frigates have 
conquered the ifland of Guadaloupe. Eight thoufand chofen 
troops, fix line of battle fliips, and twelve frigates muft yield to 
that courage, virtue, and love of liberty, that animate a repub- 
lican bread* 

With fo inconfiderable a force, but entirely devoted to the tri- 
umph of liberty and equality, we have overcome all obdacles, 
and finally driven from this fertile and now free x:ountry, the re- 
maiifdeir of the Englifli pilfering horde. The vile fatellites of 
Geoi^e, thofe infamous promoters and fupporters of all kinds of 
robbery, afliamed of their defeats, and unable to refift a generous 
enemy, endeavour to fatisfy their infatiate avidity by plundering, 
under frivolous pretexts, neutral veflels. Nay, they exhauft 
all the refources of craft and perfidy in order to rob them with 
impunity, and they are treading in the footfteps of Charles Gor- 
don, commander of St. Lucie. John Vaughan of glorious me- 
mory in St* Euftatia, and Benjamin Caldwell, pretend to colour 
this their plunder by an infignificant proclamation, which declares 
the ifland of Gaudaloupe to be in a ftate of blockade, as if it was 
jpoffible to block up fuch an extenfive coaft* 
' What a moment do they chufe for fuch an extravagant procla- 
mation ? Have not our floops of war and other armed veflels,

arc bafe enough to turn pirates and ranfack neutral vcflels which 
are not able to defend themfelves. 

From this (ketch of the fordid intentions of the Englifli, Xht 
dignity and independence of neutral powers require that they 
Ihould be upon their guard, and provide againft the perfidious 
vexation which this pretended blockade prepares to their trade. 

We do, therefore, on our fide declare, that we (hall never de- 
viate from the principles of equity and benevolence, which have 
directed all our operations during and after the retaking of this 
ifland, and that all neutral vefTels (liall here be well received and 
proteflcd, as far as lies in our power. We a(rure them, that the 
Englifh rodomontades infpire us only with perfeft contempt, 
and that our enemies (hall foon haye reafon to repent of their 
ralhriefs and infolence.

All thofe Frenchmen are declared traitors to their country, who 
have accepted of any employment under the Euglifli government^ 
the law having declared againft them ; thofe who emigrated be* 
tost the capture of the colonies, as well as againd the wretches 
who delivered them up, and who are in the fame predicament 
with thofe who fold Toulon and the ifland of Corfica, wliere the 
punic faith of the Englifh (hone in its fuil'Iuftre ; and this laWf 
which infli£ls the pain of death, fliall here continue in full force. 

We do further fignify to all commanders and agents of the 
Britiih Government, that citizen Marinier, commander at Su 
Lucia, is an officer in the French fervice ; and that citizens 
Maflades, lieutenant in the navy, and Lombard, are our dele* 
g^tes in that iiland, and invefted with our power.

TO-DAY is the fcftival of republicans ; it was on this daj," 
that for the example of all people, and the terror of kings, Capet 
jfc expiated his crimes on the fcafFold : in taking this vigorous rcfo- 
^lution, the Convention were not ignorant of the danger : Hol- 
land, England, Spain, difpofed themfclves to join the coalition 
tof Pruffia, armed againft France, and feconded by countcr-revo- 
lutionifts in the interior ; but ftrong in its own energy, and in the 
confidence of the French people, the Convention was certain of 
punifhing them for their audacity : they counted alfb^ feldiers, 
upon your courage, your hatred of tyranny, your hope of liberty: 
they conceived great hopes — you have realifed them ail : ftrong 
places have been lio obftacle to your burning ardour; the con- 
quered hordes of the enemy have been annihilated^ their ammu- 
nition, their artillery, have fallen into your power : you have 
turned to the profits of liberty the rigour of the feafon confecra* 
ted by nature to repofe. It is with the moft lively fatisfadiofii 
that the reprefentatives of the people bear folemn witnefs this 
day to your conftancy ; they rejoice to felicitate you on the thea- 
tre of your glory. May your viftory be heard from this point 
in all the parts of the globe, to make known to all people- their 
rights : thefe ports, thefe (hips, have been conquered at the ex- 
• penfe of your fweat, and of your blood : hear the grateful accents 
of the acknowledgment of your brothers delivered from their 
oppreflbrs ! Soldiers, complete your triumphs, by giving an ex- 
ample of refpeft for property, and of fubmiffion to the laws: you

THE council of Aate having lately taken into conflderation 
the cafe of French emigrants^ hitherto tolerated in this country* 
from fentiments of humanity, and perceiving with fome inquie- 
tude the increafing fcarcity of provifions, and that the conduct of 
fome among the emigrants is very cenfurable and dirc&ly in de- 
fiance of our public orders, by keeping up upon the frontiers 
of France fecret intelligence, and by committing ads of vio* 
lence, which tend to difturb the prefent tran<}uillity of the ftate and 
good neighbourhood. 

The council having given attention to the duty it owes to the 
Helvetic aflbciation of this fovereignty, from which refults its* 
prefent happy neutrality, it is judged indifpenfable for the good 
of the ftate, which ought to be the fird objed of our folicitude,' 
to order the general expulilon of the above-named emigrants 
before the ift of April ntiiX. 

In purfuance of wrhich, the proper officers are directed in the 
firft inftance, to make out immediately a new lift of French emi« 
grants who refide in their refpedive jurifdidlions, particularizing 
the age^ fex, aud vocation of each, and likewife the name of the' 
perfon at whofe hpufe they live, and to fend this lift with as 
much difpatch as poffible to the council of ftate. In the fecond 
||IaCe, they are direfled to have this edi£l publicly read at the 
oonchifion of divine fervice next Sunday, in each place of pub-* 
^c wodhip> In order that fuch emigrants may prepare themfelves 
to obey it, and that thofe at whofe houfes th^y refide may not 
hereafter pretend ignorance ; and if any emigrants ftiall be found 
ia this country after the period fixed^ they ihgll be expelled by 
anefcort, as dangerous and fufpicious people. The council alfo 

Siprifes thqfe who harbour emigrants,, that if amy iiigh perfoa 
all be found under their prote£kioB, after the t^nie fixed for 
dieir departure, every perfon giving that piiotedipn will be i^e^ 
garded as connivers in the difobcdience to this edi&, and will be 
profecuted witl^ the utmoj(l rigour of the law,, ais. enemies to th^ 
public welfare. 

Finally, the council declares, thai if fiach em!g;rants before: 
;^ir departure dare. to commit any a(^ of violence on t^q tepri- 
tory of France^ they fliall be apprehended and given ug. to the 
French.

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Speech rf BolffyD^JnglaSf tn the policy &f the French RepuHiCf mith 
rt/pe^jo Foreign Nations f adopted ay the Conventionj as aDiela* 
ration of the Principles of the French People f yannary 30, 1 795^ 

; -IN a former difcourfe I recapitulated the principles of juflice 
and candour upon ivhich the government of France uovr refts* I 
ihewed in what manner that government, at once republican aad 
lisvolutionary, had laid among us the foundation of a real public 
credit^ and created^ in the face of all Europe^ a power in fome 
fort new. . . 

I ihewed^in what manner the French people^ ftarting froA 
the iieep of (lavery, had refumed their place among nations, from 
the number of which it was attempted to blot tbem out, had ht* 
gun to repair their immenfe lofles, and had prepared all the feeds 
of their future profperity. 

X am now going to take a view of the external iituation of this 
v^.empire-;-of the relations of France with other nations, and 
of their jntercfts with refpe£l to her. I will tell you how th©- 
happinefs of the world muft neceflarily refult from the oftablifli* 
ment of the liberty of France, and the peace of the imiv^fei 
from the peace you are going to negociate with your neighbours* 

I will advertife the greater part of thofe who make war apon. 
us, of the dangers to which they expofe themfelves by declaring 
againft us ; which dangers are of fuch a nature, that fuccefs it« 
felf, if fuccefs were poffible, would ferve only to render them 
more imminent. I will repel the atrocious calumnies of thofe 
orators in the pay of tyrants, who, having no lohger any hope ef 
enflaving us by arms, would ftill excite againft us as many ene^ 
mies as there are governments in Europe, and deprive us of that 
national credit which accruesto a great nation^ from its refpeft fot 
other nations and its public morality. 

It is time that the formulas of an ancient and ill-advifed policy 
give place to the frank and (incere expreilions of freemen ; it it 
time that truth, in the tribune of the legiflator, refume thftt in- 
fluence which ihe ought never to have loft. The language I flimlt 
hold, will form a remarkable contrail to the infidious wordt 
with which the fittings of znoxhtx foi-difant reprefentative aflem- 
bly refound at this moment ; an afTembly, which, in its coiuft- 
terfeit debates, its quixotic rodomontades, and fawning addrefflbsy 
denies, your fuccefles, difTembles your vidories, outrages youir 
principles, and dares flill to threaten a liberty which three yew» 
of fruitlefs attack ought at length to compel the world to refped. 
. When the moil exafperate paflions are every where forgine 
arms to divide us, to dellroy or enflave us, animated by the moft 
noble pafEons, enilamed by the love of liberty and our country, we 
miifl oppofe imperturbable juflice to their violent fury, and repub* 
lic^ conftancy to their rafh iaipetuoiity, ... 

Almoft 
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Almoft 4U the throart of tbe earth have put fhemrdves in mo^ ' 
lioQ to fall upon us; }heir minifters have leagued together; their 
annies have congloqaerated ; their thunders have flaihed to deftroy 
our infant liberty. But their ravaging cohorts, overthrown by 
^r patriot battalions, have been diflipated like thofe thick clouds 
which kem to announce a tempeft, and which a falutary wind difr 
perfes and annihilates* 

While we had to combat only the hatred of coalefoed kings^ 
and the. fury of their foldiers, the burning valour of the French, 
their inexhauftible courage, the conftant facrifices of all the ci- 
tizens,, fufficed to prove to the univerfe, how worthy we are of 
liberty, and how chimerical the hope of thofe who would wreft 
it from us. But now, citizens, that our triumphs have carried 
difmay into the bofom of the countries which pretended to give 
chains to France, we have another kind of attack to fuftain, and 
other efforts to repuife. They cannot conquer the French— 4hey 
endeavour to calumniate them. 

AU the nations of the world admire our courage ; they all la* 
ment feeing their blood and their treafures exhaufted to tear 
Urorn us our liberty. Attempts are made to deflroy us in their 
opinion, and to impute to us alone the innumerable calamities 
which this long and terrible war has poured out upon them. — 
Neither the fury of the coalefced kings, nor the efforts of their 
ibidiers have we any caufe to dread, but we will always re- 
fyeSt the opinion of the people of other dates, whatever may be 
their government, their force, their weaknefs, their good or ill- 
fortune* 

We will not feek, as we have been often charged with doing, 
tQ trouble their internal organization, and to make them adopt 
9ur laws ; but we will not fuiFer our principles to be poifoned 
io their eyes, their eileem to be taken from us, and the ambiti>- 
ous authors of a ruinous war, to charge us with the melancholy 
fruits of their own vanity, crimes, and ambition* 

For three years, humanity has groaned and fuifered — for three* 
years, Europe has been inundated with blood, and the people 
weighed down with taxes. This infenfate defire to partition or 
enflave France is evidently the caufe or the pretext of all thefa 
evil9 ; and, when a part of our enemies, difcouraged by our fuc- 
cefs, or enlightened by experience, feem willing to let the earth 
iefpir&-7-when the people, indignant at the calamities with which 
they are overwhelmed, feem every where commanding their go^ 
vernments to put an end to the horrors of war, fome cruel and 
crafty politicians would perfuade them, that we alone are infen^^ 
fible to thefe cries of fufferihg humanity ; that we alone thiril for 
thfir blood ; that no peace with us can be fafe or honourable ; 
that the continuation of the war is advantageous to them ; and^ 
^nallyi 4m .al^furd cpntradi^^ion, that, on the one hand> our 
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pride ind otir ambition are too formidable for us to be treated ^th« 
andy on the other, that our efforts have too much exhatifted ui 
not to afford hopes of certain fuccefs, by continuing the con- 
telh 

We ought, citizensi out of rcfpeil to humanity, fo expofe 
thefe contradi£lions, reply to thefe calumniesi hold up the light 
to every eye, and unmade thofe Machiavelian government! 
•iivhichi (porting with the blood of men and the fortune of the 
peuplcy aim at rearing a coloflal greamefs on the niin of die 
principal powers of Europe. 

We ought to convince all i^rtuou? men that we deteft war 
without fearing it ^ that we are always ready to put a Rop to its 
horrors, when a p^ce fhall be offered to us confiftent with out 
dignity, and capable of guaranteeing our fafety. We ought, at 
the fame time, to advertife the people of all nations that, feadf 
to negociate with franknefs, we will not fuf&r our arms to be 
paralized, or our triumphs to be fufpended by negociations^ falle 
or futile. 

Our armies who brave the feafons, mafter the elements, and 
turn to their advantage all the obftacles which nature and art feem 
to oppofe to them ; our armies who, rufhihg over the frozen 
inundations of Holland, have completed the conqueft of it in Icls 
time than was formerly neceflTary to make the tour, will charge 
fliemfelvcs with demonftrating to our enemies that, far from be* 
ing cxhaufted by three years of war, we have only augmented 
our refources, and added to the experience of our generals, to 
the difcipline of .our foldiers, to that republican ardour which 
Kas never ceafed to inflame their fouls. But we ought, above 
all, to prove to the univerfe that the ambition of the Englifh go- 
vernment, the interefted policy of the Houfe of Audria, and 
the pride of Ruffia, are the fole caufes of the misfortunes of the 
world, ' 

Powers of Europe! open your eyes, contemplate -yonr true 
• dangers ; diftingiiifh at lift yonr true enemies ; confider with af- 
fright the abyfs into which they are dragging you, by fometimes 
making France a bugbear to terrify^ and fometimes reprefenting 
it as a prey cafy to be divided, Snifering people, deluded mo» 
narchs, envied Republics, follow with me the courts of Vienna, 
of Peterfburg, and, above all, of London, through the dark la- 
byrinth of their crafty policy! the torch of evidence will condud 
you, and you will then fee what arc the projefts you ought to 
fear, the enemies you ought to combat, the friends you ought to 
embrace* 

The politics of the cabinet of Vienna have been long mi* 
veiled* Conftant in their ambitious projedls, princes have fuc- 
ceeded one another on -that throne for feveral ages, prefer vrng 
always the iamc fpirit, purfuing inceffantly the fame fyftem. 

The 
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^Imi objed IS always invariable ; but the means of accompKAing 
ic continually changing. Tht houfe of - Aoftria, for its ag^ 
grandizement, has, by turns, employed treaties, ruptures, mar^ 
riages, intrigues, and arms« Before Ruflia had civilized herfeif^ 
and Pruffia had become sC power, France, Turkey, and Sweden, 
foraied alone the rampart to prote£lthe empire againft the empe*^ 
rors. Since the rivals of the court of Vienna iocreafed in nunf- 
ber and in force, that court has negociated fo dexteroufly, that it 
has been very near deftroying, by artifice, the counterpoife whicli 
balanced its power. It weakened the Tiirks, by facrificing them 
to the Ruflians; it feduced France to fuch a degree, that Pruifia 
once faw itfelf on the brink of complete deflrudion, in fpite 
of the genius of Frederic and the difcipline of his foldiers. 

Twice iince that period it has been on the point' of poflefling 
BaVaria; firft by force of arms, and next by an exchanger 
finally, feeing that, notwithflanding its connexions with France^ 
the French did not fecond its views, it wifhed pcrfidioufly to de- 
ftroy its ally; and profiting of the fhocks of our revolution, it 
£ivoured oiir internal enemies, formed plots in the very bofom of 
our government, and leagued all Europe againft us^ under the 
hau^ty pretext of maintaining the caufe of kings, but with the 
real deftgn of taking from us Alface, Lorrain, and a part df^ 
Flanders; and of ridding itfelf for ever of the obfervation of a 
people whofe^lory always excited its envy, and whofe force aU 
;irays reprefied its audacity. The event has deceived its expec- 
tation* It has already loft the Pays Has, its fortreiTes, its can** 
wm^ its treafures \ its armies have difappeared before our*s, the 
reputation of its generals is vanifhed, and every thing announces 
diat upon the cabinet of Vienna the day of jtiftice is arrived* 
It now exhibits nothing but the fpefiacle of difappointed ambi- 
tion and impotent wrath. It fears peace, but it cannot continue 
the w^r ; and there is not a power of Europe which does not fee 
that its policy is to engage other powers to ruin themfelves to 
fight for its interefts, and to recover for it what it has loft. 

Pruffia muft now know on what fide was artifice, and on what 
fide (incerity. Every thing muft make Frederic William regret 
having liftened to the councils of his natural enemy, in prefe* 
ttnce to the pacific envoys of a free nation, which (hewed him 
the truth, and offered him a ufeful anvity ; he muft regret having 
been the dupe of fome crowned intriguers, of fome dexterous 
n^gociators, \^o led him into the only courfe that could ruin 
hioi. Spain, the Empire, Sardinia, muft experience the lame 
• regret. Thefe powers muft ftiudder at feeing the abyfs into 
which it^as been attempted to plunge them. They have only 
the melancholy profped; of fliaring the fate of Holland, or of 
being annihilated under the yoke o£ the two courts that have fe* 
<iuc^ thera* Ah 1 what we ought above all to (hew to thefe 
\ deluddd 
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ileludcil powerty fiir the intereft of Europe, is the danger wbldk 
they are mepact^ by with two ColofliiiTes tney fupport» whi<A 
Villi conclude by fubjugating them, if our facrifices and our cou^ 
rage do not (lop them in their progrefs. England and RuiSa, 
tiiefe are the two enemies we ought to denounce to the nniverfe; 
ihefe are the tyrants we ought to denounce to the world ; theft 
are the wide-wafting torrents whofc irruption we muft i|op# 
More dexterous, better fituated,. lefs unfortunate than Auftriat 
they alone have hitherto profited of the general calamities and 
errors of the coalition. . 

Roufe from your fleep, flates of the empire, king of Pruifia^ 
and all ye maritime powers! — your fleets, your forces, your culr 
tivators, your finances, your blood, all you have been made ta 
f^urriiice, to give to Ruilia the empire of the land, and that of 
the feas to proud Albion. Do you forget that the inhabitants of 
the north deflroyed the Roman empire, more united, more fen:* 
midable than you ? Mud you be reminded of thofe irruptions 
of the Goths and Vandals, inundating all Europe, to deftroy ati 
the eoipircs of it r Muft you be j-eminded that for 6o years 
Ruilia, introducing a grofs civilization among her barbarous 
people, preferving a favage force, even while enriching herfelf 
with arts and moJern tadics, has already humbled the Chinefc^ 
and planted colonies on the coaft of Anrrerica ; that (he has 
paiTed the Caucafns, fubje<Eled Georgia, impofcd laws. upon a 
part of Perfia, fubjugated the Coflacks, deftroyed the Tartar^ 
conquered the Crimea, partitioned Poland, difmayed the OttOr 
man empire, raifed infurredion in Greece, and menaced CoOf 
llantinople ? 

Muft we open wounds not yet entirely healed, and mention 
the numerous battalions entering Berlin itfelf, which, but for 
the unforefeen caprice of Peter III. would have annihilated th< 
very name of the Pruflian power ? Do you not fee that the am* 
bitious Catharln^, by holding out vain promifes to the emU 
grants, by inflaming the rage of the German Princes againft 
French liberty, has contrived to entangle her rivals in a war 
which exhajufts them, in order to make herfelf miftrefs of Por 
land, and fo open to her the gates of Germany ? I know it 
may be faid, with fome foundation, that the Ruflian empire i| 
a ColoiTus with feet of clay; that in it corruption has. preceded 
maturity ; . that the llavcry which exids in it deprives its force of 
all folidity, and its refources of all energy ; that its extent i| 
imnienfe but partly defert; that it is proud but poor; that it if 
already too vail to be governed; that by extending itfelf it acce* , 
l^tes its own' difTolution ; and that every conqueft it makes is 9l 
tlep toward its ruin. I admit thefe truths; but this giant, before 
he perifhes, will crufh you; it is upon your ruins that he muft 
fall y be will not diUnember bim£bl£ tm after you ara ravaged^ 

difperfed^ 
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Afyerftdf and annihilated; Danes, Swti^s, * Oermani» Pnifr 
.fianSj Ottomans, think of thk ! tinoe flies, the thuoder rattles ; 
Vienna betrays you ; the Mufoovite torrent is augmenting ; Attilp 
is once more advancing, and if you do not unite in time to arreft 
thid deftru£ltve fcourge, you are undone. 

You are taught to fear France. What a (Irange error! if 
your government be \vife, and founded on true principles, why 
envy iisi if from its nature it be a$ difaArous, as you are toMr 
"vlrby dread a people that carries in its own bofom a fource of 
weaknefs or of agitation, that mud prevent it from meddling with 
you?— ^he conftancy of our efforts^ the duration of our facrifices^ 
the permanence of our vi&ories^ do they not demonftra'te before- 
hand the (lability of treaties that may be made with us ? — Are not 
changes of fyfiem, by a great nation, neceiTarily more rare thaa 
the changes and caprices of minifters, ofmiftrefles, andoffavou^. 
rites? ah! our interefis are common. What fignifies it, that 
Hre.have outftiipt you in the career of liberty! What fignify our 
conftitution and our laws, our principles and our opinions! . poli- 
cy 45oiat|iands you to unite with us, and to march with equal 
{4c€ ag^inft the enemies that threaten us. When it is dinned ia 
your ears that it is neither fafe nor honourable to treat with us^ 
thUiflite this language into its true meaning, and learn that Au- 
ftfia fays — *^ fight that I may regain my provinces ;*' and nour 
that England does not urge you to fight but in the hope you will 
prevent us from oppofing her maritime conquefts ; finally, lifiea 
to Ruflia ^ mark her very words — ^^ fight, exhaufl; yourfelves, la- 
vifli all your blood, and all your treafures, that I may, without 
jobflacle^ quit my deferts, and fpread my warlike population over 
jour fertife territories." 

. Oh, ye politicians of Europe, who boaft of wifdom fo ex- 
dted^ of penetration fo profound, how is it poffible, that you 
have not y^t lifted up the veil which hides from your eyes the 
MachiaVelian politics of the EngliOi government ! — How is it ye 
do not fee to what degree it abufes you, and what a game it nlakes 
of all it prfifefles to refpe<^ ! that government accufes us of im- 
morality; and when, by an armed neutrality, the robbery of neu- 
tral oooiaierce was to be reprefled, it was the only civilized go- 
lemmeat which, unblufliingly, oppofed the meafure. It accufes 
U» of having broken the peace and violated the right of nations, 
audit infulted our ambafiador. It profeiles to hate intolerant pa- 
picy^ aadit takes up arms to defend the fuperditions of Rome* 
It pretdnds to cherifh liberty, and it is in alliance with the op- 
preiflbrs of Poland. It reproaches us with cruelties of which we 
execrate and punifli the authors ; and it has filled Afia with pillage 
uid dead bodies, has hired favages to enfiave the Americans, and 
JNircba&d men of a German Prince, fixing beforehand the price 
•f each wound, of each mutilation ; ;in a word, fettling the tarif 
^ 2 of 
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of eveiy'drop of blobd of thofe miferable flaves. It charges us 
vrith ambition, and fooliihiy drives to render itfelf mafter of all 
the colonies. It has the audacity to fay, that we tpake war with« 
out humanity ; and it has attempted to avenge its difafters, by 
expofing twenty-four millions of men to a fiamine from whicn 
chance and our valour have proteSed us. It clamours evtrf 
where that we want to attack the independence of other ftates; 
and it attempted to compel Genoa, Venice, Sweden and Den* 
mark, to renounce the mod refpedable and the mod facre4 of alt 
rights, that of remaining neuter amid the horrors of war. Final- 
ly, it has the hardihood to declare, that it is not fafe to treat witK. 
us — that government does fo, which, when iq alliance with 
Ruflia, excited the Turks to make warupon her, and afterwarda 
abandoned them :— >that government, which encouraged the Poles 
in their revolution, and left them without fupport — ^that gevem^ 
mcnt which arimed Sweden againd the liuilians and betrayed it—* 
that government which forced Holland to fight againft us, and 
after lending it a feeble aid confined its efforts to diminiOiing the 
account of its lodes — that government, in fine, which^ after bav« 
ing feduced the unfortunate inhabitants of La Vendee and To% . 
Ion, tranquilly enjoyed the fpedacle of their ruin. 

Irrefolute Spaniards, what do you expeft? if chance. <^oilUi - 
difappoint our courage, if, perfiding in your unaccountable cda*- 
lition, yon diould paralize our efforts againd your iniplacabh 
enemy, and if that enemy, edablifhing herfelf in our colonieSji 
ihould dedroy the aliment of our marine ? do you* not fee her al- 
ready laying hold of your galleons, digging your mines, wrefting 
from you the empire of Mexico, that of Peru, Porto-Rico, Cuba; 
driving you from all the feas, and from the heights of GibraltaTi^ 
infulting your misfortunes, and enjoying your mifery ? In 179O9 .. 
had die not already drawn the fword againd you bccaufe fbe ' 
thought you in no condition to defend yourfelves }^ Did not we 
turn it afide at the moment when, reckoning on ouc troubles, ihe 
hoped to drikc you with impunity? Do not her attempts upon 
Corfica announce that Ihe wifhes to expel you from the iS^lediter-' 
ranean, as die afpires at chafing you from the ocean ? 

Awake, then, at the call of truth ; appreciate at their juft value* 
the calumnies fpread againd us ; fee in the fpeeches with which 
the parliiiment of London refounds, nothing but the fear of peacCy 
but the language of ambition unmaflced, and let us take upon our*- 
felves the care of our vengeance and of ourXafety. It is not only 
fafe, it is honourable to treat with us : but the. meafure is becooie 
indifpenfable to your fafety ;•. we have niade known to you the ne- 
ceflity of it, learn the means ; we are too grand^ too powerful^ 
to have any thing to difguife. 

Our pad dangers, the neceffity of rendering the return o? 
them impoflible, tlte example of the menacing league whicH 
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wanted to over-run us, and at one time carried defolation Into the 
heart of France ; the fincere delire of rendering peace folid and 
durable obliges us to extend our frontiers, to take for our limits 
great rivers, mountains, and the ocean, and thus, beforehand 
and for a long feries of ages, to fecure ourfelyes from all inva- 
fion and from all attack. At this price, the powers of Europe 
may depend upon an invioUble peace and upon courageous allies, 
capable of difengaging them from the weight of the two rafh 
Coloflufles that, in their guilty delirium, want to arrogate at once 
the empire of the land and of the fcas. 

Such, -citizens, are .the grand truxhs which every thing now 
commands us to develppc before the .eyes of Europe. 

In vain is it attempted to miflead the people of other nations, 
by tellitig them that our government bijing only provifional, no 
tie, no treaty, can have any guarantee. Our government is the 
plenipotentiary ijiominated by the totality of the French people to 
terminate in their name the revolution and the war : and I doubt 
if ever amb.$^dor was feen inveiled with power more ample, 
or a charader more augud. 

*^ What (ignify the combinations of which governments are 
formed, when treaties are formed with the people to whom thofe 
governments belong ! the peace which you will foon folicit, will 
jbe mpch more folid from being given to you by the affent of the 
whole people. Our government is the will of the nation ; our 
^rms are juflice ; our principles are humanity ; your guarantee 
is the fincerity and the courage of a nation which has willed to 
be free. 

Appreciate our aflual government by the fpeilacle which it 
offers to the world ; it h^s reprefled inteftine troubles ; annihilated 
rebel faftions ; broken down the fcafFolds ; opened the prifons ; 
avenged innocent blood; devoted to death and Infamy theminif- 
ters of terror ; it has reftpred liberty to coriimerce ; tranquillity to 
agriculture; in the interior it has made jyftice the order of the 
day, and vidlorybn the frontiers. 

' Ah ! all enlightened nations will liften with the fmjle of con- 
tempt and of pity, to the abfurd or perfidious politicians who call 
in queftion, whether a nation that can conquer h^s the power of 
ncgociating; who dare ftill to maintain that pe^ce is impoflible at 
the moment when every thing deiponftrat^s that obftinacy is in- 
fenfate and refiftance vain ? 

Adopt, citizens, the ideas I have traced; fpeak with that 
poble franknefs which befits th? majefty of the Frepch people, 
and you will foon fee the diplomatic fubtleties^ of your enemies 
confounded by^the wifdom of your councils, as you have feeq, 
their temerity puniflied by the courage of your wurriors.

Deluded Frenchmen, 
"^OU announce to us words of peace — ^this is the wifli of our 
•*■ hearts ; but by what right do you offer us a pardon which 
It is only your lot to beg ? Stained with the blood of our kings, 
ftalned by the murder of a million of vifiims, by the conflagra- 
tion and devaftation of our property, what are your titles to in- 
fpire us with confidence and fecurity? Is it the punifhment 
of Robefpierre and Carrier ? but indigent nature was raifed 
againft thofe bloody monfters ! The cries of public vengeance de- 
voted them to death — In profcribing you did nothing more than 
yield to neceffity, — Amongft you, one faSion fuperfedes ano- 
ther, and foon, perhaps, the fame fate awaits that which at pre- 
fent reigns. Is it your pretended viftories ? But we are not 
ignorant that falfehood was always prefiding over your public 
prefs, and that, in experiencing the moft fevere defeats, you ar- 
rogantly aflumed the haughty language of the conquerors of Eu- 
rope, to impofe on the credulity of your flaves!

And 
when you detain them amongft you, unarmed and defencelefs, 
have not we caufe to fear that this temporary releafe is an am- 
bufh craftily prepared to blend us all in the fame misfortunes i 
Alas ! were we to believe them, our murdered relations and 
friends would rife from their graves to tell us, ** Take care of 
the poifon concealed under thofe appearances; it was in pro- 
claiming to us life and fafety, we were immolated — the fame fate 
undoubtedly awaits you — the faflion that was then domineering is 
flill reigning ; its fpirit is the fame ; it aims at the fame end ; 
means and agents only are changed." 

If, however, your wi flies are fincere — if your hearts, fof- 
tened and changed, are bent towards peace, we muft tell you, 
Reftore the heir of your king his fceptre and crown ; to religion 
its worfliip and minifters ; to the nobility its rights and eftates ; 
to the whole kingdom its ancient and refpeflable couftitution.

Lazare Hoche, general in chief, announces to the artxiy, with 
Very great pleafure, that th6 empire of reafon has at lengtli reftored 
to our country her children, and that the day is arrived on which 
the French are to make but one family. 

Charette and the principal chiefs of his army, in the name of 
the Vendeens, and Caumartin, in the name of the party known 
hy the denomination of Chouans, have figned an a^, by which 
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they declare to the reprefentatlves of the French people^ that 
their intentions are to live in future under the laws of the Republic^ 
One and indivifible, and that they engage to deliver up their armsy 
ammunition, and provifions. But while the citizens return into 
the bofom of their country, there are banditti by profefGon, who, 
knowing no party, but that of murder and pillage, commit un- 
6eard-of crimes, and fcem to meditate new outrages. 

The moment is come when all good citizens ought to unite 
in deftroying the common enemy. To this effeft thefe prefents 
fhafi be notified to all the adminiftrative bodies, and read as gene- 
ral orders for three fucceflivc days. 

The military chiefs will continue to repel aggreflions by force^ 
to proteft perfons and property, to caufe religious ideas to be re- 
fpefted, to fccure freedom of communication and conveyance, 
and will take particular care to treat and receive as brothers all 
the deluded men who (hall come to furrender themfelves. 

The chief of the etat-major-general is direfted to tranfmit 
thefe orders to the generals commanding divifions, by extraordi« 
nary couriers.

Our gratitude is, if pof- 

(ible, ftill greater ; and we fliall never forget, that under this tenty 

in which the mod important interefls have been difcufled, you 

have conftantly (hewn yourfelves the friends of juftice, humanity, 

benevolence, and the fupporters of the honour and the gloiy of 

all the French without exception. As the recompenfe of your 

generous effort^, come and traverfe our fields, when indudry, pro- 

te£t^ by our laws, and encouraged by peace, fhall have effaced 

the traces,- and repaired the evils of war. The image of happi- 

ueit^ which will fucceed to the mourning that now covers them, 

will carry to your hearts the earneft of the benedictions of all 

thofe you have made happy.

On the 24th Ventofe^ Saturday^ March iJ^thy 1795, Delaunaj^ 
Angers fpoke as follows to the Convention in the Name of tbi 
Reprefentative s with the Armies of the IVeJi^ oh the Coqfts of 
Breji and Cherbourg. 

JUSTICE and humanity have conquered La Vendee for the 
Republic. Thofe ftrayed children return to the bofom of the great ^ 
family of the Republic. Thisconqueft is due to your energy finctf 
the loth Thermidor, and to your unceafing regard for the unity 
and the indivifibiliiy of the Republic. It is our duty to lay before 
you the details of fo important an event, which defeats the.hopes 
of the malevolent, and difconcerts the mad projeSs of foreign 
countries. My colleagues, Ruelle, Bollet, and I, fent to the 
armies of the Weft, are to render you an account of the opera- 
tions which have brought about this happy refult. Being charged 
with the re-eftablifhment of order and tranquillity in thefe de- 
partments, which were troubled by the Chouans and the rebels of 
La Vendee, we thought it our firft duty to learn the difpofitiofl 
of the inhabitants of thefe unfortunate countries. We fent 
cmiflaries through the country to ftudy and report what were the 
reigning opinions. We learn that the revolution of the 9th 
Thermidor, (that which brought about the return of the mode- 
rate fyftem), was there almoft wholly unknown, and that th« 
blood-ftained waters of the Loire (by the maffacres of Carrier) 
had there left wounds which were by no means clofed. We 
found that La Vendee was divided into three armies, the firft of 
the Pays Bas commanded by Charette, the fccond of the center, • 
led by Sapinaud, and the third of Anjou, and the higher Poi£toU| 
under the orders of Stofflet. Charette^ without being fo announ- 
ced, was, in faS, the generaliffimo. of thefe armies. It was nc- 
ceffary rn the firft place to- re-eftablifti confidence, and to quiet 
the minds of the people, refpeflrng^he government of blood and 
terror which you have deftroyed. Our" firft. proceeding was to 
inform them of the decree of the 12th Frimaire (Dcc.,2,)* of the

proclamation iflued by the convention. This honourable mifHoa 
was undertaken by two citizens of Nantz, and executed with an 
equal degree of intelligence and attachment to the public good. 
The fame truft was confided to the armies, and they circulated 
profufely the decree and the proclamation in La Vendee^ and 
amongft the Chouans. Thefe defenders of their country were 
were prompt to enlighten their milled brethren, and you have re- 
warded them* by declaring that the armies of the weft have not 
ceafed to deferve well of their country. 

One of our colleagues fent this decree and proclamation di- 

TcStly to Charette, and they had the cffcQ. of inspiring him with 

confidence. He, and the other chiefs, appeared to defire, and 

after fome time, a£tually demanded an interview with the repre- 

fentatives of the people, who were then at Nantz, We were 

not fent thither to ihed blood. You had commiflioned us to re-> 

ceive in our arms thofe of our deceived brothers, who ihould claim 

our embrace. — We did not think the national reprefentation de- 

bafed by our mixing with the chiefs of La Vendee, and the lefs 

fo when our purpofe was to take away from foreign nations the 

barbarous joy of feeing Frenchmen armed againft Frenchmen. 

An interview was accordingly agreed on for the 23d Piuviofc. 

The pacific difpofitions of Charette were already known at 

Nantz, and the enemies of peace inconfequence propagated through 

the Veadean armies, that the reprefentatives of the people came 

to arreft their chiefs, and that Charette would be aifaflinated if he 

came to this interview. To take from malignity the means of 

attaining its end, a tent was prepared within reach of the cannon 

of Nantz, and the tricoloured flag by which it was furmounted, 

announced to the people of La Vendee, tlvit they were, by the 

beneficent law of the 12th Frimaire, to re-enter into the bofom of 

their country. It was under this tent that the chiefs of the two 

Vendean armies, thofe of the center and the Pays Bas, with eight 

of the principal officers of the army of Anjou, and feveral of the 

chiefs of the Chouans, commiflioned by them, declare, " That 

tbty acknowledged the French Republic y one and indlvifible — that they 

Jubmltted themfelves to its law si — that they promt fed never to bear 

arms againft it — and to furrender all the artillery and artillery horfes 

Vfbicb were in their hands** 

The following is their declaration : 
Tie Declaration of the Chiefs of La Vendee in the Armies of the 

Centre and Pay Bas. 

Unprecedented attempts againft our liberty, the moft cruel in- 
tolerance, defpotifm, injuftice, and horrid vexations which we 
have experienced, have aifembled us with arms in our hands. 
We have feen, with horror, our unfortunate country delivered 

ovear 
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over to the ambitious, ^vho, under the appearances of the pureft 
patriotifm, and the fedudlive made of popularity, afpired to a per- 
petual diftatorfhip. Difcerning their projcfts through the veil in 
which they enveloped themfelves — could we do othcrways than 
try our laft efforts to replace the authority in hands which our 
principles made legitimate ? 

Whilft an oppreflive government deprived our fellow-citizens 
of their moft precious rights, we have defended our's with con- 
ftancy and firmnefs. We have had recourfe in our misfortunes 
to new powers. Defpair even lent us its frightful fuccour, and 
rendering us infenfible to thofe confiderations which foften the 
moft ferocious hearts, engraved on our's the refolution rather to 
die than to live under fuch tyranny. 

But now the government of blood has difappeared. The lea* 
ders of that impious faftion which covered France with cyprefs 
and mourning, have paid with their heads the forfeit of their 
criminal defigns. The reprefentative Ruelle, the friend of the 
laws and of humanity, is come to bear amongft us the words of 
peace. That confidence which had been fo lowered by the afts 
of barbarity, which have preceded his miffion, begins now tore* 
vive. On his appearance we feel no difinclination to fuch ap- 
proaches as may tend to remove the calamitous effefts of the di- 
vifjons that Mi&. us. New reprefcntatives, worthy of our 
edeem and our praife, have been joined to the firft ; we have in- 
formed them of our intentions, and our defire of a fincere paci» 
fication, guaranteed by honour. In our conferences we have 
made them underftand what interefled the happinefs of our coun* 
try, and what it belonged to their prudence and wifdom to grant, 
for the purpofe of obtaining the defirable end of peace. United 
in the fame tent with the reprefcntatives of the people, we felt 
more ftrongly, if poffible, that we were flill Frenchmen, and 
{houlJ be animated only by the general good of our country. 

It is with thefe fentiments that we declare to the national con- 
vention and to France, our fubmiflion to the French Republic, 
one and indivifible, and our acknowledgment of its laws; and that 
we make a formal engagment not to make any attempt againft 
them. Wc promife to furrender as foon as pofTible, all the ar- 
tillery and houfes in our poirefJion, and we make a folemn pro- 
mife never to bear arms againft the Republic.

This flate, apjuf 
the political convulfipns occiafioned by the French revolutioiu 
long preferved the courfe prefcribed by the rights of nation^^ aM 
its;, own true interefts. This ufeful fyftem feemed eafy tp ifj^ 
p'uffued by this government. By its nature and its pofition, it 
is deftined to take no part in the quarrels of its neighbours^ ancf 
ifi Europe had been accuftomed to refpeft its tranquillity. But 
batred of the French ^revolution deranged all political calcilla* 
tibns ; and England, the pivot of the whole coalition^ direded 
towards her ambitious views the general delirium, fet no bounds 
to her arrogance and her pretenfions. ^Ufurping the empire of 
the fea> flie wilhed to difiate to all goveriuf^ents the fentiments 
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of her own, and forbade them to be indifferent in the grand 
(biirfe. Trpwards thofe wlio could not be expedled to obey her 
orders, fhe employed perfuafion and Ajuadrons, ana menacfes to- 
wards thofe "whom fhe *knew to be weak. Her ambafladors 
'failed with the cibinets of Sweden and Denmark; and her 
'AdmJ'rals fucceeded before the ports of Naples and Leghorn. 
*0n the 8th of Oaober, 1793, Lord Hervey, in the natne of the 
ting of England, fignrfied to the Grand' Duke, at the cldfe of 
an iijfulting declaration, that he gave him twelve hours for de- 
daring againft the French republic. The fame day, the Grand 
Duie complied with this imperative fummons, which he had no 
means of refifting. The agents of the French republic received 
ofders to duit the territory, and all official communication vvaa 
broken off. The Tufcan government foon felt that the fituatioti 
in which it was placed, was not its natural fituation ; and 
thenceforward aimed at re-eftabli(hing its neutrality. Even in 
the year 1793, it began to manifeft this difpofition to fuch of 
our agents as remained in the country, and has fmce taken fd- 
vcral open fteps to carry it into effedt. Finally, it has Tent to 
Paris to treat direSly with the committee of public fafety, M. 
Carletti, a man known over all Europe for the numerous fervices 
he has rendered to the perfecuted French republicans in Italy. 
Several weighty confideraiions determined your committee of 
public fafety, to liften to the Tufcan envoy, and to conclude 
with him a treaty which I am direded to prcfent for your rati- 
fication. It appeared to be confident with your principles, and 
'your intentions to treat with particular benevolence, fuch go- 
'vemments demanding peace, as could prove that they had never 
~Glken part in the war but by compulfion. Tufcany was the firft 
.to acknowledge thfc French republic foon after the loth of 
Auguft. it maintained its neutrality as long as it had the power. 
The Grand Duke himfelf, after the 8th Oftober, 1793, ncyer 
failed to treat the French eftablifhed within his territory with 
Jill the regard that could have been expected from a friendly go- 
Yernment. They were never perfecuted, either for their opi- 
'fiions'. Or on account of the events that diflinguiihed the differ- 
ent periods of the revolution. They received their revenues as 
"before, and the tribunals of the country wore open to them. A 
COofiderable quantity of corn had been taken from us by the Eng- 
li(b at Leghorn. Tli^ Grand Duke has made reftituiion at his 
own charge, arid the corn is now in our ports. In acceding to 
"fhe demand of the government of Tufcany you will confirm, by 
apraAical inRance, the grand principles you have proclaimed as 
the balls of your diplomatic tranfa<Slions, and compel your de* 
thlAors to do homage to your candour and to your julHce. On 
the other hand, a (l^te of war with Tufcany can, in no point of 
tiew^ ptOtnote our inrercfts^ and its neutrality prefcnts real adr 
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Vantages^ principally withrefpefl to eommcfce. Wbat thtit 
SLTCy yoU) who know better than any body how important ;it is 
to the national profperity to extend commercial relations, wiU 
teafily perceive. Amid the multiplied triumphs that have fignalL- 
fed this campaign^ it is honourable for you to conclude. fuch 
treaties. You have aftonilhed Europe by your military fu<?- 
cefles ; you will aftonilh it no lefs by your manner of ultpg y'lO- 
tory. You will be eafy, without weaknefs, towards goyeinih* 
xxfent$ whom the force of an ^Imoft general impulfion, .whico 
they were in no condition to refifl, has drawn into the league 
formed againft you ; but you will be firm, without !being inac- 
ceflible towards the great powers who have inftigated all Euibfip 
to the deftrudlion of France, and who, to gratify their vaaity 
and ambition, have caufed fuch floods of blood to be flied ,for 
three years. Above all, you will humble England, whofe rage 
for blood is particularly diftingulfhed; and you will never forget) 
that you ought to avenge upon her the outrages (he has. fo.bftci^ 
committed upon juftice and humanity. 



£di^ of the Grand Duke of Tufcany. 

TJIS Royal Highnefs having, fmce the very beginning of the 
*"■• prefent war, been of opinion, that it was neither juft httf 
convenient for Tufcany to take any adive part in -the tranfap- 
tions which at this prefent time convulfc Europe, that the. wel- 
fare and fafety of this qountry (hould not be entrufted to tte 
preponderance of any of the belligerent powers, but to the .fa* 
cred right of nations, and to the inviolable faith of thofe treatiiQS 
which guarantee the immunities, and of courfe the neutrality of 
the port of Leghorn ; and lallly, that the natural and political 
Ctuation of his dominions demand the moil impartial line of 
Conduft, has refolvcd, with the ftri(fteft impartiality, to pbfeFVe 
the cdidl of neutrality publifhcd by his auguft father, under 
date the firfl of Auguft, 1778, as a fundamental law of tl^e 
duchy. 

The beneficial confequences of this rcfolut ion rendered it high- 
ly agreeable to his beloved fubjefls, who, profiting by the t(a^ 
and commerce of other nations, wiihoql hurting any of thieoi, 
found themfelves relieved from thofe alarms and troubles which 
are occafioncd by the fear of war. Whilft his royal highnefs en- 
joyed the fatisfadVion of feeing that Tufcany, fuperior, as it 
were, to the occurrences of the times, rcfted peaceful and quiet 
on that neutrality^ which was conftantly refpedled by the French 
-fepublic, he found hi mfelf involved in thofe unpleafant tranfac- 
tions, which are already known to all Europe. Although ..his 
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npi hi^nefs was unable to refift them, yet he confented t(« 
notbiBg but the removal of the French minifter refiding at his 
caan, the only zOt which the imperious circumftances of that 
period jcould extort from him, and which can never be quoted as 
an 9& derogatory to the conflitutional neutrality of Tufcany. 

The fincere explanation of thefe fafts, which admit neither 
diicuf&un nor refutation, and the. impartial line of ading obferved 
lAerwaids towards the French republic, as well as towards indi- 
viduals of that nation, have reftored Tufcany to the enjovment of 
all the bleffings which had been taken from her. His royal 
highnefs having concluded with the national convention of France 
a treaty, calculated to re-eftabliih his former neutrality for the 
benefit of his fubjefts, without encroaching upon the rights and 
interefts of the belligerent powers, with relpcd to whom he had 
never taken upon himfelf any particular obligation, has thought 
proper to publifti the terms of that treaty. [See Vol, IL p. 9.'] 

His royal highnefs therefore wills, that in all his dominions, 
theedid of neutrality of the ifl of Auguft, 1778, confirmed by 
the ordinance of the 22d of March, 1790, and puhlilhed at Leg- 
horn on the aSlh of April, 1792, be fcrupulouUy obferAcd ; for 
vhich purpofe, a fuiHcient number of copies of this edi(^ Ihall 
be fent to the confuls of foreign nations refiding at Leghorn, and 
to the Tufcan confuls refiding in foreign ports.

Adin'ijler^ at Bajle^ Count Goltz^ fuhlijhed in the Moniteun 

TT will be neceflary to do away the unjuft fufpicion, of whicb 
"*■ the Sieur Ochs made mention to Major Meyerenik, that his 
Pruflian majefty Ihowed a difpofition for peace, with a view of 
caufing the negotiations to prove abortive, and to throw upon thft 
French government, the odium of prolonging the continuance of 
the. war. The generally acknowledged honefty of the chara£lef 
of the king, will fuliice to demonftrate the fallhood of thisidea^ 
Count Goltz, in applying himfelftp remove it, will take every 
opportunity of holding up, and affirming the fentiments and way 
of thinking of his majeity, his love for his people, his denre of 
giving them happinefs, and the good-wi(hes with which he i»at 
all times infpired towards the French nation, of which he has 
given fome proofs even during the prefent war. He is to make it 
underftood, that the king could not but be Ihocked by the horrors 
which, efpecialiy under ii»e horrid reign of Robefpierre, had mairfc-. 
ed the ara of the French revolution ; but thatj fo far from Intend- 
ing to fubdue the French people, or to decide on their meafureSy 
he had only wifhed that they might foon regain that happinefs, 01 
which they had been deprived by their inteitine commotions, the 
melancholy rpcflacle of which had always deeply afflifted him 5 
that his majefty, rejoicing in the total change which feemea 
to have taken place in their principles, as well as in the con* 
du6t of their government, fmcc the downfall of the Jacobin fac- 
tion, moft earneftly deftred the return of peace ; and would even, 
feel proud, if circumftances would permit him, to a£t the glori- 
ous part of a pacificator, with refptft to a great part of Europe, 
to which he felt himfelf called by the fentiments of equity and 
impartial juftice at the bottom of his heart ; this falutary view 
ought alone to warrant the iincerity of his pacific intentions* '

The Preambk to this Decree contains a brief Statement of the Caufes 
: and Progrefs of the War^ and the Proceedings of the Diet, till its 

laft Rejolution relative to Peacc^ after which it proceeds to thefoU 

lowing purport ;— 

rj^HAT the reftdratioil of tranquillity to the empire, by a fpeedy 
'*' peace> is an event to be dcfired, and cannot admit of a doubt 
in the mind of any one, who (hall, for a moment, compare the 
heavy calamities occafioned by the prefent war, unexampled for 
the violence with which it has been conduced, with the blellings 
of peace. Whoever^ alfo, (hall duly confider the ftrenuous ex- 
ertions made by his Imperial majedy, during the lad three years> 
the armies he h^s brought into the field, the treafure he has ex* 
pended> furniihed principally by his hereditary dominions, can- 
toot entertain a doubt of his paternal care and anxiety for the 
welfare of the empire^ and that all his wifhes tend to a conclu- 
(ioa of the miferies of war by a fpeedy re-e(labli(hment of peace* 
ftit when we proceed to confider by what means, and on what 
terms this peace, in itfelf fo defirable, is to be obtained, numer- 
ous and unexpe&ed difficulties will be found to prefent themfclves* 
which have been rather overlooked than examined fu;tably to 
their great importance. Nothing, at leaft, could have givea 
greater pleafure to his Imperial majeily, than that the diet fhould 
have precifeiy ftat^d the terms on which a juft, honourable, and 
durable peace might be eftablilhed; efpecially, fmce the eleSors, 
princes, and dates of the empire, have thought it confident with 
the prefent fituation of affairs, with the prefent pofition of Ger- 
manyf and with the general welfare, to difcufs the fubjc<^ in a 
public debate, and to declare their wifli fur peace. 

His Imperial majefty, however, is far from intending to re- 
prefent the wiQies of the diet as unattainable, or in any manner 
very difficult : nor does he wi(h to prolong the execution of the 
fubjed in the conclufum, until the general opinion of the diet 
has pointed out the manner in which it is to be efFedled ; but, 
ODthe contrary, his majefty is determined to take every oppor- 
tunity t;o fcicond the views of the diet, and the ftates in general. 

With refpefl tb the cefTation of arms, mentioned in the fame 
decree of the diet, his Imperial majefty, ever attentive with un- 
remitting paternal care to the good and happinefs of his fubje6ls> 
certainly agrees with the diet, that it would be to the general 
benefit of the German empire, were it of fuch a kind as to k^d 
IQ a fafe, honourable, and lading peace ; and whenever there 
may be leafon to believe that it may have fo defirable a confe-

tquence, he will undoubtedly .employ evftry meatis in hi^ p^fwetj A 
Jiead of the empire, for its procurement. 

But fmce, in confequence of the extraordinary fuccels of oiif 
enemies in the late campaign, it is not a little doubtful, whether 
they will be fo willing as many may hope and believe, to accepi 
^f fuch terms as fhall not be diihonourable to us ; how much 
foever a peace may be defirable for the fake of fuflfering humani* 
ty, and how much foever it may be the wiih of his Imperial ma^ 
jefty, it wiU be incumbent on the empire to make the moil ardeni 
and unremitting preparations for the profecution of the next cam-* 
paign, (hould an invincible fate, or the obftinacy or eifrtravagant 
demands of France, render aborttre all our hopes and wifhes. His 
Imperial majefty thinks this intimation the more neceflar^r, fincey 
according to refolutions taken by the diet of Oftober 28, it was 
determined that the i ft of February fhouldbe the laft term in which 
the increafe of foices and armaments were to be furnifhed to the- 
commander general of the united army of the empire for the 
opening of the next cg^mpaign ; and particularly as the prcr- 
ceedings in the diet relative to peace appear to have cooled 
the zeal of feveral of the ftates of the empire, a confequence hs 
from the intention of the eleftor of Mentz, at whofe motion the 
(uhyeQ. was firft di feu (Ted in that aflembly. 

His Imperial majeftyy therefore, conjures all the dates of the. 
Germanic body^ jointly and fingly, by their love ior their countryy 
not to fuffer themfelves to be lulled into incautiotis fecurity by 
hopes, as yet, much too uncertain ; but faithfully and affiduoody to 
difcharge thofe duties which the conftitution and laws of the em- 
pire, and the prefervation of every thing that (honld be dear tO'theniy 
jfender indifpenfable ; and conformably to the Imperial ordinance 
ef the 14th of June laft, refpe£ling the arming the vafl&ls in the 
different villages, and the fonning of militia in erery diftrrft or 
lown^ to give fuch ftrertgth to their military force, as may rt*- 
der vigorous and fcKrcefsful a war, the continuance^ of which 
may,^ perhaps, be unavoidable. That the patriotic princes of 
the empire, whofe dominions are fitnated within the circles moft 
expofed to the enemy, fhould be fupportcd and aflifted by th# 
princes, whofe territories lie farther in the interior parts of Ger- 
many, and he enabled, for the defence of the whole empire, and 
of each ftate, to raife fortifications; and that they fhould be fur* 
niihedwith artillery, ammunition,^ fmall-arms, and other nece^ 
faries of war. 

. His Imperial majefty moft earneftly conjures all the fiates in As 
empire, never to lofe fight of the undeniable principle, that extra-' 
ordinary circumftances require extraordinary me2ifures> and that 
by fuch meafures alone, in cafes of imminent danger, a ftate can 
preferve its fecurity, and frequently even its exiflence : ht in-' 
treats them to remember^ that the refouvces of the empire are yw 
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$ut from ethairfbd V that k is not by rdaxing In' tmr efFcfrfs^ 
Ihat'theenenaj cam be arrefted in his progrefs, and induced to ac* 
eept jttft and honourable terms ; and that^ at all events, it is pre-' 
fermble to encounter any adverfe fortune, than to fign the fharriil 
of Germany, ^nd the overthrow of the Germanic conftitution, id 
Ji tseaty of peace*

of the fVar of the Empire j and with refpe^ to the furnijh^ 
tng of the Quintuple Contingent^ contained in a Letter froni 
Ratiftfony dated 2ith Feb. 1795. 

1. THE elefiorate of Bavaria declared, that it thought it hadf 
perfedly fulfilled its duties in its quality of a co-eftate of tho 
Gernuin empire ; befides the garrifon of Manheim, confifiing of 
10,000 men, it had furnifhed 539a men feparately, to the army 
of the empire. 

2. The ftate of Magdeburg, or rather the eleftorate of BraiK* 
^burg, in the coUege of eleftors, declared. That his Pruflianr 
najefty expedts from all the comitates, that .each of them will 
feci the pFcffing, and conftantly increafing dangers of their native 
German country ; and that none of them will delay fulfilling in 
the fpeedieft manner, the duties incumbent on the Germanic p»« 
tfiotic league. His majefty thinks himfelf inafmuch the more 
entitled to thi^expedatian, as he himfelf has already fet the moft 
Msrous example of the pnreft German patriotifm. His ma^ 
jeAy's mxayf by for exceeding the munerous contingent due for 
his tcrrttories in the empire, befides the immenfe expenses anil 
facrificeB made by his majefty of the internal refources and popo^ 
Ittioaof bis own dominions, and tbofe which he is dill making 
in advancing his forces, for the prote£lion and prefervation of thfl 
Q«niian empire. As to the circles of the Upper Rhine, of Fran- 
CKkiay and partly •f Bavaria, they certainly might expeA lu* 
Aiigence-— with refpe£t to thofe pafrntic efforts^ as they have at-> 
ready been exhaufted by confiderable loi&s, as well as the cir« 
des. which have it not in their power to fet the expeAed forces on 
foot, on account of their deficiency of population ; it is neceflacv 
that they fliould advance pecuniary contributions to other circles', 
who arc more able to fupply the army with men. And with re- 
fped to the circles, who are really guilty of wilful delay of their 
patriotic duties, it will be neceflary to proceed againd them ac« 
civiling to the rigorous laws of the German empire. 

3. The 
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. ^. The elcAorate of Cblogne obferved, thkt, although mk 
German empire has only an army df 76,486 men ii) the field«£^ 
the prefent, it wa$ evident^ that not only the third part of th^ 
Pruflian and Auftrian army Was eompofed of natives of the Ger^^ 
man empire^ but that almoft the l^hole of the Englifh and Dutch 
armies conHfted of the {)optilatidh of the fsLom country ; and 
that, therefore, above 8o,cxx> t&en^ fubjedls of the German em- 
pire, were employed in this war> befldes the contingents drawn 
for its defence, which in future muft depopulate the etnpire, 
and deprive it of the hands neceffary for its cultivation. To this 
the eleSorate of Cologne^ however, added, ** The fate of Ger- 
many will depend upon the fortunate or unfortunate iffue of the 
tocxt campaign." The German empire mufl therefore ftrairi evcrjr 
nerve in order to bring a confiderable army into the fields The 
time is fhort, and danger will be the confcquence of a delay* \ 
The direflors of the circles are unable to force the retarding 
ftates to bring forth their contingents with the neceflary fpeed.-^ 
His eledtoral hijghncfs the eleftor of Cologne, ih his (quality of 
grand mafter of the Teutonic order, therefore infixed upon the 
execution of the decree of the diet, by which his Imperial ma« 
jefty is requefted to take upon himfelf, during the preffing cir- 
cumftances of the prefent times, to force the retarding ftatei to 
fulfil their patriotic duties. 

4. The eledlorate of Treves obferved, amongft other things^ 
that, according to the ancient conftitutional laws of the empire, the 
-ftates which retard the fulfilling their duties, may be forced to pay 
all damages incurred by the other ftates, in confequence of fuch a 
delay. His ele£loral highnefs thinks himfelf obliged to mention 
this to the diet, as there are dates of the empire who have fuffer* 
cd in no way from this oppreflive war ; and at the fame lime 
have not contributed a fingle man to the army of the emptrei 
which mufl produce fatal confequences, as there exifls a jealoufy 
and a fort of envy between the fubjeSs of the patriotic ftatesg 
who are taken from their homes to march into the field of bat^ 
tie, and thofe of the others, who are lounging in idlenefs and 
luxury. 

5. As to the towns of the empire, only eight have hitherto 
voted. Schweinturth was the firft who voted on this fubjedl of 
the quintuplum ; the others afferted, that they had already done 
what was in their power. 

The college of the |)rinccs deferred their votes till furtbel' 
confidcration. 
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Amoihiir Letter from Rati/bon^ dated fi^ih March f ij^^^ foys-"*^ 
Hie Emperor's Decree of CommiJJion has this day been prejented 
to the Affembly of the Diet of the Empire y together with wl^ichy 
three Reports have been made by the Chamber Council relative t^ 
the meajures offecurity that have been taken, and the Expenfes the 
Empire had been under ^ in confeqvence of the former French in-, 
vafions ; M which were fubmittedto the votes of the Af embers 
rf the Diet. One of the Reports declares infubjiance as follows : 

IT IS well known, that the councils of the chamber of the em- 
pirc, the prefidcnts of the diiFerent chambers, and their afleflbrs, 
nave, during the invafion made by the French under general Cuf« 
tine into the countries of the empire on the Upper Rhine, thought 
it their duty, and neceflary for the fecurity of the governments 
of the diiferent ftates, to enter into certain engagements, of 
which they had already fubmitted their mod humble reports to the 
wifdom of his Imperial majefty. Of the three reports communi- 
pted by the chamber council to the emperor, one is dated the 
17th of June, J 794, and relates to the expenfes which the cham- 
\ftt council had been under, in confequence of the meafures of 
precaution takeii^ at the time of the mentioned invafion. 

The 2d and 3d reports were of the 31ft of Oftober laft, and 
of the 1 6th of January of the prefent year. They relate to the 
meafures bf fecurity and precaution propofed by the chamber,' 
(Councils, prefidents, and afleiTors, to be taken with refpecl to 
the prefent dangerous and unfuccefsful fituation of the war. — 
They cxpreffed themfelves further, that they fubmitted thefe re-' 
ports to the diet, partly to give an account of their paft proceed- 
ings, and at the fame time to fubmit the mentioned propofitions 
tp the wifdom of the members of the diet. 

The conclufum of the ftates refpedling the prefent war of 
the empire, is foon expedled to enfue* The ftates of Bavaria, 
Wurtemberg, and Worms, during the debates upon this fubjeft, 
have declared it to be their moft ftncere wifti, that peace might 
foon be reftored to the German empire.

'TpHE fuccefles which the French troops have obtained in the

cf war in France, we have no longer' any enemy to contend with 
from the fea to the Rhine ; and fmce^the army of the. Nprthy 
which lad year covered Cambray, npw occupies Groningen* 

The army of the North ought to proted Holland ; th^t of the 
Sambre and Meufe, and the army of the Rhine, united to that 
of Mofelle, fhquld cover the Rhine, and repel on that barrier the 
efforts of the combined powers. In vain would thefe powerf 
replaim fome property upon the left branch of this river ; oatuiei 
the wifli of the people, and the intered of the French Republic^ 
require that this country (hould remain for ever a con^ueft tp 
#Jiberty. It is upon thefe foundations that your committee of 
public fafety has prepared new laurels for our brethren. in armS| 
^d thinks itfelf fulhiling your intentions, and its own duty. 
IVe believe there is not one good Frenchman who will not applaud 
this meafure ; apd the courage of thofe republicans, who hamo 
braved the rigours of the feafon to drive the ^nemy from this ter* 
ritory, enfures its fuqcefs. 

The generals, whofe talents and milhary knowledge have to 
far fortunately concurred in the conqueft of thefe coun^riefly 
pught to preferye the commajid in them. And if the new or- . 
ganization of the armies obliges the generals Michaud zni 
Ilesjardins to re<-enter into the rank of major-generals of divifiooi. 
your committee owes them the juftice to fay, that they have per». 
fedly fulfilled their duty, ^and h^^yp not ceafed to deierve your 
i:onfidence. 

The two ^rmies of the Alps and Italy were laft year united 
imdcr the jEfommand of ICellerm?,nn. Your coniu^ttee wi(h te 
give him a new n.ark of elleem^ by entrufling them«again tothii 
experienced general. 

la the Pyrenees there will be no change ; and though we hope 
immediately to announce to you that La Vendee is returned ipto 
tjie bofom of the great family, the army of the Weft, and the 
coall of Breft, muft, neverlhelefs, be preserved, and united with 
that of the coaft of Cherbourg, to protect our boundaries on this 
fide from any infult of the Engliih, or to threaten their territory, 
if you {hould command it. 

The following is the plan of decree we propofe to the con«» 
fideration of the alTembly.

1. The committee of fuperintendance and the revolutionary 
committees are fupprefled in the conquered countries, and efpe- 
cially in Belgium. 

2. The penalties impofed in default of payment of contribu- 
tions are remitted to the conquered countries. 

3. What remains to be paid of the contributions may be paid 
hau in money and half in aflignats. 

4* The hoftages taken for payment of contributions (hall be 
inRaaatiy liberated, and fent to their refpedive homes. The pay- 
ment (hall4>e purfued only by judicial means. 

5. No requifition (hall be made in the conquered countries, 
except for fupplying the armies with provifions. Requilitions of 
this kind (hall be addrefled to the conltituted authorities, who are 
refponfible for caufmg them to be executed. All the agents em* 
ployed in other requilitions are fuppre(red. 

6. The maximum (hall ceafe to have eiFe£l in Belgium, and in 
tlie conquered countries.

^r^HE armies then occupied the line from Antwerp to Liege. 
-■• Meafures concerted by the generals with the reprefentative^ 
of the people, advanced them in a few days beyond the Meufc 
and to the banks of the Rhine. It became neceflary to take 
fpeedy fteps for organizing the great extent of country conquered 
by the armies, and abandoned by the greater part 6{ the members 
of government, who fled with the enemy. It was our duty to 
turn to the advantage of the Republic, the abundant refources of 
thofe fine countries. The forced circulation of aflignats was 
cftabliflied ; the maximum of Lifle was put in force ; corn and 
commodities neceflary for the armies were furniftied by requifi- 
tion ; the laws refpefting horfes for pleafure, and the levy of the 
twentieth of all other horfes, were executed ; the paintings of 
the greateft matters, articles of arts and fciences, very great quan* 
tities of metals, and many commodities of the firft necefllty, were 
fent into the interior of the Republic. The evacuation of^thc 
^granaries and warehoufes of Oilend alone^ valued at ten miU 
lions ; the moveable and immoveable property of government! 
and emigrants were taken into the hands of the nation. Twen- 
ty-five millions of contributions in fpecie were impofed upon 
Belgium ; the municipalities were organifcd ; eight adminiftrar 
tions of diflrid, and a central adminiitration at Bruffels were 
created, as well as an adminiftration of woods and forefts, and 9- 
direflion of revenues and national domains. All thefe eftablifli-' 
faients are in full activity. Committees of Superintendance had 
been formed in the principal cities, and criminal tribunals z% 
Antwerp and Bruflels; but fince the 19th February, thefe com-^ 
mitteesof fuperintendance have been fupprefled, and the two tri-^ 
* bunals are united into one, compofed of 13 members, I hav^ 
the fatisfaftion to announce to you, that the fentence of death* 
has been pronounced only upon a few aflaflins and forgers o^ 
' afllignats ; and that the trials have always been held according top 
the penal code of the Republic. For eight months our armi^ 
have fubfifted on the produce of the conquered countries. At 
the time of my departure the military magazines, the refourccj' 
of the country, and thofe which the United Provinces muft pro- 
cure us, afljired the future fubfiftence of our armies. Different 
cities and countries of Belgium, however, appeared to be ex- 
haufted, and were calling for fupplies; but the fupprefllon of the 
maximum and requilitions, and the liberty of commerce, will 
procure them what they wantr The contribution in fpecie, at 

the 
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the time of my departure, had produced thirty-three millions^, 
which, added to the three millions of extraordinary receipts, 
made thirty-fix millions in fpecie. Forty-feven millions remain- 
ing due> according to an order of the committee of public fafcty, 
of the loth of February, may be paid half in aflignats and half 
in fpecie. Strong remonftrances were made againfl thcfe con- 
tributions. But I mud obferve, that according to our orderly 
they cannot fall heavy but upon the abbeys, the clergy, the corpo- 
rations, the nobles, and the rich ; that the abbeys and the corpo- 
rations fdpport the greater part ; that in order to pay them, they 
melt their plate and fell part of their lands ; that individuals 
known to be immenfcly rich, fupport but a very fmall part of the 
burden : and finally, that the nation, in the courfe of a year, 
might have received more than eighty millions of the impofi- 
tions, dues, rents, &c. &c. which have been ordered to be paid 
in fpecie. It is, however, true, that there was fome difpropor- 
tion in the afleflment of thefe contributions, which could not 
well be avoided ; but we have obviated this inconvenience by or- 
dering the central adminiftration to make a more equal afleiT* 
ment. The woods and forefls offer great refources. The fales 
of wood for fuel are already begun ; the Trench are invited to 
thefe fales, and we allow the wood to be carried into. the Repub- 
lic free of all duty, Thefe fales will foon produce more thap 
ten millions ; and perfons employed in marking and' cutting 
down, to be conveyed to the ports and arfenals of the Republic, 
from 80 to 100,000 trees fit for fhip-building,gim carriages, and 
mufket flocks. The fale of the moveable property of emigrants 
is begun, and will foon be in full afliviiy. The direction of 
domains and national revenue is perfectly organifed. Its re- 
ceipts amount already to 400,000 livres per decade, and its 
annual produce in Belgium will be at leaft fifty millions. The 
domains liable to be taken into the hands of the nation are efli- 
mated at three thoufand millions. Here then is a new and confi- 
derable fecurity for the affignats in circulation. The inhabitants of 
Belgium defire that you fliould convert it to the profit of the Re- 
public, The union of Belgium with the Frenc^i Republic is 
generally wifhed for. Even thofe who were not for the Repub- 
lican fyftem, feel that the fafety of their country depends upon 
this union. It is demanded of you by the central adminiilration, 
^d by all the other adminiftrations. The deputies of all th^ 
communes have made exprefs applications to us to the fame 
cficfi, I invite you to order the committee of public fafety to 
make a fpeedy report upon this fubje£t. I have tp depnand of 
you an ad of juftice, in favour of the inhabitapts of the con* 
quered countries. Nominate a commiflion of men, pure, well- 
informed, and a<Slive men, who may revife all the requifitiops, 
^nfi examine the employment and the deflii^ation of ^U the proyi- 

S a fions 
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fions and merchandife that have been furnifhed. It is not to be 
doubted but that robberies and dilapidations to a confiderable 
amount may have been committed. Many articles have been deli- 
vered without receipts from thofe who have received them. The 
perfons who furnilh fuch articles ought to be paid^ and the dib« 
pidators punifhed. We were making inquiries, and have already 
colledled much information ; but theimmenfe preiTure of bnlinefs 
from all quarters, and the fevere illnefs of our colleague, Briez, 
who was particularly charged with this bufinefs, prevented us 
from purfuing bur inquiries as far as we could have wiflied. 
Having made no long Itay in the country between the Meufe and 
the Rhine, and in Holland, I Hiall not detain you long upoa 
wjiat paflTcd there. Our colleagues, on their return, will inform 
you more at large. They will tell you how much the reprefen- 
tatives of the people urged the conqueft of Holland, and how 
iriaiTy diffictiltics were furmounted. In the meantime, I can" 
ftate to you, that the country between the Meufe and the Rhine 
hi^s been organized in the fame manner as Belgium ; and that 
meafiireS: have been taken for the fubfillence and cloathing of our 
brave brothers in arms, and the prefervation of every thing that 
becomes national property. During the whole courfe of GUI' 
mifflon we have had nothing in view, but the interefts of the 
Republic, and the glory of our armies. The poor have received 
relief; but we confidered alfo that our fellow- citizens, having 
been exhaufted for fix years in the caufc of liberty, while they 
wcire daily fupporting the greateft privations, it was juft that the 
refources of a conquered country Ihould be applied to the fervicc 
of the Republic. 

Such was our plan, and fuch has been our conduft. Wc will 
not reply to thofe who have been difappointed in their fpecula- 
tioris of private intercft ; but we (hall always be ready to render 
an account of our condud to the convention, and every expla- 
nation of our operations that may be required, 1 he health of 
our colleague, Briez, is greatly impaired by long and afliduous 
labour : for fifteen days before I left Bruflels he had been con- 
fined to his bed.— 77:?f convention ordered this account to he infer ted 
in the Bulletin y and referred to the committee of public fafety.

ift of June, of the current year, be paid at Berlin. 

The public in general, and the holders of the above intereft 
toupons, are hereby acquainted, and it is notified to them, that " 
they are deferred to the upper treafury of the fociety of fea com- 
merce, for the purpofe of paying their coupons of intereft ; and

Reprefentatives of the People^ 
IT is at the moment when circumftances may give a great ac* 

tivity to our foreign relations, that it is important to manifeft 
your intentions upon this pan of government. 

You have inverted your committee of public fafety with the 
dire£tion of political operations ; it now comes to you to demand

or the limits of their powers* 

The .doubts that have arifen on this fubjed may impede theic 
meafures, if they are not fpeedily diflipated by your amhorityi 
which can alone, in the Republic, pronounce on war or peace. • 

The French revolution, fuftained by fo many triumphs, has 
given ar general impulfe to Europe towards liberty, towards the 
Annihilation of the (hackles which prolonged the infamy of na- 
tions, and towards the improvement of the human mind. From 
this time, it is neceffary that the peaceable and uniform progrefs 
of lights, and the example of our happinefs, fbould complete a 
work begun in the midll of ftorms. If the fhocks of thundoTi 
and the druggie of the elements, pacify the air, and difengage 
the fecundating parts, it is only by the foft heat of the fuo, and 
under the influence of a calm and ferene (ky. that the feeds con- 
fided to the bofom of the earth can be ripened. 

Peace is the end of war ; fo many wars have been entered into 
through caprice, and continued to promote private intereft, that 
governments have given to their fubjefts the full meafure of their 
tytanny, and their perverfity. It is ambition which makes kings 
arm ; it is juftice which arms the people, and where is the peo- 
ple, who, having difpatched the league of theit enemies, over- 
thrown their projefts, and confounded their ambition, would 
.refufe the moft flattering of all glories, that of giving peace t<i 
the world, after having conquered it r 

The diplomatic fyflem of a Republic is not embarrafled like 
that of courts; neither rights of blood, family compafts, nor 
marriage interefls thwart its meafures. It knows no rights but 
thofe of nations ; the human fpecies is its family, and it allies 
itfelf only to the interefts of the people ; its policy ought, there- 
fore, to be fimple and eafy. Such will be yours. 

Penetrated with the great principles of the independence of na- 
tions, of the reciprocity, the equality of rights and of duties among 
political focieties, thofe who will be charged in your name to ne- 
gotiate with the ftates who may manifelt a pacific difpofition, 
ought to be able not only to maintain the rights and the dignity 
of the French people, but to aflure other nations of external and 
internal iecurity of our faith in treaties, and of the equity of our 
intentions, refpefting navigation and commerce. 

Yon cannot be accufed of perpetuating the horrors of war ; you 
will not have to anfvver for the blood which may continue to flow. 

The Republic, triumphant, prepared to fly to new triumphs, 
is defirous of peace; ihe wifhes an univerfal peace, and fuch a 
one as would for ever aifure the repofe of the world. 

But, ifyoucaftyour eyes upon Europe, the view will fhcw 
vou, that the glorious talk of the defenders of their country is not 
yet completed. There ftill are governments whom fo many de- 
feats and lofles have not made ripe for repentance, and whofe 

pride 
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pride would prefer the being buried in ruin rather than the doing 
homage to juitice and liberty* 

England has not ceafed to afptre to the dominion of the Teas ; 
Auftria and Ruffia confpire together to grafp at the whole domi* 
nionofthe continent; their hopes, deftroyed in the fouth, arc 
turned againd the north of Europe ; they think to cure their own 
cvilsy by rendering them contagious to the ' whole univerfe ; in 
the midft of a general confuGon, they think to eftablifh their do- 
minion, or indemnify themfelves for their loiTcs. Around thefc 
powers are grouped the other dates of Europe, enflaved by feduc- 
tion, or paralytic with terror, involuntary or blind enemies of a 
republic, whofe exiftepce guarantees their prcfcrvation ; fome 
applaud themfelves in a neutrality, wife in its principle, but be* 
come infufBcient againft the efforts of our enemies. In the midft 
of thefe, the French nation rifes as the centre of all the af&dions 
and all the enmities, ready to put a glorious period to a jud and 
terrible war, the fate of which is decided by the courage of the 
French, and by the dediny of human kind. 

Citizens, what remains for us to do; whild our republican 
phalanxes are preparing for new victories againd enemies irrc- 
concileable, or not reconciled to us, we ought to prefent to Eu- 
rope the expofition of our principles, and a pledge of our wifdom, 
tocolle£l around us thofe governments who have not joined in an 
impious coalition, and generoufly receive in our arms thofe dates 
who have broken the fetters of the league, 

Thofe who purfue an uncertain, and timid policy, diould be 
made fenfible of their true intereds, and not be left balanced be- 
tween a war full of terrible dangers and endlefs woe, and a peace 
which may cod many facrifices of vanity and prejudice. We 
mud carry to the conquered countries cunfolation and happinelk. 
We mud fhew to adonidied Europe a vanquiihed people, render- 
ed independent by our triumphs, entering ii\to liberty and our 
alliance. We mud reconcile to our caufe the friends of humanity, 
and create a law of nations, prefent it to our enemies, fix a term 
when the obdinacy of thofe who fight againd us without a motive^ 
(hall judify meafures of feverity, and accumulate on their guilt/ 
heads all the refponfibility for the misfortunes they (hall have oc- 
cafioned, and the floods of blood they may have fpilled. 

A part of this ta(k is already accomplifhed. The people call 
for peace, governments returning to wifdom defire it, important 
negotiations are adlually entered into, or are ready to commence, 
and in a fhort time corruption, deluflon, and defpotifm will no 
longer difle the voice of humanity and reafon« 

In this date of affairs, the quedion is not to difcufs the mode of 
pacification : that is already indicated to us by the force of events. 
One negotiation for a general peace is jmpoilible ; while we dill 
are contending with enemies, depreffed but haughty, weakened 
kut entagedat nothing could infure to us the duration or folidity of 



fuch a treaty ;' We ihouU not find a guarantee for fuch a JpeacQ 
either in the will or in the weaknefs of our enemies. . In the 
inidA of fo many negotiators, yvp being alone, and againft all| 
ihould be always obliged to aim at dividing them.^ From hence 
the chimera of an univerfal peace is feen ; the impoflibility of 
bringing to an agreement fo many powers, whofe proje^s and 
views are fo oppofite ; it is therefore only by peace with indivw 
duals that we can arrive at a general peace. 

Then, while thofe of our brethren whom the love of glory and 
the voice of their country have induced to rally round the colours 
of liberty (hall march to new exploits ; a crowd of citizen foldiert 
recalled to their homes, thoufands of hands reftored to the fields^ 
and the work (hops which call for them; commerce once more 
flourilhing, manufadories re-peopled, new fources found for pro- 
viding fubfiftence, communications again opened with a part of 
Europe, the return of abundance, the prodigies of reviving credit, 
the fpirit of induftry re-animated, the efforts, the labours, the fuc- 
cefles of every kind of a great people proud of its own work^ af* 
fured of being happy and turning towards the arts of peace ail tlic 
gifts of nature, and all the adivity of genius : fuch is the hap** 
pinefs which is in our hands, and if I may fo fpeak, within the 
reach of our will : fuch are the benefits which France and Eyropi 
expe£l from us, we defire, at the fame time, all that is juft» ho- 
nourable, and ufeful. 

Create confidence in Europe, after having aftonifhedit, andkt 
lis not give to governments an eafy pretext for calumniating us 
further, and for accufing us before the nations, whom they deceive^ 
of being inexorable conquerors, and not deliverers, and of wilh- 
ing their deftruflion, while fighting in the name of humanity. 
But in liftening to the voice of juftice, and preferving ourfeives 
from the delufions of ambition and the inftigations of vengeance, 
we will not forget what we owe to the profperity of the countryi 
and the fnpport of the Republic. This peace ought to deftroy tlie 
feeds of future wars, to fix and guarantee reciprocal interefts, to 
avoid fnares, and to fecure the rights of nations. It is in the na- 
ture of the war that we have been forced to fuftain, it is in the ex- 
perience of part ages, and in the forefight of thofe to come, that wc 
muft feek the conditions of our treaties. The prefent generation 
has not undergone fo many trials, and made fo many facrificeSf 
without being certain of reaping the fruit of them for pofterity. 

We do not contend for any wretched quarrels of minifters, for 
ridiculous pretenfions of rivalry, for the ufurpation of titles arid 
diftant poffellions ; thefe arrangements of convenience, or of craft; 
thefe artificial balances of reftitutions and indemnities; thefe gua- 
rantees which guarantee nothing, thefe eventual promifes, appear 
little worthy of the duties which the deftinies have impofed upon 
the French Republic. Whilft all the principles of Batural right 
have been contefted, whilft the foundations of all political fociotjr 

have 
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iiifiVc been fhaken by tyrannical pretenfiohs^ whilft a ivhol^ natioil 
lias been obliged to take arms againft invafion^ treafon, famin^^ 
(civil war^ the ^iviiion of its territory, anmihilation of its ex* 
ifience, it ought, without doiibt, to aflert its rightSi ^^ mak« 
ule of its power^ that they may be for ever refpeded. If there 
exifted in Europe a right of nations^ of acknowledged principles 
of independence, a freedom of trade and navigation ; if there ex- 
ifted a check asainft the ambition of ufurping powers, and a gua*' 
rantee for the Teciirity of weak dates, then the conditions of peace 
would be eadly didated and accepted ; then we ihould have no 
war to maintain ; but the neceiFity of infuring the repofe of Eu^ 
'tope, and of preferVing you from the future evils meditated by 
jrour enemies, dilate meafures adapted for the attainment of tte 
end you deiire. 

We might here Call your attention to the fate of the conquered 
Countries^ if the queftions for your decifioh on this important 
point did not require an extenfive examinatiouj *and to be made 
the fubjed of a particular report. 

The natiiral boundaries of the Republic are the A\p3 and the 
Pyrenees, the two feasj and a free country which has been our 
ally for two centuries. Towards the north Hie bprders on foreigit 
pofleiSbns^ the demiircation of which, and the jealoiify of govern- 
tnents, have caufed ages of war. It is on this quarter that Auftria 
Ittempted to take pofleflion of the ci-deVant Lorraine, England 
of the port of Dunkirk, and that the navigation of the Scheldt 
6rved the latter as a pretext for hei- hoftile explofions. It is in 
thefe countries, now fubjedl to our arms, that a great number of 
tivers, after watering our depmrtmehts, take their courfe to (bd 
fea, and invite us to commit to them the produce of oUr foil and 
of our induftry. You will examine whether the counfels of nk^ 
ture and the experience of ages^ do not demand that you (hould 
trace^ with a fteady hand, the limits of the French Republic ; 
whether the execution of this grand defign oiight not to be the 
tefis and true guarantee 6f univerfal peace ; and what are thd 
means of reconciling the conditions of particular treaties with 
this principal idea. However this may be, Europe mu(t know^ 
Uiat you are not directed by views of aggrandisement^ but by the 
JiUntimetit of your repofe ; that twenty-five millions of men af:" 
Ibctated for liberty and for happinefs, do not covet fome huhdred 
^luare leagues of territory^ through that inftind of conqueft, 
which ihay guide a defpot or an ariftocracy confecrated in a fenate ; 
Imd, that having taken up arms for their independence, they ought 
Jiot to lay them down till after having fecured the duration of that 
independence by every means which nature offers them, and 
which iiiay prevent the return of war by providing for the well 
underftood interefts of other nations* 
Vou IJL - . T You 
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- You fee, citizens, from the explanation of the ifi&urs w6 hattf 
pointed out, the grcatnefs of the obligation you have impofed 
upon the committee of public fafety, in charging them with the 
^iredlion of foreign relations. Imprefled with a fenfe of our 
tiuties, we have experienced fome di£Bcuhies and foreleen othert, 
which it is for your wifdom to remoi'e. 

It would fcem at firft that the committee of public fafety, 
charged by the decree of 7th Fru£)idor (24th Auguft) wkhthc 
diredion of political operations, is fuflicieiilly authorifed to figDi 
in your name, and without your ratification, aH diplomatic tret- 
tics ; to take all the preliminary meafures; ta agree upon ail the 
conditions ^ and that they onght only to prefent to yoctr confiden- 
tion' treaties, which, to be definitive, require yo^ir aiient* The 
mode adopted at the time of confirming the treaty concluded with 
Tufcany juitified this opinion, and feemed to trace out the line of 
our duty for the future. 

In facl, citizens, you felt that it was impoffible to treat with 
the plenipotentiaries of foreign governments in the body of the . 
national reprcfentation, and that thence was derived the necefli- 
ty of delegating the power to negotiate and fettle the conditions of 
peace. You felt that there was no danger in this delegation, *b^ 
caufe the power to negotiate, fuppofing a fuperior power to ap- 
prove, modify, or rejeft the treaties agreed upon, the refufal of 
your aflfent annuls them in fad and right. You felt that of peiQe 
and war, a£ls of the foveieign, could not be refolved upon but 
■by the power to which the people have confided the excrcifeof 
their fovercignty, the intereft of the people required that the moR 
r.fiicacious means for the fuccefs of the war (hould be given to a 
committee organized in your bofom; and that all the obftaclefrof 
peace (hould be removed by fecrecy and difpatch. It is after 
being imprelfcd with thefc principles, by reflcding on the embar" 
ralfmeius which almoft always retard the progrcfs of negoiiatioD9f 
on the provifional engagements they may require ; on the referve 
and celerity which infure their fuccefs; that important doubts 
have occurred to our minds, and that we have felt the neeeflity rf 
fubmitting the folution of them to your wifdom. 

Definitive treaties are fometimes preceded by preliminary con- 
ventions, which being limited to a determined objeS, have for 
their end accelerating the negotiations. Thefe conventions may 
be looked upon as real treaties ; but confHlering that they are 
limited, botli with rcfpedl to their duration and their objed, and 
that they prejudge nothing on the main qucdion, they can only 
be clafled among the means employed for arriving at a definitive 
treaty. 

As an example, we may cite to you armidices, neutralizations, 
of fome city or territory. Thefe provifional ftipulations partici- 
pate aiore or lefs of the nature pf military cwventions, the con^- 

^ ckifioa 
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<^irC\on of which are often within the competence of gcBer&]«« 
They are determined by localities, by the circumftances of thtt 
moment^ and muil be followed up with prompt execution. 

In authprizing the committee of public fafbty to negotiate and 
draw up treaties, it was alfo your intention to authorize them to 
take all the meafures that may prepare and facilitate them; an4 
if we come to aflc you for an explanation with refpeft to the prer 
liminarjr conventions I have jud mentioned, it is becaufe the 
fmalleft -doubt on the extent of our powers is fufScient to make 
VS have recourfe to your authority. 

- There is another difficulty, the folution of which requires a 
new meafure. Definitive treaties are often accompanied with 
certain particular ftipulations, for which the feal of your kutho* 
rity appears neceflary, and which, neverthelefs, it would be im- 
pofEble to execute if they were known. How prefent for your 
ratification treaties, or articles which cannot be fubmitted to pub- 
lic view ? And how execute them without the expreffion of your 
will, without which they are not complete ? We will explain our 
ideas by fome examples. 

Let us fuppofe that the Republic, in confideration of fervices 
rendered or in Aipulation for fervices to be rendered, grants to 
a power any fum, either as indemnification for the pad, or as a 
fubfidy for the future ; the pofition of this power may be fuch, 
that all the utility of fuch a treaty would be dedroyed by its being 
prematurely made public. 

Let us fuppofe again, that by virtue of this treaty, a fquadroi| 
was to join the naval forces of the Republic, and to be receive^ 
into our ports; it is again clear that making it 'public might 
give to the enemy the means of oppofinginfurmountable obdaclet 
to the arrival of the fquadron. 

Finally, let us fuppofe that the bufinefs were to bring fome 
ftates friendly or neutral, to a fydem more aftive and more ex- 
tended, or to make a treaty for effe£ling a diverfion, and you will 
fee that in all thefe cafes, there may be occafion for dipulations. 
of which the ^vantage would difappear with the fecrecy. 

We add, citizens, that the timidity of fome governments, or 
their diplomatic habits, may determine them to infift upon pre- 
cautions that might appear ufelefs to yun, who, to a fenfe of your 
greatpefe and power, join that charader of capdour and opennefs 
which loves to have the whole world witnefs of its aftions and 
defigns. .You will (hew fome indulgence for the diplomatic fyf- 
tcm of Europe ; accudomed to the falfe light of cabinets ; its weak, 
eyes dread the day, and we mud not expofc it to the noontide beam 
of publicity, but by degrees, and as it gathers drengtli. You 
will confider the circumdances in which you are ; thefe command 
yoB to employ and to authorife the mod cxtenfive means of aft- 
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iiig, metnB more powerful and more rapid ditn' in tlw ordiotfj 
ftate of things. 

Is it faid that fuch tranfaftions mud be baniflied ? We anfwef 
that to wi(h to infult France in the politics of Europe, wiu^ 
ihe is called todired and to reform, is to mifconceive her deftiny ) 
that her adion ought to have no bounds but thofe which juftice 
^nd humanity prefcribe ; that to maintain the contrary is to at* 
tempt deftroying foreign conne&ions^ to perpetuate war, aiu) 
reduce the vholi? diplomatic fyftem to the law of the ftroogeft. 

It is not only to render homage to principles, but to give ta 
our politii:al operations the neceflary latitude, quicknefs, axid fo- 
lidity, that we muft find the means of putting the committee of 
public fafety in a fituation to profit of all the advantages whicli 
circumftan(:es and events prefent, while at the fame time the n^ 
tional convention fhall preferve the ei^ercife of thofe powers 
'V^hich it neither can nor ought to delegate. 

When the Engliih miniflry infringe an exifting law, or trench 
en the rights of parliament, they obtain an ad of indemnity, that 
is to fay, a fubfequent approbation, which faves the refponiibitity 
of minifters. You will not take for a rule the proceedings cl 
the Englifh parliament. The formality of an ad of indenmity 
would not leave in all their integrity the powers of which the 
people have made you the depofitories, and it would pot accord 
with the candour and the delicacy of thofe among you who art 
placed in the committee of public fafety. Means more fimple 
prefent themfelves. When employed upon a£b which' muft m^ 
difpenfably be fubmitted to your ratification, but which it is of 
importance to keep fecret for a time, the committee will an* 
siDunce that there is occafion for a political operation which 
cannot yet be made public, but v\ hich requires your approbation* 
Thep twelve commiffiopers (hall be nominated, who, after having 
deliberated in common with the committee of public fafety, ihall 
report to the national convention on the two following queftions. 

|s th^ operation propofed conformable to the principles de^. 
creed by the convention, and to the interefls of the Kepublic i ' 
. Ought th^ operation to be kept a fecret ? 

If t];efetwq iqueflions are decided in the affirmative, the convene 
lion (hall authorife the committee of public fafety to follow up thq 
pperation j and, by the advice of the commiflioners, nuy fix g 
period ^t which a public account (hall be given of the negotiation 
ind the mcafures connefled with it. 

Such, citizens, i$ the e:i|:pedient "we propofe to you with re- 
fpeA to ufts which mu(l neceffarily be fubmitted to you by tho 
pation^l convention, t>ut which it is of confequence to keep fecret 
till the proper time. 
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. It lemains for us' to fay t word upon a difficultf of form wUcH 
will freauently occur in the courfe of negotiations^ and which it 
is therefore neceflary to clear up. 

The comndittee of public fafety receive in your name fuch dCi* 
plomatic propofitions as may be made to them ; they negotiate 
in virtue of the powers you have delegated to them, and after* 
wards prefent their work for your deciiion ; but will they purfuo 
the fame cburfe when the Republic fhall treat by the organ of a 
mmifter plenipotentiary, autborifed to negotiate, conclude, and 
fign treaties, according to the oi'ders, inftrudions, and approba* 
tion of the committee of public fafety ? Reafon and diplomatic 
lifage induce us to think that the (ignature of the members of 
the committee ought not to appear in treaties of this nature, and 
that they ought to be fubmitted to your approbation as foon as 
they are figncd by the plenipotentiaries. 

We have laid before you,> citizens, our feveral grounds of 
^ubt, and pointed out what appears to us the proper means of 
Removing them. Your wifdom will examine them, and you 
will decide, whether of not they bear the chara£ter you wiihrtfd 
give to the diplomatic tranfadlions of the Republic* Prefcribe 
to the committee of public fafety the courfe they ought to fol* 
low ; adopt a mode according to which principles may be re^ 
fpeAed, convenience obferved, and foreign governments induced 
to open the negotiations they wifli. 

It lias been (aid, that it is more laborious, more difficult to g04 
vem than to conquer ; may we not add that there are almoft as many 
cKfficultics in negotiations ) When we refleft on the fcruples, on 
the fears which environ them, on the obftacles which crofs or 
flacken the progrefs of treaties, and which have fo often retarde4 
the peace or Europe, we (hall not hefitate to acknowledge that 
the negotiator ftands in need of being direded and fupported in 
ffae career which opens before him. 

It is truth confirmed by reafon and experience ; it will deter- 
mine you to give to the agents you fhall choofe your entire confix* 
4ence, becaufe you feel^, a$ well as they, the importance of their 
fundions. 

Citizens, if it were allowable to fpeak of ourfelves, when we 
are difcuffing the grand interefts of our country, we would teH 
you that the weight of an uncertain rerponfibility is every inflant 
#(hirbing delicacy, difquieting confcience, and flopping the moft 
important operations by banifhing fccurity ; we would tell yott 
that men cannot be attentive to their duties, and tormented with 
^oubts at the fame time ; and that after having laid our doubts 
liefore you, we expeA a decifion which may \>t the rule for the 
prefent, and law for the future. 
|]f concluded by propofing the fqllow^ng plan of a decree : 
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Aft, 1. The edmmlttee of public fafet^,- charged by the liw 
^f the 7th FfiiSidor, with the dircdlion or foreign relations, (hali 
pegotiate, in the name of the Republic, treaties of peace, alv 
]i2flxcCf neutrality, and commerce, and refolve upon the conditions 
of fuch. 

2. It ihall take all neceflfary meafures for accelerating and fa^ 
plitating the conclufion of fuch treaties. 

3. Treaties fhall be -figned either by the members of the com- 
mittee, where t}iey have treated immediately with the envoys of 
foreign powers, or by plenipotentiaries, to whom the committee 
ihali delegate authority for this pnrpofe. 

. 4. The treaties are not valid till after they have been examined, 
ratified, and conBrmed by the national convention, on the report 
of the committee of pubKc fafety. . 

5. Preliminary and particular conventions, fuch as armiftices 
pnd neutralities, are comprifed in the 2d article, and are not fub- 
je£l to ratification. 

6. In cafes where treaties, being fubmitted to thefandionof 
Ae convention, include fecret articles, and when eifgagements 
are to be contrafted with foreign powers which require the ap« 
probation of the national convention, yet cannot be made. public, 
the convention nominates a commiilion, compofed of twelrs 
members. 

7. This commiflion Ihall examine the political operation in

- 10. Upon the report >of the commiffion, the national conven- 
tion ihall fix the time when the committee of public fafety (hall 
give an account of the obje£t of negotiation, and the meafures 
taken. 

The cottventian $rderedthis report to hefrlntedf and the difcuffifm 
$f It to ke adjourned. 

• TThe difiujjion on this fuhjedl being cmdudedy the conventions^ on 
^be lyth of Afar^hf 1 795, pa//ed the decree in the following terms : 

1. The committee of public fafety, charged with the dire£lion 
of foreign relations, negotiates, in the name of the Republic, 
.treaties of peace, truce, alliance, neutrality, and commerce, it 
agrees upon the conditions of them.

Shcweth, 

THAT your memorialifts are not infenfible of the attention of 
his Majefly's government to the fecurity of the Britifli podef' 
fions in the Wed Indies ; and \?hen they prefume to iotm^ 
upon your Grace with a reprefentation of their opinioni and 
iviflies upon a fubjedt fo importantly interefting to the public: it* 
venue, and to the private fortunes of many of his Majefty's fub- 
jefis, they are not induced thereto by a diflruft that the fame ex* 
ertions will not be continued to maintain and fecure fuch valuable 
dependencies ; but they humbly conceive that their local kn<^' 
ledge may enable them to fugged fome ufeful ideas refpe£ling tbe 
protection of the ieveral iflands. 

That your memorialifts, fully fatisfied that the neceflary mea- 
fures for maiiitaining the afcendancy of the Britifh arms in the 
Britifh fugar colonies colle£lively will be purfued by his M^- 
jefty's government, have only to exprefs the anxiety they feel in 
confequente of a late event in -the Weil Indies,- by whkh {t4s 
proved that an arroainent^may fail U! difcover^d from the enepay's 
ports, fufficient in point of naVal and military force to do irtp* 
parable injury to any of tbe Britifh ifland$| agaioft i^bicb the 
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attack may be direded. This anxiety is not a little increafed,

Ibreiigth or refources of all our Welt Ind^ia colonies. 
. That tbe.poffeflion of an ifland for a few days by the enemy, 
by fuch an enemy as the whole clvilifed world has now known 
for the firft time, might produce the de(lru<^ioji of private pro-^ 
perty equal in value to many millions, and which at this time 
contributes largely to the fupport of the pul)lic revenue. 
: Thf^t your memorialifts are fenfible the.pofTei&on of the French 
iflancU. is a folid fecurity againft permanent conqueft of thofe 
belonging to Great Britain ; and that if unfortunately any parti- 
cular ifland fhould be captured, the enemy would not be able to 
hold it longi^ they therefore do not folicit protedlion for fucli 
iiland againft powerful armaments employed to contend for eip- 
pirG in. thofe feas, but only wifli to be prepared againft predatory 
attacks. , :

ioppc^ unlefs early meafures be taken to provide for the refpec- 
Avf^ fecjurity of all the iflands, by increafing the garrifons of each, 
by ftatipning a naval force at thofe iflands, where it may be. fafe 
during ;the hurricane feafon, foas to be ready at all times for 
purpofes of defence, or to convey intelligence of any hoftile at- 
tempts to the place where the main Britifli force may be ftationed. 
, That your memorialifts feel deep and unfeigned. regret in being 
obliged to prefent another eflential matter to the confideration of 
your.Grace, impofed upon them by a juft and reafonable regard 
for their own ii^t/ereft, and by a auty equally urgent upon their 
|eeling$9 which -they owe to themfelves, and friends and corre* 
^iljdents rdident in thfs colonies* 

. That- when the information was firft received in this country 
thai a. contribution or commutation for relinquifliing an aflumed 
xight to a general plunder of all property in the captured French 
"" 'in thie Weft Xpdiies was claimed and inforced, your me* 

U a morialifta 
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morialifts did not give perfed credit to it, efpecially as the coni* 
munication was confined to one or two more mei;cantile houfes: 
that they, however, felt fo much alarmed, as to defire the gentle* 
men who had received the letters refpefling it would lay before 
his Majefty's minifters, the information they had received ; when 
they had the fatisfaftion to underftand from Mr. Pitt, that this 
p/:5ceeding, in the (hape in which it then appeared to him, was 
fubJc<St to much objeflion, and would, in his opinion, be difap- 
proved by his Majefty's government ; that fince that period the 
fa£l is eftabliflied beyond a doubt, and the ruinous detail of thefe 
a£^s of rigour clearly afcertained. 

That your memorialifts, not as public cenfors, but as a body 
deeply interefted in the due obfervance of thofe diftin£lioDS be- 
tween public and private property, by which in modern times the 
rights of conqueft have been qualified, humbly conceive, that the 
man who in the moment of danger exerts himfelf for the protec- 
tion of his country, does not thereby fubjeft to military execution 
all .his property, wherever fituated, within the range of the con- 
queror's fword \ and that the late deviation from the general rule 
of public warfare hitherto obferved by civilifed nations, is of a 
nature eventually to have very fatal confequences to your memo^ 
rialifts. 

That if the fortune of war (hould giy^e to the enemy the pc^f- 
fion of any of our i (lands, the fevere meafures lately enforced 
againft the inhabitants of the French conquered iflands may be 
retaliated, and extended to the ruin of your memorialifts, and the 
inhabitants of fuch iflands as may be taken. 

That when Grenada, one of the Britifh iflands, was taken by 
ftorm the lafl war, the confifcation of private property, or a'com-< 
mutation providing it (which is nearly the fame thing) was not 
attempted, and the private exertions of individuals ex^erciiing 
public power were redrefTcd in all cafes which were proved { that 
the brave and fuccefsful exertions of the Britifh officers and foli^ 
diers entitled them to the grateful praifes of your memprialifts. 
and of the public in general ; but that their pecuniary compenfa? 
tion (hould not originate in an aft injurious to the rights of in- 
dividuals, and of dangerous example for your memorialifts, whofe 
property will be expofed to fimilar invafion, if the fortune of War 
ihould fubjeft any of our iflands to the power of the enemy. 

That your memorialifts will not prefume to enlarge, farther 
upon the injurious tendency of fuch rigorous and unexampled 
exertion of the right of conqueft againft private property ; biit 
they cannot forbear to fuggefl, that if Great Britain means to de- 
rive advantage from the conqueft of the French iflands, it muft be 
the higheft impolicy to deprive the proprietors of thofe iflands 
of the very limited means for cultivating their lands, which theif 
internal diftradions have left theni. 

That 
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That whether in any and what degree the honour of the Brl* 
ti(h nation may be aiFeded by this alarming change in the mode 
of carrying on war, the confifcation of the property of the inha- 
bitants of the conquered places is a queftion of too much deli«* 
cacy for your memorialifts to enter on ; but that they are im- 
pelled by their own intereft to make this reprefentation againft 
an ady which, if adopted as a precedent, muft eventually prove 
ruinous to your memorialifts themfelves. 

Your memorialifts, therefore, pray your Grace to reprefent to 
his Majefty the neccffity of immediately fending Aich addt«» 
tional military and naval force to the Weft India iflands as 
may fecure them from the danger with which they are me- 
naced ; and of giving fuch orders, refpeding the contribu- 
tions impofed, and other ex^dlions on the inhabitants of the 
conquered iflands, as may conciliate their minds, and pre- 
vent the condu£l of their conquerors being hereafter, in cafe 
of a reverfe of fortune, quoted as a precedent to authorife 
the ruin and deftrudion of his Majefty 's faithful fubje6ls, 
who by the fortune of war may happen to fall under the 
power of an enemy which they may be unable to refift with 
fuccefs.

The Memorial of the Weft India Planters and Merchants^ 

Hmnbly Sheweth, 

THAT on the 28th Auguft laft they had the honour to pre- 
fcnt to your Grace a memorial, in which they ftated their lively 
apprehenfions of eventual injury and ruin to the Britifli intereft 
io the. Weft Indies, from the violent and unprecedented aflertion 
and exercife of power, faid to have taken place by orders of the 
commanders of the army and navy, againft the private property 
in the captured French Weft India iflands ; to which memorial 
th^beg leave to refer. 

That, with deep and unfeigned concern, they now repeat their 
leprBfentations to your Grace upQu this very important fubjed ; 

and 
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and in fupport thereof entreat your Grace*s attention to the offi- 
ofkl proclamations iflfued in the names and by the orders' pf Sir 
Charles Grey and Sir John Jervis, the military commanders in 
the Weft Indies : that it is not necefTary for your memorialifts to 
advert to every minute part of thofe feveral prodamations, it 
being fufficicnt for their prefent purpofe to fubmit to your Grace 
the marked inconfiftency between the proclamation of -the ift 
January, I794>!'^ preceding the capture of the ifland of Martinique^ 
and thofe of the t lOth and 21ft X May fubfequently liTiied. 
' Thatty the former, *^ full and immediate enjoyment of ail 
lawful property, according to their ancient laws and cuftoms» and 
on the moft advantageous terms," is folemnly pledged and infured 
to them in the name of hismajefty^; whilft by the. -lattery this 
pledge of proteftion is violated, without a fingleaft afiigned,by 
which the right to fuch prote£lion has been forfeited, and. a fiim 
adequate to the value of the conqueft, to compenfate the foldiery, 
k demanded, under the penalty of a general conhfcation, to be 
enforced with military rigour. 

• That neither is it neceffary for your memorialifts to enter into 
a detail of particular afts of violence committed, fince they undcr- 
ftand that a committee of merchants, a^lrng on behalf of fome of 
the individuals aggrieved, has already made application to your 
grace, and has ftated, that proof is ready to be produced of fuch 
fadis as are alledged in the memorial which has been lately prc- 
fented to your grace by that committee. 

That your memorialifts are unwilling to make the obvious 
comments upon proceedings -fo repugnant in their opinions toefta« 
WiOicd iifage, to national charader,. direSly committed by the 
terms of the proclamation of the ift of January, 1794, to the ge- 
neral interefli of the Britifh empire, and to the peculiar policy of 
the prefent war; but that they cannot forbear moft earneftly to 
folicit your Grace's attention to the dangerous predicament in 
which thd properties of your' memorialifts are placed by ^this ex- 
treme aft of military rigour, againft the private rights of the 
French coloiiifls, fince, Ihould the fortune of war be reverfed in 
that quarter, and any of the Britifti iflands be captured' by the 
enemy fan event to be apprehended from the reduced ftate of the 
Britifh forces in thofe iflands, and from the untoward accidents 
which have retarded the departure of the reinforcements provided) 
retaliation, however temperate in its principle and extent, will 
be little ftiort of total ruin to the fortunes of your memorialiftsy 
and to a very confiderable portion of his Majefty's fubjefts* 

Your metnorialifts, therefore, humbly pray that your girace 
will be pleafed to reprefent to his Majefty the probable dan- 
gerous con fequences (particularly when applied to the. Weft* 
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India iflands) of tliofe principles and zSts which have been 
aflumed, declared^ and pradifed under the authority of Sic 
C.haples Grey and Sir John Jervis, the military and naval 
comitianders in the Weil-Indies; and that an inquiry intpthe 
public condudl of thofe commanders may be made, in order to 
afoertain how far the national charadler^ and the public juftice 
cf the country, have been duly and properly fupported by 
them, in fuch high and refponfible (lations ; and that your 
memorialifts may be at all events relieved from their prefent 
anxieties and juft apprehenfions of eventual injury and ruin 
by a public declaration^ difavowing the principles fo aflumed, 
declared, and a£ted upon; which they humbly conceive will 
be found to be contrary to the honour^ judice, and policy 
of the Britiih government.

The Memorial of the Agents in Behalf of the principal Inliabitants 

and Proprietors in the IHand of Martinique, 
■ 

Hnmbly Sheweth, 
THAT your memorialifts are inftrufted by many refpeftable 
inhabitants and proprietors of the iiland of Martinique, loyal fub- 
je£ls of his Britannic Majefty, to reprefent to his Majefty's miniC- 
ters the injuftice and oppreflion exercifed towards the faid inhabi- 
tants ^nd proprietors by General Sir Charles Grey, and Vice Ad- 
miral Sir John Jervis, the commanders in chief of his Majefty -s 
forces^, employed in the conqueft of the above-mentioned ifland. 
I Thdt the perfons reprefented by your memorialifts were not the 
■adherents of the pretended national convention, nor did they op- 
pofc the declaration given on board the Boyne, the ift of January, 
1794; but on the contrary, your memorialifts are inftrudled to 
ftatQy as fads, which either from their notoriety need no further 
proof, or which can be fubftantiated by indubitable evidencf^ 
■ that when the pnayor of the town of St. Pierre, in the ifland of 
: Martinique, received the firft fummons from his Majefty's com- 
manders, the town and forts were fo abfolutely at the difpofal of 
{be negroes and people ol colour, that the whitq inhabitaots could 
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Dot manifeft their deiire of furrendering ; but that immediately oa 
the retreat of the people of colour and negroes from the town, 
the)'- dtdy in a quiet and peaceable manner, fubmit to the autho- 
fity of the King, and put themfelvcs under his Majefty's protec« 
tion. 

That your memorialifts are further inftrudled to ftate, that the 
faid inhabitants and proprietors whom they now reprcfent, relied 
with the moft implicit confidence on the fecurity held forth in the 
above-mentioned declaration of his Majefty's commanders, where- 
by a full and immediate enjoyment of all their lawful property was 
folcmnly promifed, granted, and infured to them. 

That your memorialifts ate further inftruAed to (late, that in 
defiance of the above-mentioned declaration, in violation of the 
Britifli faith, thus folemnly pledged, and contrary to all the rules 
of war, as carried on by civilized nations, all the produce and 
provifions in the town of St. Pierre, as well as in fome other 
parts of the ifland, were fliortly after feized by order of the com- 
manders, and without any court of admiralty being firft held, with- 
out any previous adjudication or form of trial whatfoever, fold fot 
the benefit of the captors. 

That your memorialifts earneftly entreat the attention of his 
Majefty's minifters to the terms of the declaration iflued the ift of 
January, 1794.; and humbly fubmit, that the folemn promife 
held forth in that declaration was direSly addrelled to individuals! 
not to the armed force by which the ifland was held in opprefSon; 
and that if the voluntary and early fubmiflion made by the white 
inhabitants of this ifland is not to be confidered as giving them a 
title to the benefits of that folemn promife, unlefs a formal capi- 
tulation had preceded their fubmiifion, this declaration of the 
commanders in chief muft have become a cruel mockery,- in cafe 
the adherents of the pretended convention had precluded the pof- 
libility of capitulation ; and has, in fa£l, proved an unwarrant- 
able delufion to the loyal and unfufpe£ting inhabitants, whofe 
eager fubmiflion overlooked what they had reafon to confider as a* 
needlefs precaution. 

That your memorialifts are concerned to ftate, that the feizute 
and confifcation of the property found at St. Pierre and elfewher«i 
took place under the pretended fanftion and authority of the Brf-' 
tiih government : but confiding in the well-known juftice and 
lenity of that government, and anxious for the honour and inte* 
reft of the nation, that the inhabitants of the ifland of Marti' 
liique, and of the other conquered iflands, fhould continue at- 
tached by all the ties of duty and afFeflion to that legiflaturci 
3|fvhich they have ever regarded with rcfpeft and admiration : 

Your mehiorialiih humbly pray, thstt the cafe of the i^fpec^ 

^ tive inhabitants of Martinique, for whom your mennirialifts 

are agents^ and whofe claims of confifcated property fhall be 

fubftantiatcd 
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fubftantiated to your Graccj may be taken into confideration 
by his Majefty's minifters as foon as convenient ; and that 
fuch redrefs may be granted to each of them, as fhall upoii 
full information appear confiftent with the juftice and libe- 
rality of a Britifli government.

The Memorial of the Mercliants of Liverpool, whofe Names are 

hereunto fublcribed, 

Humbly Sheweth, 

THAT your memorialifts have very confiderable property and 
debts due to them in the feveral iflands in the Weft-Indies, lately 
fubjeft to the crown of France; and which, in the conrfe of the 
prefent hoftilitiesj have fallen under the dominion of Great Bri- 
tain. 

That the faid property and debts originated and were due to 

them prior to the commencement of the war, in confequence of 

commercial tranfadions and dealings with thofe iflands; authorif' 

tdand fandlioned by the free port afts, and particularly by the 

. commercial treaty with France in 1787. 

That the late indifcriminate feizure and general confifcation of 
Weft-India produce found in the iflands of Martinique and Gua« 
daloupe, with their feveral dependencies, alfo the heavy contri- 
bution levied upon the unfortunate planters and merchants of St. 
JLucia, who willingly fubmitied to the firft fummons from the 
commanders of his Majelty's land and fea forces, is matter of 
inoft ferious concern to your memorialifts, and will grievoufly 
affeft their property. 

That your memorialifts, conceiving that the horrors of war, 
at all times dreadful, are by fuch feverities rendered doubly dif- 
trefling and deftrufl^ive ; and, in faft, they apprehend, if it were 
humane and political in his Majefty*s miniftcrs to prohibit the 
continuance of fuch violent proceedings, and the levying of far- 
ther illegal contributions in the conquered iflands, as it moft un- 
doubtedly was, it is not the lefs neceflary, your memorialifts 
hombly conceive, to order a reftitution of the inglorious booty 
acoDired by our commawlers^ and now in the hands of their

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agents in the Weft-Indies and in Europe, becaufe it will M 
farther tend to confirm the confidence of newly-acquired rubje£b 
%n the wifdom, equity, and moderation of his Majefty*s councils 
and government, and in the good faith of the Brltifh nation. 

But were all thefe confiderations laid afide, your memorialifts 
beg leave to recal to your Grace's recolleflion the declaration 
iflued on the firft of January, 1794, 'before any hoftile attempt 
was made on any of thefe iflands; by which, with all the folem- 
nities of the moft imppfing formalities. Sir Charles Grey and Sir 
John Jervis guaranteed to fiich of the inhabitants of the difierent 
iflands as (hould peaceably fubmit themfelves to' the authority and 
proteftion of his Majefty, not only the moft uninterrupted pcr- 
Ibnal fecurity, but the moft ample and immediate enjoyment -of 
their legitimate rights and properties. 

Your memorialifts, therefore, upon any known principles of 
reafon and juftice, cannot conceive that the inhabitants of the 
conquered iflands have merited fuch an impofition, which, in its 
confequences, equally and indifcriminately involve in one gene- 
ral confifcation Britifti and French property — the friendly with 
the hoftile, and the peaceable and well-difpofed fubjeft with the 
turbulent and feditious. 

Therefore, relying on the juftice and humanity of his Majc* 
fty*s minifters, your memorialifts flatter themfelves, on a 
confideration of the premifes, they will be induced to give 
the neceflary orders for a reftoration of the payments msuU 
on account of their illegal contribution, and a public dift' 
voival of the principle upon which fuch impolitic proceedhfi 
are founded*

My Lord, 
WE take the liberty of troubling your Grace on the fubjeft 
of the memorials which have been prefented to your Grace by 
the Weft India planters and merchants, and others, refpefting 
our proceedings and ccnduft, as commanders in chief, upon and 
fubfequent to the conqueft of the French Weft India iflands.— 
Some of thofe memorials were prefented during our commands 
in the Weft Indies ; and, if we are corredlly informed, they were 
preceded by perfonal communications made to his. Majefty's mi- 
ni fters, upon the authority of private letters from merchants and . 
traders in the Weft Indies. How far thefe reprefentations and 
memorials have been a6led upon by his Majefty*s minifters, wc 
are uninformed ; but from the nature of the allegations contained 
in them, and the objefts which the memorialifts profefs to have 
in view, we aflure ourfelves that Ave cannot be countenanced, if 
they are, it places us in this fingular dilemma, that in the dif-

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charge of our public duty, as commanders in chief in the Weft 
Indies, we could not avoid either difobeying the inftrudions and 
fruftrating the views of his Majefty, or expofing ourfelves to 
cenfure, by difappuinting the wiflies and expedations of mer- 
chants and traders connefted with the Weft Indies. 

The Weft India merchants appear to be apprehenfive only of 
the confequences which may refnlt to them from any precedent 
cftablilhed by our condudl, upon which the French government 
may aft towards them, in cafe of a reverfeof fortune :< — '* Should 
the fortune of war (they fay) be reverfed in that quarter, and any 
of the Britiih iflands be captured by the enemy, (an event to be 
apprehended from the reduced ftatc of the Britifh forces in thofe 
iflands, and from the untoward accidents which have prevented 
the departure of 'the reinforcements provided) retaliation, how- 
ever temperate in its principle and extent, will be little ftiort of 
total ruin to the fortune of your memorialifts, and to a very. 
confiderable portion of his Majefty *s fubjefts." 

The ground upon which this complaint is founded, we take to 
be totally diftindl from that which has been more generally and 
moft loudly urged (which we ftiall cbferve upon afterwards) viz. 
That the property of emigrants, or thofe who were friendly to 
.the Britifti government, and contributed to their alliftance, as far 
as they were enabled, or allowed to do, to the conqueit of the 
French iflands, was fubjefled to indifcriminatc confifcation. The 
fear of retaliation muft arife, not from our treatment of the ene- 
mies, but of the friends of the French government. The appre- 
lienfion ftated 's, that in cafe of a revcrfe of fortune, that govern- 
ment may treat our fubjecls as we have treated their's. To this 
we can give no other anfwer, than that the peculiar nature of 
the war, and the orders tranfmitted to us by his Majcfty's minif- 
ters, left us no difcretion as to the treatment either of that go- 
vernment or its fupporters. Upon a reference to our fecret 
inftruSions, your Grace wilL perceive that government to be 
(jualified as an ufurpation, having no legal authority, and its fup- 
porters as rebels and traitors. We arc di reded by an order of 
council to prevent foreigners reforting to the iflands without li- 
cence ; and that order, by a letter from one of his Majefty 's con- 
fidential fervants, is explained as " clearly marking the intention 
of the Britifli government, to keep out of the conquered iflands 
all perfons whofe principles were in the lealt degree to be fuf- 
pcSed;'* and he adds, ** 1 hope you have driven out of them all 
perfons of this defcription.'* We certainly afted in conformity 
to the policy here laid down in many inftances : — The fubje(!is 
of the French government, or the pretended national convention, 
as it is termed in the proclamation, were, in many inftances, fent 
away, and their eftates fequeftered ; this became neceflary for the 
fecurity of thpfe ifiands^ which in all our letters and inftrudions 
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we confidered ourfelves dire£led to fecurer a^ a permanent flC« 
quifition to the crown of Great Britain. It became the more nc- 
ceflTary, as our force became weaker ; but for the precedent efta- 
bliflied by thefe proceedings, we nre not refponfible, and to the 
fequeftered eftates receivers were immediately appointed for the 
benefit of government ; they ftill continue, we believe, to receive 
for government the profits of thofe eftates, from which the cap- 
tors have in no one inilance derived any advantage or emolument 
of any kind to thcmfelves. 

Having made thefe obfervations on the principles avowed by 
the memorialifts, we muft beg leave to call your Grace's attention 
to a ftatement of our proceedings in the conquered iflands. 

For a detail of our proceedings in the conqueft of the iflands, 
we muft beg leave to refer your Grace to our public and private 
difpatches : his Majefty's forces were refifted in all of them fo 
long as refiftance was pradicable. — No town or diftridl, nor any 
body or dcfcriptiori of the inhabitants, ever fignified an intention 
to accept or accede to the terms of the proclamation of the iflr 
January, 1794. * On the contrary, in many places, the inhabi- 
tants manned batteries to oppofe the attack of his Majefty'f 
troops, and in every other refpc£t contributed to refift them ; they 
even fired upon our flags of truce. — Upon the conqueft of iflands, 
imder fuch circumftances we conceive it to be our duty to fe- 
cure fuch property as appeared to us unqueftionable booty. Wc 
apprehend it was our duty to do fo, upon two grounds, viz- ift, 
To proteft the rights of his Majefly. — 2dly, To fecure to the 
officers, and feamen and foldiers, fuch booty as his Majefty had 
or might think fit to grant them as a reward for their fervices. — 
The booty taken on fliore we conceived to be given to the navy 
and army by his Majefty's feparate inftruftions to Sir Charley 
Grey, and by Mr. Secretary Dundas's confirmation of our plan 
of divifion of booty, in his letter to Sir Charles of the yth of 
March, 1794. This idea was communicated to the army in 
public orders, with a view to encourage the troops, and promote 
good difcipline by removing all inducement for plunder. 

Having fubmitted to your Grace our ideas refpefting booty, 
we requeft your Grace's attention to the nature and extent of the 
reinsure aftually made. The principal eftates in the ifland were 
in the pofleflion of republican agents, as confifcated property, and 
the produce had been fent to the towns of St. Pierre, and Fort 
Royal (which were both taken by affault) in order to be fliipped 
to France, or otherwife difpofed of, on account of the Republict 
The planters refident on the ifland had likewife fent produce to 
St. Pierre to be fliipped or fold. — ^The former defcription of 
property we confidered as belonging to the French government, 
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and as fuch to be lawful prize. The latter we confidered as fub« 
jtSt to confifcation, in confequcnce of the proprietors having ci- 
ther refifted his Majefty's forces, or declined accepting the terms 
jred by the proclamation of the ift of January. The towns 
taken by ftorm or afTault, the property in them, according 
toli& common praftice of war, was expofed to plunder ; but the 
troops were retrained from any a6l of that kind, by the aflfurances 
given them, that they would be much more benefited by a fair 
and equal didribution of booty, than by indifcriminate pillage^ 
Under the circumftances in which the towns were taken, it was 
the opinion of the navy and army, that all the property found ia 
them was to be confidered as prize or booty. We declined 
fandlioning feizures to this extent ; but being of opinion that the 
produce of the ifland found at St. Pierre was unqueftionablc 
prize, as belonging either to the republican government or in- 
dividuals who had refifted the Britifli forces, or rejected the terms 
offered by the proclamation of the ift January, we direded the 
feizurc of it. — No other private property, of any defcription, was 
molefted. — Although ihe town of Sh Pierre was taken by af- 
fault, yet the (hops in it were publicly open the next day, and 
the inhabitants employed in difpofing of their property and tranf- 
a£ling their bufinefs as ufual. The provifions and neceflaries 
fupplied to the navy and army were regularly paid for, and every 
fpecies of general merchandife (provifions included) was left ia 
the uncontroulcd difpofition of the inhabitants. The property 
feized on fhore confifted only of the following articles, the pro- 
duce of the ifland, viz. fugar, cocoa, coffee, cotton, and caflia. 

At the time of the feizure no man intimated the fmallcft 
doubt either of the legality or propriety of our conduct ; on the 
contrary, it was the general opinion that, in point of (IritStnefsy 
all the moveable property in the ifland was liable to feizure : in 
this opinion we have (ince been confirmed by better advice than 
any we could then obtain. — Your Grace will not fuppofe us to 
have deliberately weighed in legal balances every meafure we 
took in executing the arduous fervices committed to our care ; if 
that had been expeded from us, we ought to have been furnifhed 
with learned civilians as advifers or aflelfors. Unaflifted as we 
were with any legal advice, we are extremely happy to find that, 
inftead of exceeding, we have fallen very far fhort of exercifing, 
to their legal extent, the rights of the crown, in feizing the 
booty which fell to the difpofal of his Majefty. 

If your Grace will have thegoodnefs to refer to the reprefenta- 
tions firft made by the merchants to his Majefty's minifters upon 
this fubje£l, you will find that the complaints againft us were ori«> 
ginally fuggefted by Britifh adventurers, who went to Martiniqe for 
the purpofe of purchafing prize projierty, and who found them- 
fjslves extre^iely difappointed upon difcovering that the captors 
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had taken fuch rheafures as were moft likely to obtain a fair price 
for it. — Many of thefe adventurers had been long in the habit of 
carrying on commerce with the French iflands, fwhether illicit 
or legal is not for us to determine) and were deeply connefied 
with merchants and planters in Martinique, who, by their refin- 
ance to the Britifli forces, or by difregarding the proclamation of 
the ift of January, had fubjefted their property to coniifcation. 
By way of reminding your Grace of the fource of thefe com- 
plaints, and of the regard paid by the perfons making them to 
truth and candour, we beg leave to fubmit to your Grace*s per- 
ufal the following extraft from one of the firft rep re fen tat ions fent 
to this country upon the fubjed, and which, we are informed, 
was laid before his Majefty's minifters on authority not to be 
qucftioned. 

Extras of a Letter to MtJJrs. George Baillie and Co. from 
ibeir Correfpondent at St, rincent^s ; dated i/\.th Jprll, 1 794. 

OUR Mr. only returned laft night from Martinique, 

where he went to fee what could be done in the way of fpeculation. 
He found a wonderful colledlion of people from all the iflands, 
but every one equally difappointcd. All the produce on board 
the veffels and in the flores, even to the length of powder and 
pomatum (hops, are confifcated. 

The fale began with fugar on the lolh day. Fine clay'd 
fold from 60 to 67 per cvvt. ar.d being captured goods, goes home 
fubjeft to the foreign duty. — The produce has been all appraifed 
by gentlemen from the different iilands ; and it is the direftions 
from the Admiral and General, that the agents do not let a calk 
of it be fold under that appraifement, fo the full value will be 
obtained, oihervvife it is bought in for the capturers, and it is 
thought the greatelt part will fall into their own hands ; they fo 
much expeft fo themfelves, that the Ihips will be the laft of thd 
fales, in order that they may buy in what is wanting to carry 
home their produce. After this is all over, the fum of ;?*. 250,000 
fferling is to be demanded from the towns in Martinique ; and 
all the produce on eftates made previous to the day of furrender is 
to be made prize of. — Such extraordinary plunder (for we cannot 
give it a better name) was never known before on the like or any 
other .occafion in civilized countries. — At St. Lucia they are to 
levy immediately the fum of ^,300,000 fterling, in lieu of every 
thing elfe, and no produce ot any kind to be (hipped off the illand 
by the inhabitants until this money is raifed ; fo that, inde[>en- 
dent of half the ruin of the people in both places, no payments 
can this year be expelled by the merchants in the Englifli iflands, 
who have very large fums due to them fpr negroes, &c. fold he- 
re the war.

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tlo'iiuu)^ who re^s'tbis letter can be at a loft to dlfcorer th«' 
lOQllifC ii) ^hich it. originated. — After all the reprobation it con* 
tpjins o| thi9 OQDduift of the captors, and the wonderful degree of 
j^ilnnlhrppy difplayed for the unfortunate fuiFerers, it (hews a 
Hrelty ^I^QHg difappointmeot at the writer's not being able to de* 
lise ^vaAtag9 from the plunder he execrates, by purchaffng it at 
aa inffixiox price. In fhort, if the captors had permitted the ad* 
Tcptureft vrho wifhed to fpeculate in the captured property to 
l)avp purcb^Ted it ax half its; value, the confifcation would have been 
9ftJiltfoVpA by- them, and. the cooqylaints now urged againft us 
"VOIikL Qeyerhayebctn Heard of. It never occurred to the inhai- 
bifWis ofubfi iflands that:^»X thing- more had been done by the caf tors 
tbeinwb^ was uJkiaLin fimilar cafes, or that complaints to his 
Majcftyrsmlniiters .would be likely to benefit them, until thefb 
nptiooa wer^ indiUed into tbetr minds with a view to gratify the 
xel^tmefkl and promote the. intearefted views of difappointed 
Bri|i(h adi^ealuretK — But, inolependent of the very laudable mo- 
tived) io which thier reprefentatioD jufl dated originated, the eifen'- 
tial parts of it are in point of fa^ totally ifal(e. — Infteadof.aH 
tbf^ prpduQS in the ftores at St. Pierre, even to the <* length of 
pQwdfcr an4 pomatum (bops," being confifcated, not a fingle 
OHQPfi of property of any defcription, except the produce of the 
i^Miioi^ in the.-town, was molefted. We were fo rigid iri . 
ehiOFOilig % iiri& difcipline in the army, that two men who had 
ad^ in breach of orders, in plundering or attempting to p1un« 
der fome of the inhabitants of St, Pierre, were tried by a court 
SMCtialy conyi&cd, and executed. — ^What is faid as to all the 
(Tiodlice of the eftates made previous to the capture of the ifland 
beiDgiakien as prize* is. equally unfounded in fa6l, as not a (ingle 
hog(Mid of produce was taken from any of the plantations. -^As 
tc^.tbedtegatioos refpe^ling the contributions intended to be levied 
<0i fh^. ill^tids of Martinique and St. Lucia, we (ball prefently 
take ihis liberty. of reqvpfting your Grace's attention to a corri^^ 
fauKment of the fa£ls. From the inftance \ye have given of the 
legsid paid to tnitb in the reprefentations made from the Weft- 
Indies^ your Girace.will not be furprifed at thofe (latements be- 
iog-fpiybwed up. by memorials from the merchants and agents hcre^ 
tquatty iinfoundedin fa£i, and deftitute of candour. 

Thc'traD£i&ions which we have hitherto detailed or referred to, 
rdate. principally ta Martinique, that being the only ifland from 
utenee the captors have derived any advantage from the captured, 
pvofSBftj. A&ertbe conqtieft of that ifland, St. Lucia was the 
next iibjeA of attack, and was regularly fummoned to furrender. 
The^'ftnimont was-rejeded. The British troops landed in difFe* 
nnt places on the ift of April, 17949 .and all the diderent forts 
aad'iiaitteafts were completely taken pofleflibn of on the fourth. 
Bitt: akboudi there was no force on the ifland to make an eiFeSual

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reftftance againft that Tent to attack it, and the inhabitants luid 
known for near three months that it would be attacked^ yet every 
refinance was made that the force of the ifland wa9 capable of| 
and no town, fortrefs, or any defcription of the inhabitants, 
either capitulated, furrendered, or propoied to furrender upon 
the terms offered in the proclamation of the ift of January .i— 
The ifland being conquered by force, the navy and army did not 
c;onfider the inhabitants as entitled to the terms offered by the pro- 
clamation, but on the contrary, as liat^le to be treated as enemies, 
and {ubje^ed to all the confequences of conqueft. — Under this* 
impreflipn the navy and army conceived they had a right to* treat 
all the produce of the ifland that had been manufadured and fent 
to the town of Caflries (the fliipping port) and alfo that upon the 
plan^tions in the pofleflion of the agents of the Republic, as 
liable to coniifcation, which, at the time of the capture,- extend- 
ed to a conCderable part of the crop of the year. — Some mer- 
chants, who had been appointed by the t:ommanders in chief to 
adl as prize agents, fuggefled to the principal planters atid-mer- 
chants, that it would be a beneficial meafute for them to oflfec 
the navy and army a fum of money to waive their claims toa con- 
fifcation of the produce ; and that it would eaflly be raifed by way 
of affeflment or contribution on the different towns and eflates in 
the ifland, in proportion to their property or value, and paid by 
inflalments at different periods. — Two commercial houfes in Gre- 
nada, that were very much conne6led in St. Lucia, took an ac- 
tive part in promoting this arrangement. 

The firfl fum mentioned as an equivalent for the captors waiv- 
ing their claims to all confifcation whatever was ;£'. 300,000, 
which fell infinitely fhort'of the value of the colonial produce then 
upon the ifland. — This fum was, however, by nego^ation and 
explanation, reduced to a moiety, and an agreement was entered 
into by the principal inhabitants for the payment of £: 150,000 
by inflalments (viz. J — £. 50iOOO in 1794, the like fum in 1795* 
and the remainder in 1796. — The houfes of Baiilie and Co. and 
Munro and Co. of Grenada, propofed to come forward as fure* 
ties for the ifland, and to give bills on London, dated firfjt Auguft 
1794, payable at 6 months fight, for the amount of the firfl 
£. 50,000. — This propofal, which held out to the captors the 
certainty of a large fum of money, without the trouble attending 
the ieizure, condemnation, and fale of enemies property, was 
accepted under the idea that they would experience no further 
trouble or diflSculty about it. The gentlemen, who had propofed 
tp give bills for the money, fuggefltji from time to time fuch or* 
ders or proclamations as they thought would be mofl likely to 
carry into tfkBt the arrangement agreed upon ; but inflead of the 
captors deriving any advantage whatever from this plan of a con- 
txibutionj not a Angle (hiUuig ever did or will come into their

handii from^ it. Inftead of gaining any thing, the captol's were 
completely defrauded of ^very ounce of property taken on the 
ilUiQdy except the arms and military (lores, that Were applied to 
the.fervice of the public.-— So far from having pillaged or plun- 
dered the inhabitants of St. Lucia (with which they are charged) 
the captors- have not to the prefent hour received, nor have they 
any probability of receiving, a (ingle farthing ari(ing from prize 
or booty taken on (bore, except the value of the military (lores.— « 
We believe a fum of ;^. 10,000 or ^.12,000 was cblledled in 
the ifland in part of the propofed contribution, and towards pay- 
ment of the (ird indalment thereof; but not one (hilling of it was 
ever rec^ved by the captors ; and upon its being intimated to us, 
that the receipt of any fum of money under the denomination of 
contribution would not meet with his Majedy's approbation, we 
direAed Whatever Jiad been colleAed to be returned, which was 
accdreUngly done in November 1794. Suppofing our condu£l, in 
originally acceding to the idea of a contribution, to have been 
ever fo unwarranted by the praAice of war and the law of nations 
(which we apprehend is not the cafe) yet we have been very un- 
fairly dealt with by the inhabitants of St. Lucia and their indi- 
gators. — For not content with fecuring the property which was 
clearly liable to feizure and con(ifcation, and afterwards getting 
relieved from the contribution which was propo(ed as the confi-* 
deration for reditution, they have loaded us with every fpecies of 
odium and reproach, which the mod rigid exadion of the con^ 
tribution, or the mod general confifcations could have excufed. 
In all the reprefentations made from the Wcd-Indies, and foU 
lowed up by memorials to his Majedy*s miniders, the intention 
has. been fubdiluted for the a£l, and urged againd us as fuch, 
even long after it was notorious that the idea was totally aban- 
doned.'-In doing this the memorialids anxJoufly fuppreflbd the im- 
meAie property liable to confifeation, which was given up by the 
captors, who certainly have the greated reafon to complain. Th^ 
value of the property found on (hore, which was fairly to be con« 
fidered as prize or booty, was very large. — ^The captors have been' 
defrauded of the whole of it, by an inddious offer of a contribution ; 
their acceptance of which is afterwards turned againd them, as an 
exadlion of the mod tyrannical kind. — In acceding to the idea of 
a contribution, they' lod fight of their real intereds. — ^They did- 
not forefee the fraud artfully meditated to be pradifed upon> 
them ; they did not forefee that, letting the prop^y efcape with- 
out any prefent or adual confideration for it, they gave time for 
partial and e:^ parte reprefentations againd them, and gave thofo 
ipXo whofe fnare they had fallen an opportunity of procuring a re- 
vocation of the. whole proceedings: by permitting, the removal of 
the prize property, the captors furnidicd the inducementi at the 
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.time they removed all ground for the cbmour tHRt hssiliecA ttdM 

againft them» 

Th^ preparatory arrangementsgave time to fiiip sway thi ffftt^ 
.duce that was the fubjed; of confifcBtidn, arid the peiied ftipiibllM 
•for the fird jpayment gave an opportunity for a ootbmtttiicsttiQil 
with the mother country, fo as to try whether, by icahntmy mM 
clamour, fujpported by falfehood and mifreprefentation, a difim^ 
j)robation of the meafure on the part of goverhmtnt eouU tedba* 
tained. The plan fo completely fucceeded, that the only «fW6 
experienced by the captors from the proje'flcd rontribtttioh h i 
heavy expenfe, charged by fome of the agents who firft ^MtM 
and then defeated it, for commiflion and charges, and every ffj^ 
cies of opprobrium and obloquy that interefled malice or ttfinil^ 
ment could fuggeft. 

The idea of contribution firft originated at St, Liscii in ikk 
manner above dated. It was afterwards fuggefted, that thefritti^ 
ters in Martinique ought to paj a certain fum rn confideratiM itf 
the produce upon cftates pofleifed by republican agents, 6r hf 
perions who had taken an adive part in rdfrilingthe BritiflifcA^ 
ces, who rejedied the terms offered by the proclamation of the sft 
January, not having been feized or conrfifcated. This fitggeftioa 
originated from the fame quarter, and in views of the fame inl^ 
ture, that produced the plan of a contrrbution at St. LAschU 
Various preffaratory orders were iffued, but the memorials pre^ 
fented to your Grace (eem principally to confine their atiimadWr* 
fions to thofe of the loth. and 21ft of May ; upon which we %eg 
Jcave to fay a feW words by way of explanation. 

The ifland of Martinique having been conquered by forcei 
>^thout any capitujaiipn or compa£l having been entered iatd 
with its inhabitants, we apprehctid the whole property of tlUl 
ifland became liable to feizure, and at the difpofal of hrs Majeftyf 
As commanders in chief, we have already faic^ that we conceived 
it to be our duty toproteft his Majefty's rights ; but in doing fo, 
we did not enforce them to any thing like their full extent. Tic 
proiperty that was, in fa£t, feized, v^as confined to the produce <q^ 
the illar^d found in the towps carried by aifaolt. It wias afterwards 
fiiggpfted to us, that if we g^ve up the remainder of the property 
Uable to con6fcation, we ihould cieprive his Majefly of an oppor- 
ttitoity of rewarding the navy and army to that extent which his 
pghts ^flbrded the opportunity of doing. Anxious to do juftice 
to the fleet and army, and at the fame time defirous of alleviating 
the fituation pf the inhabitants, who, by their cppdud, had incuti^ 
a foirfeiture of their propcUy, we liftehcd to the f.ropofal of a 
compofition to be raifed by way of contribntion. In doing this, 
We^ perhaps, overflepped the flridl legal line of condu^ "We 
ought to ^ave purfued, as the compofition ought to have beet^ 
poafijicd IP and yecciye^ froqa $h^ proprietors pf thp property

In ^ort, hone of theih ^c-^ 
ceded to or accepted the tbnhs offered by it ; and we believe yoiif 
(Article Will find the legal confequences itfultihg from that condufl 
placed tteir Whole pkbperty in the difcretion of his Nfajeftyw 
That being the c&ife^ we wtre called upon, as bis Majefty's rb- 
pteJRsntativet, to fecure it, lb far as we fhould deem it cohfifteift 
With his roySl ihtdntion. The claim, therefore, to a general 
cbiififcKtioh will nbt be foutid unwarranted, according to th<fe 
Hghts of war So far, therefore, from complaining agaihft is% 
for having ftated fuch % right, we think the inhabitants ought td 
cbnfiicteir themfelves as favourably treated in it^ not having b^eft 
ftifbirccd. 

The pxbclamation of the 21ft of May was founded upbH tfai 
ilime idea as that of the xcith. But there is one expreflion in it^ 
Whith feems either to have been mifunderftood or ftrangdy per- 
verted by the merchants, &c. who have made complaints againft 
tts. We mean the part where it is propofed " to raife a fuih of 
nloney adequate to the value of the conqueft.** We tmft we kxt 
ffot To have our conduA decided on by a rigid criticifm upon 'thci 
language of our public orders : that the a£ts done by i!is, and nbt 
Jhe phrafeology of a paper we may have ftgned, will be attetided 
tb. But if We are to defcend from the ftations of general and ad-^ 
inirftl to anfwer verbal critic! ftns, we need only fugged a fn^aU 
variation in thb language of the paper we are fpeaking of, tb 
rendbr it perfefiiy con(iitent with the idea fuggefted, viz. that bf 
Accepting a compofition for the reftitution of property liable to 
confiiciation. If, indeed of the wordis, *^ adequate to the value of 
the conqueft," your Grace will be pleafed to fubftitute the word! 
** adequate t6 the value of the property liable to confifcation^* 
iiothing will be fohhd in that paper inconfiftent with our ideas of 
the rights bf 'the crown, and the plian of accepting a cbmpofitioo 
Apon jdeclifiing to enforce them. It can never be fuppofed that by 
Ae Wbtd^ ** ^qu^te to the value of the conquelt," Wc meant 
Ae value bf the iSand, and all the property in, it. Even the 
gentlemen who complain againfl us do not impute to us fo extra- 
vagant an idea. ** The value of the conqueft" muft be underftood 
at referable to the property, which the conqueft of the ifland haA 
Blade- the fubjiefl of booty, and which the captors conceived had 
ISneipii eonfexreti upon them by his Majefty's feparate inftniidioii^ 
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to Sir Charles Grey. But whether the contribution which theCs 
proclamations propofed to levy was juft or unjuft, either in prin- 
ciple or extents we did not expeA that it would now be made a 
fubjeft of inquiry* as not a fingle farthing was collcAed. The 
projefi was, in (z&y abandoned long before it was known that 
his Majefty difapproved of contributions ; no lofs or injury of any 
kind was in point of hSt fuiiained by the inhabitants ; nor h^ve 
they themfeives exprefled any difcontent or diflatisfadion, though 
advantage has been taken of thefe proceedings to load us with 
every fort of malevolent mifreprefentation and abufe. 

We (hall now requefl your Grace's attention to the memorial 
figned by Mr. Thelluflbn. By way of imprefling yoUr Grace 
with, a jufl idea of the candour of the memorialid, the iirft para- 
graph charges us with having exercifcd injuflice and oppreffion 
towards the inhabitants, without giving the name of any one 
perfon that has been injured, or iiidancing a fmgle fad or tranf- 
adion to warrant fo (Irong an imputation. It is not ufual for 
men in high refponfible fituations to be charged, in general termSi 
with the exercife of injudice and oppreflion, without a founda* 
tion being laid for fuch a charge by a (latement of fsi&s, from' 
whence it can be fairly deduced. Here the charge is boldlf 
made at the outfet, and when the fubfcquent detail of fa6ts (if any 
thing dated in this paper deferves that appellation) comes to be 
examined, it will be found compofed of either pofitive falfehoods 
or wilful mifreprefentations. It is not a little fmgular, that the 
name of no one inhabitant of Martinique ihould be brought for-^ 
ward as having authorized this complaint. As to the fuppofed 
fufferers, whether they were planters, merchants, or traders, 
whether they were Frenchmen, Creoles, or perfons of colour, 
what is the nature or extent of their lofles, and how fuftained or 
occafioned, the memorial is totally filent. Mr. Thelluflbn dates, 
that the perfons he reprefents were not adherents to the ^national 
convention, nor did they oppofe the proclamation of the i ft Janu- 
ary. Whether that faft is true or falfe, depends merely upon hi$ 
aflertion, which in the terms in which it is made cannot receive 
an anfwer. If their names and refldence had been mentioned, we 
fliould have had an opportunity of anfwering this allegation, by^ 
ihewing what part the perfons named took in the conteft, and 
how far they fufFcred from the feizure that took place. The 
iilenc^ obferved upon this fubjeft pretty clearly fhews, that the 
principals wifh to (brink from perfonal inquiry and minute in- 
vedigation, and prefer the mode of circulating their calumny ia. 
the name of an agent, who does not hold himfelf refponfible for 
what he ftates. The allegation with rcfpe£t.to the ftate of Su 
Pierre, when iirfl fummoned, and the quiet and peaceable fub- 
miflion of the white inhabitants, is pofitively arid abfoliitely falfe.. 
To prove it to be fo, it is only neceflary for your Grace to refer.

to the anfwfer given by the mayor of St. Pierre to our ruminohs, 
and the detail of the conqueft of the ifland contained in our pub- 
lic difpatches* Your Grace will iind that the town of St, Pierre 
was the laft place taken, except Fort Bourbon and Fort Royal* 
;.'rhe aid-de-camp, who carried the fummonsto St. Pierre on the 
6ih of February, inftead of being received and lifteried to, was in- 
fulted, and not permitted to enter the town, and the mayor g^vc 
the watch word for refiftance and defiance. So far were the inhabit 
tiants from being well affe^iled to the Britifh government, that they 
manned fbme of the batteries near the town, and feveral armed 
yeffels were under the neceffity of firing upon the town, to deter 
them from giving further fupport to the adjacent forts, at the 
time they were attacked by'the Britifh forces. Their fuppofed 
quiet and peaceable fubmiflion extended no further than to their 
not engaging the Britifh troops when they entered the town fword 
in hand, after having taken the furrounding forts by aflault, and 
when farther refiflance would have been fruitlefs. To the alle- 
gation that flates the inhabitants reprefented by Mr. Thelluflba 
to have relied with implicit confidence on the fecurity held forth 
by the proclamation of the i fl of January — loofe and general as it 
is — we feel no difficulty in giving a pofitive contradidion, as no 
defcription of perfons in the ifland ever intitnated, at the time, 
the niofl diflant idea that they conddered, or were in condition to 
. confider themfclves entitled to the benefit of tTie proclamatioo. 
It was public and notorious to every, man in thic ifland, both 
Britifh and French, that every foot of it was conquered by force ; 
but relying upon thefe fadls not being fo generally known in this 
country, and encouraged by their conedjons in the Britifh iflands, 
and thoTe which they have recently formed in Great Britain, it is 
not improbable that fome of the inhabitants may have been fince 
. induced to authorize thefe falfe reprefentations, in the hope of 
obtaining reflitution of the property which their rcfiflance to the 
Britiih forces expofed to feizure and confifcation. Not content 
with dating the conduA of the inhabitants to have been the direft 
reverie of what it in fa<ft was, the memorialifl proceeds to alledgc, 
that all the produce and provifions in the town of St. Pierre, and 
in fome other parts of the ifland, was feized and fold for the 
benefit of the captors. The property that was feized on fhore 
we hav^ accurately flated. Not an ounce of provifions was in- 
cluded, except the produce of the ifland, fiich as has been named, 
fliould be deemed fo. In fhort, the whole memorial is founded 
« in falfehood and mifreprefentation. It is neither fanSi.oned by 
• . names, noi* fupported by any document or evidence of any de- 
fcription ; and yet, upon fuch fpuricus and anonymous authority, 
we are grofsly calumniated, '* as having violated Britifh faith 
folemnly pledged, and adted contrary to all the rules of war, as 
' carried on by civilized nations."

the other, which refers to that we have juft obferved upopt 9b4 
calls the attention of his Majefty's minifters to the prpcl^a^atiooi) 
of the id of Januarys and the loth and 21ft May, we conficlec 
as demanding our attentioa^r^It manifeftly proceols tbrpughout 
upon a fuppofition that the f^s dated in the other memorial 
:|re true, and that the inhabitants of the conquered iilamds ha4i 
by their fubmifliop, entitled themrelve$ to the benefits offered hj. 
the firft prpclamatipn.n We axe npt much furprifed to find ifallq 
allega^tions and unfounded calumny ftated in a memorial that n)^| 
^e fairly faid to deferve the charaiSer of anonymous ; but we qin-; 
not avoid .e^^prelfipg our aftoniOiment to obferve the We^ lodi% 
planters and merchants adopting it. Had they po(rei&4 pp'nieafii 
of afcertaining the truth or falfehpod of the matters ftaljed in i^ 
fome apology might he made for their doing fo ; b^t the vawB/ts 
in which the iflandji were taken being' matter of public hiftpryt 
there is no excpfe for their adopting a falfe repxeCsn^ioiu 1| 
IfKas only neceflary for them to refer to the Gazette, to difcoveir 
that the memorial prefented by Mr. ThellutTon wa$ ppfoively 
^Ife ; but it fecm^ the planters and merchants did nqt wifh to b« 
tiadeceived, as there would^ in that cafe, have been no colour fpf 
their pujtttng the interpretation upon the proclamation of the l^ 
January, which they have done — His Majefty*s prpctamatioii 
held OMt an encouragement to fubmiftion to his arm$,. not a ret 
ward for a refiftance to thenu They do not treat this in&rumen^ 
as containing an alternative, but as offering unqualified termsy 
which the inhabitants of the conquered iflands were to h^ve the 
benefit of, be their condud what it might, whether they fubr 
mittedor whether they refifted.— -In this refpe^ it is moie ua- 
candid th^n the other memorial; and, in ftating tbp deotaiu) 
made by the proclamation of the iQth a^d aaft M^y^ it keepf 
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Uriih it ih' f^ttnefs^ by fupprcffing tht fa^ that hot diin 
ifaillitqi was ever coHe^ed under them, atid that all idea of c<^n^ 
tribution was abandoibed many months ago. This fad Vas 
equally well knoWn td the.themorialift» asthofe which they have 
fitted, and couM only t>e fuppreiTed with a view |o give their 
complaint a degree of plaufibility, which a fair reprcientatioii 
would in no degree have warranted.— ^AU this induitry and aii- 
Kiety to pervett the meaning of public |>ap<:rsyand to mifrepre- 
fent or fuppre(s the fads requifite to a proper judgment of their 
truet>perationy inuft have proceeded from 4 confcioufnefs that A 
£air interpretation of the(n> and a candid ftatement.of all the ma- 
terial fads, would have ihewn th^t there was no juft ground foi^ 
tomplaint. Taking the complaint in its ftrongeft fenfe^ when 
the t*d is afcertained^ it amounts to no more than that the com- 
manders in chiefy having been under the neceflity of conquering 
the iflands by force> conceived the conqueft to give the cap- 
tors a right to fubfiitute a general contribution fOr a confifca'^ 
kion of property, Which the condud tif the proprietors had ex- 

Erfedi to forfeiture^ but which contribution had not been paid, 
ad it been fo put, the inquiry called for would have appeared 
tidiculoiw. 

The memorial from the Liverpool mer€hant3 feems of a very 
iisgular nature.- — ^It call? upon his Majefty's minifters to difaVow 
principles which were never reduced to prddice, and for a refto- 
ration of payments that were either never made, or I'^ng ago re- 
tumed.-*-Though it gives a falfe colour to what has been m the 
conquered iflands, it is not quite fo dcflitute of truth and candoiif 
as the other twoi. upon which we have jull obferved, and in that 
tefbed only <liflFcrs from them.-— We Ihall here difmifs the fub- 
|cd of tbefe memoi-ials with this (hort obfervation, That if there 
had been any fair and juft ground for complaint^ which the me- 
knoriaiifts could have edabliihed upon inveftigation fo as to en- 
title themfelves to relief, the courts of judice would have long 
JE^ refounded with th^ir clamours for r^refs, and his Majefly's 
mlllifters wpuld have been the lad perfons applied to.-^Conici- 
tun that their cbmplaints are unfounded in fad, and their claims 
tmfupported by any colour of law, they fubititute mifreprefen- 
tation' and calumny in their place, and endeavour privately to 
tuin and difgrace (he charaders of men, whofe condud they 
havcnqt vemured publicly to attack. 

With refped to the perfonal rcqiieft made to your Grace by 
the Weft India merchants on the 12th inilant, as ilated in the 
tninute of.the conference fcnt us by your Grace, we cannot avoid 
bbiecvirig, that it falls far (hort of what is called for by their me- 
morial. .That paper rather infmuates than charges mifconduilt ; 
but In the prayer df.it your Grace is called upon to inftiiute in 
iiiquicv into ottr public condud, ^' in order to afcertain how far 
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ftie national chaiider and the public juftice of the countiy hffVtf 
been duly and properly fupported by us in fuch high and icfpoR^ 
fible ftations." To our very great furprife the merchants ia 
their converfation with you ftatc, «* That their objedl in the ap- 
plication was not a call for inquiry with a view to inculpatjoa 
of ourcondudly but a public <lifavowai of the meafurcs propo- 
fed by the proclamations of the loth and aid of May. "--So 
that after indiredly fuggeftihg to your Grace, that the nttionai 
charader and the public jullice of the country have.liN^n wound* 
ed by our condud, nothing more is a(k^ than a difavowal of 
fuppofed principles which were never reduced; to ppaAice^ and 
<ot the terms of a proclamation which are wilfully mifuilderftoivl 
or perverted, for the purpofe of giving a colour to the clamour 
railed againfl us. In fhort, the merchants, finding that the pra^ • 
of their memorial is not warranted by any thing they have to 
urge againd us, wiih by indirect means to prevail ^pon your 
Grace to advife his Majefty to ccnfure our condu£l in the way 
tndft difgraceful and humiliating to us, viz. by a public difavowal 
and difapprobation, not of an a£l done by us, but of an inten- 
tion that was not carried into effed, and which intention is it- 
felf grofsly mifreprefcnted. The merchants have not ihewn 
fuch a difpofition of forbearance towards us as to induce your 
Grace to believe, that if they could Jiave proved us guilty of mif- 
condufi, they would have reforted to on attack upon an unexecuted 
intention, and have confined their application for redrefs to a 
difavowal of opinions entertained by us with refpedt to the jrighU 
and praftice of war. If we have afled illegally or unjufily, the 
courts of juiliccTire open to the parties who may think themfelves 
injured ; and, from the difpofition fbewn towards us in the me- 
morials prelcntcd to your Grace, it is manifcd thattendernefsto 
' us is not the motive which has hitherto withheld the claimants from 
fccking redrefs in the ordinary way. 

Since our return to this country, we have made all the in- 
quiry in our power with rcfpedt to the pradlice in fonner wars, 
where any iiiand or place has been carried by alfault ; and, inflead 
of difcovcring that we have exceeded former prafiice with refpeA 
to riie feiziire of booty, we find that we have fallen very far 
ihort of it. In his Majefty 's feparatq inftrudlions to Sir Cliarks 
' Grey, dir(?flions are given with rcfpeft to 'the diviijon of aiiv 
booty that might be taken on fhore ; and we thcrefbor prefumcd) 
- that it muft have been his Majefty 's intention tiiat fiich propertjf> 
as by the rights and praflice of war became vefted in the crown, 
(hould be feized and diftributed between the army and navy as 
booty. We' have always underftood it to be admitt^ as a geoeial 
prcpoiition, that goods taken from an enemy are the property of 
)lhe conquerors ; and that it is an acknowledged right, by the law 
of nations, to feize enemies goods whencvor they can he-found, 
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i^ tlie^lA^rs are not reftreio^ from doing fo under fonje cora< 
pa£t or capitulation. Seizures of a fimilar nature to that made by 
ysat Martinique have been made in every war for many years, 
paft ; as for infiance, at Vigo iq {7oa» at Peyla in 17459 at Se-> 
nenl in 17599 at the Havannah in 1763, at Omoa in 1780, and 
at St. Euftatiur. in 1781. The property taken at the lail-men- 
tioned place included all the goods and eQFeds, of every defcrip- 
tion, found upon.the ifland. except fome incon()derable quantities 
given up to a few- individuals, and yet no indruAions werp given 
to tbe admiral and general for making fuch a fei;(urc. It uas 
ho3^ever afterwards approved by his Majefty, a^d ^ grant made 
of the "whole property taken in favour of the captors. 

In the conference between your Grace and the fDprchantsit 
feems to have been taken for granted, that the proclamations 
coiQplained of by them were inconfiftent with that of the if^ of 
January. If your jGrace will refer to the latter ypjj lyilj find, 
that in the event of the terms offered by it not being acceded to, 
all perfons a<Sling in defiance of it were to be treated ^^ as ene- 
mies, and expofcd to all the evils which the operations of war 
would nc^eflarily bring, both on their perfons and polTeflions.*' 
In this predicament were, all the inhabitants of the conquered 
iflands, and confequently all our fubfequent orders ought to be 
coofideredas ifliied againft perfons fubjed to all the rights and 
Severities of wan And although your Grace (cems to have been 
of opinion^ that in exercifmg thofe rights we were unauthorifed 
by any ** power," other than the force we commanded ; yet upon, 
a re-confideration of the fubjeft, we are perfuaded your Grace 
will findf that we pofleiTed all the power vefted in his Maje^ly as 
fovereign of the t^ate, whofe fprce >ye, commanded, and were not 
only warranted, but in duty bound, to exercife.the rights of war 
in fuch manner as we ffaould think moil likely to meet with, his 
M^efty's approbation, regard being had to the inftruflions with, 
which he had honoured us. In the (ituation in which we were 
placed, much was left to our difcretion. His Majedy pointed 
out to us the objedls he wifhed to accompliHi, but the> means 
were left to us; and with refpeft to all inferior objeds, they 
were left to our management, without any inihudions whatever. 
If we h^ve* exceeded Off ^bufed the powers delegated to us, wq 
arc not only amepabje to his MajcAy in a court military, but to 
alL individuals in thp ordinary courts of juftice. We are per^ 
juaded, that neither your Grace, nor any other of his Majeity's 
fbinifterSf will t^i^k us objeds of cenfure on the ground of mere 
vnexeaited intentions^ even '\{ they Ibould be found to have o^^i^ 
gioated in error or mi^ake. We are copvin^edjt that it never 
occurred to thp inhabitants. of the captyre^ inlands, that we had 

ated/.theoi with unwarranted fcy.er.ity, until the idea was fug- 
ed to them by Britifh traders, whp bad.intcrefted views to an- 
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fsrer. Our condod w«s approved by the prineipat i^^nferaint 
thepuUrc officer? of the i(Ialrtd8,as your Grade will pcreetfe hf 
the tcftimonials which we take the liberty to fubjoin, Varieof 
ipirreprefentations having been circulated as to the value and' e»>* 
tent of the property feized, it is proper that your Grace (houM 
be informed, that the whole which was taken, both afloat and 
on fhore (e^epting anns and militaiy ftores) produced Ofitf 
£. 183,000, our proportioi^ of which, ihouM it not be diniinifiie4 
by claims or litigation, or by diihonoured bills, will be ^« 1 1^437 
each. — We truft your Grace will excufe our having entered at 
fuch great length into the difcuflion xA the fufajed, as we confi- 
der our perfonal honour, and the reputation we have hithertoj 
held in fociety, as fcrioufly attacked.

BY the rcfolvcs of the fupcrior council, which I have the ha- 
iiour to tranfmit to you, Sir, you will fee that, the court, in ap-< 
{x>inting me commill'ary for the purpofe of carrying on a regulai* 
correfpondence with you, has efpecially direded nne to inform 
you of its opinion on the meafures taken by his excellency Sir 
Charles Grey to fecure the tranquillity of this colony. 

The court has had feme reafon to believe. Sir, that perfons, 
thcyed by. various motives, have . eildeavou red to throw fome 
blame on the operations of his excellency concerning the indivi- 
duals fcnt away, and whofe refidence in this ifland would have 
hazarded the fafcty, not only of Martinique, but of all the 
Weft Indies. The court thinks that it is its duty to undeceive^ 
las much as it is in its power to do fo, his Maje(ly*s miniftcrs, 
that they might not fufFer themfelves to be impofed upon ; and 
this is what I am dire^led to le( them know through you* 

The proclamations ilFued by the commanders in chief at the 
tune they attacked Martinique, and which,, probably, had beeii 
penned agreeable to the diredtions they had, thefe proclamatiors 
iiad beforehand declared the meafures that have been taken fuioe 
— full of clemency, while they held forth a pardon to all thofe 
who would oppofe no refiftanc^e, and even iheltered them f;om 
the criminal profccution of the law, for all the heinous and fan- 
guinary ad^s of which they had been guilty — they in the mean 
^me had made, however, a fpecial refer ve, which they declared 
to /be unavoidably fulfilled, viz* the fending away all guilty 
people, and all individuals dangerous to fociety, in a country 
.where his Majefty's intention was to re-eilabli(h the reign of 
good order and laws. 

So evidently neccflary was this meafure, tirat it feems necdlefs 
to prove it — an4 indeed of what was conipofed the fet of people 
of which his excel Icucy Sir Charles Grey has endeavourcri to ex- 
onerate the colony ? Whites moftly ftained with crimen, all ia- 
ftigators or agents of defirudion or conflagration — peo{)le of co- 
lour entirely loft m guilt ; and ilaves ahiied againft tUeir mafters, 
it certainly wouW have met the general with, if in each of thofc 
dalles the public puniihment of fome of the mpll guilty indi.- 
vidoals had fervcd as an example to terrify the audacity of 
whpmfoever would prefume to invc^lve again the coV>ny in frciii 
difturbances ; but by forbearing to put in foi'^c fu<2h ft verity, adl- 
vantngeous as it vvajs, it became . iht^ more ncceflur) to remove 
. . • to 
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fo matiy ptoplef whole impunity c^ld only entice theni to coo^' 
mit crimes again, Gould any trimquillity be expeded in thi( 
colony bv forcing the cblonifts to remain furrounded by all thofe 
who naa murdeiisd their relations^ their friends ; whohadpltm- 
dered and committed to th6 flames their propei^y^ and who were 
ftill in the fame dlfpofition of mind? Could the commanderf id 
chief, with the firiall foroes they bad, preferve under the dominion 
f)f Great Britain this coumry, where fomany individtlals avowed 
ftill publicly thefe fentinnentSy cdmrary to the new government { 
and declared, in an open manner, that they expeded nmhing but 
a little afliftance from the convention to be mafters again, ami 
deliver up the colonics to the guillotine ? And ihould this b€ 
looked upon as a bare aflertion, let the truth of it be judged by it 
refteAion on the events of Guadalouipe. This colony, which had 
juft paiiqd to the Britilh government, had been only partly cleaitd 
as yet of the dangerous individuals it contained — A fmall ftrma^ 
Inent from the Republic arrives ; the republican chiefs are at firfl 
at a lofs ; they hefttate, and are at nH>(l ready to quit the coaft $ 
but from every point of the Ihore they receive iiiformation ; they 
are apprized of the weakneiis of the garrifon, and of every ctr- 
Cumttance that may be favourable to their enterprise ; tbey are' 
invited to make an attempt ; they do it, and are foon joined by 
all the perfidious enemies which Guadaloupe (liU concealed, and 
bv all thofe whd hid not been removed far enough not to med 
a^ain at the firll opportunity. 

What has been the confequence of this ? You know it too' 
well. Sir. .By thefe events the fsffety of the old and new pof^ 
ielltons of Great Britain in the Weft Indies htas been and is Rilt 
in peril. 

Therefore It is now very evident (for all thofe who areriot led 
by particular interefl to think, or to feem to thrnk otherwife) tlialf 
far from having exceeded the line of precaution neceflary on that 
point, authority has remained within it. 

Let us now examine what has been the cobrfuS of Sir Chtfks 
Grey in the manner of ftilfilling thefe mcafures : 

Guided by that love of juftice which diftinguiihes hinl, by that 
goodntfs which is the foundation of his character, lamenfmg the • 
meafuix'S equfky and public fafety obliged him to take, he has 
fiegledai nothing to come at the truth. He has takeif evfeiy 
polfible pi^ecaution to prevent private animafity firom having 
any influensu: on thofe operations ; he has fpared neither his time, 
nor pains ao J trouble, to difcover the errors into whichhe might 
have been lid. Sometimes, through the apprehenfion of being- 
iinjuft, he has preferred rather to be lefs prudent, and in the 
conteft bcfvcen his opinion! aiKl thegoodnefs of his heart,^ the 
latter has always had the advantage. With regard to the pro- 
. pcrty of ii.dividuals killed in armS| abfent fugitives^ or trant

1% #&s' it^ 'di/ty %o ma- 
nifeft it, in order to let nothing be unh^wh^tb^hhs-Mlrajefty's mi- 
nifters erf* what may contribtite to the peatre and pir&fperity of this 
colony, and in order to do that juftice which is tiiie to ft ttoimaft- 
der^ whofe pure, upright, and h^evol^t inttihtidhs hupc dif- 
played themfdves in nunierons circumAhnces undoubtedly. If, 
being almoft conflantly taken up with military operations, and if, 
finding it impoflible to obferve every thing himfelf. It has been 
tdtally out of his power in fuchaibo^ fpace of time t6 make 
this colony reap all the advantages he wiflied, he has however 
procured to it very great ones progreflively, and this continual 
care will procure more. But his conduA has particuliarly been 
worthy of praife in the line in which I am efpecially dire6ked lo 
convene with you ; and I am now to beg of you, Sir, in the 
name of the court, to declare to his Majefty's minifters, that if 
'tiie colony of Martinique, in the feries of difturbancei ahd dan- 
ger i>y which it has been furrounded, and notwithflanding the 
efiorts of agitators, has enjoyed fome tranquillity; we are indebted 
for it to the meafures taken on that point by the commander in 
chief.

HIS Majefty is gracioufly pleafcd to approve of the pJan fug- 
gefted in Sir John Jervis and your joint letter, for the diftributjon 
of fuch booty as may be taken in yonr expedition ; and I (hall:

Whitehall^ l2th May^ ^795- 
Gentlemen, 
I HAVE received, through Lord Penrhyn, your memorial,^ 
praying for a flrong military force, both by fca and land, for the 
general protetlion of the Britifli Wefl India iflands, and a fepan 
rate garrifon to be flationed in each ifland ; alfo for a public dif- 
avowal of the proclamations iflued during the command of Sir 
Charles Grey and Sir John Jervis. 

The anfwer already given by Mr. Secretary Dundas, and the 
exertions which' have been, and which continue to be, made for 
the protection of our Weft India polfeffions, render it unneccflary 
for me to dwell upon thofe parts of your memorial which relate, 
to the military fupplies you require. 

With regard to a public difavowal of the above proclamations, 
I cannot help referring to my letter to you of the 30ih of April,^ 
as containing the moft direft and conclufive teftimony of the

Sub^ance of a Proclamation to the Dutch PeopUyfrom the Provijional 
Reprefentatives of Holland^ dated 20th March, 1795. 

WHEREAS we gave to the inhabitants of Holland, io our 
publication of the 4th of March, a true defcription of the melan- 
choly fituatipn of the finances of the country : every one muft 
eafily have been convinced of the necellitv of reftoring ihem, in 
order to extricate the country from the diftrefs in which it is 
plunged^ and to defend it vigorouily againft the threatened attack 
on the part of a nation which feemed formerly to be .the friends 
of the Batavians, but which has already done great damage to 
tbem, and is now taking the neceflary n^eafurcs to attack them, 
as an avowed enemy, by force of arms, and to deftroy them en- 
tirely, if poffible. But whereas it is impoflible to refill the enemy, 
if we do not put our army and navy on a refpe^lable footing, and 
whereas this cannot be done without fome confiderable fums of 
money, &c. &c. 

Every inhabitant is therefore ordered to furnifli, In the fpace 
of one month, all the uncoined gold and filver or plate which he 
pofleiTes.

filled by a confiderabie number of inhabitiantti of the ifland, of 
French extradioh, who had taken the oaths of allegiance and 
fidelity to his Majefty, aSing under th6 diredion of Chatoyei, a 
Gharaib chief, acknowledged by them as general and commander 
of the whole, at the very moment when they were profeffing anf 
sfflfeflionate attachment to the fociety by whom they have bcien 
fofter^d, anti to the laws under which they have been pr6teded. 

That this attack is thefefere confidered as the aggreffiot^ of the 
Charaibs, aided by a lawlefs banditti of French inhabitants, 
tra'itolrs to their king and country, aftuated by motives of rapine 
atld murder, whofe proceedings muft be difavowed by all civilifed 
l^ations, for the following fiibftantial reafons : 

Becaufe no armed force has been landed in the iiland by any 
j^erfons adting under the authority of our open enemy. 

BeCaufe the Charaib chief, Chatoye, has been acknowledged! 
^ the general and commander of all the forces who have made 
^is unnalufat war againf! us. 

Becaufe the proceedings of the armed forces were conduced 
With *very fpeci^s of cruelty, by fire, murder, and uhnecefl&ry 
devaftation, through every part of the windward country, for the 
fircceffiori of many days, when no refinance was made in that 
quarter. 

Becaufe many unarmed and unrefifting flaves, without any ap- 
parent provocation, were murdered along the diilbrent roads 
through the iftand. 

Becaufe the unfortunate Englifli prifoners, taken at Chateau^r 
Bellair,- about Monday the 9th of this month, were mafl^cred on 
the Saturday morning following, upon Dorfetfhi re-hill, in th^ 
moft barbarous and cruel manner. 

A6luated by thefe motives, 1 am bound to confider the prefent 
attack as a t^eafbnable plof, not conduded for the fair and avowed 
objed of conqueft, but for the purpofe of extern6ii)ating the 
. Ehglifh inhabitants in th6 country. 

To ftich an enemy I cannot apply the laws of war. They 
have begun the violation of them, aqd profefs to hold them it{ 
contempt. 

To thofe who may come agarnft us as an open and avowed 
enemy, ^pd who may by the fortune of war fall into our hands, 
I propofe the fanie treatrhent which bur couritrymcri, wfio iare 
prifoners, f^ceive frohi therin. 

To thofe (ubjeQs of French extraSfon who are faithful to the 
6ath^ iyhich ibey baya takep^ | proniife prote£lionj» and hereby

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fs^sf^ite ,8ll h\f M^eifty's fubjefis to u^ their vJtmoSt exideajrouip 
fbskt no infult or injury may be offered to them* 

As J }^m ftill ready and anxious to make allqwances for tho^ 
y^o have ibeen fe^uced from their duty, or who'may Jiaveibe^p 
l^u^antly compelled to join a defpera^e and cruel enemy, I pro* 
«iife nr^ejcy to fuch as may furrender themfelves on or before tljfi 
p^^j^tY'fifth day of the prefent mon^h, provided they bave n^ 
been .conc(^rned io apy pf the murders comniitted^ or b^ve ac|I 
iKcn principals in ;the prefent unnatural rebellion.

^ITIZENS, -the committee.of .public fafety h^s ordered me to 
*- l^y before you the differept difpatch^s which they haye re- 
' chived, relative .tp your naval fprce in the Mediterranean, 'tl^e 
iorce, copCf^iQg of fifteen &il of the line, fix frigates, and thr^ 
4:i|tter.s, l^ft Toulon on the iith of Ventofe, (March ift) at two 
/q'cIqcJc in the afternoon. It was under the command of .Rear- 
Admiral Martin ; the reprefentative of the people, Le Tdurnier 
.^f X^ M^nch, was on board the admiral's (hip. The chief ob- 
.je^.was to find out the Englilh, iight them, drive them frc^ 
jtbe Mediterranean, and reflore ^ free navigation. £very mea- 
rfure h^d .been adopted by your committee, and by the reprefenta- 
itives of the people in the fouth, to facilitate the execution of 
.ihis plan ; ,and though difficulties h^ve been hitherto experienced, 
-tbe. events that b^ve taken place do not induce us to think,, eve^ 
.BOW, the. execution of this plan is impracticable, ^hatey^t 
^mid^voleocc, always eager to exaggerate the (lighted checks, may 
oiffirm, the.Yortpne pf ^jic Republic is not to be defpaired of by 
ifca ipore than by l^nd.

L'Akeftf , commanded by the brave Lejoille, led tlie van/ aii^ 
tnanoeiiVring with great fkiily came up with the enemy's (bifS 
attacked He'r with intrepidity, and did [o much damage to her 
mafts and rigging, that, after a quarter of an hour's engagement, 
the Berwick ftruck her flag in fight 6f the French fleet, which 
was then in ftiH chace, and was on the point of fiidCo^tiXig the 
itfack of the frigates. So glorious a begihning irifiifed the litmoft 
Joy into all hearts, and every perfon* predifted the moft fuccefsfiil 
events. The fliset kept oii' its courfe till the 23d V«ntofc, 
{March 13) when divers occurrences took placej which were 
attended with difaftrous confcquences. In the firft place, tht 
Mercure, of 74 guns, was feparated from the fleet in a g^le of 
wind, in which (he loft her mizen/ n-aft. The admiral's fliipi 
Le Sans Culotte, of 120 guns, was alfo feparated from the fleet 
on the night of the 23d Ventofe — the caufe of this feparation is 
not yet known. The deputy Letourneur and the admiral were 
not theti on board, having previoufly gone on board the frigate 
ILa Fripbne, in order the better to obferve and d'lrcGt the itaval 
opej;ations. At length Le Ca-Ira, which had conftantly embar- 
rafled the fleet by falfe manoeuvrds^ fell on board the Vidoirc, 
and carried away two top-mafts. The Englilh fleet was then in 
fight, and both fleets were ftandihg towards the cape of Noli. 
The blunders of the Ca-Ira expofed her to the fire of the enemy's 
Van ; during two hours fhe luftained an engagement with the 
whole van. The frigate La Veftale was then ordered to take 
het in tow, which (he did with equal flcill and courage. Sooir, 
however, an erroneous manoeuvre of the Cenfeur, and her ob- 
ftirtacy ih perfifting in it^ notwithftanding the orders (he had re»- 
ceived, placed the Ca-Ira in the fame fituation of danger from 
which (he had been juft extricated, and alfo involved the Cenfeur. 
This (hip, which was at the head of the line, had received orders 
to make fail for the purpofe of feconding the Veftale, and of co- 
vering the Ca-Ira> during the period of her being in tow. At 
firft the captain of the Cenfeur took no notice of the order. The 
admii:al and the deputy then went on the poop to repeat the or- 
der. ' The captain thought that this order had alfo for its objeA 
the taking of the Ca-Ira in tow. In vain did the frigate L'Arc- 
thufe carry an order to him to refume his ftation in the line. 
The fecond order was as ill executed as the firft. At break of 
day on the 24th, (March 14th) the Cenfeur and Ca-Ira were fe- 
parated from the body of the fleet, and very near the enem/s 
rear. It was at hatf paft fix that a bloody aftion cojftmienced 
between all the Engli(h fleet and a part of our*s,- which lafted 
till two o'clock in the aftetnoon. The ^iti(h* fleet was com- 
manded by Vice-Admiral Hotham ; h con(ifted of thirteen fail 
of the line, four of which were three-deckers^ ^ine frigates, and 
feveral cutters j the fleet bad alfo been joined^ lioce its failing 

fton^ 
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from Leghorn, by two Neapolitan (hips of the line. Our fleet, 
at firft^ amounted to fifteen fail of the line. 1 he abfence of the 
Mercure and Sans Culotte, the only three-decker we had, re- 
duced the number to thirteen. At the beginning of the adlion 
our fleet was becalmed, and rendered unable to fuccour the Cen- 
four and Ca-Ira. The enemy's fleet, on the contrary,' had the 
advantage of a light land breeze, which enabled it to execute any 
manoeuvre. It was in this pofition that our two fhips were 
heavily canonaded by three (hips of the line, one a three-decker. 
They returned, however, a furious and well-direded fire. Our 
headmoft Ihips now beginning to have the advantage of a light 
wind, the admiral gave the fignal to form the line of battle aftera 
of the Duquefne, for the purpofe of refcuing the Ccnfcur and 
Ca-Ira ; here the fame difobedience of orders was manifefted by 
the captain of the Duquefne ; this (hip, inflead of obeying the 
fignal, pafled to the windward of the Britifh fleet, inflead of 
placing herfelf between the fleet of the enemy and our two fhips. 
The Duquefne was followed by the ViSoire andTonnant, which 
fuflained the fire from the enemy's line. The fliips, however, 
returned a vigorous fire, which did much damage to the enemy. 
Thefe were the only (hips that could come into aftion ; the reft 
of the fleet was becalmed, and could neither follow the three fliips 
nor fupport them. During all this time, the Ca-Ira ^nd Cen- 
feur were expofed to the fire of three of the enemy's (hips, which 
they returned with exemplary courage. They carried away two 
of their main-mafts, and their mizen-mafts. The enemy^s three- 
decker, however, fo raked the Ca-Ira, which was already dif* 
abled, and fo damaged the Cenfeur, that flic (truck as foon as 
(he had loft her main-maft. 

Thus terminated an a£lion, in which courage endeavoured to 
repair as much as po(rible the errors arifing from want of con- 
dfidl, inexperience, and obilinacy. The (liips proved that they 
were defended by Frenchmen, and we (hall foon be convinced, 
that, every thing confidered, the Englifti obtained no real ad- 
vantage over us, though they took two of our (hips. After the 
ipombat, the reprefentaiive of the people refolved to retreat, for 
the purpofe of carrying our damaged Ihips and the Berwick into 
port. The Berwick was found at anchor in the giilph of Juan, 
' with the Mercare, which fortunately arrived there after her fc- 
paration from the fleet. The whole fquadron then anchored at 
Hycres, except the Vifloire, Berwick, and Timoleon, and the 
frigates Alcefte and Minerve, which the deputy thought proper 
to fend to Toulon, for the purpofe of putting aftiore their fick, 
and repairing their damages. Such are the difpatches received 
from our colleague to the 26th Ventofe (March 16.) 

The courier of the day before yeftefday brought us another 
letter from Lctourneur, dated from Hycres, 2d Germinal 
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(March 22): — The letter informs us of .the {aieiaaiyial.of idil 
fine fhip Le Sans Culotte, about the 'fate of ivhich wa ^v^erc^tx^ 
tremely uneafy. This fhip feparated in a thick fog^ rand:tbough 
chaced by five Englifh fhips, arrived fafe at ]GenQa> andjafteis 
wards proceeded to Hyeres. 

Tubeau and BefFroy, the deputies, have liTued a prodamatiao 
in the fouth, calculated to quiet the minds of the people lyith jxl- 
ipe£t to this combat. 

A letter from Rover, the deputy at Toulon, fays, (that one of 
our failors belonging to the Cenfeur, who got away hy fwim- 
ining, has brought an account of the finking of the Ca-Io* 
Other letters to the marine and colonial cominiflion by the civil 
commiflary, and the head engineer at Nice, inform us, that- tbe 
fliores of that port are covered with the wrecks of a 74 gun fliip,; 
on a piece of maft has been difcovered the letters /i&i— Thefe 
belong to none of our fhips. The cuftom of the Englifh istQ 
put the names of their fhips on various parts of the fhip. Thil 
piece of mafl probably belongs to an Englifh fhip ; and as theie 
was in the Englifh fleet a (hip called the Illuflrious, of 74. guns, 
there is every reafon to prefume that this fhip, which was much 
damaged in the a£iion, has funk, as well as the Ca- Ira. — Thus 
the calculation is — 

Lofl by the French 2 fhips, (Cenfeur and Ca-Ira.) 
Lofl by the Englifli 2 (Berwick and Illuftrious.) 

The Ca-Ira has funk ; the Cenfeur remains in their poflefHoa 
a mere wreck ; while we have the Berwick, a new fhip of the 
fame force ; befide« the honour of having fought .with five .fhips, 
a fleet of thirteen fale of the line, which had all the advantage of 
wind, and was befides reinforced by two Neapolitan fhips. Such 
is^he detail which your committee has received. 

It appears that great faults were committed in this cruife, not 
on the part of the crews, who fhewed themfelves full of ardour 
and difcipline, but on the part of feveral of the commanders.-?- 
Into the condufl: of thefe officers your committee mean to dire£la 
fevere inquiry. They who have failed in the performance of* 
their duty fhall be feverely punilhed ; cowards and inexperienced 
men fhall be difmiifed, and their fituations fhall be given to men 
of courage and experience. The fame fpirit of juflice ought to 
induce you to reward, by a public teftimony of fatisfa<Slion, fuch 
pf the failors as on this cruife bravely fuflained the honour of the 
national flag ; particularly the failors and officers of the frigate 
L'Alcefle. The adion which 'fhe maintained with the Englifh 
fhip the Berwick, is one of the mofl memorable naval actions of 
which hiftory makes mention.

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flrander of the Alcefte, and on the brave Florimont Rainva); th&

npHE reprefentatives of the people have teen infortned iiytbe 
"*■ multiplied complaints of the different communes and inhabit 
tants of the conquered countries, of vexations they have experier)- 
ced from feme of the agents of the Republic, by certain requifir- 
tions which have only turned out to their perfonal profit. The 
moment is come when the agents ought to give in their accountsj 
their condud in the conquered countries will undergo the fe** 
vcreft examination, and the moll rigorous refponfibility (hall await 
thofe againft whom fhall be prefented juft remonftrances i^ it iS 
now that the inhabitants of the conquered countries ought to opeq: 
themfelves with confidence. Let it be told to every one ; the 
Republic wiflies to know and to punifh thofe who have abufed 
their powers, or compromifed the honour of the government 
for fatisfying their avarice ; it wiflies to force them to. make 
indemnity, fuch as impartial juftice fliall command. 

It is for attaining this end that the reprefentatives of the people 
addrefs to the inliabitants of the communes the fcheme of the 
fubjoincd table, inviting them to carry to their rcfpeftive muniv 
cipalities the rcquifitions which have been made from every one 
individuallly or colle£liveIy. The central adminiftratioja is 
charged to gather in the particular tables of each commune by ' 
the furrounding adtninirtrations and to make a general table, that 
it may be* remitted to the reprefentatives of the people. 

The efficacy of this meafure depends abfolutely on the celerity 
vuh which it is executed. The reprefentatives of the people 
hope, therefore, that it will not fufFer any delay, and that the 
civil adminiftrations will the more prefs the execution of it, as it 
will furnilh to them an opportunity of flievving their attachnaent 
to the Republic and to the interefls of its adminiftration.

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would neither have been folid nor durable ; it would only hive 
been the (hadow of a peace. ^ You will judge in your wifilom on 
reading the treaty, if your committee has accomplifhed itsobjed. 
Thdtigh you have not yet pronounced on the limits of the terri* 
tory of the Republic, your committee has thought it its duty 
to ad in this refpe£l according to the apparent opinion of the 
nation ; but the principal point was to re-e(tabli(h, and even im- 
prove our external connexions. With this view we thought it 
our duty to reftore the commercial intercourfe between Pruf&a 
and the French Republic, and even to extend it, by removing 
"Hhe theatre of war from the north of Germany* 

The propofition for it has been made by the king of PniiBa« 
He will acquire by this a great weight among' the dates of. the 
empire of which he has been the benefa£tor ;. and we thought 
it advifable that a power, now become our friend, ihiould havft 
a preponderance in the circles of the empire, which may be cx- 
ercifed to our advantage. We are ready and willing to admit, 
that every account proves the Pruflian nation has never allowed 
any occation to efcape, in the whole courfe of this war, of teftify- 
ing their afFeftion and efteem for us ; which even their fuppofed 
intereft has not been able to diminifh or alter. 

It muft not be difTembled that your committee of public lafety 
lias been expofed to all the obftacles which the diftance of the 
place of conference and the diplomatic forms would naturally 
give birth to"; but feconded by the indefatigable zeal of your am^ 
baflador in Switzerland, it has overcopie them all, and he has 
been ailifled by no other arms than thofe of republican freed(»n 
and honefly, which end in carrying conviftion to all minds* 

This peace, citizens reprefentatives, is not the only one 
under the meditation of your committee. Continue to employ all 
your energy and wifdom to deftroy the plots of the malevolent. 
The emiflaries of our cruel enemies know but too well the 
wifhes of other governments for peace, and endeavour to prevent 
them from treating by promoting convulHons among us. 

People of France ! remain inacceffible to all perfidious in*

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Tallieffs Report to the National Convention of France ^ on the Ex^ 
ceffes committed in Spain^ delivered on the loth of April^ ^795- 

Y'OyR committee of public fafety with grief lays before you. 
the excefles and the crimes which, under the reign of ter- 
ror, in obedience to the orders of our laft tyrants, have fullied the 
conquefts made in Spain by one of our armies. Your committee 
knows its duty, and the power witli which it is invefted by your 
confidence. But it has not thought proper to tat;e upon itfelf 
alone the remedy of thofe crimes and excefles, and therefore it 
thinks that a fudden a^ of national juflice, which it has framed^ 
might to be decreed by the whole of the national conveption. 

The province of Guipufcoa, which is occupied by the army of 
the Eaftern Pyrenees, and the province of Bifcay, adjoining it, 
are worthy of particular intereft, on account of their produ£lions» 
but more efpeciallv on account of the charaSer of their inhabi- 
tants. In the midft of general fervitude, they have preferved 
many traces of liberty ; they' have conftitution^l laws, fomc of 
which preferve a (Iriking refemblance to qur ©wn, aqd whicrh are 
one of the moft powerful barriers which the f^eafon and the cou^ 
rage of the people have preferved againfl defpotifm in favour of 
their rights. You will judge of the general Ipirit qji thofe l^Ws 
>y the tpftor of the fegoad, which rum thp? \

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<* If any agent of arbitrary power fhall prefcnt himfelf ia 
the province, the firft citizen who may meet him ouglit to order 
him to retire; if he refufe, he ought to be again ordered, and 
if he refufe a third time, he ought to be killed." 

The character of the inhabitants of thefd countries is as ener' 
getic as their laws. Formed for liberty, and naturally open and 
full of aftdlion and efteem towards the people who fight for ir^ 
they are, of all thofe, on the territories of whom the Republic 
has carried her* arms, the perfons who have beheld- our approach, 
with the lead alarm. Your committee will preferve iileiice as 
to the details of the horrors committed in thefe countries by the 
chief miniders, and by their fubonUnate agents: it will- hcMitt 
tongue, for reafons which your wifdom will perceive, and will ■ 
confine itfelf to meafures of accommoidation only. . :• 

In Catalonia, at the approach of our armies, the cities,, the 
towns, and the villages, were dieferted; the people, fled with all 
the nnroveables and goods which they could carry, and: burnt thofc 
which they could not take with them : fuch was their terror^ or 
their hatred, that they would only deliver to our vidoctous pilar 
lanxes a country void of fubfldence and inhabitants. The .peo- 
ple of Gulpufcoa remained, on our approach, peaceable in 
their homes, or elfe they prcfented thcmfelves before us, rejoicing 
in aconqueft which promifecj them the refloration of their rights, 
for it was far from their thoughts to imagine that they woidd not 
obtain, from a free and generous people, that which the x^aod 
flavifh and ferocious nations do not refufe to the people whom they 
conquer, namely, the precife execution of the conditions, under 
which they furrender: but the fyftem of blood, of madnefs, and* 
of deftruSion, which then oppreflTed France, alfo fpread itfelf 
to our conqueds. Behold the details of a part of the crimed and 
excefles which have been committed j — it will be difl^cult for you 
to remain unmoved by the recital. 

The city of St. Sebaftian opened its gates without refinance; 
the dates of Guipufcoa were aflembled, and were offering up 
their vows in favour of the French Republic. An arbitrary aS 
fyou diall know in due time and place fi-om whence it proceedJed) 
^iflblved them. The members chofen from anriong thofe inhabi- 
tants who had gained the confidence of the people by their pa- 
triot ifin and their probity, were arreted, and fent to Bayonne^ 
where they were imprifoned in the citadel. This aft of defpo- 
tifm. began to cxafperate the people, and other excefles concurred 
to alienate their affedion. The capitulation of St. Sebadian was 
fcandalopfly violated : the magidrates were driven a;way, and in 
their place were edabliflied a municipality of men whofe leaft 
vice was their immorality ; the churches were ihut-, the priefts 
arreded, and even the religious perfons were dragged* from their 
convents^ heaped on carts, and delivered to i picquet of liuflhrs, 

who 
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who made them crofs the conquered countries, imd conduced 
them to Bskfonne, where they were imprifoned and treated ia 
the moft barrbaroils maaner. 

You will feel the impreffion which this feries of injuftice, of 
vkrfence, and of atrocity, would make on a people fb attached 
to their religious opinions, and renowned for their refpeft for 
the faith of their treaties. All who poflcfled the means of flying 
abandoned their homes, and France \i^as apprehenfive that in 
Guipufcoa, as in Catalonia, ftie would have conquered defert* 
oftly. 

Such was the condu£l purfued in Guipufcoa. Let us fee how 
Bi&ay was treated. Several columns advanced into the interior of 
thecountry, with chains in one hand and firebrands in the other: 
a great number of villages were burned, as well as many towns, 
among which were Arracia-, Oudarrow, and Berriatua, fituated 
in vallies in the midft of mountains, where peace till then had in- 
hal^ited. The pcopfe of Bifcay faw, for the firfl time, the 
French and the Republicans; — did I fay French and Republi- 
cans ! — Thofe who committed fuch atrocities are unworthy of 
bearing thcfc honourable titles ; — and they faw exercifcd whatever 
was mofl' execrable, in deflruftion, debauchery, or pillage. 
Wives and daughters were violated, the unfortunate and defencc- 
lefs, who on the knees implored their lives, were inaflacred ; and 
they even carried away and mutilated a prief^, and then fent hini 
bfck again. 

Thcfc- abonririaHe atrocities met with the reward they de- 
f<Srved; The Bifcayers, who, like the inhabitants of Guipufcoa, 
woald probably have received us as brothers, have rifcn in a fnafs, 
and we have not now more exafperated enemies. They" occupy, 
to the number of 14 or 20,000 men, the ,defil6s and the woods, 
frcfm whence they fuddenly fall on our brethren in arms, and 
avenge in their blood the fufFerrngs which their relatFons have ex- 
perienced. I know, and Europe knows it as well as we, that 
nothing is impofTible to our republican phalanxes, and that when 
you order it, they can eafily, notwithftanding the energy which 
vengeance has given tp the Btfcayers, overcome their refiftance ; 
but ahned for the moft facred of caufes, fhould we fufFer it to1)C 
fiained with atrocities, and that a few villains fhould render the 
name of Frenchmen execrable among a people who might have 
blefled as, if the juftice of the agents of our government had 
Ijcen eqpal to the valour of our armed brethren ? . 

irtjie- ex^pefTes which we denounce to you had not had any 
p$her eflfefif than to excite compiaints, and to caufe the tears of 
the. oppreflcd to flow, they would have been equally criminal, 
andit ifould have been, not alone for your humanity, hut for 
TOur good poBcy, not to have permitted them to go unpiinifhed. 
^here \Sj^ I know nor how, curfes which attach to cruelty and 

injuftice. 
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injufticc, and which, fooner or later, draw down vengeance on 
the governments under which they have been committed with 
impunity. 

The fame means .which have obtained vour committee the 
Jcnowledge of the crimes it has denounced, might have ferved for 
bringing the guilty befoie the tribunals; but it has reje£led them: 
it has thought it its duty to give to this ad of national juftice all 
pofTible validity. Deeds which have foiled the glory of the 
French name ought not to be expiated by the interpofltion of a 
part of the reprefentatives of the people. The committee thinks 
that it becomes the whole national convention to difavow them, 
and to order reparation. It is in this view that your committee 
propofes to you the following decree: 

The national convention^ after having heard the report of its 
committee of public fafety, 

!• Difavowsthe cruelties and injuflice committed by. the agents 
of the late government in the conquered countries in Spairiy 
and efpecially in the provinces of Guipufcoa and Bifcay. 

a. A proclamation (hall be publifhed, in which fhall be de* 
clared the principles of humanity and juflice which ought to 
have been obferved in the conquered countries, efpecially io 
Guipufcoa and Bifcay. 

3. The committee of public fafety is charged with the draw- 
ing up of this proclamation. It (hall alfo decree to purfue and 
l)ring before the tribunals the oppreiTors of thofe countries, and 
{hall caufe to be fet at liberty the inhabitants of Guipufcoa who 
'have been arbitrarily imprifoned, and who yet may remain in a 
ftate of arreft. 

Theji decrees were adopted in the midfl of the greateft applaufe^ 

Charles Delacroix moved, that the report and the decree be 
printed, and tranflated into Spanifli ; and that the guilty expiate 
their crimes at St. Sebaftian. 

This motion was agreed to. 
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Proclamation from the Committee of Puhlif Safety of the French 
Convention^ to the Inhabitants of ^he Province of Guipufcoa. 

THE French people, forced to wage war by the coalition of 
the powers of Europe againft their liberty and independence,, 
after having driven them out of their territories, were obliged 
to follow them into their's, for their own fecurity, and in order 
to obtain indemnities from themj^ to which the French people are 
entitled. — But in conquering a territory formerly inhabited by 
their enemies, they have not forgot the principles of hymanity 

v4 
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and juftice \f hlch a generous and free people ought to bring with 
them where they come. This was the reafon of the national 
' convention having haflened to difown the horrors committed by 
the armies of the Republic in the conquered countries in Spain^ 
and particularly in the province of Guipufcoa. The agents of 
the tyranny which has almoft deftroyed France, have been the 
cayfe that the name of the Frencli has been tarniihed in fome 
places* Thefe were blood-thirfty men, who carried defolation 
into foreign countries, after they had done the fame in their own 
country. 

The revolutions of the 9th Thermldor, arvd the 12th Genni- 
nal, have annihilated the guilty hopes of thofe perfidious men, 
and juftice to all will, in future, be the conftant order of the 
day. The committee of public fafety is anxious to let the inha- 
bitants of Guipufcoa know the decree of the national convea-* 
tion, with refpe£k to the injuftice done by our former govern- 
ments. They think it their duty to proclaim, in the moft fo«. 
lemn manner, the principles which guide the operation of the 
prefent government of France. 

All the treaties, capitulations, and conventions, concluded be-> 
tween the agents of that government, and thofe of the conquered 
countries, ought to be moft religioufly obfcrved. All. private 
property is facred: he who violates it is a robber, and muft be 
puniflied as fuch. The inhabitants of the conquered country 
muft be governed according to their own laws and cuftoms, and 
no innovation is permitted to be introduced. 

The French people having proclaimed public worfhip, do not 
difturb that eftablifhed in the conquered countries ; the French 
people ivifli that public and religious opinions be refpefted. The 
French people revere old age, proteft infancy, refpeft conjugal 
fidelity and modefty, and punim with feverity thofe who violate 
thenii If thefe principles have been violated in a conquered 
country, the inhabitants are invited to find out and accufe the 
guilty, to the reprefentatives of the people with the armies, and 
Aey may be aflured that juftice. fhall be done to them.

T Am direflcd by your Committee of public fafciy to propottio 
-*• you to fend a new repreferitative of th6 people to the drmy 6f 
fte vrettcrn Pyrenees. 

This propofition will undoubtedly allonifh thofe who, led awjy 
%y the. fuggefttons of fome Machiavelian journals, iniagine, that 
in confequence of a pretended treaty lately concluded with Sp^in, 
we have already evacuated our conquefts in that country, and that 
ail hoftilities againfl: it are at an end. 

It would, perhaps, not be indifferent to fearch for the fourois 
of that falfehood; by this means, undoubtedly, yw would fie 
^ all the errors, all the falfehood, and all the calurnnieSf which, 
for a long time, have been fpread and inculcated with fuch rapi* 
i!ity, refpedling the moft important opejrations 6f the goverii** 
knent« 

Thofe who, in their falfe reports, haften a peace, which is itt 
much wiflied by Spain as deprecated by England, undoubtedly 
are the very fame perfons who invent arrivals from Lopdon to 
Paris, fometimes of Baronet Eden, and fometimes of Lord Speii* 
^r, for the purpofe of negotiating With the committee pf puMfc 
fafety; the fame, who invent the defeatjs of our ti"oops in.Eaft 
Friefland ; the fame, who the day before the arrival of the treaty 
of peace with Prullia, reported tliat all negotiation had becfnfcra* 
denly broken up ; the fame, who in that treaty fo interfiling jto 
the fate of Europe, throw in a fecret article which reftores Hol- 
land to its former mafter the Stadtholder ; the fame^ who make the 
committee of public fafety negotiate with the emprbfs of Ruffin 
againft the Swedes, Denmark, and Turkey, that is to fay, agaioft 
the natural allies of the French people; the fame, who repott disrt 
the Englilh fleet had been viftoridus in the late naval combat itk 
the Mediterranean, whilft, for two fliips whjjch we Iqft in tWB 
really miraculous engagement, where we had only five i^g^ged 
agarnfl: fifteen, it cott the Englifh the Berwick, of 74, conveyed 
in triumph into our ports, and the Britannia, of ido guns, 
which, fince the engagement, has appeared in no port; the Ilhif- 
trious, of 74, which is Itranded on the coaft of Nice, and the 
Bedford, the Courageux, and the Capitano, which were fo (hat* 
tered, that they retained not ^helcaft refemblance of a (hip ; thefe, 
in fhort, are the fame who dared to fay, that your committees, that 
you yourfelves, are going to refign the republican fyftem, and 
again to lead the French people under the yoke of royalty. In* 
deed, in-order to counteract the horrible plots which are founded 
upon thefc ridiculous imputations^ it is fufficient to prefent

and kills it. 

I return to the army of the weftern Pyrenees. The objeft is 
to concentrate more and more their operations; and therefore 
your committee propofes to vou, to add Maignand, the reprefen- 
tative of the people, to thofe who are already on that miflion.

Orders by General the Duke of Richmond. 

BrightOHj Jprll 20, 1795. 
'T^HE King having been plcafed, in confequence of the prefenk 
"■■ high price of bread, to direft that his forces, as well ift quar* 
ters as in barracks, fhaU, from the i8th day of April, 1795* re«i 
ceive their ^read at the fame rate as it will be furnimed to them 
in camp, the ufual camp ftoppage of five-pence per loaf is to 1)e 
made from each non-commiffioned officer and private foldier ; for 
ivhich a loaf of fix pounds weight, and as nearly as poilible of the 
lame quality as thofe delivered in camp, is to be furnifhed every 
foul: days,, and the difference betwe/eii five-pence and whatever the 
snsirket price of bread may be for fix pounds of bread of the above- 
mentioned quality, is to be paid to the bakers by the paymaifler 
of the corps, and charged in his public accounts. 

In places where it is not ufual, or it may not be convenient 
to bake loaves of fix pounds weighty the commanding officer may 
order l6aves of other fizes to be purchased, taking care to obferve 
the proportion above-mentioned, and that each non-commiflioned "

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iffierfr \ni privi^ roldier receives ttt' kinrf one pomid said a hulf of 
bread per day, and pays no more for it than at the rate of fiVew 
pttnce foi' fix pounds. 

• The comimriding officer will alfo, if not already done, dividir 
all his men, except thofe who arc married^ into ttgifhr meffw, 
ftom fix to ten or twelve, as may be convenient,, and fee that fof 
much of the pay as is dire£led by his Majefty's regulations to* bd 
laid out in food for the foWiersr, be ftriftly fo applied* 

The officers ate frecfu^ntly to vifrt the meflfes, to fee that they 
aVe properly Gotitlufted. 

His Majefty has alfo been further pleafed to fignify his pleafiire, 
that in cojifcquence of the pfefent high price of provifions^ con- 
trafts (hoiild be immediately entered into by the commanding 
officers.of regim^nt^, for the fujply of meat for their corps, nil-* 
der cerfaih regulations to be tranfmitted frojt\ the Secretary at 
war, fo as that the cxpehfe of riteat to the foldier fhall not ex- 
ceed four-pence halfperiny fier pound. The commanding officers 
will therefore proceed to enter into cOntrads accordingly, and thi 
Regulations from the fecretary at war will be tranfmitted to them 
as foon as received. 

The Duke of Richmond trufts the fojdiers wilj fee^ that, whtU 
every attempt at diforderly proceedings will be refifted with rigonf^ 
iind punifhed with feverity, every attention is paid to their real 
wants, when properly and regularly reprefcnted through theU 
officers 5 and he is confident that thefe repeated proofs of his Ma* 
jefiy*s gracious attention to their fltuation will animate them with

A happy treaty of peace between hisMaJc- 
hy and the ;Republic of France has been fign^ed, on ,tl^ 5th o£ 
April, •1795J at Bafle, and has afterwards been ratified by the rcr 
'fpe^ive contrafting parties. This treaty grants to the Pruifian

JJis Majefty flatters himfelf with the confcioufnefs, that al^

^spure, and bis views as liberal and difinterefted as. they hav^ 
been, hitherto, with refpeS to the great concerns which haveem*? 
ployM the eflForts of all Europe. His Majefty is able, with con- 
• fcious fatisfaft^on, to fubmit his conduft to the judgment of his 
4>hferving cptempoi;aries, and to that of fcrutinizing pofterity ; hjs 
intereft: in the whole of this war has never been his individual in-

lating torrents,, and the enterprizes ,of this dreadful. cAemy ; sM^d 
.at all times has direjfted his efforts fo as. to dcf<?rve to.lMS cpnfidei:- 
ed the .prQtejftor.and favioiir of Qerraany, Ppfterity will ua- 
doubtcdly Ibcw itfelf thankful to.,tbc Prufliw armiej, for having 
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faVed the German empire, in the beginning of this war, from the 
iirft powerful and rapid invafion made by General Cuftine, before 
any declaration of war had been iflbed by the empire or any ho- 
ftile preparation had been made ; when, after that powerful enemy 
had rufhed and penetrated almoft into the very heart of Germany, 
the courageous Pruflian armies, with their wonted difcipline and 
military (kill, fucceeded in driving them from the territories of the 
empire, in re-conquering from them the fortrefs of Mentz and 
' the opulent town of Frankfort, and in re-uniting and ieciiring the 
German empire, which had» already been torn afunder. 

Pofterity will be thankful to thofe troops, who, during three 
campaigns, in which the armies of the allies on the banks of the 
Rhine, oh the right as well as on the left, met with the greatefl: 
misfortunes, have always perfifted in defending the banks of that 
river, and have proved themfelves the unfliaken rampart <5f the 
heart of Germany, which they defended with the greateft courage 
and perfeverahce ; and who, when perverfe fortune had loft to 
the allies the United Netherlands, and when the undefended north 
of Germany flood open to the entrance of the viftorious enemy^ 
haftened to the places where danger threatened in the moil fornii*- 
dable (hape ; and at laft fucceeded in faving and fecuring, together 
with the Weftpbalian dominions of his Majefty, all the neigh- 
bouring circles, as well as in defending the countries of the em- 
pire, fituated hehind that new theatre of the war« 

In this fervice of the common caufe of all Germany, the Prut 
Can blood was fpilt in great abundance, and the ftates of Pruffis 
totally drained of fpecie, even at a time when the king was partly 
involved in another war, and when the provinces of the other ex- 
tremities of his monarchy were obliged to defend themfelves againfl: 
the infurredlions and incurfions of the neighbouring Poles, in 
A which defence his Majefty was afterwards forced to employ the 
remainder of his armed forces. 

Every obferver, well acquainted with the real power of the 
Pruflian ftates and their refources, muft, from the ftrained bra- 
very of the troops in the hoftilities carried on, on both fides, , in 
this depopulating, deftruftive, and fatal war, principally at fucb 
^ diftance from the Pruflian ftates, haVe concluded that at laft tlw 
very nerves of the body of the Pruflian monarchy would become 
weakened, and the continuation of a foreign and diftant war muft 
at laft become entirely impoflible. 

His Majefty has often communicated thefe circumftances for 
the information of his high colleagues, the members of the Ger- 
manic league, and his co-ftates of the German empire. This was 
particularly done in the beginning of laft year, when his Majefty 
was obliged openly to declare * to the German empire, tbs^t it was

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become entirely impoflible for him fingly, and without aflift^nce, 
to continue to bear the heavy burthen of this war; and that if the 
empire would not undertake to fupply his troops with every thing 
neceffary, "he would find himfelf forced to withdraw his troops 
from the campaign, and to abandon the empire to its fate. But 
his juft demands, in this refpeft, were every where received with 

coolnefs, difapprobation, and even contempt. This ill fuccefs 

, of the juft and well-founded claims of his Majefty, tended to dif- 
guft his liberal mind, and he began to meditate on the means of 
extricating bis dominions from the dangerous fituation ,in which 
they were involved. 

At that period propofals of fubfidies were fortunately made to 

^his Majefty from the court of Great Britain, which fatisfied the 
claims of his Majefty, and which furnilhed him .with the means of" 
continuing the war. His partaking in this war hitherto had al- 
ways been the difinterefted refult of a true attention to all his^con-* 
neSions, and union with the other ftates of Germany, and par- 
ticularly of his zeal to oppofe the deftrudion that was likely to 
be fpread by the faflion which at that time was raging hi France, 
and to counteraft the horrors which the latter carried to the ut- 
moft pitch; evidently proving his Majefty to have afted merely 

' from a pure patriotic attachment to his mother country of Ger- 
many, and from a profound fenfibility, which induced him to en- 
deavour to ftrengthcn its (haken foundation, and with all his ener* 
gy to recover its declining preponderance. His Majefty then 

. embraced the propofitions of Great Britain, and the diftrefled em* 
pire continued to enjoy the proteflion of the Pruflian arms. 

The fubfidies, however, were but a very limited relief to the 
efforts of his Majefty in the continuance of the war ; they did not 
continue long enough ; at laft they difcontinued entirely, and the 
whole burden of the war fell again upon his Majefty alone, and 
upon his means of carrying it on. 

Had his Majefty at that time abandoned the empire, according 
to his previous declarations, to its own feeble defenfive force, its 
fatal deftiny would foon have been decided, particularly at that 
period when no dawn of peace had yet made its appearance ; when 
every where on the German frontiers, and in the advanced coun- 
tries of Germany, nothing but misfortune was raging; when 
every where a forrowful conjecture predifled the fate undergone 
by all the ftates of the empire beyond the Rhine, and that the 
greateft part of unprotefted Germany would become fubjeft to the 
fame fate with .the Imperial Netherlands, notwithftanding their 
having been defended with the moft extreme and energetic exer- 
tions ; and that the United Netherlands, which at that time were 
threatened in the moft dangerous manner^ would alfo fall into the 
Jiapds of the conquerors* 

The 
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' The king, however, at that very crifis, perfcvcred as the z&m 
defender of the German empire ; his army marched at one time 
to the mod threatened parts, at another to that ^f .the open parts 
of the north of Gcrn^any, which latter they fecured againft the 
* fupernumerary forces and the vi£lorious armies of the advancing 
enemy. • • 

But thefe continued iacri6ces, the march of a numerous anny 
of his Majefly to Weftphalia, and the difficulties of providing 
that army with the fcarce ncceffaries, and particularly wi*h corn, 
in territories but little fertile, and totally exhaufted, formed the 
laft effort of the Pruflian ftate in favour of the war. After a 
continual and immenfe draining of finances from the Pnilfiaa 
territories, which lafted for three years ; after an uninterruptdl 
warfare, weakening and diminifliing the troops ; after the Pint 
fian territories on the other bank of the Rhine had fallen intothe 
hands of the enemy ; the fenflble influence of thefe events -upon 
the population, the provifions and welfare of the other provinces, 
rendered the continuance of this war entirely impoffible fOr Kit 
Majefty ; if it was to be fupported merely by means of his 
own capacity, and the refources of his dominions. 

And what other remedies were at that time offered to his Ma- 
jefty ; when the empire itfelf even refufed to furnifh provifions 
for the Pruffian troops who were combating for its defence and 
fecurity ? And even at prefent, when the troops in exhaufted 
Weftphalia ran the rifk of fighting againft the moft formidable 
enemy, under the difadvantage of an infufficiency of provifions, 
and when the neighbouring and opulent ftates, who eagerly wifli- 
cd for defence, far from granting them provifions to fill their . 
magazines, even refufed permiflion to export provifions from 
their territories. The extraordinary and monftrpus expenfes-of 
his Majefly, in confequence of the re-conquefl of Mentz,* and^f 
other extraordinary undertakings, in which the Pruflian .arisy 
alone executed that which was the duty of an army of the cm* 
pire, have remained unliquidated, although the treafure. for the 
operations of the war of the empire is deflined particularly *&» 
fudi objedts, and to which confiderable contributions of. the Ro- 
man months t (fo called) have been furnifhed by the feveral fUtes

* The expenfes of hisMajefty, at the re-conqueft of Mentz, and accord- 
ing to the moderate accounts laid before the diet of Ratifbon, amounted to 
3,083,961 rix-dollars, II grofchen, 2 pfening.

pumber oJF men in the retinue of the Emperor when he went to Rome. 
This fervice was afterwards commuted for money, which, for the whole.

of ^cj em|fll%| aid which even upon repeated claims of his Praf- 
fian Majefty, deducing what is dye to the fame contributioos 
from his own dominions, have yet remained unfatisfied. 

■ What affiftancc in this warfare could his Majefty exped for 
the future from any other power of the allies ? Particularly as by 
the reduftion of the United Netherlands the humber of the 
powers combating againfl the enemy of the empire, were fo ex-' 
tremely diminiflied, and that by this means, the weakeft fide of 
Germany had been opened to them, through which they eafily 
could penetrate into its very heart. Every where traces were 
fecn of the continual mifcarriage of the arms of the allies, which 
even left no hopes for a future poflible fuccefs. Every where 
the moft total exhauftion was discovered, as the natural coufe* 
quence of extraordinary exertions. 

^veh his Imperial Majefty, upon whom depended the moft 
powerful exertions of the war, haxing in.it fuch a manifold pref- 
fing and iinmediate intereft, who could, in a more eafy manner^ 
furiiiih ftrong forces, in the middle of laft year, made no fecret 
in declaring * to the German flates, that he was unable any 
longer to fave that empire, without a particular aftiftance in mea 
aod moneys What refources then remained to the empire, 
which could expe£^ only to be abandoned to itfelf, and to the 
iftredknefs of its diminifliing power of defence ? This defence, it 
k true, was increafed by a quintuple armament ; but it could 
fBXped no greater cfiedl from this meafure, than from the triple 
contribution, particularly fince fo many countries of the empire 
had been conquered by the fuperiority of the French arms, of 
whofe aififtance the empire is now deprived, and fince the prin- 
cipal ftates of the empire are at prefent exhaufted by the misfor- 
tunes and the expenfes of the war, and fome others are too 
imipbtenY, and in no Hate bf defence ; in this war, as well as in 
pteceding ones, the experience is confirmed, that the formation 
of the nfieafures for a war of the empire mud: always be deficient 
and weak, on account of its being compofed of fuch :a number 
of divided J>arts, in- Order to form the whole,, that it can never 
have aftivity fofficient without the afliftaoce of other powers. 
To thefe confiderations, and to others, particularly in confe- 

Setice of the conclufion of Jaft campaign, >vhere on one fide the 
rperate crifis feemed to threaten the moft dreadful events, was 
jRkhsd the important event on the part of France, whepe, upon 
the ruius of the deftroyed fyftem of terror, a mild aud moderate 
^ov^nnhlent was feated upon the throne of power, who firft dif* 
played their wife fentiments on the ncceifity of peace for their 
country ; thiis in Germany could produce but one wiih^ and could 
awaket) but one de£re.

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When, therefore, after three dreadful years of deatli and de^ • 
ftnidion have entirely exhaufted the war refources, and have 
made all further hopes of fuccefs va^ifli ; when it appears clear 
and unqueftionable that the powerful hand of Providence has 
given to the mighty ftream of cnterprizes, hoftile to us^ fo de- 
cided a fuperiority> and rendered all future attempts againft it 
fruitlefs ; and when at the fame time we fee the enemy not dif-. 
inclined to peace ; and when all hopes predi6l to us that we ^aer- 
tainly fliould obtain more by means of the latter than by an ob- 
ftinate continuation of a deftrudlive war ; what choice is left to 
lis ? Would a wife and humane monarch, after this profped, 
ever proceed in and continue the horrors of a war without any. 
objefl: of fuccefs or profperity ? Have not there been provinces 
enough unpeopled, and filled with mifery and mourning } Has 
not fufFering humanity been yet rendered fufEciently miferable? 

The King of Pruffia, therefore,^ declares his dncere wifli that 
reft and tranquillity may foon be reftored to the Pruflian dates, 
and if poflibie to the whole of the German empire. The latter 
has even exprefled the fame general wilh, having already opened 
a formal deliberation of the diet of the empire. — Whole circles, 
and feveral of the moft diftinguiftied princes of the empire, have 
even applied to his Majefty to make a common caufe with them^- 
and to negotiate for a peace. By means of the patriotic zeal of 
a number of ftates, for their own as well as for the general inte- 
reft of the empire, enfued the celebrated conclufum * of the diet 
of Ratifbsn, by which the empire, with dignity and moderation, 
cxprefles its wifh for a peace, requefting the interference, foe 
that purpofe, of the principal head of the empire ; and applying^ 
fecondly, to his Majefty of Pruffia, in order to i|ivite him to ca% 
operate inlhis important enterprize. 

This co-operation of his Imperial Majefty, in which hisMa^' 
jefty the King of Pruflia was only to be the fecondary, has been 
delayed ; and, on the contrary, all fteps have been taken in order 
to enforce the contributions of the ftates to the arn^ament for this 
campaign, however weak and hopelefs they may be ; and it 
feemed to have taken the turn, that notwithftanding the folemn 
declaration of the ftates of the empire in favour of a negotiation 
for peace, it is condemned to continue involved.^in this unfor- 
tunate war. 

His Majefty the King of Pruflia, however, in a^arof three 
years, had made the greateft exertions in the defence Qf the em- 
pire, and the greateft facrifices, in order to procure its wdtfare and 
iecurity, but has, after this continued experience, found ^ his ef- 
forts fruitlefs. It is impoflible for his Majefty to facrifice His cxif- 
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. tebte, oi^toekpdfe his eoIle£live ftates to c[eftrudion> iti order td 
i>artake of experimental and delufive operations in war, the bed 
, poflible refult of which cannot be equally beneficial with a pre-^ 
fent negotiation for peace ; and efpecially when all that regards- 
his external and internal intereils, all the facred obligations which 
his Majefly owes to the welfare of his provihces^ who, wiihing 
for peace and tranquillity, demand pre/Hngly of his Majefty fot 
Ithe prefent to renounce a war, the progrefs of which can only 
produce irreparable deflruflion.* 

His Majefty, therefore, did not fufFer the opportunity to pafa^ 
away <jif commencing a negotiation for peace to be carried on at 
Bafle between his and a French plenipotentiary ; his good inten.'^ 
tions have beeti bleded with a happy fucccfs, and his Majefty i^ 
now able to enjoy the pleafure of a fovereign — a father to his 
fiibje£ls; that by this treaty of peace he has reftored to his ftates 
, tranquillity and undifturbed welfare. 

To jhe German empire alfo his Majefty has, in this important 
bccurrence, difplayed his patriotic attention and particular care^ 
His Majefty is not in the immediate power of procuring a formal 
and real peace to the empire, for to this would be required the 
principal head of that empire, and a direA authority on the part o^ 
*all the ftates, to give fuffecient legitimacy in the eyes of the 
French government, and particular inftrudtions for the articles o^ 
the negotiation • In the meantime his Majefty, from his owil 
humane fentiments, refpedling the deplorable fituation of the em^ 
)jre> and in copfequence of repeated applications made to him 
feveral of the moft diftinguiftied ftates, has done all that laid 

his power, in order to open a road by which the whole empire 

well as all the feparate itates, might arrive at the pinnacle of 
ieit wi flies*

For this purpofe an article has been exprefsly inferted in the 

treaty of peace that his Majefty has concluded with the French ^ 

, Republic, which allows, within three months time, any ftate dt 

ihe empire to enter into a negotiation for peace with the Repub* 

lie of £rance, through the mediation of his Majefty. A pecu^- 

liar agreement has alfo been entered into between the two con&

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tra Aing powers, "wriiSch eftablifbes a line ^ of fef fa ratlon and fiett^ 
trality, tending to ftdp the progrefs bf hbdilities againft all the. 
provincdb iitUated behind that line-^ whether under the domitiioa 
of his Majeily or otthers, to ivhtch fecirrity and tranqBilltty is 
infut'ed, on condition 6f theTir abftaimng from all dtred and in- 
direft hoftilities. HisMajefty has alfo obtained the furrender^ 
on the part of the French Republic, of all the prifoners made 
of the troops of atiy of the ftatesof the empire, ivho had been 
taken, in co-operating with his Majefty*s troops in the difierent 
campaigns. 

Thrfe arc the advantages which his Majefty is enabled to of- 
fer, for the prefent, to the ftates of the German empire : his 
Majefty> therefore, flatters himfelf that they will all be ftruck . 
with the ideas of their tnofl important interefts ; and when 
once a hand is reached to them for peace and reconciliation, , 
will there be any body incliiTcd to rejed thefe untried ? 

His Majefty. hcrewitlh makes the moft folemn promife to all 
thofe who ihall immediately apply to France for a negotiation of 
^ace, and at the fame thne may be in want of his mediatioD^ 
that his endeavours ihall be employed, to the utmoft of his 
][K)wer, in order to procure the moft agreeable negotiation ia 
their favour from the French government. 
. His Majefty will think himfelf happy, his wifhes corojpleteljr 
fulfilled, and his facri flees, made hitherto for the welfare of the 
German empire, compenfeted, if he fucceeds in thcfc endea- 
vours to ipread the bleHings of peace ftill farther, and foon to fee 
the terrors and deftriiclions of this dreadful war removed froitl 
the territories of the German empire, that its citizens may imce 
more be reftored to tranqulHriy and fecurity, and to the happy e&- 
crcife of their peaceable duties. 

Whiatever courfe thefe events may take, and if even the em- 
pire is doomed to a continuance of this war, it is his Majefty'a 
duty tb declare, that by his treaty of peace he is obliged no longer 
to take any part in the conteft, and never to -co-operate in it 
by any means, whether to fend his contingent^ or to pay the 
fo-cMed Roman mcfnthsy which he is obliged folly to renoitnGt# 
and only to cond'udl himfelf in the moft pondual and ftrid nen- 
trality, particularly as, during the tliree campaigns, his Majefty 
has completely fulfilled his duty of a ftate of the empire, and 
^ven do'ne infinitely more than could be required for many future 
years; fo that his Majefty cannqt even reprpaCh himfelf w|fl* 
any irregularity of condufl on his fide. 

His Majefty has the fatisfadory convi£lion to have confritHited 
to the welfare of the German country, the fecurity of its <!on- 
ftitution, and its tranquillity ; firft, by an energetic exertibn of'a 
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war of three campaigns, which fisemed almoft td furpafa att phyv 
fical poflibility ; and of having ^t laft, by his patriotic care,^ 
opened a soad for peace*— His Majefty leaves to the enlightened 
opinions ef his co-dates of the empire, to obtain, by this road,^ 
the objeA of their long-continued conteft, namely, tranquillity 
and feciirity; and hopes that they may, for thi$ purpofe,l tako 
advantage of the proffered mediation of his MajeAy, and of the 
principles of moderation and juftice at prefent adopted by tbd 
F'rench Republic.

Subjiance of a Report defcnptive of the different Parties of Infur^ 
gents in Brittany and PoitoUy delivered to the French Convention 
onthe lyh of May, 1795' 

Ti yjELLE entered into a yery detailed account of the p.eao^ 
-*^ with the Chouans. He imputed the triumph which the Re-- 
public had gained in thpfe diftrlSts to the principles of juftic^ and[ 
hiimanity profcfled by the national convention. It was, he faid, 
oh the 13th Floreal (May 2) that the jundibn was efFe(£led with 
StofRet and his troops, under the walls of Moniglonhe, formerljj 
St. Florend, on the left bank of the Loire. Stofflet was fur- 
rounded by the remainder of his troops, fome on horfeback^ 
others on foot^ feveral thoufands of inhabitants, alTembled for 
the purpofe of being witnefles of the termination of hoftilities, 
kept at the diftance of half a league, and waited with anxiety 
nhd impatience for the moment in which the treaty (hould be. 
figried. Ruelle faid, that he had conceived prejudices againft 
JStqfflet, which had been diffipated by his condudl : far from find- 
ing ^ny hoftile difpofitions in him, the republicans were fati$6e4 
that his vvilhes were all pacific. 

^toiflet had colledled all the inhabitants of La Vendee, for the 
purpdfe of communicating to them the pfFers of peace. They 
expreife^ the utmoft joy ; and the national deputies, accompa- 
pied by'StpHlet and all his chiefs, decorated with feathers and 
^ficolouf cockades, palTcd the Loire. The peacQ was an- 
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pounced by the difcharge of cannon ; and the CKouans and thf 
republicans entered Varades in triumph, in the midil of an im^ 
menfe concourfe of people. A fraternal repad termii^^ted thei 
happy day. 

Ruelle now entered into fome explanations ne^c(%ry to diflipat^ . 
the uneafmefs of the public with refpeft to fpme hoftilities and 
aflaflinations that had occurred fince the p^ce. When peaqq 
was figned on the 29th Yentofe with Charette, Sapinaud, and 
the chiefs of their party, Caumartin, one of the chiefs of the 
army of the Chouans, called the army of Brittany, which oc- 
cupied the departments of Finifterre, Cotes du Norc;!, and parC^ 
of the departments of La Manche, Die and Vilaipe, and the: 
Lower Loire, figned the peace, referving to th^ council of that , 
army the power of approving it. 

There was another party of Chouans which occupied the de-. 

1>artments of Orme, la Sarthe, Mayenne, and Loire, and the 
ower Loire. Thefe two parties were very diftinil; each had, 
their chiefs, their adminidration and their council* Caumartin> 
therefoie, iigncd for his party, and what he did was wholly un^, 
known to the other party. Defcpeaux, Dreuzy, and fome, 
other chiefs, who commanded in the departments of Mayeqnc,j 
Loire, and la Sarthe, informed of the peace, came to Nantes, 
and figned it. Stofflet profited of their abfence to fend a great 
inany emifiaries to the right bank of the river, in order to . ex* 
cite commotions ; to prevent the inhabitants from making peace,' 
and to deprive the chiefs who had figned the treaty of the confi- 
dence which they had hitherto enjoyed. This meafure was at- 
tended with the defired effedt. Defepeaux and the other chiefs 
who returned to the cantons, efcaped death only by refuming 
their commands. On this account, their party remained de- 
voted to Stofflet, and hoftilities were continued. 

The peace, of Rennes, on the ift Floreal, confirmed what 
Caumartin had done in the name of the army of Brittany, but 
did not comprehend the other departments. It was a notorious 
ifaft that they Avere not to lay down their arms until Stofflet had 
IXiade pejice. ' If proofs were wanting, it would be eafy to prove 
tijat finqe the treaty concluded with Charette and Sapinaud, no 
hoftilities have been committed in that part of La Vendee which 
they occupy, that the inhabitants have returned to their habita- 
tions, and that they have refumed their former peaceful occupa- 
tions. It was by the vigilance of Sapinaud that 30,000 rations" 
of bread, deftined for the republican army, efcaped the rapacity 
of the robbers, who were in ambufh to obtain poflTeffion of it. 

With regard to the Chouans of Brittany, it muft be faid that 
the great roads are entirely free; that provifions are carried from' 
place to place with great facility^ and that there have been no af*

departments of the Cotes du Nord aflembled, without diftinc- 
tion of party, and arming thcmfelves with guns, pikes> hatch- 
ets, forks, &c. prevented the traitors from being landed. I 
muft likewife inform you, that the chiefs of the Choiians have 
taken up fuch perfons as have committed robberies and mqrders 
in the great roads. We havfe every reafon to believe that the 
peace with StofBet will produce the fame efFedls, and th^t a per- 
manent profperity will fucceed the. horrors of civil war. 

" fiTet it muft not be difguifed that, however durable the 
peacefmay be, it will be impoBible, for a time, to'preyent thofc 
aifcords, jealoufies, and prejudices, which are ever the confe-*' 
f^uences of pivil war.'* 

Ruelle concluded, by pronouncing a warm eulogium on the* 
conduft of generals Canclaux and Hoche, arid on the difbipiine 
of the armies of the weft, and of the coafts of JBxttt and

SuhJIanee of the Emperor^ s Decree of Commiffidny dated J^ienfidi 
A4ay igthf relative to the preparative Meafures for a PAcifica" 
tioHy prefented to the AJfemhly of the Diet of the Empire^ at Ra^, 
tiJBon on the ^yiof May^ 1795* 

1 T is well knowti, that on the 5th ult. a feparate treaty of peace 
•*■ and friendfhip has been concluded at Bafle, between the 
French nation and his majefty the King of Pruflia, el*dor of 
Brandenburg, and co-ftate of the empire ; and that it has finct 
been ratified by both of the contrading parties. 

The prefent urgent period appears to his Imperial Majefty to 
require of htm to exprefs his opinion with franknefs and can- 
douri to the eleftors, princes, and ftates of the empire, and to 
the German nation at large, in order to diflipate certain doubts 
and fears, which from ignorance of the real ftate of circuzn- 
ftances, from mifunderftanding, or from other caufes, which have 
originated in the minds and hearts of mankind, have been fpread 
•and inculcated, either by chance or defign, with refpedl to the 
pure and fincere views of his Imperial Majefty; in order alfo 
from his paternal aiFeftion towards the empire, to unite the elec- 
tors, princes, and ftates ; and, with an entire confidence in. their 
patriotifm, to concur with them in a conftitutional manner, upon 
meafures to be taken in this important conjuncture, which itiay 
agree with the fundamental rights of the conftitution of the empire, 
with the fyftem of the independence of the ftates, and with the dig- 
nity and integrity of the Germanic body. — His Imperial Majefty 
does not think it neceflary to detail the inftances of his condud, 
which prove his clofe adherence to the German conftitution, and 
his zeal for its fupport, his conftant care and energetic endeavours 
to prefcrve and increafe the general welfare of the country ; fince 
the whole of his Majefty's reign, from his afcending the Imperial 
throne to this moment, has been diftinguiflied by his paternal care 
and love for the German empire, and by the immenfe Sacrifices 
made by the houfe of Auftria for its defence, and for the fup- 
port of its conftitution. His Imperial Majefty continued to (hew 
his conftitutional intentions, and the fincere interefts he took in 
the affairs of the empire, in his quality of its fupreme chief, by ap- 
proving of the principles laid down in the conclufum * of the 
diet of the 11A of December laft, in order to open a road for a 
juft and lafting peace, when his Imperial Majefty declared, that 
lie was difpofed to enter into preparatory confiderations how to 
obtain this defirable objecS ; obferving at the fame tin)e, that it 
was necelfary to invite his majefty the King of Prulfia to co*ope- 
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ftrtc iii coTicert with his Imperial Majefty, in accomplirtilng 
this wiihed-for mearure> in the manner in which it was propofed 
in the conclufum of the d2et : and la(lly» by the conftitutional re*^ 
gard which his Imperial Majtfty has always paid to that com-' 
mitral decree. 

He has giveii an aflurance in his quality as chief of the empire^ 
not Only that he will in time give a fpecial information to the ge- 
neral diet of the empire, of the fuccefs with which the prelimi- 
nary difpofitions (hall meet; but alfo exprefsly invited the diet 
itfelf to co-operate ultimately in this objefl:, in order to partake 
of the heavy burthen which his paternal cares for the empire are 
impofing upon his Imperial Majefty : that he might by this ul- 
terior co-operation, receive a more efficacious adiftance, in the 
•fame degree as his paternal condudl exerted itfelf in the prefent 
difficult political ftate of Germany, which (hall always be finccrc 
and aSive for the welfare of the empire. 

In confequence of this difpofition, which his Imperial majefty 
manifefted, of ferioufly endeavouring to eftablifli the means which 
- tend to procure peace, he did not fail to take the firft ftep in this 
falutary meqjfure. On the 14th of February, in the prefent 
•year, (the day when the decree of commiffion refpefting the war 
of the empire, and the propbfal of peace, was preferited to the 
diSatute in the diet of Ratilbon), his Imperial Majefty gave or- 
ders to his minifters, at the court of Berlin, to communicate the 
•annexed note to the Pruffian miniftry. 

This note, if confidered through the whole extent of its con- 
tents, as well as with regard to the objefts to which they relate, 
and particularly the paper which follows it, will evidently prove, 
that his Imperial Majefty has been difpofed to open in concert 
the preliminaries of fuch a negotiation as has been agreed upon 
by a decifion of the diet ; the bafis of which his Imperial Ma- 
jefty had in fome meafure already paternally approved. His 
■ Imperial Majefty there exprefled the moft prefting requeft, that he 
-might obtain the afliftance of his Pruftian Majefty, in order that, 
together with the authority given by the conclufum of the em- 
pire, the foundation might be laid for a negotiation, in which all 
the eleftors, princes, and ftates might co-operate for a fpeedy 
treaty of peace for the empire, according to tfie principles of the 
. treaty of Weftphalia ; that all the ftates might fend their deputies 
•with full powers, and with inftruftions on the matertale pacts y as 
well as on the modum traftandi^ in order to prevent all kind ef 
conteft according to the principles contained in the ancient ads 
of the empire.

If pn one haii4f 
in this anfwer^ the expreilion inferted in the conglufiifn of the 
diet, approved by the fupremechief of iheeixipiiiei natxkely^ ** t]nt

His Imperial Majefty thii\ks> in his pimr^- 
nal folicitude, and judges it neceflary^ that the eledors, pr iiK^y 
and Hates, in order to accelerate a peace for the erppirie Co ^ne- 
Tally wiihed, fliould, by the right of co-operation granted to t^^iP ' 
by the treaty of the peace of Wellphalia, and the capitulation: ^qf 
the eleftion^ fet afide all private contei{, and> with ^ p^trijofic 
unanimity, open a deliberation in the diet, for the pu^pofe Qf 
appointing a deputation of the empire, compofed of as iVnall ^a 
number of deputies as poflible, to be fent to the firft con^efs 
vhich may be appointed for obtaining a peace.

The importance and the power of Germany are founded 
upon the happy concord of the general will of the dates, loy<o 
ally united to their chief; as well as its permanent welfare is 
founded upon the inviolability of the principles, and of the de- 
ctfions of the diet of the empire. His Imperial Majcfty-him- 
felf is fubjeded to the laws of the empire; but in his facahy of 
prefiding as chief, in order to maintain them, he hopes that the 
eleSors, princes, and ftates, in this interefting bufinefs of the 
peace of the empire, will deviate in nothing from Article VIU 
of the Wcflphalian Treaty, and that they will regulate their 
condu£l according to the decifion of the diet of April 30, and 
in the cB^ean time, that they will continue to fulfil the different 
.obligatiohs imppfed upon them by the decifions of the diet re- 
fpe^ling the war of the empire, which is ilill continued, until a 
convenient, acceptable, juft, and equitable peace, ihall be con- 
cluded, in a moft conftitutional form. :

miflion, that fuccouring ailiftance and Imperial paternal eafe- 
raent, which can further this pacific end by the bafis of peace, 
cftabliflied in the faid advice of the empire, and moft gracioufly 
ratified by his Imperial Majefty; efpecially. fince his Pruffian 
Majefty has already previoufly declared to the general, aflembly of 
the Germanic diet, ** that he will ufe every endeavour to procure 
to the empire that peace and tranquillity fo fervently wiftied for;** 
jmd fince, according to univerfal rumours, his Pruffian Majefty 
is reported to have already made feme overtures for an attempt to 
negotiate a peace, the more intimate knowledge of which might 
perhaps facilitate the good offices of the chief of the empire. 

While the under figned, accredited Imperial minifter at this 
court, has the honour to make thjs communication to the royal 
Pruffian miniftry, by the fupreme command of his Imperial

On the 2 ^d ef February , ^795* ^'« ^f^^ National Convention of 
France f a Secretary read the following Addrefs^ arrived from 
the Colonial J£imbly at Plfle de France j by Exprejs^ dated the 
J 2th of Brumaire (zd of November J 1794. 

Reprefentatives of the People^ 

THE colony of I'lfle de France, faithful integral, part of 
i;he French Republic, after having affured the defence of 
its territory againft any hoftile invafion, yields to the neceffity of 
difpatching an advice-boat to acquaint you with the true fitua- 
tion of this Ifland. For a long time forgotten by the mother 
country, in confequence of the great interefts that take up your 
whole attention in Europe, without any affiftance from abroad^ 
placed in feas furrounded on every fide by our enemies, we have 
experienced the wants of every article of the firft neceffity — OMt 
allowance of bread is reduced to fix ounces per day, and we, 
moreover, experience every other fpecies of want. 

The minilter Monge had promifed us a fupply of provi- 
fions, but nothing has as yet arrived. The minifter d*Albarade 
gave us officially the fame hope, and after a year's date frortir 
his promife, nothing has appeared ; but, republican citizens, 
if you have given fuch an order to the executive council, why 
lias it not been executed? Have promifes been made us in 
order that their failure fhould throw us into defpair?— No, citi- 
zenSj thofe that calculate thus will be difappointed ; you ihall 
fee that I'Ifle de France has defcrvcd well of the country. 

Our lad deputies gave you an account of the reafons of ^ our 
complaints on the behaviour of St. Felix — events have proved, 
that if he had faithfully liftened to the wiflies of the people, his 
expedition to India muft have deftroyed the commerce of our 
enemies, and would have fupplied abundantly Qur wants. A fu-* 
perb career was opened before St. Felix, but he would not em« 
brace it. Nothing feemed impoffible to the patriotifm of the 
colony of llfle de France to fuppprt, with all its power, the 
inoft brilliant enteroiuAe; but the refufal that was noAp of it, 
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left us no other refource but cruifers, and our privateers have ifW 
deed confiderably annoyed the commerce of our enemies; how- 
ever fome of the enemy's fhips cotrid with impunity hover rfl 
fight of our iflandsy on account of the wreaknefs of our maritime 
force. 

Five or fix months ago an Englifli fquadron from Europe ap- 
peared in fight : we were ignorant of their forces and purpofes^ 
but they were expe£led by our fellow-citizens vvith firmnefs. 

The furrender of Pondicherry, treacheroufly delivered to the 
Englifh by the ftafF and officers of its garrifon, has forced this 
colony into a fevere vigilance, on the arrival of the individuals 
belonging to that faftory in our colony. 

The information we have received of your decrees on tKe 
Feizure, to the profit of the Republic, of the property belonging 
to the traitors punifhed by the law, has determined the colonial 
affembly to order fomt precautions about a fhip fittfed oot by the 
houfe of Journu, of Bourdeaux. That veflel, now in a ftatc 
of requifition, for the fervice of the Republic in the cotoDy, is 
to carry inftantly a confiderable cargo to France. 

An objeft deferving the attention of the convention is the 
ftate of our finances, and the emiilion of our national paper. 
Many years ago, the Republic fufpended any remittance of banl 
money for the fervice neceflary to the colonies it poiTeflTes in theft 
feas ; and the payments that were neceffitated by its fisrvice, have 
all been eflfefted by fucceffive emi (lions of JSons de Caiffe^ lander- 
written by the adminiftrators— if imports the Republic, it im- 
ports the colony, that the convention (hould take into its confi* 
'deration the immenfe quantity of paper now circulating in the 
two colonies. Equality folicits us to draw you from yo'ur great 
concerns, if poffible, to confider of the colonies, and to fix 
your thoughts on us who are faithful children of the country, 
tivhom file cannot rejeft, and tvho are in the greatcft want of 
xrire and affiftance. 

The veffel we difpatch to you is fent with the fole vfcw rf 
claiming that affiftance with eagernefs ; for, citizens, you oin- 
not be ignorant that our colony has experienced a diftrefs (hock« 
ing to relate, and every day fees oiir embarrafsments increafed. 
. Wq are every day forced to.attempt frefh means fo aflure our pKJ- 
fervation, and even fometrmes we have been obliged to nrake 
fome facrifices to rnaintam order and tranquillity in a territory 
precious to the Republic ; but you will acknowledge that in all 
our a6ls. true patriotifm, and an ardent love for the public good, 
animated our fellow-citizens. The fuccefles and advantages of 
the Republic have been the fortunate occafions of our public fcf- 
tivals. The reverfes and misfortunes that foreign accounts tranf» 
mitted us, often with perfidious exaggerations, never failed lo 
<:aurQ a general mournings bm xv«^ct> itrfftcd^ tievcr^ <:ottld «iy 
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A5bg (hake our' fidelity to our couirtry. Wc know th«t war is t 
compound of rcverfes and fuccefles — the rebellious French will be 
fub<kied ; and anK)ngftour enemies^ we fliall have had the glory of 
conquering men difficult to be conquered; but }a />«— this is the 
lirifli of the colofiy of Tlfle de France, Long live the Republic. 

P. S. We lofe no time to inform you of a naval engagement 
that has juft now taken place, in view of this ifland, between tj^vo 
republican frigates and a corvette, againft two Engliih veffds of 
the line, cruizing in the environs of this colony. Our captains have 
covered themfeives with glory, and our brave defenders, indyingj 
congratulated themfclves for having deferved well from the coun- 
try. They gave numerous inftances of bravery and devotion to 
the Republic, that you muft judge worthy to have a place in the 
collcftion of heroic deeds performed by the children of the coun- 
try. Wc acquaint you with the names of the brave Frenchman 
killed in that engagement — they leave after them families without 
fupport, but with titles to the national benevolence. If the co- 
lony has enjoyed the firft fruits of their labour, it has been the 
firft to reward it by a public and voluntary fubfeription in their 
favour. The frigates are now repairing the heavy damages they 
have fuJTered. We put in requifition all the affiftance to be got, 
either in men or provifions. It will not be long before they can 
piat to Tea again. The crews are full of fpirit, and eager to meet 
again "with the Englifh. We are ignorant wh^t is become of them ; 
Mt we have fent a corvette in fearch of them. 



Letter fmm Monjimr- le Comte J» de Puifaye^ formerly Lieutenant 
General of the Forces of the King of France^ nsw Commander in 
Chief of the Royalifl and CathoHc Army in Brittany ^ to M. M. 
le C^omte de Nevety Ficomte de Ponteellanger, and Chevalier de la 
jMarcbej French Emigrants. 

Gentlemen, 
^]H AVE received the letter you did me the honour to addrefs to ^ 
■*■ me, and take the firft opportunity to thank you, in the name 
of my comrades and myfelf, for your zeal in promoting with us 
the niccefs of a caufe to which our very exiftence is devoted, and 
for the defire you tettify to (hare our toils. I beg of you, in our 
>iame, to affure all the emigrants, that the moft glorious day of our 
lives will be that in which we fliall give them, in our ranks, and 
ut the he^d of our intrepid foldiers, thofe places to which their 
courage intitles them. 

We have read with the moft lively emotion the propofals of 
thofe who wifli to be united to us j and we have learnt witb 
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sftcnifhmenty that this frank and loyal declafation,' WhiCb' ought 
to have lemoved the doubts (o diligently propagated hf the ene* 
. >lnies of our king and religion, has been liable, even in the couO'*, 
try where you refide, to unjuft mifreprefentations. We Ihould 
never have fuppofed, that a paper, diSated by the moft laudable 
intentions, could be confidered as a manifeilo, in which every 
cxipreiiion is to be weighed in fuch a political fcale as we glory 
in defpifing. But not to give more fcope to folly and malevo-i 
lence, we here repeat the declaration, we have already publiihed 
under the axe of the executioner — that we never will lay down 
our arms, till after the complete reftoration of monarchy and re* 
' ligion — ^We likewife declare our firmed convidion, that every 
man who bears arms ihould avoid interfering in matters of go-^ 
vernment. Invariably fubmiflive to our princes, from whom wc 
have received fo many marks of confidence, we (hall implicitly 
obey their commands, and caufe them to be executed withoaC 
inquiry. We declare, that we fhall reje£h with indignation all 
iuch as (hall endeavour to inculcate among us a different opinion ; 
and (hall oppofe cabaliers, innovators , and embr oiler s^ with the 
* fame obftinacy with which we fight the rebels^ lefs troublefome 
perhaps, becaufe their reign mufl ceafe, while the nullity of the 
others may prolong awhile their miferable exigence. 

What has the moft fenfibly affeded us, gentlemen, are the 
calumnies fpread by ungrateful men on the intentions of a govern- 
jnent, which, to ufe the expreffion of his royal highnefs the 
Count d'Artois, ajjijis us with gcnerq/ity; and while the royal co- 
lours are preparing to fly amidft French battalions, which Eng- 
land has taken into her pay; while (he difFufes in the bofoms of 
the families of our unfortunate countrymen, and the minifters 6i 
our holy religion, fuccours more deferving our gratitude, as no 
other nation has followed her example ; we are informed, thai 
the breath of calumny is bufied in tarnifliing the purity of her be- 
nevolent views : fuch is, we are told, the pitiable madnefs of 
thefe beings, devoured by envy, that they even endeavour to de- 
preciate the meafures of moderation, clemency, and peace, which 
we have proclaimed at a time when our fituation feemed to make 
vengeance excu fable. 

But we (hall not anfwer the miferable fuppofitions formed by 
the idle, induftrioufly propagated by the wicked, and of which 
.difappointed ambition feeks to take advantage; or rather, we will 
anfwer to all, but it (hall be by our adiions ; it (hall be by reno- 
vated energy in the career of honour, and by leaving, far behind 
us, that piteous mediocrity which labours to raife an opinion, 
and which, not being able to (tep into the field, endeavours to 
cling to others^ in order to crawl in their rear^ or to retard their 
jirpgrefs* 

Brave 
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Brave Frenchmen ! you who, fpr thefe five years, have givea 
to Europe, that admires and pities you, an example of oonftancj 
and valour, come and partake with us the honour of placing on 
the throne of his fathers, the young and unfortunate monarchy 
the objeft of our hopes and adoration — Come to (hare our grati- 
tude towards a proteding government, which adds more to itk 
fame by replacing you into your pofleffions, than by conquering 
them ; more, by re-eftabli(hing your ancient government, than 
by endeavouring to give you a new one. Let us rally around our 
princes ; let us fwear to obey them ; let our place be between 
death and glory ! it is from this height that innovators will be feeh 
in their true colours ; it is from this elevation that the futility of 
all equivocal difcuflion and diplomatical intrigues will appear in 
all their littlenefs. My friends ! We have every thing to conquer* 
It is at the point of fwords that you will regain your poiTeflions ; 
but you ttiuft endeavour alfo to difpofe the public minds in your fa- 
vour by the opinion which ought to precede you. And when w« 
Ihall have reftored this vail empire to its legitimate fovereign ; 
Vf^hen, by the force of arms, united to perfuanon, more powerful 
than force, we (hall have fwept before us all republican and con- 

ftitutional rubbi(h then we (hall be the (irft in giving 

the example of obedience and fubordination fo necelTary in a mo- 
narchical government. We (hall receive from thofe, who have 
the right to give, the laws which, in their wifdom, they will 
think proper to prefcribe. 

In the mean while, let us unite our eflTorts, let us direSt them 
to one objeft. Let him be rejefted from our bofoms, who darea; 
to raife one ufelefs and mifplaced clamour, or to calumniate ufeful 
men. Let us remember that the greateft of our kings, aflifted by 
his nobility, recovered his crown, and reftored peace to France, 
onlybecaufe he knew how to conquer, and how to forgive.

HIS royal and ferene highnefs, the archduke, grand duke of 
.Tufcany, having nothing more at heart than to fee re-eftablifhed, 
in the ufual diplomatic forms, his correfpondence with the French 
Republic, in adding to the declaration made by him, proprio motu, 
the 4th of November laft, nominates his chamberlain, and knight 
of the order of St. Etienne, count Francois Xavier Carletti, for 
his envoy extraordinary to the government of the French Repub- 
lic, and authorifes him, if he obtain the power, to refide at Paris 
in this charaSer, as long as tlie miflion with which he is charged,

Letter from ChauvcUn to the Condu^or of a Newfpaper at Paris^ 
dated Pluviofe^ I'^th^ /February \Jl.) 1795. 

I LEARN, citizens, that count Carletti is arrived here in the 
quality of envoy from the grand duke of Tufcany, The 
conduct of this envoy, when at Florence, at the time when Tufr 
cany was conjmanded by England to break with the Republic, 
deferves to be made public. 

The terror with which the grand duke of Tufcany was ftruck* 
by the infulting threats of the Englilh minifter, alfo pervaded 
Florence, and hofpitality to Frenchmen became a crime, ThQ 
Pfuniftry forced to afl: totally contrary to the intereft of the ftate^i 
figned orders to fend away froiti Florence, at the fliortcft noticet 
3II the French artifts who had been bgnifhed from Hon\p bj 
fanaticifm, and by whom Tufcany, at that tW€.>, tsv^^ fe^^ ^^^ 
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kfs opprefTed by England, had been honoured by their refidence, 
?ind profited by their induftry for upwards of twelve months. 

The Mediterranean covered with Englifti fleets, and v^rhoUy in 
the power of the coalefced powers, deprived the young French- 
inen of all the advantages they could derive from the proximity of 
their country; but Carletti, as a brave philofopher,* a friend to 
mankind and to liberty, took it upon himfclf to repair the wrongs^ 
cr rather the weaknefs of his unfortunate country. He com- 
rnunicated with all the French, and offered them his whole for- 
tune, in order to alUft them in flying from tyranny : he infided 
they fliould accept of the generous fuccours which he oflFered to 
them ; but by a lucky circumflance Carletti had the glorious op- 
portunity to procure to the French Republic the means to aflift 
her children. A bill of exchangfe of 20,000 livrcs was brought 
to Florence by the republican minifter, who was ordered by the 
convention to fuccour his young fellow-citizens ; the bill was prc- 
fented to all the bankers, and was protefted, but Carletti paidit. 
Thus in the time when the Republic was under calamity, (he 
Jiad a liberal credit of the freemen of every country. 

I rcqueft you, Sir, to give publicity to this letter before Car- 
Jetti enters into the career of his minifterial funftions, in order 
that the public may be convinced that he is worthy of treating 
^ith a people who know how to dittinguifli their friends, as well 
^s they }^no\y how to punilh their oppreflbrs.

tn the I^ational Convention of France y on the l%th 9/ March 1795^ 
the Prejident announced the entrance of M. Carlettl^ Mlnijicr 
Plenipotentiary of the Grand Duke of Tufcany, Carletti then en* 
t^red the Hall in the midft of the loudefl Applaufey and having 
placed himjclf by the fide of the Deputies y /poke as follows : 

Citizen Representatives, 
Intrusted by the grand duke of Tufcany with a mifHon 
to you, to endeavour to reftore to the Tufcan government that pre- 
cious neutrality, which unfortunate occurrences obliged it to fnf-' 
pend, contrary to its wi(hes and its intereft, I regarded this public 
truft, the firft I ever accepted in the long courfe of my life, as the 
moft highly honourable to a friend of humanity, of his country and 
of France. The day on which I figned a treaty of peace with the 
French Republic was the mofl: glorious of my life, and the day on 
which the intelligence arrived at Tufcany, the fignal of univerfal 
joy. Organ of the fentiments of my country, which is happily 
^eftincd by nature to take no part in the military and political 
contentions of great powers, it is highly pleafing to my heart to 
be* able to aflure you, that the government and inhabitants of . 
Tufcany have always preferved for you, notwithftandin^ the 
events that have taken place, all the regard which is due to your 
powerful nation. As to myfclf, I will exert my utmoft care 
during the period of my refuience here, more and more to ce- 
ment the good underftanding which ought to exiil between the 
two ftates. May the peace now concluded between France and 
.Tufcany be an augury of other treaties more important to the tran-« 
quillity of Europe, a tranquillity of which it Hands fo much in 
need. And may I, after having found you at my arrival covered 
with militar)' laurels, quickly behold you repofe under the falu- 
tary (hade of the peaceful olive. 
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The Prudent replied^ 
Compelled to have recourfe to arms to defend libcfty attacked 
by a great combination, the French people have every where car- 
ried the ftandards of viSory into the territories of their enemies* 
Their pwn independence was the only conqiieft to which they af- 
pired. To be free, fuch was their will ; to refpeft the government 
of their neighbours, fuch are their principles ; the juftice of their 
caufe, their power and their courage, fuch arc the eternal pledges 
of fecurity. They are not infatuated with their fuccefles; but 
they will not allow themfelves to be deprived of the fruits of them ; 
they will not be barren for humanity. They value them fo much 
the more highly, as they will be the heralds and guarantees of the 
peace of Europe, and the happinefs of all nations, THe blood 
which has been ihed will never ftain the laurels of the foldiers of 
the Republic ; it will reft oh the heads of thofe ambitious courts, 
where fome perfidious individuals meditated the deftruftion of a 
generous nation, in order to fubjugate all the reft. Happy the 
nations, whofe governments, frugal of the blood of their lubjeds, 
have been wife enough not to enter into a league formed by am- 
bition and pride. Some there are, whom their pofition, and an 
almoft general impulfe, which they could not refift, forced to 
break a neutrality conformable to their wifties and their true inte- 
refts. Such is the government of Tufcany ; hut its wiflies have 
always been for the re-eftabli(hment of that neutrality ; it never 
perfecuted the French fettled in its domini9ns; it expelled from 
its bofom the counterfeits of our paper currency, fo fcandaloufly 
proteded in other countries. As foon as it openly teftified its 
defire to live in peace, friendAip, and good underftanding with . 
France, the convention, faithful to the principles which it had 
avowed, agreed to a treaty conformable to the interefts of the two 
nations. May this commencement of a general peace quickly 
realize for the happinefs of mankind, that truth ftamped in the 
indelible charafters of nature, though the ambition of fome indi- 
viduals had erafed it from the writings of philofophers, ^* that men 
and nations are not made to tear one another in pieces, but to lova 
one another, and co-operate by a reciprocation of fervices foi 
the general happinefs." It belongs to the French people to ex- 
prefs this fentiment in the midft of their vidtories. Their hands 
will remain armed for war, but they will be opened to all, who 
(hall prefe'nt to them the olive of peace. The national convention 
takes a lively intereft in beholding a man diftinguiftied by his prin- 
ciples of philofophy and humanity, and who has rendered impor** 
tant fervices to Frenchmen in diftrefs.

EIGHT French mariners arrived yefterday at the port of 
Sables d*01onne ; they were in prifon at Kinfale, in Ireland, when 
jthe hatred of flavery made them break their chains and carry off a 
imall floop which brought them to this place. Nothing can 
equal the dangers and fufferings they endured ; for ten days that 
they were at fea, they lived on potatoes, boiled in fea-water, not 
having even frefli water to drink ; they underwent a tempeft, and 
It was a kind of prodigy that they were able to reach the French 
coaft. But what are not men capable of undertaking and bear- 
ing wh6 are animated by the love of freedom ? — They are now 
in their country, on the foil of liberty, and they are happy. 

Thelrifh, according to their depofitions, are fick of tyranny. 
They figh after liberty and the arrival of the French ; they will 
neither furnilh failors or foldiers to George ; apd they even them- 
lelves aided the French to break their chains.

Letter from the Reprefentatives of the People j from the Armies in 
Holland f to the Committee of National Safety. 

SINCE the letter which we addrefled to you on the ad of this 
month, the political and revolutionary movements that the inva- 
fion of Holland has occafioned, have taken a confiftence, day by 
day, more folid and important, Thefe movements appear hithertd 
to have been confined to a municipal regeneration ; but they have 
been fucceflively extended totheftates of the provinces, and thofe 
of Holland are already re-compofed. The men whom Prullian 
defpotifm had eftabliflied in office, againft the national will, and 
by force of arms, are removed, and replaced by energetic and pru- 
dent patriots ; ho violence, no tumult accompanied this change ; 
and no other difference of opinion is manifefted than in the 
confidence which is given to, or withheld from different public 
funditionaries. 

The regeneration of the body of the States of Holland is of th« 
greatefl importance ; this province, the mofl confiderabie of the 
Union, as it is equal in value to two thirds of the United Pro- 
vinces, has a proportionable influence in the political affairs of this 
Republic ; almofl all the ports depend upon it, and its determina- 
tion in the prefent revolution neceffarily draws with it that of all 
. the other independent provinces. 

This day new deputies of this province take their feats in the 
§tates General ; thus this body will in a few days be entirely, or 
at leafl in a great degree, renewed ; and the French Republic 
may expe£l to lay the firfl foundation of a folid and unalterable 
union with the Dutch nation. 

The men who compofe the new authorities were, for the mod 
part, in place before the invafion of the Pruffians, and they have 
done no more than re-enter into the funftions which have been 
delegated to them according to the legal courfe of their confli- 
tution ; they have all the characters of legitimacy which were 
wanting to the creatures of Pruffia and the Stadtholder. This 
affembly has for its prefident citizen Peter Paulgs, formerly mi- 
nifler of the marine, a warm patriot, who was removed on the 
invafion of the Prullians, arrd who unites to a pradical knowledge 
of the maritime refoufces of his country, experience in her po- 
^ iitical relations with the powers of Europe. His colleagues, like 
himfelf, perfeftly accuftomed to public bufinefs, appear to us 
equally capable of contributing fuccefsfiilly to an union of the 
intercfts of the two nations, and of powerfully fecnnding the 
pommon efforts that we ought to make againfl England. 

Their intention is to put afide all queflions, which tend to 

filter their prefent conititutioui (the ftadtholderate excepted, 

3 wliich 
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which they rejefl) until a more tranquil time fliall permit the 
Batavian people to fix their attention upon this matter^ and to 
make the reform which (hall appear to them convenient. 

The powers granted to the deputies fent to Paris are about to 
be abolilhed, together with the regimen of 1787 ; and by and by 
they will bear no public charafter at Paris. W(j announce to 
you alfo that we have made a provifional application to the States 
General for grain, forage, ftraw, cloathing, (hoes, &c. to be dcr 
livered at Nimeguen, Thiel, and Bois-le-Duc, to fupply the 
wants of the armies of the North, the Sambre, and Meufe. 

Immenfe magazines.«of the Englifh are at our difpofal. W« 
are about to make out inventories ; we believe that thefe maga? 
zines will be ufefuUy employed in provifioning the ftrong placef 
which we occupy, and which are all more or lefs unprovided. 

The Danes and Americans have given us a proof of their cx- 
adlnefs in obferving the neutrality by retufing to embark on board 
their (hips in the Texel the French emigrants who fled the ap- 
proach of our troops.

LA VENDEE is returned into the bofom of the Republic, 
Charette, and all the chiefs of the armies, entitled of the Center 
and the Lower Countries, have made a folemn declaration that 
they fubmit to the laws of the French Republic, one and ia- 
(divifible. 

Stofflet, commander of the Vendee army, called that of Anjou, 
has not (hewn the fame difpofitions to profit of the benefit of 
our pacificatory decree ; but eight of his principal chiefs have 
quitted him, and, joining Charette, have, with him, made th^e 
Jfamefubmillion to the Republic. Should Stofflet peniil, he can- 
not be dangerous, his army by this defertion being reduced tof 
few hundred horfe, deferters from the German and Rofenth^ 
legions. ' 

We have fpoken in your name the language of humanity, an^ 
are here lift.ened to. The grand and impofmg attitude in which 
the convention has appeared linc& the^th ThjBrmidQr, has mafle 
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an impreflion on the minds of the Vendeans, which the defenders 
of their country could not have made by the efFnfion of blood. 

The retiNrn of the people of La Vendee, into the bofom of 
this country, draws along with it that of the Chouans, two of 
their chiefs have come to acknowledge the republican govern- 
ment. They are alfembling the other chiefs, for the purpofe of 
fubfcribing the declaration of Charette. Orders have been given 
by thepi to ceafe hoftilities. 

The conduft of our brave defenders has contributed to the fuc* 
cefs of our operations. ' They have fpoken the words of peace 
and of reconciliation to the La Vendeans with the fame energy 
as they fotight them. They have fratemfzed and perfuaded : the 
armies of the Weft, and of* the coafts of Breft and Cherbourg^ 
pl^ed on a theatre lefs fplendid than fome others, have, never- 
thelefs^ deferved well of their country in thefe circumftances.

A STRANGER, and without property in La Vendee, I 
have no right to lead thoufands to flaughter, when they are of- 
fered an honourable and beneficent peace. The people of La 
Vendee took up arms for two reafons, firft, their religion ; that 
is fecurcd to them — fecond, exemption from being called upon to 
fcrve in the army ; they are to remain quiet at their homes.

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JLetterfrom the undcrfigned Chiefs of the Army of La Vendee to tit 
Popular Society of Nantz, read in the French Convention^ 14/^ 
March, 1 795* 

Citizens, 

TWO years of a deftruftive war have taught you, as well as 
IIS, how dangerous it is to eftablifli between cities and the fur- 
rounding country a divifion capable of breaking bff all the con- 
nedions of exchange and mutual fervices, which conduce equally 
to the profperity of the one and the other. Undoubtedly, if our 
common enemies had not exerted all their efforts to extend the 
ravages of a flame cafy to be extinguifhed at its commence- 
ment, we ihould have foon come to a good underftanding, and 
we Ihould pot have had to lament the difafters we have witnefled. 
Let us forget, if that be poffible, fo many fcenes afflifting to hu- 
manity ; and Hnce peace (beds her healing balm on our wounds, 
Jet us not envenom, inftead of curing them. Let us think only , 
of our misfortunes to employ all the means we have left for 
repairing them. 

Commerce and agriculture, in order to flourifli, require peace, 
juftice, tolerance, and liberty. Let us not enter into the difcuf- 
fion of political opinions, upon which the wifeft and moft en- 
lightened men may difagree, without ceafing to be ufeful citizens 
and virtuous perfons ; let \\s exert ourfelves rather to re-efta- 
bliih between us the advantageous communications which afford 
men the opportunity of making their induftry and their talents 
valuable, which multiply their fources of labour, which avert the 
evils of idlenefs ; and, iinally, procure the conveniencies and 
comforts of life. 

After the tempefts which have agitated our countries, after the 
ravages which have defolated them, you cannot, citizens, expeSto 
.find in them the abundance and riches they formerly produced f 
but the effeft of a fincere reconciliation is to lead men to natural 
benevolence, and to alii ft one another to the utmoft of thcif 
power. Be affured that it fhall not be owing to us if your wants 
of various kinds are not fupplied. On your part, we priy you 
to confider that the inhabitants of the, country muft be treated 
with fome allowances, and that thofe of La Vendee, feparated 
from you for a long fpace of time, have ideas, habits, and eveti 
prejudices, which mult not be fhocked too harfhly, if we wifli ta 
fucceed in eftablifliing the confidence and fccurity which muft be 
the ftrongeft guarantees of peace. The fruits of peace are fo fweet» 
^nd the advantages fo precious, that to obtain them is furely 
worth fome facrifices ; befides, Frenchmen have too many reaibns 
for efteeming one another to be long enemies. It is time that 
their unfortunate dilTcnfions ihould ceafe ; that they Ibould bo

loniger Iharpeh againft each other the arms 'deftmed to defend 
them againil their common enemies,- What ground ipf mutual 
conteft have they? The glory of arms is a national property

Let us then, citizens, be friends in heart -and aifedion; let 
us unite our efforts to fecond the wife and .beneficent views of 
the national convention, to aid the reprefentatives it has i lent 
among us, to extirpate the lafl roots of the tyranny ^hiclV'GO-^ 
vered France with mourning and mifery.

Sir, War Office^ March 14, I795« 

IT has been rcprefented to the king, that notwithftanding the 

brders conveyed.in the circular letter from this office, dated the 

2ift of l^ft month, offi<:ers raifing corps, or recruiting for rank, 

conceive themfelves ftill at liberty to pay large and unlimited 

fums to perfons for procuring recruits; by v\^hich means not only 

the immediate obje£l of the orders referred to is virtually defeated, 

. but an encouragement is continued to a fet of people, (moft of 

them not in the army) who, under the pretext of recruiting, are 

. guilty of pra£tices equally injurious to the king's fervice, and of- 

fenfive to the laws \ conducting themfelves at the fame time iti 

Xo artful a manner, as to render it extremely difficult to bring 

themtojuftice. 

HisMajefly, upon ferious confideration of the feveral circunii> 
fiances .laid before him on this occafion, has been pleafed to figflify 
his commands, that it may be notified to all officers raifing corps, 
or recriiiting for rank, that the payment to any perfon whatfoever 
of a higher fum than fifteen guineas on account of a recruit enlift- 
ed for general fervice, and ten guineas on account of a recruit for 
the fencibles, will be confidered precifely in the fame light as if 
Jtuch higher fum had beeji given to the recruit himfelf ; and the 
pfficer convifted of paying the fame will forfeit his commiffion. 

His lyi^jefty is further pleafed to fignify his commands upoft 
the following points ; to which you, your agent, and all the of- 
ficers employed by you in recruiting, are required to pay the moft ,.

wirCf that his Majefty ia ready to enter into RegQtiations with the^ 
French Republic. His Majeffy, without being too mindful of 
his own intereft, will confult thereby the real welfare of the cm- 
pire, and make it his fole care to procure to the empire an ac- 
ceptable, folid, and permanent peace. But bis Imperial Majefty 
Ibasalfo, at the fame time, the juft confidence rn all his co-ftates 
of the empire, that they will co-operate, with alt their power, to 
sccompUfh this defrrable end, and not enter into feparate negotia- 
tions with the French Republic. His Imperial Majefty expedr, 
however, the fpeedieit declaration oh this fubjc£k, and the Im* 
perial con-commiflioner will foon prefent a declaration from the 
emperor and king, explanatory of the fentiments of his Imperial 
Majefty* In other refpeds, his Imperial Majefty cannot conceal, 
that the feparate treaty of peace concluded on the part of bis 
Pruflian Majefty, even in his quality of a prince and co-ftate of 
Ibe em|}ire, has beer> moft unexped^d to him* 
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As foon as the king of PruJJias declaration of the ijl of Alkf 
had bepn prefented to the Diet, at Ratifhon, the eleltoral an4 dh 
re^^rial minijier of Afentz made the following overtures: 

THAT the moment was arrived In which the empire, in 
order to reply to the invitation of his Pruflian Majefty, ought to 
declare itfelf, with precifion, upon ulteriof meafures to be taken 
relative to the mode to be adopted oh the fubjeft of negotia* 
lions for peace, and to the means of aSing with one accord; 
that the ele6lora1 minifter had, in con(equence pf orders from 
liis court, requefted a decree of Imperial commiffion relative 
io this obje£t ; but that, on account of the uncertainty of the; 
faccefs of that nieafure, and on account of the pre(Iing necef- 
fity of preventing ulterior hpftilities between the belligerent 
powers, the dire(^ory ihould prepare, if even the Imperial com- 
miffion ftiould npt arrive, to commence the delibei^atiOns on 
the 1 8th. He expefted that fome other c^aufes favourable ta 
the German empire would appear amongft the articles-, of the 
Pruflian treaty of peace ; but as things flood at prefent, it was 
his fincere opinion that it would be beft for the States of thi^ 
empire to remain in a ftrift union under their principal chief,' 
the Emperor, and that none (houjd venture to enter into any 
feparate' negotiation.

ALTrtOUGH his Imperial Majefty has been difappointed 
Vrith refffeft to the coiiduA of the king of Pruflia, who fent 
his miiiifter, Hardenberg, to Bafle, where the well-known fe- 
parate peace with France was concluded, without the conciir- 
rence of the dates of the empire, his Majefty, the emperor, 
in order to comply with the wifties of the empire, is bufily 
employed in taking meafures in order to obtain the accomplish • 
iiient of that objedl alfo; and notwithftanding the prefent dif* 
turbances in Ftance, and the crifis to which the affairs in that 
country are come at prefent, feem to warn us not to be too 
hafty in a negotiation for peace ; his Majefty aflures the ftates, 
that he conftantly has this important objeft in view, and that he 
continues his endeavours, in order to comply with the general 
wifhes of the ftates of the empire. 

His Imperial Majefty, however, repofes fo much confidence 
in the ftates of the empire, as to hope that, with refpeft to a 
peace, their conduct will be direfted according to the eighth ar- 
ticle of the treaty of peace of Weftphalia, and to the refolu- 
tion of the empire of the 30th of April, 1793. That they 
will remain united according to the conftitutional laws of the 
empire, fo as not to feparate from the Germanic league, and 
zealoufly to continue the armaments for the defence of the em- 
pire, without which neither a reafonable nor a folid peace can 
be expeded.

A S foon as the proclamation of the committee to the inha-

Hague J iStb May, 1795. 
The firfi year of the Dutch liberty. 

Citizen Representatives, 

IT is with the greateft fatisfadlion that we heard of. the ar- 
rival, ii^ the place of our refidence, of two celebrated members 
of your committee of public fafety, the citizens Reubell and 
Syeyes, charged with the important miflion of treating defini- 
tively with us on the fubjeft of a treaty of peace and alliasce 
between the two Republics. We appointed, immediately aftet 
being informed by them of the objedl of their million, four 
members of our aflembly, to whom we gave the power of treat- 
ing definitively upon the meafure, fubjeft to our ratification. 

We have not been deceived in the opinion we had formed of 
the capacity, the talents, and the fentiments of your deputies; 
and our's having proved themfelves to be equally worthy of our 
confidence, the inhabitants of our provinces are at length enabled 
to leave that ftate of uncertainty too affl idling to republican 
minds, a ftate of which the friends of tyranny made ufc for the 
purpofe of circulating doubts with refped to our intentions. 

The news of a conclufion of a treaty of peace, friendfhip, and 
alliance figned by the refpedive deputies, has caufed fepfations 
of the moll agreeable nature. The moft enlightened minds pre-» 
fage the profperiiy of two nations whofe interefts are the fame, 
and who, conneded by th^ clofeft ties, gan ferve the caufe of hu- 
manity and contribute in the moft powerful manner to th^ well- 
being of all Europe. 

The reprefentatives of the different provinces of the Union 
having, citizens reprefentatives, examined thoroughly the treaty 
of alliance, 'and having formally ratified it, we haften to reply to 
the fentiments of cfteem and confideration which you have tef- 
tified towards us, by fending two of your members of the com- 
mittee of public fafety, and have deputed two of the members of 
our alfembly of the ftates, the citizens Graweld and Siter, to 
carry to Paris the adl by which we have ratified the treaty of 
peace, amity, and alliance, together with the feparate articles rcr 
lalivc 10 the port of Flulhing. 

We enjoined them to depart immediately, in order that the 
reciprocal ratifications may be exchanged in the period prefcrib- 
ed \ and to this effcd, y^e have invefted them with the charader 
of our ambalFadors extraordinary, in order to give a iignal mark 
of our high qpnfider^tion for the French Republic, and of the 
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value which we put on an alliance fo long defired by the (rue 
friends of the two nations. We entreat you to receive them in 
that capacity, and to give the fame credit and confidence to them as 
to ourfelves, and members of our aifemblyy with whofe fentiments 
they are acquainted ; they will thus be in condition to develope 
thefe fentiments to you more amply, and to convince you of our 
defire to keep up with the French Republic a friendly correfpon- 
dence^ and a mod intimate conne£lion.

.AS therp is every reafon to pi^fume, every good citizen ihould 

ilinite and (hare our indignation againft the deeply-criniihal plo^s 

pf the copfpirators, who ^im at the revival of tJie reign of 



teffofy and at organizing in thefe departments a new t% Vem 
d«c. 

The conditions of the pacification will be faithfully obferved; 
and the liiifled citizens who faithfully fubmit, and fhall continue 
to fubinifi ihaS unceaiin^ly enjoy all the advantages it fecures tq 
them. 

In confequence, the commander in chief recommends more 
ftrenuoufly than ever to the troops^ to proteft, in all places^ 
the freedom of religious worfliip, property, and perfonal fecu- 
rity. Such of the foldiers as (hall be convidled of arbitrary 
siSts, and want of difcipline, (hall be inftantly apprehended, andi 
delivered over to the criminal tril^unal, to be punifhed with all 
the rigour of the law. 

The general renders the military commanders refponfible fef 
the execution of the prefent decree, and relies on the loyaltj^ 
of the French foldiery.

»795- 

npHE commiflion of foreign affairs has remitted to cne a de^ 
•*" cree of the three cori(jmittees of public fafety, of finances x 
and of commerce, on the ^vigation of neutral powers, con- 
ceived in thefe terms : 

V Art. L The veffels of neutral powers ihall freely enter and 
depart from the ports of France, without the leaft obftacle or 
nlelay, and without being forced to fell their cargoes, 

II. If the (hips of neutral powers (hall think proper to fell 
their cargoes to government, the price (hall be paid in the 
jnanner which (hall be agreed upon. .' ■ 

III. The French fleets (hall refpefil, anil (hall caufe to be 
tcfpefted, in what concerns them, the rights of nations and the* 
(Kpulations of treaties, according to the terms of the decree of 
the national convention of the 25th of July, 1793. 

- IV. Neutral veflels (hall not be forced ont of their courfe.^ 
There (hall not be feized, while on board of them, neither cap- 
tains, mariners, paflengers, nor any military perfons, though-'

V. From the ftipulations of the prefent article are excepted—

powers ; that is to fay, arms, warlike ammunition of all forts,

The goods of enemies taken on board neutral veflTels 
ihall be infiantly unloaded in the ports of France. 

VII. The expen Ics of freight (hall be paid according to the 
4ifpo(ixions of the police of tacU^g.

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• VIII. After unloading, the neutral captain fhall have a right 
to depart. 

IX. Merchandife taken under the idea of its belonging to 
enemies, which fhall be found to belong to neutral powers, 
and, confequently, declared not to be a lawful prize, Ihall be 
reftored in kind to the proprietor, linlefs he pleafes to fell it. 

X. The commiflioners of the marine (hall prefent the ftate of 
the fubjedls of hoftile powers taken on board neutral veffels, on 
purpofe to do juflice to their claims.

T^HE committee of public fafety, after hearing the report of 
■■■ the commiflioner for foreign affairs, on the application 
made by the conful of the United States of America, for the 
teleafe of certain individuals, Englilh, Americans, and fuppofed 
Americans, taken on board of Englifli fliips, the greater part of 
them now detained at Brefl — 

Confidering that the detention of thofe perfons, and cfpecially 
of Englifh families, is contrary to the ?.3d article of the treaty 
of 1778, fince they were taken on board of iliips belonging to 
the United States^ confidering that the releafe of citizens of 
the United States is the natural confequence of the good intelli- 
gence that fubfifts between the two Republics, orders as fol- 
lows: 

I. The perfons named in the annexed lift (hall be imme- 
diately fet at liberty, with their wives, children, and domef- 
tics. Orders of releafe (hall be expedited for each of the heads 
of families. They fhall mention the number of perfons com-r 
pofmg their family, and the number of their domeftics. 

II. Excepting citizens James Conecling, Philip Van Don- 
ton, and James ^Vilkinfon, all the others fhall be bound to 
quit France as foon as poffible. To this end, they fhall avail 
themfelves of the firfl fhips that fail. Their orders of releafe 
(hall ftand in the room of pafTports. 

III. The conful general of the United States txx Paris fhill 
be invited by the commiilion for foreign affairs, in the nane of 
the committee of public fafety, to facilitate the execution of the 
preceding article. 

IV. The commiffion^ for foreign affairs fhall fend a copy of 
this order to the commiflion of marine and colonies, the com-

BEFORE the 9th Thermidor (July 27, 1794) it was faidin 
this tribune, that you ought only to negotiate through the; 
mouths of cannon. Returned to be yourfelvesy fince that tinu^ 
you have been permitted to manifeft your own thoughts, and 
you have more than once folemnly proclaimed your irefpeA for 
all the diplomatic inftitutions, which preferve the rights of man- 
kind. Your committee of public fafety, therefore, will not z& 
contrary to the fpirit which has animated and di reded you, in 
now propofing to fix the manner of receiving foreign amhaiEi- 
dors in the bofom of the national repreientation. 

Till the prefent time, the powers friendly to the Republic 
fent to us only charges d* affaires, refidents, envoys, or nainiders 
plenipotentiary, with whom there has been no queftion of eti* 
quette, fraternity alone having induced them to difpenfe witk 
forms. But there is a diiFerence between them and amba&a- 
dors, properly fo called, which requires fome diftindion on your 
part. Miniflers plenipotentiary, and flill more, envoys, cefi« 
dents, and chirges d"^ affaires , are regarded only as the bianda* 
tories and the bearers of powers for the ftates in whofe name 
they ad. The charader of an ambaflador is more elevated; 
Jie is the true reprefentative of the government which fenda* 
I»m; and as the government which feads him always reprefe^ts 
the nation, which it governs, it is only in this laft analyfis, a» 
reprefentative of the nation, that an ambaflador can prefent him«» 
felf. It is the eflablifhed cuftom among governments to give ti»\ 
amba(radors, in the ceremony of their' reception, a ftate chair^ 
which is placed oppofite to the reprefentative of the fo¥eretgri> 
and in which he fits ^ven in delivering bis fpeech. G<»refn^'< 
SReiits have always confidered as a particular mark of attention

xeafony France has generally maintained ambailadurs in Switzer--

On the 23^ of Jprll^ ^795j '^^ Swedifh Ambafjador was introduced 

into the French Convention, preceded by the Members of the Com" 

m It tee of Public M^elfare^ and accompanied by the Commlffaryfor 

Foreign Jffalrs, and many of his own jlttendants. He fat down 

facing the Prcfidcnt, and pronounced the following Speech: 

Citizens Reprefentativcs of the French People^ 
THE alliance of the kings of Sweden with France, confecratecL 
for a long feries of years in the treaties, and by the annal^ of hif- 
tory, and ftill more by a remarkable analogy of charadker between 
both nations, has not fuiFered by the political fliock which h^ 
convulfed all Europe. The fyftem purfued by the Swedifli go- 
y?ri}iTient^ the tf eaty gf &np^d neutjality conglwde4 between the 
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king of Sweden and that of Denmark^ are for the French Re- 
public, a proof of the fentiments which his Majefty cxprefles to- 
day by me^ his organ. I coQie, in his name, into the bofom of 
the national reprefentation of France, to render a fignal homage 
to the natural and imprefcriptible rights of nations.. Do not 
doubt but the Swedes, who have been often called the French of 
tlie North, continue to form a people of brothers with the French 
of the South. It is agreeable to me, citizens reprefentatives, to 
have to maintain and (Ircngthen that union, by the candour and 
loyalty of which we will reciprocally give example. May peace, 
the fource of the true profperity of empires, foon crown the glo- 
rious fuccefles of France ! May all the governments, whatever 
they may be, have a mutual refpeft one for the other, and ceafe 
to be rivals, except in juftice, wifdom, and generofity ! At laft, 
may the French, that intrepid people, now above the paflions 
reprobated by morality, philofophy, and politics, offer to man- 
kind the new fpedacle of power re-united to virtue. (Loud 
applaufes.) 

The President (Boissy D'Anglas) anfwered — 
Baron Eric-Magnus Stael of Holftein, ambaflador extraordinary 
from Sweden ; the univerfal applaufe which has delayed my an- 
fwer fufficiently (hews the fentiments of thofe who furround you. 
You fee with what fatisfaSion we receive in your perfon a 
friendly nation, with which- you come to renew our ancient al- 
liance. Participate freely with us in the firft emotions of- our 
hearts, and in the enjoyment of the moft touching fraternity. 
The generous refpeft which you have (hewn to the reprefenta- 
tives of a free people, to the natural and imprefcriptible rights of 
nations, do honour to the government which you- reprefent ; they 
are worthy of making an epoch in the hiftory of liberty. It 
is our duty folemnly to acknowledge, that Sweden has not 
waited for our fuccefs to manifeft the beft difpofition towards 
the French Republic. No ; long before, vi£lory, faithful to 
the caufe of freedom, had began to cut the knot of the coalition 
which attacked us ; at the period even when the greateft dangers 
feemed to threaten us on every fide, the Swedi(h nation, we 
know, praifed our courage, and fecretly prayed for thofe tri- 
umphs which we have fince obtained. It did all in its power 
for us, under a king, who wi(hed to (hew hinnifelf perfonally 
our enemy, without being prevented by the fear of de(troying, at 
the fame time, the beft interefts of his country. 

A chief more worthy of the talk had fcarcely taken the reins 
of government, when we faw him haften to break the bonds by 
which Guftavus the Hid. had laboured to attach the Swedes to 
the league of our enemies. He has fince always repelled, with the 
fame honefty, their corrupt manoeuvres and their infdent menaces; 
and as his attachment for the French nation is unaltered, th«

national- Gdnvemioii thinks itfelf able, to anfwec to, the priocv 
whom you reprefenr^ that it "wiU carefully ftrengtfaen agaia our

perity of the two nations. 

With regard to yourfelf, perfonally, Baron Stacl of Holfteini, 
the national convention f^es with pleafure that yoii= are charged 
to treat with usrefpe£ling our mutual interefts^ as it is perfuaded 
that no one knows better the fincerity and opennefs'of our fenti- 
ments, and confequently no one could give more hopes of the 
return of a perfedl union.

Speech addreffed to his Excellency At^ Barthelemy, AmhaJJador of 
the French Republic in Switzerland^ by Chancellor Ochsy in Pre'^ 
fence of the Secret Council, and in the Name of the State qf Bafle^ 
January 22^, 1795» 

Your Excellency, 
** 'T'HERE is a Switzerland wanting to France, and a Franco 
■*■. to Switzerland." It is in this manner that one of the re^ 
prefentatives of the French Republic exprelfed himfelf towards 
us, and it to th'is principle, marked with the ftamp of a found 
policy, that the two nations are long indebted for a great part 
of their fuccefs and profperity. It is indeed allowed to fuppofe, 
that without the Helvetic confederation, the wrecks of the an- 
cient kingdoms of Lotharingia, Burgundy, and Arles^^ would not 
have, been united to the French dominion ; and it is hard to be- 
lieve, 
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6(9^ 4At «M4tlMtk fhe powerful diverdon aird decided Inteffe* 
VMiee^ France, they would not at laft have fucceeded in ftiflbg 
^tfic Ifdvetic liberty in the cradle, or in caufing the deftiny of our 
l^fitital exiftence to retrograde. 

However, the truth of this falutary principle has perhaps nc- 
^ermanifefted itfelf with more evidence, than in the courfe of 
the memorable events, of which we were for fome years paft the 
peaceable fpedators. But it belongs to hi (lory to reveal one day 
to an impartial pofterity, the reciprocal relations of the caufe and 
eflredt which fubfifted between thefe events, our neutrality and 
prefervation. Perhaps on a future day this fentiment of natural 
juftice will be admired, which, in making us to abhor all foreign 
influence in the choice of the i»odifications of our forms of go- 
vernment, forbid us by this very objeft to fet up for judges of 
the mode ©f public adminiilration of any (late whatever. Our 
fathers have not cenfured cither the grand feudatories of the Gee* 
tnanic empire, for having lowered the Imperial power, nor the 
foyal authority in France, for having kept in awe the grand feu- 
datories. They have fucceflively (een the States General repre- 
fent the French nation ; the Richelieu and Mazarin feizi-ng upon 
the abfolute power; Louis the XlVth difplaying by himfelf the 
whole power of the nation ; and the parliaments pretending to 
]partake, in the name of the people, of rtie public authority. #Btrt 
they were never heard with a rafli voice, arrogating to themfdves 
the right of calling the French government back to fuch and 
fuch a period of its hiftory. Their wifli was the happinefs of 
France, their hope its unity, and their fupport, the integrity of 
its territory. 

However, what inclination the Swifs may always have had to 
tread in the fteps of the founders and prefervers of their liberty, 
it muft be confelfed, that more than once it was feared, in thofe 
nu>ments of exalted paffions, to fee them deviate from fo fure a 
road ; and if they have efcaped this fatal danger, the public opi- 
nion, although tottering and divided on fo many points, unites 
■itfelf, in order to attribute the honour of it to your excellency, 
and to t%e faithful and zealous companions of your importaift

' To blend amiablenefs of temper, the franknefs of probity, 
and the modefty oi true merit, to the firmnefS of the man o€ 
the public, jealous of the dignity of his place, and the honOu* 
of his country ; to conciliate a prudent temporizing with the ac- 
tive rapidity of the events, and the confiderations due to our rcla*- 
tions, multiplied with the rights of a regenerated people, who are 
more than ever fenfible of the value of their alliance ; to prevent the

heighten the hopes, and draw pure and unimpeachable magif- 
trates round a (ingle rallying point, the fcrupulous obfervation of 
a free neutrality. 

Happy to become habitual witnefles of virtues fo dear to all 
hearts, the fecret council of the town and canton of Bade, in the 
name of our lords the burgomafler and council of this Republic, 
has the honour to beg your excellency favourably to accept of the 
aflurance of the refpedlful devotion and very lively eagernefs in 
anticipating the wiflies with which each of us is fincerely anima- 
ted. The refidence of your excellency in our town announces 
a confidence which we know how to appreciate. It was under 

' the walls, of Bafle that, 350 years ago, were formed the firft ties 
which united our fate to that of France ; and it is within the 
walls of Bafle that, at this moment, for the firft time, the two 
Republics folemnly yield to the efFufion of a foft fraternity. If 
we may believe the confoling reports of uncertain renown, ano- 
ther affimilation of ancient times and our days prefents itfelf to 
all minds. It was alfo within the walls of Bafle that was con- 
cluded the famous peace, which terminated the laft bloody con- 
teft the Swifs had to fuftain for the facred caufe of their inde- 
pendence. May a peace of this kind foon add to the glory of our 
country ! Through a fatality which confounds the reajon of man, 
war was always neceflary for the foundation of liberty. But it 

. is only peace confolidates it by the true difplay of its energy ; 
it is peace ennobles it by the praftice of virtue; it is peace em- 
bellifhes it by the charm of all the arts, and makes it to be 
worfliipped by feeling and generous hearts. How charming it 
is to prefent the olive branch of peace, when one's brow is girt 
with the laurels of vidory ! Moderation in the conqueror chains 
fortune to his car, and the ftrength of the enemy is lefs to be 
dreaded than the defpair of the vanquiflied. But the im- 
portance of fuch great concerns as thefe makes us Qxceed the 
limits of our miffion. Let us ft ill have the permifllon to aflc of 
your excellency the precious continuation of your kindnefs and 
benevolence, and alfo your powerful interference in all well" 
grounded claims which this ftate or its citizens may be likely to 
addrefs to the fupreme authorities of the illufljious French Re-

Magnificent Lords, 

I RECEIVE, with fo much the more gratitude and fenfibilitjr, 
the expreflions of fentiments you pleafe to beftow upon me, as I 
have already the knowledge of your affeftionate friendfliip in my 
behalf, the fame as I hope you have, that of my defire of ferving 
you, and my conftant folicitude for your concerns. It will be 
ftill more animated, magnificent lords, through my ftay in your 
town.

Since I lived in your country, circumftances Angularly difficult

peace, until the happy period which will reftore it to the univerfe; 
and they will attain it, under the bleffings of the worthy people 
ihey govern, with the confidence and due confideration of the 
French nation, and of all Europe ; and with the certainty that 
pofterity will admire the behaviour they held in thefe critical 
times, and which fo many means have been employed to make 
the cantons depart from the maxims which .they inherited from 
their anceftors, the prudence of which is confirmed by the expe- 
rience of ages* ' ' 

Your ftate will have fo much the more right to fhare in this 
triumph, as it has not only fhared with its co-allies all the dan- 
gers of the prefent epoch, but that it has moreover been expofed 
to private uneafinefs. It ought to be well affiired of having ac- 
quired with them indelible claims on the continuance of the friend- 
fliip of the French Republic. I efleem myfelf very happy, 
magnificent lords, of being at this moment its organ with you, 
and of being able to tranfmit to the committee of public welfare 
of the national convention, the expreffions of your confederal at- 
tachment, and the wifhes you utter for the profperity of the 
French People, who will always be your moft faithful- ally.

Extras oJ[a Letter written to the Committee of Public Safety ij tk 
Envoy of the French Republic at Tenice, dated Fenice the l^tbtf 
Afarchy 1795. 

A SECRETARY of the fenate has announced to me the nomi- 
**^ nation of M. Alvise Querini, as refident from this Re- 
public, to the French government, in quality of noble. TMs 
title may appear extraordinary to you and requires explanation. 

It is a conftitutional maxim with the Republic of Venice, 
that it fhall only have two kinds of diplomatic agents, ambafladors 
and refidents : the firft are always chofen from among the nobleSf 
and the fecond from among the citizens. The nobles are veryjea* 
lous of their right to being appointed to embaflies, which lead to the 
higheft honours in their own ftate. The number of emibailies i& 
fixed, and they do not wifh to diminifh them. To Ruffia they 
fent an ambaifador, but it pleafed Catharine to fetid to them only 
a refident, and it was confequently intended here, to fend to the 
court of Peterfburgh in future, a citizen, under the fame title. 
Of this the efnprefs was informed : Ihe made it known that flic 
would receive none but a noble, and the fenate fettled this point 
"by fending M. Fofcari, he who is at prefcnt at Conftantinopky 
with the title of noble, which was fubflituted for that of amb^* 
dor» 

When it was refolved in the college to name a minifler to the 
French Republic, inftead of M. Pifani, a difcufflon arofe on his 
title ; and the greateft number of members being of opinion that 
ibey ought not to change their fyftem on account of the miiBon to 
Paris, it was agreed that M. Querini fhould thene take the title 
of noble, under which he will prefent himfelf to you. He is or- 
dered to depart in a month, and he is making preparations not to 
^Kceed that term*

Sir, 

WE have the honour of tranfmitting, agreeably to your excel- 
lency's requeft, a ftatement of the general principles of proceed- 
ing in prize caufes, in Eritifh courts of admiralty, and of the mea- 
fure proper to be taken when a fhip and cargo are brought in 
as prize within their jurifdiftions. 

The general principles of proceeding cannot, in our judgment, 
be ftated more corredly, than we find them laid down in the fol- 
lowing cxtradl: from a report made to his late Majefty in the year 
1753, by Sir George Lee, then judge of the prerogative court, 
Dr. Paul, his Majefty 's advocate general, Sir Dudley Rider, his 
Majefty's attorney general, and Mr. Murray, (afterwards Lord 
Mansfield) his Majefty's folicitor general, 

** When two powers are at war, they- have a right to make 
prizes of the (hips, goods, and cfFefts of each other, upon the 
high feas: — whatever is the property of the enemy, may be ac- 
quired by capture at fca ; but the property of a friend cannot be 
taken, provided he obferves his neutrality. 

<* Hence the law of nations has eftablilhed, 

<* That the goods of an enemy, on board the fhip of a friend, 
may be taken. 

** That the lawful goods of a friend, on board the (hip of an 
enemy, ought to be rcftored. 

** That contraband goods, going to the enemy, though the 
property of a friend, may be taken as prizes ; becaufe fupplying 
the enemy with what enables him better to carry on the war, is 
a departure from neutrality. 

*' By the maritime law of nations, univerfally and irnmemo- 
rially received, there is an cftabliflied method of determination, 
whether the capture be, or be not, lawful prize, 

** Before the fli»p, or goods, can be dilpofed of by the captor, 
there muft be a regular judicial proceeding, wherein both parties 
may be heard; and condemnation thereupon as prize, in a court 
of admiralty, judging by the law of nations and treaties. 

** The proper and regular court, for thefe condemnations, is 
the court of that ftate to whom the captor belongs. 

** The evidence to acquit or condemn, with or without cofts 
or dan^ages, muft, in the firft inftance, come merely from the 
fhip taken, viz. The papers on board, and the examination 
on oath of the mafter, and other principal officers \ fgr which pur- 

pofc 



pofe there are officers of admiralty ia all the confTder^ble 
fea-ports of every, maritime power at war, to examine the cap- 
tainsi and other principal o£Ecers of every fliip, brought in as ja 
prize, ujpon general and impartial interrogatories: if there does 
not appear from thence ground to condemn, as enemy's property, 
or contraband goods going to the enemy, there mud be an acquit- 
tal, unlefs from the aforefaid evidence the property Ihali appear 
fo doubtful, that it is reafonable to go into further proof thereof* 

^* A claim of (hip, or goods, mull be fupported by the oath of 
fomebody, at lealt as to belief. 

** The law of nations .requires good faith : — therefore every 
fliip mull be provided with complete and genuine papers ; and the 
mailer, at leaft, iboiild be privy to the truth of the tranfadion. 

** To enforce thefe rules, if there be falfc or colourable papers ; 
if any papers be thrown overboard ; it the matter and officers e^~ 
amined in preparation grofsly prevaricate ; ir proper ihips pa* 
pcrs are not on board ; or if the matter and crew cannot fay', 
whether the fliip or cargo be the property of a friend or euemy, 
the law of nations allows, according to the different degrees of 
mifbehaviour, or fufpicion, ariflng from the fault of the Ihip 
taken, and other circumttances of the cafe, cotts to be paid, or 
not to be received, by the claimant, in c^fe of acquittal and retti- 
tution : on the other "hand, \{ a feizure is made without probable 
caufe, the captor is adjudged to pay cotts and damages ; for which 
purpofe all privateers are obliged to give fecurity for their gooU 
behaviour; and this is referred to, and exprefsly dipulated by 
many treaties. 

" Though from the fhip's papers, and the preparatory examf- 
nations, the property does not fufficiently appear to be neutra), 
the claimant is often indulged with time to lend over affidavits, 
to.fuppiy that defeft : if he will not (hew the property by fiiffr- 
cient affidavits, to be neutral, it is prefumed to belong to the ene- 
my. — Where the property appears from evidence not on board the 
fliip, the captor is juttified in bringing her in, and excufed pay- 
ing cotts, becaufe he is not in fault: or, according to the cii*- 
cumftances of the cafe, may be juftly entitled to receive his cofts» 

** If the fentence of the court of admiralty is thought to be er- 
roneous, there is in every maritime country, a fuperior court of 
j«view, confifting of the moft confiderable perfons, to which the 
parties who think themfelves aggrievcH, may appeal; and thia 
Aiperior court judges by the fame rule vhich governs the court of 
admiralty, viz. the law of nations, uni the treaties fubfitting 
with that neutral power, whofe fubjedl is a party before them. 

*^ If no appeal is offered, it is an acknowledgement of the juf- 
tice of thefentence by the parties themfelves, and coriclulive. 

. '< This manner of trial and adjudication i^ fupported; alluded 
tp^f and enforced^ by many treaties.

?<lBthi$ method, all captures at fea wi^retned, liiMpTig tkf 
Uft war, by Great Britain, France, and Spain, and fubmitted to 
))y the neutral powers. In this method, by courts of admiraltj 
idling according to the law of nations and particular treaties, all 
captures at fea Have immemorially been judged of, in every coun- 
try of Europe, Any other method of trial would be jnanifeftly 
tinjuft, abfurd, and impraSicable." 

Such are the principles which govern the proceedings of the 
prize courts. 

The following are the meafures which ought to be taken by 
ihe captor, and by the neutral claimant, upon a ihip and cargo 
"^eing brought in as prize: 

The captor immediately, upon bringing his prize into port, 
-fends up or delivers upon oath to the regiftry of the court of ad- 
miralty all papers found on board the captured ihip. In the 
Courfe of ^ few days^ the examinations in preparatory of the 
captain and fome of the crew of the captured fhip are taken, upon 
a fet of {landing interrogatories, before the commiffionefs of the 
port to which the prize is brought, and which arfe alfd forwarded 
to the regiftry of the admiralty as foon as taken. A monition is 
«xtra£led by the captor from the regiftry, and ferv.ed upon the 
Royal Exchange, notifying the capture, and calling upon all per- 
fons interefted to appear and fliew caufe, why the fliip and 
goods fliould not be condemned. At the expiration of twenty 
idays, the monition is returned into the regiftry, with a certificate 
of its fervice, and if any claim has been given, the caufe is then 
jeady for hearing, upon the evidence arifing out of the fliip's pa* 
pers, and preparatory examinations. 

The meafures taken, on the part of the neutral mafter or pro* 
prietor of the cargo, are as follows : 
• Upon being brought into port, the mafter ufually makes a pro- 
teft, which he forwards to London^ as inftrpftions (or with fuch 
further direftipns, as he thinks proper) either to the corref- 
pondent of his owners, or to the cohful of his nation, in order to 
^laim the ftiip, and fuch parts of the cargo as belong to his own^ 
€rs, or with whiph he was particularly intrufled : or the mafter 
himfelf, as foop as he h^s undergone his examinatiop, goes tQ 
Xondon to take the neceflfary fteps. 

The mafter, correfpondent, or conful, applies to a proflor^^ 
%jvho prepares a claim fupported by ap affidavit of the claimant^ 
ftating briefly to whom, as he believes, the fliip and goods claim- 
ed belong, and that no enemy has any right pr Jnter^ft i(i them ; 
ftcurity muft be given to the amount of fixty pounds tQ anfwcf 
cofts,' if the cafe Ihould appear fo grofsly fraudulent on the part 
gf the claimant as to fubjfedl him to be condemned therein. If 
ca|)t6r has negleded in the mean time ^o take the ufual fteps 
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jfbut which fddom happens, as he is ttiiStly cnjointid both by ht*, 
inftru£lions, and by the prize ad, to proceed immediately to ad- 
judication) a procefs iflues againft him on the application of the 
claimant's prbdlor* to bring in the fliip's papers and preparatory 
examinations, ana to proceed in the ufual tv ay. 

As foon as the claim is given, copies of the fhip's papers and . 
examinations are procured from the regiftry, and upon the re-» 
turn of the monition the caufe may be heard. It however feU. 
dom happens (owing to the great preflure of bufinefs, efpecially. 
at the commencement of a war) that caufes can poffibly be pre^ 
pared for hearing immediately upon the expiration of the tim«. 
<br the return of the monition ; in that cafe, each caufe muft 
neceflarily take its regular turn : correfpondent meafures muft b^ 
taken by the neutral mafter, if carried within the jurifdiSion oX 
a vice-admiralty court, by giving a claim fupported by hi^ affida- 
vit, and oiFering a fecurity for coAs, if the claim ihould be pro^ 
pounced grofsly fraudulent. 

If the claimant be diffatisfied with the fentence, his prodat 
tBnters an appeal in the regiftry of the court where the fentencii 
was given, or before a notary public (which regularly fhould b« 
iCntered within fourteen days after the fentence) and he afterwardii 
(applies at the regiftry of the lords of appeal in prize caufes, which 
is held at the fame place as the regiftry of the high court of admi- 
iralty, for an inftrument called an inhibition, and which fliould b# 
taken out within three months if thp fentenpe be in the high court 
iof admiralty, and within nine months, if within a vice-admiralty 
t;ourt; but may be taken out at later periods, if a reafonabl# 
caufe can be alledged for the delay that has intervened. This in*- 
ftrument directs the judge whole fentence is appealed from to 
proceed no further in the caufe ; it direfts the regifter to tranfmit 
SI copy of all the proceedings of the inferior courts ; and it direfts 
Ihe party who has obtained the fentence to appear before the fu« 
perior tribunal to anfwer to the appeal. On applying for thi$ 
inhibition, fecurity is given on the part of the appellant to th# 
Amount of two hundred pounds to anfwer cofts, in cafe it ftiould 
iippear to the court of appeals, that the appeal is merely vexa- 
tious. The inhibition is to be ferved upon the judge, the regif- 
ter and the adverfe party and his proSor, by fliewing the inftrument 
tinder feal, and delivering a note or copy of the contents. If the 
t)arty cannot be found and the proflor will not accept the fervice, 
thainftrun^ent is to be ferved " viis et moduy^ that iJ, by affixing 
it to the door of the laft place of refidence, or by hanging it on 
^eplllajTS of the Royal Exchange. 

That part of the procefs above defcribed^ which is to be exe- 
rted abroad, may be performed by any perfon to whom it |* 
eomfmtted, and the formal part at hoiO£ U executed by the officer 
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X>f the court; A certificate of the fervice is indorfed tip6tt thu 
back of the inftmment, fworn before a furrogate of the liipcriof 
court, or before a notary public, if the fervice is abroad* 

If the caufe be adjudged in the vice- admiralty court, it is 
i\fual, upon entering an appeal there, to procure a copy of the 

frroceedings, which the appellant fends over to his correfpondent 
n England who carries it to a proflor, and the fame fteps arc 
taken to procure and ferve the inhibition as where the caufe has 
lieen adjudged in the high court of admiralty. But if a copy oi 
the proceedings cannot be procured in due time, an inhibitioa 
ihay be obrainecj by fending over a copy of the inftrument of ap^ 
peiail, or by writing to the correfpondent an account only of the 
time and fubftance of the fentence. 

Upon an appeal, frefli evidence may be introduced ; if upon 
hearing the caufe the lords of appeal (hall l^ of opinion, that the 
cafe is of fuch doubt, as that further proof ought to have been' 
ordered by the court below. 

Further proof ufually confifts of affidavits ma3e by the aflerted 
proprietors of the goods, in which they are fomietimes joined by 
their clerks and others acquainted with the trahfaftion, and with 
the real property of the goods claimed. In corroboration of thefc, 
aiBSdavits may be annexed, original correfpondence, duplicates of 
bills of lading, invoices, extra6l« from books, &c. Thefe papers 
muft be proved by the affidavits of perfohs who can fptzk of their 
authenticity ; and if copies or extrafts, they (hould be collated' 
ihd certified by public notaries^ The affidavits are fworn before 
the magiftrates, or others competent to adminifter oaths^ in the 
country where they are made, and authenticated by a. certificate 
from the Britifli conful. 

The degree of proof to be required depends upon the degrea 
of fufpicion and doubt that belongs to the cafe. In cafes of 
heavy fufpicion and great importance, the court may order what 
is called ** plea and proof," that is, inftead of admitting affidavits[ 
ixii dacuitients, introduced by the claimants onlyj each pairty is 
at liberty to alledge in regular pleadings fuch circumflances as may 
teoJto acquit of to condemn the capture, and to examine witneflcf 
in fupport of the allegations, to whom the adverfe party inay* 
adminifter interrogatories. The depofition of the witnefles are 
taken in writing ; if the withefTes are to be examined abroad, sr 
commiflion iffues for that purpofe j but in no cafe is it neceflarji 
for them to come to England. — ^Thefe fcdem^ proceeding's awof 
not often reforted to. 

Standing commiffions may be fent to America, Tor the gerieiral 
purpofe of receiving examinations of witnefles in all cafes where ' 
the court may find it neceflary for the purpofes of juftjce, to dc*» 
4^e6 an inquiry to be cohdufted in that manner. ^

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With rcfpeS to captures and condemnations at MartlnicO, 
which are the fubjefts of another inquiry contained in your notc> 
we can only anfwer iri general, that we are not informed of the 
particulars of fuch captures and condemnations ; but as we know 
of no kgal court of Admiralty cftablifted at Martinicd, we ard 
clearly of opinion thiat the legality of any prizes taken ther# 
muft be tried in th^ high court of admiralty of England upott* 
claims given in the manner above defcribed, by fuch perfons as' 
Oiay think themfelves aggrieved by the faid capture.

THE lords of the council having had under confideration r 
fiote from Mr. Pinckney, the American miniftcr, tranfmitted by 
dire£lions of Lord Grenville, on the fubjefl of the regulation* 
laid down for American veiTels which may touch at any of the 
-ports of this kingdom, obfervirig, •* That an American veffel, 
coming with tobacco to Falmouth, and then to a market, if or* 
dered to proceed to France, is not fuffered to depart until a li-- 
icence from his Majefty in council for that purpofe — the condi- 
tions of which licence are, that the vefTel fhall proceed to a fpe- 
cified port in France, and that fecurity fhall be given in three 
times the value of the cargo, that no goods or merchandife, the 
growth or manufacture of this kingdom, Ihall be put on board, 
and that the veffel (hall bring a certificate of the delivery of the 
tobacco at fuch port— and fuggefting the propriety of having the 
l^gulations concerning this branch of trade, fo modified, fo as ta 
oppofe the feweft impediments to its free exercifc.** 

I am commanded by their lordfhips to acquaint you, for the; 
information of the lords commiffioners of his majefty *s treafury, 
that the lords of the council, upon confideration of the faid note, 
aiid of a minute of the lords of the committee of council for 
trade and foreign plantations thereupon, are of opinion, that it 
may be advifeable, that the lords commiflioners of his majefl/* 
treafury fhould, it they fliall fo think fit, inflruft the commif- 
iioners of his Majefly's cuflomsto give general (|ire£tions to the 
principal officers of the cufloms, at all the ports where Americatt 
vefTels are likely to touch for a market, that if fuch vefTels take 
on board any articles not now permitted to be exported to France, 
or to any country under the government of France, that the faid' 
oflicers do take bond with two furetie^, who are inhabitants of 
this country, for landing the fame in fome country in amity with 
his Majefly, and to produce a certificate within a limited time 
of the faid gooAs having been fo landed, or the bond to be for- 
feited ; but in cafe any American veffels fo coming for a market^

Speech of his Excellency Sir Gilbert Elliotj the Viceroy ^ Corjicet^ 
delivered to the Chamber of Parliament at the opening of the Sef-

'* TT is with unfeigned pleafure that I meet yoa this day m 

•*• Parliament, both becaufe your conftitution, on which 
the future happinefs of Corfica depends, is hereby confum* 
mated, and becaufe the full energy of your wifdom and author 
rity is required at a period rendered doubly interefting by the 
efiablifhment of a new government, and by the continuance of 
the war, 

** You are charged not only with important but arduous 
ijutics, fince you muft, on the one hand, fecure your freedom 
as an independent nation, by a vigorous and courageous exei;* 
tion in the war, and on the other, you muft make prpviiiopi 
jfor internal happinefs and liberty, by deliberations which Are 
better fuited 'to tim?s of tranquillity and peace. 

** For the xlifcharge of this great truft, I rely with perfe6l

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<< I hare ordered the gracious anfirer made bj bit Majeftjtf 

the addrefs of the late general counc'n^y prefented' ta Um by 
deputies from that afieinbly, to ))e laid before yoii. I have 
alfo ordered to be laid before you a copy of the commi^on by 
•whicKhisTt'aj.eftj ba$ been pleafed to confer on me the exalted 
honour of repreknting him in this kingdom under the title of 
viceroy, agreeable to the provifions of the conftitutional aft. 
By the choice of a perfon whofe bell qualification for that dif- 
tinguifhed itation is a warm and fteady afFe£tion for Corfica, 
you will perceive that the fame fentiment prevailed on that oc- 
cafion in his Majefty's mind. 

<^ I am enabled, with equal fatisfa£tion, to acquaint yoii} 
that his Majefty is not kfs attentive to your prote^ion agaiaft 
the hoftile defigns of the enemy ; and you may depend on his 
powerful and vigorous fupport during the war. He confidei^ 
at the fame time> m the zeal and courage of .hts Corfican fub- 
jefts for repelling the enemy, and in defending the indepcnd- i 
ence of their country, and the fecurity of theii: lives, fortunes^ 
and honour, all that can be dear to men. In thefe views, i 
confiderable body of Corfican infantry has been raifed, andaa 
immediate augmentation to the national corps is intended. 

'<* Meafures have ►been taken for enabling his Majefty to 
afiemble the militia, and employ them againft the common 
enemy in cafe of need. It will be for the parliament,, in itt 
wifdom, to frame adequate regulations for the perfe£lion of 
fuch a fyftem as may give to Corfica, in moments of danger, 
the full benefit of tlie courage and patriotifm of all her fub- 
jeSs; for it muft not be forgotten, that the independence 
and liberty of your country muft not depend on the protec- 
tion of regular troops alone, however formidable the force 
employed may be ; but, under the providence of God, muft 
Jlill reft principally on the hearts and arms of a people who 
Jove their country and their freedom. 

" Many important obje<9^s will require your immediate at- 
tention. The moft urgent of thefe is, to provide fuflBicieut 
funds for the public fervice. 

" In tlie prefent circumftances of Corfica, his Majefty iS 
pleafed to take upon himfelf the whole charges of the. mili- 
tary e'ftablifhment; you have alfo the benefit of a great naval 
force, without any expcnfe; you have, no public debt, and, 
conftjquently, no intereft to pay on that account. 

*' Refledling on thefe peculiar advantages, enjoyed, per- 
hapSj exclufively by this nation, I am perfuad^d that you 
"will cheerfully furnifh the remaining and unavoidable ex- 
penfes of the public fervice; and it is with much.comfqtt that 
I confider the impoffibility of an ample and adequate provu 
fxoa for the civil charge of government being, biirthcnlbmo

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to tbc P<meU of Coriica, ^ven in the prefeot ftate of her tie- 
lources. 

<< A fettlement of ypur religious eflablifhment has been re- 
ferved for the phamber of parliament^ in concert with his 
holinefs' th^ pbp<e. 

** To this important point you will naturally dire<S^ your 
early and ferious attention; and 1 have no doubt that the wif* 
dom and piety which prefide in your councils will lead you 
to tTie means of reconciling the civil intcrefls and temporal 
profperity of your conftituents, with the holy duties of reli- 
giop> the reverence due to its miniiiersi and the facred rights 
pf property. 

" The definition and limits of the feveral powers and jurif- 
di£lions to be exercifed by the dijBTerent tribunals, in the ad- 
miniftration of juftice, as well as a declaration of the ^aw it- 
.(elf, are other points of ferious and urgent importance. A 
£iithfuland judicious adminiilration of the national property, 
particularly of the woods and forefts, the improvement c|f 
.agriculture, manufactures, and commerce, the encouragement 
of induflry in all its branches, the government and ditcipliop 
of the military, the encouragement of navigation, and regu* 
lations which may bring forth the naval refources of the 
ifland, whether in mariners or florcs, in its own defence, 
and in the general fervice of the empire; the repfiir of 
highways, and improvement of internal communication; ii;- 
.fiitutions for public inftruflion; eftahlifliments of health; 
both for the fecurity of the inhabitants, and the convenience 
of their commerce: ail th^fe are objefts worthy of your early 
deliberation?) and for which your wifdqm and diligence will 
.not fail to. provide. 

^* I have the greateft fatisfaftion in announcing to you 
jhe conclufion of a treaty for the marriage of his royal 
bighnefs the Prince of Wales with the PrinceiTs Car^linq, 
daughter of tlie duke of Brunfwick. I am perfuaded that ypur 
afFe^ion for the perfon and family of liis Majefty will m^P 
you participate in the general joy diffufed thrcjgh eveiy 
part of his dominions, by an eVent fo interefting to the bap- 
pinefs of his Majefty and of that illuftrioiis Prince.

*^ Imprefled with the momentous nature of the prefent

IRELAND. 

On Thurfday the %ld of January^ I79S> Earl FltzwiUiamj Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland^ opened the Parliament of that kingdom with 
the following Speech^ 

• 

Afy Lords and Gentlemen ^ 
IN obedience to his Majefty's command, I refort to your coun- 
^ cils at a period which, in a peculiar manner, calls for the wifc 
iom and energy of parliament. 

His Majefty's determination is fixed ; as long as he is fupport- 
cd by his faithful fubjefts, he never will be wanting to them or 
to himfelf ; his Majelly has no intereft but that of his people ; no 
views but for their happinefs ; no objeft but their general fafety. 

The uniform tenor of your conduft has demonftrated, that you 
will not only be defirous, but zealous to fecond and emulate the 
magnanimity of a fovereign, formed to lead a nation that has ever 
been as firm to aflert its liberties, as alFedionately devoted to a 
government which maintains its own authority, for the fole pur- 
pofe of fupporting thofe liberties. As you are thus cordially at- 
tached to that i()vereign, and to the conftitution which it is his 
glory to proteft, I have to announce to you, with true fatisfiic- 
tion, that you will hear with equal pleaAire, the intended mar- 
riage of his royal highnefsthe Prince of Wales, with the Princefi 
Carolina Amelia Elizabeth, daughter of his mod illuftrious high- 
Xiefs the duke of Brunfwick and Lunenburgh ; a princefs of that 
illuftrious hpufe to whofe mild and conftitutional fway thefe king- 
doms are highly indebted for the bledings they enjoy ; this mar- 
riage promifes the perpetuation of the fame bleffings under the 
fame houfe. 

I have it alfo in command to inform you, that his Majefty has 
concluded a treaty of amity, commerce, and navigatiop, with 
the United States of America, in which it has been his Majefty*s 
'objeft to remove, as far as poflible, all grounds of jealoufy and 
mifunderftanding, and to improve an intercourfe beneficial to both 
ftates. As foon as the ratification of this treaty (hall have been 
exchanged, and I (hall have received a copy of it, J will direft it 
to be laid before you, in order that you may confider if it will be 
necellary to make any provifions for carrying into effe& a treaty, 

ia 
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in whrdi the commerce of this kingdom is fo materlaDy add ex* 
tenfively interefted. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons ^ 

I have direded the eftimates for the public fervice, and the 
ftate of the public accounts, to be laid before you. 

His Vlajefty has that aifured confidence, grounded on a long 
and uniform experience of your loyalty, and your zeal for his fer- 
vice, and the good of your country, that I think it unnecelfary to 
prefs you, in any particular manner, to make a provifion ade- 
quate to the prefent awful lituation of affairs. 

It is with pleafure I acquaint you, that the provifion will, in 
fome degree, be facilitated by the circumftance, that, during the 
cxiftence of fuch a war as the prefent, the public revenue, toge- 
ther with the commerce of the kingdom, has- kept up, and has 
even been augmented : advantages which are due to the care and 
vigilance of our fovereign, in the general protedlion provided by 
him for all his fubjetfts, 

Afy Lords and Gentlemen^ 

I earneftly recommend to you a continuance of the laudable 
pains you have conftantly taken to cultivate all your domeftic 
advantaged in commerce, in mannfafture, and in fuch pub- 
lic works, as have appeared dire£ied ^to promote thofe impor- 
tant objeds. Thefe are the true foundations of all public reve- 
nue and public ftrength. Your endeavours have had their fruit. 
-The great ftaple manufafture of this kingdom has increafed be- 
yond the molt fanguine expeftation — an advantage principally 
owing to the conftant fuperintendance and wife provifions of the 
parliament of Ireland; and next to thofe, to the affured, liberal, 
and moft merited encouragement, which it receives in the rich 
and extenfive market of Great Britain — a circumfl^nce tending to 
•cement the union, and to perfe£l the harmony, which happily 
^ubfifts, and^I truft will fubfift forever, between the two kingdoms. 

Attached as you are to the general caufe of religion, learning, 
and civilization, I have to recommend to your confideration the 
ftate of education in this kingdom, which in fome parts will ad- 
mit of improvement, in others may require fome new arrange- 
ment. Confiderable advantages have been already derived5 under 
the wife regulations of parliament, from the proteftant charter 
fchopls, and thefe will, asufual, claim your attention : but as thefe 
advantages have been but partial, and as circumltances have rfiade 
other confiderations, connected with this important fubjeft, high- 
ly neceifary, it is hoped that your wifdom will order every thing 
relating to it, in the manner mod beneficial, and the bed adapted 
to the occafions of the feveral defcriptions of men, which com- 
pofe his Majefty's faithful fubje<3s of Ireland. , 

We are engaged in an arduous conteft. The time calls not 
anly for great fortilude^ and an unufual (hare of public fpirit^

a power which, under the antient forms of its internal arrange- 
ment, was always highly formidable tb the neighbourihg nations. 
Litfely this povirer has affumed a new {hape ; but with the firae 
ambition, with much more extenfive and fyftematic defigns, fyt 
niore effbAivc, and without coihparifon, more dreadful in the 
certain confequences of its eventual fuccefs, it threatens nothing 
Itfi than the entire fubverfion of the liberty artd independence of 
every ftite in Europe. An enemy to them all, it is aduated with 
a peculiar animofity againft thefe kingdoms, not only as the natu- 
Hl proteftion of the balance of power in Europe, but alfo, be- 
fetufej by the profeflion of a legal, humane, and rational free'- 
Hbm, we feem to reproach that falfe and fpurious liberty, which, 
in reality, is an ignominious fervitude, tending to extinguiih aH 
jgood arts, to generate nothing but impiety, crime, difordet, and 
ftrbciotis thannerS) and to end in wretchednefs, and general defo^ 
lation. 

To guard his people from the enterprifes of this dangerous and 
inklig'riant po^Ver, and for the proteSion of all civilised fodety ■ 
agaihft the inroad of anarchy, his Majefty has availed himfelf of 
Wery rational aid, foreign and domellic : he has called upon the 
Ikill, courage^ and experience of all his fubjefts, wherefoevek 
difperfed, and you muft be duly fen fible, in fuch acrifis as the 
prefent, which rarely occurs in the courfe of human affairs, of 
the advantage of Majefty*s thus endeavouring to profit of the 
united ftrength and zeal of every defcription of his fubjedls. 

I have to aflure you of his Majefty 's moft cheerful concurrence 
in every meafure, which your wifdom and comprehenfive patrio- 
tiftn (hall point out for this falutary purpofe. 

On my part, you fhall find me, from principle and from in- 
clination; thoroughly difpofed to concur with his Majefly's pater- 
nal wiihes, and with the wife meafures of his parliament. On 
a cordial affedion to the whole of Ireland, and on a conduft fuit- 
able to that fentiment, I wifli to found my own perfonal eftima- 
tion, and my reputation in the execution of the great truft com-^ 
mitted, by the moft beneficent of fovereigns, to my care. 

yfddreffes which were Echas of the Speech, fqffeJ both Houfes •/ Par- 
/lament; and in Anfwcr to the Addrefs oj the Houfe of Commons^ 
his Excellency made the following Speech: 

THIS cordial addrefs, juftifying with fuch promptitude and 
alacHty the confidence Which his Majefty repofes in the fpirit

and animating a tendency, rcfledls fuch high honour on the na-

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itef^ Vigour^ ahd extent of the national>xertioii» lat OAk arduous 
and trying' crifis, that it calls for more than ordinary expreflions ot* 
fatisfadion and acknotvledgm'ent. 

Such fentiinents communicating themfelves from one kin^odi. 
to the other; fiich conformity in attachment to the confHlutic^ 
and in afFeAion for the beft and mofti)eloved of fovereigns, a fpirit 
fo firnf and perfevering in the fupport of a caufe which thfey cbn- 
fid^r as common to both, and a determination To iflxed and im- 
fhaken to (land or fall together, mud be as encouraging to the 
friends, as formidable to the enemies of the Briti(h name and 
empire. , 

Standing on this ground we have nothing to dread. The diF- 
turbers of the peace of Europe will fee, that, bound indiilbliii)!^ 
together, in interefts — in principles — and in affcftibn, Gitstt 
Britain and Ireland difregard their menaces, and are determincid,^ 
under Providence, to check the courfe of their exterminating afu* 
bition. 

If any thing could be wanting to complete my fatisfafllion it 
this happy and aufpicious commencement of my adminiftratibn^ I 
fhbuld find it in the flattering terms in which you exprefs your 
approbation of my principles and part conduct, and il^ the geiie« 
rous confidence with which you anticipate future benefits to be 
derived to this kingdom from my loyalty to my fovereign, and 
from my inviolable attachment to the rights and liberties of the 
people. 

The (lake which I have in your country, you naturally con- 
clude, ought to bind the, in a peculiar manner, to its interefts; 
but fuch confiderations are languid and coW, indeed, when com- 
pafed with the ardent defire I feel to recommend myfelf, in this 
new connexion which I have formed vv^ith you, to the approba- 
tion, the eftcem, and the affe<Slion of the whole of Ireland. 



On Tuefday, Af arch 24th ^ ^795> his Excellency having come to the 
Jffoufe of Lords in State, the Right Honourable the Spedker de^ 
livered the following Speech from the Conimons* 

THE Commons attend your excellency with their fupplies^ 
■which go to the utmoft extent of every eilimatc and defire laid 
before them by his Majefty's minifters, and are much larger than 
have ever been granted in any one fellion ; but it is their deter- 
mined refojution, at all times, to (land or fail with Britain, and 
that refolution is now, if poflible, ftill more (Irengthened by every 
circumilance of foreign and internal confidleration in thefe event- 
fill titnes. .They, therefore, feej it their duty, their intereft, 
and their anxious wifh to fupport the einpire tfarotigh the prefect 

unpro- 
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trapfovoked and de(lni£tive war> with all that it mod dear to 
.them — their lives and fortunes. 

In their appropriation of thefe fupptrcs, they have Ihewn 
their early attention to the fure and natural ftrength of the 
.Britifli empire, her navy, by granting 200,oool. for procuring 
feamen ; and they have provided for augmenting the militia, aa 
inftitution which, by the indefatigable exertions both of men 
and o^&cers^ is the admiration, and will be the falvation.of this 
Jtingdoin, "^ 

Jt is owing to the unexampled pnofperity and growing le- 
fources of the nation that they have been enabled to raife the large 
fum which they now oiFer to his Majefty, without laying much 
fcurthen on the people, or leflfening thofe bounties and pecu- 
niary encouragements under which our trade and n>anufa£tures 
.have increafed and are in^reafing ; and the fame caufes have 
• allowed them, amidft thefe liberal fupplies, to gratify his 
Majefly's paternal benevolence, and their own anxious feelings, 
b^y relieving all the poorer claflesfrom the tax of l>earth-raoney. 

Satisfied, however, tliat thofe refources and that profperity 
cannot be permanent without an efFedlual attention to the fo- 
briety of the people, to their morals and peaceable fubordi- 
nation to the laws, they have by an arrangement of duties, 
which promifes alfo an increafe of revenue, relieved the brewery 
jfr.ani all reft ri£i: ion of taxes, fo as to give it a decided advan- 
tage over the diftillery, and thereby dilcourage the too fre- 
quent or immoderate ufe of fpirituous liquors — a meafure 
which muft conduce to fobriety, tranquillity, and content, and 
under which the people, encouraged to regular induilry, an4 
the confequent acquifition of wealth, muft feel the bleffings of 
the happy conftitution under which they live, and cherifh and 
preferve it from all change and innovation. 



On the ^th of June ^ 1795, Earl Camden^ Lord Lieutenant of Irsr 
iandy prorogued the Parliament of that Kingdom after delivering 
tbefolloiUfing Speech, 

Aly Lords and Gentlemen^ 
I AM direfted by his Majefty to convey to you his full ap- 
probation of your fervices in the prefent fefTion, and to relieve 
you from further attendance in parliament. It has afforded me 
infinite fatisfaiSlion to obferve fince my arrival in this kingdom, 
the temper and wifdoni with which your proceedings have been 
uniformly condufted. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons ^ 
I am particularly to exprefs his Majefty's acknowledgments 
for tbe.liberal fupplies which you have contributed for ibe fex- 
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vice of the empire and the defence of the kingdom with fuc^ 
unanimity and cheerfulnefs. The extent of your grants is a 
convincing proof how warmly you feel yourfelves interefted itt 
the vigorous profecution of a war rendered neceflkry by the 
wanton and unprovoked attack of France, and involving in it 
the general caufe of focial order, morality, and religion, in ail 
civilized countries. On my part you may be affured they (hall 
be faithfully applied to the great purpofes for which they were 
granted. 

My Lords and Gentlemen^ 
His 5/Iajefty obferves with the higheft fatisfaftion, that dur- 
ing the preient crifis you have not failed to cherifh and to main- 
tain the various fources of your internal profperity. You have 
alfo completed the intention fo benevolently entertained of en- 
tirely relieving the poorer clafles from the tax of hearth -money» 
A wife foundation has bien laid for educating at home the 
Roman Catholic clergy. A fatisfaftory arrangement of the 
treafury has been confirmed by law ; and an alteration of du- 
. ties has been introduced with a view to prevent the immode- 
rate iffe of fpirituous liquors, and in the hope of introducing 
a more general habit of fobriety amongft the lower orders of the 
people, in the execution of thefe meafures, you may depend 
upon my fmcere and earned endeavours to purfue that wife and 

' prudent policy by which they were di6tated. 

On repairing to your refpeftive counties, which I cannot 
too ftrongly and too earneitly recommend, it is fpecialiy in- 
cumbent upon you to make thofe exertions which the times de- 
mand, and to inculcate the neceflity of an exa<9: fubmiffion to 
the laws. — By contrafting the bleffings which refult from U 
well-regulated liberty and peaceable lubordination, with the 
mifchiefs which neceffarily fpring from licentioufnefs and anar- 
chy, you will increafe the attachment of the people to our free 

* and happy conftitution. To preferve the conftitution invio- 
late is the great objeft of his Majefty in the pre fen t conteft, 
and he cannot but look to its fortunate i flue when he relfle&s 
on the loyalty, fpirit, and power of his people, and on their 
juft fenfe of the invaluable inheritance for which they con-r 
tend. 

It will be the conftant obje£t of my adminlftration, in which 
his Majefl:y's commands and my own perfonal wifhes are mod 
intimately combined, to forward, with unremitting vigilance, 
the welfare and the happinefs of this country. Thefe obje<9:s I 
cannot fo efFeftually promote, as by attending to, and adding 
upon, thofe efiabliflied principle's which form the connexion 
between Great Britain and Ireland, on which the fecurity, the 
freedonv, and the profperity of both kingdoms moft eflentially 
depezKi* * .

Notwithftandipg the difappointments and reverfes which we 
lave experienced in the courfe c^f the lall campaign, I retain a 
firm CQnvi(SliQp of the neceffity of perfifting in a vigorous pro- 
fccution pf the juft apd necejTary war in which we are en- 
pged. 

You will, I am confident, agree with me, that it is only from 
firmnefs and perfevcrance that we can hope for the reftoration of 
|)edcje on fafe and honourable grounds, and for the prefervation 
and permanent fecuri'ty qf our deareft interefts* 

In confidpring the fituation of our enemies,^ you will not fail 
to obfervie, that the efforts whicljJliavjE; led co their fucceifes, and 
the unexampled means by which alone thofe efforts could have 
been fupported, have produced among themfelves the pernicious 
cfefts which were to be expefled ; and that every thing which 
bas paffed in the interior of the country has (hewn the progref- 
five and rapid decay of their refource3, and the inftability of 
every part of that violent and unnatural fyftem, which is equally 
tuinous to France, -and incoinpatible with the tranquillity of 
mher nations. 

The States General of the United Provinces have, neverthe- 
lcfs> been led, by a fenfc of prefent difficulties, to enter into 
negotiations for pea.ce vyith the party now prevailing in that un- 
happy country.

Poland. 

4thly, Becaufe I highly disapprove and reprobate the doc* 
trine advanced by miniftcrs in the debate; namely, " That to 
jeflore the ancient and hereditary monarchy of France, no ex* 
penfe fhould be fpared." And I reprobate that pernicious and 
•uncivic do6lrine, the more ftrongly from its not having been 
fuddenly, haftily, or inconfiderat-ely ftarted ; but, from its hav- 
ing been taken up (as ii was folemnly declared) upon the ut- 
paofl deliberation, 

5thly, Becaufe I deem it to be an injuftice committed by mi* 
jiiftcrs, towards my fellovv-cltizcus, to adopt a principle which 
Ihall render it neccffary for the government of Great Britaio 
to lay further heavy burthens upon the people; and to tajc their 
houfes, their windows, their lieer, their candles, their ihoes, 
and many other conveniences and neceffaries of life, in order 
to provide a fund, to attempt the accompliihment of £ucb A 
wicked purpofe as aforefaid.

rannical, capricious, perfidious, fecret, intriguing, and reltkfs^ 
ancient monarchy of France, or than any other monarchy 
they could there eftabliih : but, even if I were of a direft op- 
pofite way of thinking, I would not be guilty of the grofs in- 
juftice of attempting to force a monarchy upon them contrary 
to their inclination. 

iithiy, Becaufe I tl^ink that no war ought to be continued, 
that can by a proper line of moderation be avoided ; and the

I5thly, Becaufe themaxim of ^^ Do not to others that which 
you would not wifli done to ypurfelf," is an unerring ruU, 
fQunded upon the clear principle of jufticf;, that is to fay, 
of equality of rights. — It is upon this ftrong and folid ground 
that I make myftand. And all public men, in order to merit 
the confidence of the 6riti(h people, muft fhew their deter* 
mination to adik with franknefs, and with unequivocal good £aith 
and juftice toward the French Republic. 

Having upon this mod important and momentous fubje& 
frequent flood alone, and having been upon this lad occafion 
totally unfupported in the divifion, if 1 ibould, therefore, ceafe, 
at prefent, to attend this Houfe, (where I have been placed by 
the mere accident of birth) fuch of my fellow-citizens as are 
friends to freedpm, and who may chance to read this my fo- 
lemn proteft, will find, that I have not altered my fenliments 
or opinions, and that I have not changed any of my principles;

fiated, that ** it never could be his intention to employ the in- 
** fluence of external force with refpedl to the particular forms

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fclvcs defertcd by fomc of thofc alUfsS on t?hoft ppworful afljft- 
ance and co-operation his Maj^(ty durin]^ the laft campai^ 
mainly relied, and when others, to protcft whofe interefts hit 
Majefty originally interfered, are unfortunately thro^Vn into th* 
fcale of our enemies. Thinking it our bounden duty humbly to 
ftate our convidion that it is the general opinion of his people^ 
that no probable advantages to be obtained by continuing the war 
with the prefent ftate of his Majefty's alliances^ will bear tht 
flighted comparifon with the folid benefit likely to accrue frofH 
an immediate negotiation for peace. 

That without entering into a painfuj enumeration of domef^ 
tic diftreffes, which, as they early called forth the falutary and 
healing interpofition of the legiflature, cannot have efcaped his 
Majefty's paternal attention; or without minutely detailing tha 
diiBculties which embarrafs every ftate in Europe that now rc« 
mains in alliance with his Majefty, we truft that the mere fug* 
gcftion of thefe important cbnfiderations will induce his Ma- 
jefty fpeedily to ufe every honourable and expedient means for re- 
ftoring the neceffary bleflings of peace. 

That it is witb pleafure and fatisfa£lioli we refleS, that a net- 
gotiation fo defirable in itfelf cannot be deemed inconfiftenf with 
any ol thofe rules of the law of nations, which the wifdom of 
ages and the common confent of mankind have confecrated as 
the leading principles of national intercourfe. For " every na<f 
** tioR which governs itfelf, under what form foever, without 
^< any dependence on foreign power, is a foyereign ftate," and 
thfe exiftence of government acquiefced in by the people under 
its controul is the only feature in the condition of a country to 
which foreign powers, for the purpofe of difcovering a capacity 
of negotiation, ought to direft their attention, there being no 
form of government which has not ftiewii itfelf capable of main- 
taining the accuftomed relations of peace and amity with othef 
countries. 

That if doubt fliould any where exift on this fubjedl, as the 
law of nations itfejf is a rule of aflion growing out of the common 
confent of independent ftates, it cannot fail to be removed by the 
acquiefcence in thefe doctrines of fo confiderable a number of thofe 
powers, whofe united authority forms the only conn petent tribunal 
in queftions of fuch univerfal importance to the rights of na- 
tions. 

We cannot therefore refle£l on the i«tercourfe maintained by 
France with the United States of America, as well as with the 
neutral powers of Europe during the whole of the prefcnt war,, 
on the treaties lately concluded with the Duke of Tufcany, the 
King of Pruflia, and the .provifional government of Holland. 
On the negotiations that have been carried on by Spain, and on the 
ftrong declarations of defire to negotiate, recently made by hi^ 
Maj^y's intimate allv, the Eroperpr^j as head oi t^ie Germairic 

feod^j 
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liody, tod ferioufiy maintain a doubt of ttiat (iapadty to negotiate 
' 1/vhich fo many powerful and independent dates have acknowledged, 
end to whofe decifion his Majefty has added the acquiefcence, and 
in a manner the authority of this country by a late mifEon to the 
xrontinent to negotiate an exchange of prifoners. For we humbly 
<:onceive that a nation cannot abfolutely be thought incapable of 
•Oiaintaining the accuftothed relations of peace and amity, which is 
treated with as capable of prcferving and performing the ftipula- 
tions which may be entered into for the humane and civiliied 
purpgfe of alleviating the rigours of war. 

That we humbly beg leave to aifure his Majefty, that in thus 
anxioufly recommending a fpeedy negotiation for peace, we do 
< hot merely contemplate the general advantages which this coun- 
try always derives from a ftate of repofe ^nd public tranquillity* 
But as we have feen with grief (whilft we have been occupied 
in confidering the capacity of the prefent government of France 
to treat) fucceflive defertions from that general fyftem of alliance 
on which his Majefty and his people chiefly grounded hopes 'of 
. fuccefs, fo if this reluSance to treat (hould continue, we cannot 
now help anticipating with poignant regret the eventful mo- 
ment when Great Britain may be reduced to the fad alternative of 
either providing for the expenfes of all the allies, or of fingly 
maintaining a protraiSled and deftrudtive war in a caufe not origi- 
lially her own, and in which this country was embarked with the 
alTurances of the a6live and zealous fupport of almoft every Eu- 
ropean power. 

That it is with confidence we therefore truft, that his Majefty's 
gracious and benevolent mind will be impreffed by the feparatean4 
combined effefts of thofe powerful confiderations which we the 
friore anxioufly prefs upon his Majefty, as we approach his throne 
under a flncerc and irrefiftible conviftion, that the fenfeof the na- 
tion with whom his Majefty is engaged in hoftilities, as well as

NAVAL EVENTS. 

From the LONDON GAZETTE, February 5, 1795. 

Jdmiralty-Officey Feb. 3, 1 795. 

A Litter from Rear-admiral Bligi, late Captain of his Majefty*t 
Jhip the Alexander^ to Mr. Stephens (a Copy of which is as 
follows )i was received at this Office the jpth oflajl Month. 

Sir, On hoard the Marat ^ at Brejl^ Nov. 23, 1794* 

THE arrival of the Canada muft lone fince .have informed their 
lordihips of my misfortune, in loung his Majefty's ihip Alex- 
ander, late under my command^ having been taken by a fqUadron of 
French (hips of war^ confiftin? of five of feventy-four gunsy three 
large frieates> and an armed brigy commanded by rear-admiral 
Neilly; farther particulars and details I herewith tranfmit youy for 
their lordihips information. We difcovered this fquadron on our 
weather bow, about half paft two o'clock^ or near three, in the mom* 
ing on the 6th inftant, being then in lat. 48 deg. 35 min. northj 7 
deg. 5^3 min. weft, the wind then at weft, and we (leering north-eaft { 
on which I immediately hauled our wind, with the larboard tacks on 
board, and without fignal, the Canada being clofe to us. We pa (Ted 
the ftrange (hips a little before four o'clock, the neareft of whom at 
about half a mile diftant; but could not difcover what they were.

About nine o'clock, ot (hoitfy after, obfefving the 
fkips in purfuk of the Canada^ drawing up with her^ and firing at 
each other their bow and ftern chaces, I made the Canada's fignal to 
form a-head for our mutual fupport, being determined to. defend the 
fliip9 to the laft extremity, which iignal (he idftantly anfwercd^ and^ 
endeavoured to put it in execution by ftecring towards us ; but the 
(hips in chace of her, feeing her intentions, hauled more to ftarboard 
to cut her oflF, and which obliged her to ftecr the courfe (he had done 
before. We continued firing our ftern chaces at the (hips purfuing us>

Mr. Stephens^ Secretary tf the Admiralty ^ dated on board the 
Mafefiicy off Mariiniquef yatwii 1795* 

THE Ganges and Montagu arrivc<f at Fort Rojral the 19th of No- 
vember laft. 

On the 30th of O^obcr, being then about 30 leagnes to the weft- 
ward of Cape Finifterre, they fell in with and captured the Jacobk^i 
a fbip of war, in the fervice of the French government, carrying 
twenty four twelve-pounders, and two hundred and twenty men, ana 
brought her with them to this iiland. She had been nine days froib 
Breli, and taken nothing. 

The Zebra returned to Fort "Royal on the 4th of December^ with 
the Carmagnols French fchooher, of ten guns and thirty-five mefl, 
which (he took off St. Lucia, the 30th df November; and captain 
Faulknor, of the Blanche, informs me of his having chafed an armed 
fchooner on fhore near Port Louis> Guadaloupe, which he afterwards 
got ofFi and found (he was laden with gunpowder^ and fent her to St* 
John's, Antigua'. The crew effedled their efcapc. And, by his 
letter of the 3 ift of December, he acquaints me of his having, the day 
before, chafed a large fchooner into the Bay of Defeada, where ihe 
anchored clofe under a battery, and a long range of mufquetry on the- 
ihore ; and that, from the annoyance fuch veflels have rendered the 
trade, he thought it expedient to anchor, to filence the battery, and

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bring th^rchooner paU which* after (otot litde time* he effisAed hy 
the crew of the fchooner abandoiiing her> and the mnfqaetrf from the 
ihore not giving further moleftation. By the papers foond on board* 
ihe was'a national conrette* commanded by a lieutenant de Vaifleaux, 
fenior officer of a detachment from Point-a-Pitre* The Blanche has 
fuffered but little in her hull, mafts* or rigging. ' A midfhipman and 
one man were killed* and five wounded. The enemy at the battefy* 
and on board the fchooner* fuffered confiderably. Captain Rion* d[ 
the Beaulieu, alfo informs me* bjr letter of the id mftant* of hit 
having captured a fail failing (loop* of ten guns and forty-one- meh* 
commanded by an enfign de VaifleauXv and carried her into Barbadoes. 
She failed from Foint.a-Pitre in com^y with three other pri* 
vateers.

ExtraBofa Letter from Vice admiral Caldwell to Mr. Stephens^ 
dated of Martinique, nth of January , 1795. 

FOR the information of my lords commiflioners of the admiralty* 
I enclofe two copies of letters received from lieutenant Watkins* d[ 
the Blanche* with minutes of Mr. Milne, her fecond lieutenant* who 
came to me exprefs* giving an account of their taking the French 
frigate La Pique* of 38 guns* and 360 men* after an adlion of five 
hours* as brilliant and decided as ever happened ; nor can too much 
praife and commendation be given to all tne oflicers and (hip*s com- 
pany. Their lordfhips will fee by the minutes, the judicious manner 
in which the Blanche laid the enemy on board* and twice laihed ber 
bewfprit to the Blanche's capilern, and, when the former's main and 
mizeci. mafts fell* (he payed off before the wind* and towed the ene* 
my; when the ftern pons* not being large enough* they blew the 
upper tranfom beam away to admit the guns to run out* and fired into 
her bows for three hours ; the marines under lieutenant Richardfon* 
keeping fo well dire^ed and conftant a fire* that not a man could ap- 
pear upon her forecafile until ihe ftruck* when the fecond lieutenant 
and ten men fwam on board* and took poiTeilion of her. 

Ciiptain Faulknor was unfortunately killed after two hours a^on* 
by which his Majeily has loft an officer as truly meritorious as the 
navy of England ever had. 

P. S. It appears by a recent account* there were many more than 
360 men on board La Pique; one hundred and feventy-four are 
brought here, one hundred and ten wounded* and landed at the 
Saints* feventy-iix found dead on board when (he was taken pofieifion 
of: it is probable fome were thrown overboard during the afuon, axid 
it is known numbers fell with her three mafts* and were drowned.

I cannot fufficiently exprefs my thanks to lieutenants Milne aad 
Prickett, alfo the other officers and (hip's company, for their cool de- 
termined bravery on the occafion ; and am happy to add that ihe ftruck 
her colours at a quarter pail five A. M. 

From the beft information I have been able to obtain, the ehem|r 
had 360 men on board when we brought her to action, and I have 
great reafon to fuppofe her lofs to be about 76 killed and 110 
wounded.

Sunday i January i^y '79^* At day-light faw a frigate at anchof 
oatfide oif harbour of FosDt-arPitre. At 7 A. M. flie got under 
way, and kept working under her top-iails, backing her xnizen-top 
fail at times to keep company with a ichconer. We run towards her 
QUtii liearly within gun (hot of Fleur d'Epee, then tacked, hove to, 
axitd filled occaiional^. Finding the French frigate not inclined to 
pome out from the batteries, we made Ciil to board a fchooner coming 
down along Grand Tcrrc. 

At II A. M. fired a gun« and brought her to; (he proved an 
Auicrican from Sonrdeaux, and appearing fufpicious, detained the 
mader, and tbok her in tow. At this time the battery of Grozier 
fired two guns at us, and the frigate fired feveral, and hoifted her co^ 
lours* None of the fhot reached us. Finding her dill not inclined 
tor come o.ut, we made (ail towards Mariegabnte^ under top-fails and 
courfes. 

Mond0^ at A Pc M. we tacked and hove to, took out the Amen* 
can crew, and fent a petty officer and men into her. Saw the frigate 
ftill under Grand Terre. At 6 P. M. wore (hip, and flood towards 
Dominique, with the fchooner in tow. At half paft 8 P. M faw 
the frigate about two leagues aftern. Caft off* the fchooner, tacked, 
and made all fail. 

At a quarter paft 12 A, M. pafTed under her lee on the ftarboard 
tack, (he on the larboard tack, and exchanged broadfides. At half 
paft 12 A. M. tacked and came up with her faft. When within 
mufket (hot, (he wore with an intention to rake us ; we wore at the 
fame time, and engaged her nearly aboard. 

At I A. M. put our helm a ftarboard^ and nw across her ftem, 
and lafhed her bowfprit to our-capftem; kept fiituff our quarter-deck 
and other guns that would bear into her, and iituu}uetty» which (he 
returned from her tops, and from her quarter<^cKL gtmi^ jrun in a 
mid(hip fore and aft* At this time oar main and mutea-siafts fell 
over-board, and they attempted to board us, but were repulfed. 

At a quarter betorc two A. M. (h« dropped aftern; (ac this time 
captain Faulknor fell. ) We got a hawfer up, and made har well faft 
with her bowfprit abreaft' of our ftarboard quarter. I'he marines 
keeping a conftant fire of mufquetry into her. Finding the carpen-

I BEG you will inform their lordlhips, that, in purfuance of their 
orders, I pat to fea on the i2th of February pail, with the (hips 
named in the margin*- The weather becoming thick, with frelh 
breezes, and a heavy fea, on the 14th the Anfon carried aiiVay her 
main topmafl, which obliged me to heave to ; and, owing to her da- 
mages, I was under the necedity of bearing down the two following 
days, ^s (he had drifted confidetably to leeward ; and, being unable 
to repair her defeds at fea, I ordered captain Durham to proceed 
with all poflible difpatch to Plymouth.

by the enemy's fleet, 

Totreipafsas lictle as poffible upon their lordlhips' tiipei I i)iall 
not enter into ^ de^ of oqj: proceedings until the two fquadrons got 
iig)it of each other> and the profpedl opened of forcing the enemy to 
actiop, every movement which was. made being direded to that ob^ 
je£l, 9^nd that alone. 

Although the French (hips were Teen by our advanced fHgatet 
dailyi yet the two fquadrons did hot get fight of each other until the 
1 2tht when that of tlie enemy was diicovered to windward. 

Obferving them on the morning following ft ill in that dircdlioif, 
without any apparent intention of coining down, the fignal was madi^ 
for a general chace, in the courfe of which the weather oeing foually, 
and blowing very fre(h, we difcovered one of their lin^ of battle 
(hips to be without her topmafts, which aflTorded to captain Freeman- 
tie, of the Inconftant frigate (who was then far advanced on the 
chace), an opportunity of (hewing a good proof of Britifh enterpriz^, 
by his attacking, raking, and' haraifm? her tintil the comine up of 
the Agamemnon, when he was moft ably feconded by captain Nel- 
fon, who did her fo much damage as to difable her from putting her- 
felf again to rights ; but they were at this time fo far detached from 
•ur own fleet, that they were obliged to quit her, as other (hips of 
the enemy were coming up to her a(riftance, by one of which (he was 
foon afterwards taken in tow. 

Finding that our heavy (hips did not gain on the enemy during the 
chace, I made the fignal for the fquadron to form upon the larboard 
line of bearing, in which order we continued for the night. 

At day-light the i)ext morning (the i4tb) being about fix or feven 
leagues to the South- Weft of Genoa, we obferved the enemy's difa- 
bled (hip, with the one that had her in tow, to be fo far to leeward, 
and feparated from their own fquadron, as to afford a grobable 
chance of our cutting them off.. The opportunity was libt fcft ; ^ 
fail was madi to effed that purpofe, w^hich reduced the enemy to the 
alternative of abandoning thofe (hips, or coming to battle. 

' ' ■'' ■ Although 
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Akhotigh the latter did not apj^ear to b« their choice, they ytt 
t?ame down (on the contrary tick to which we were) with the view 
of fupporting them; but the Captain and Bedford, whofe lignalf 
were made to attack the enemy's difabled ihip and her companioii« 
w^ere fo far advancedi and io clofely fopported by the other fliip of 
our vant as to cut them off efiedually from any aiftflance that.cooM 
be given them ; the confli;1 ended in the enemy's abandoning tb^nSf 
and firing upon our line as they paffed with a light air of wind, ' 

The two (hips that fell proved the Ca-ira (formerly Conronne}, oVSo 
gunsy and the Cenfeur of 74, 

Oar van fhips fufFcred fo much by this attack> particularly the U- 
luftrious and Courageqx, (having each loft their main and mcoea 
^aBm), that it became impoflible for any thing further to be efieded.i 

I have, however, good reafon to hope, from Hit enemy's fleering to 
]^he Weftw^rd, after having palfed Our fleet, that, whatever migftt 
have been their defign, their intentions arc for the prefeftt fruftrated* 

The French fleet were loaded with troops; the Ca.ira liaving thi^ 
teen hundred men on board, and the Cenfeur one thoufand, of whom, 
by their obftinate defence, they loft in killed and wounded betMOeea 
three wind four hundred men. , .r 

The efforts of onr fquadron to fecond my wilhes for an immedia^ 
-and effe^<ial attack upon the enemy, were fo fpirited and unanimoaib 
that I feel peculiar iatisfadlion in oftering to their lordftiips my coc- 
dial commendation of all ranks coUedively. It i^ difficult to fpeoi% 
particular defert, where emulation was common to ail, and ;Keal'iar 
his Majefty's fervicc the general defcription of the fleet. ' 

It is, however, an aft of juftice to exprefs the fenfe I entertam of 
the fervices of captain HoHoway, of the Britannia : dqring a long 
friendftiip with that officer I have had repeated proofs of his perfonal 
and profeffional talents ; and on this recent demand for experieneq 
and information, his zeal afforded me the moft beneficial and {atit« 
faftory affiftance* 

Herewith I tranfmit a lift of the killed and wounded on board the 
different fhips of the fquadron, and have to lament the lofs ofcaptatii 
Littlejohn, of the Berwick (who, I underftand, from fome other 
pien that were re-taken in the Ca-ira}, was unfortunately killed the 
morning of the fh.^'s being captured; by which misfortune his Ma- 
jefty has loft a moft valuable and exj-jerienced officer, and I have only 
to add' that he has left a widow and four fmall children.

That on the 29th of March Le Jean Bart, a French corVette» of 
20 guns and 120 men> bound to Breft^ was captured by his Majefly's 
ihip Cerberus and Santa Margaretta; fhe had been charged with di^ 
patches from the French minifter in America : . 

That on the 30th of March the Robuft recaptured the Caldicott 
Caftle, of Chepftow, from Barcelona, bound to Guemfey ; (he was 
taken on the 1 8th March, off Cape St. Vincent's, by fix French 
fhips of the line, two frigates and a corvette : 

That on the loth inilant we difcovered and gave (5hace to three 
French frigates, which foon (haped different courfes. I made the 
fignal for the Hannibal and Robuft to follow the two which pointed 
moft to the wellward. The Aftrea, lord Henry Powlett, with his 
accuftomed promptitude and attention, kept after the largeft and 
feemingly beft goer of the three, with which he clofed about ten 
o'clock at night, and obliged her to furrender after a well-fought 
a6lion of 58 minutes, which does great credit to his lordfhip's good 
condufl, as well as the difqipline of his officers and (hip's company* 
The particulars I tranfmit in a copy of his lordfhip's letter to me, 
which accompanies this. 

P. S, The Robuft joined me off the Ifle of Wight, captaia 
Thornborough reports that La Gentille, of 40 guns, was taken on 
Saturday lad by the Hannibal, but that La Fraternite efcaped.

The corps deftined for this expedition confided of ten battalions of 
Britiib jnfantjyi ander major-general lord Cathcart^ xnajor-genersd 
GocdoBi and lieatenant-Colonel M'Kenzie ; fix fquadrons of light 
cavalry^ and 150 hufiars, under major-general fir Robert Lawrie ; of 
the loyal emigres : and of four battalionsi and four fquadrons of Hef« 
fiansy under major-general de Wurmb.

it during the night, he thought it advifeable to^lh on with the other 
two columns, and to begin the attack immediately upon TuyL 

This was executed with fuch gallantnr and fpirit by the troopSi thatj 
Botwithftanding the natural ftrength of this poft, the abbatis dF fniit- 
tiees that were made« the batteries of the town oi Bommel whidi iank- 
^d the approach, and the confiderable number of men whp defended, 
it, it was foon carried, and the enemy driven acrofs the river (every 
where pafiable on the ice ) with confiderable lofs of men, and <» fo«r 
pieces of cannon* 

General Dundfas A)eaks in the higheft terms pf commendation of 
the fpirited condndl both of the officers and men during the execution 
of the feverai duties which fell to their lot, as likew% die iwtiehce 
and perfeVerance they (hewed, by undergoing immenfe fatigues aiH 
luidfhips, in^reafed by the cold and the feverity of the ieafon.

I HAVE hitherto been nnable to acquaint you, that about two in the 
afternoon of the 4th, the enemy attacked our pod at Metefen, about 
a mile in front, where half of the 33d regiment, with a picquet of 80 
cavalry, and two curricle guns, were pofted; their number and oifpo-' 
£cion to furround the pod foon made it ncceiTary to fall back on the 
other part of the regiment, which was fupported with two howitzers^ 
In this movement they were hard prefTed by a large body of th6 enemy'i 
huflfars, ■ that gallopped along the road with great vivacity. The 
troops having beforehand been in an alert (ituation, the village of GeU 
dermanfen was foon covered by the 4 2d and 78th; and the 33d took 
Ijts place in the line of defence, and the other troops were in referv^ 
on the oppofite dyke of the Lingen^ the river being completely frozen, 
and pafTable every where. The enemy ftill pcrfevering in their at- 
tack, advanced on the vilage both in front and in flank : but after a 
great deal of mufquetry firing for above an hour, were every where 
repulfed by the fleadinefs of the troops, and retired upon Metering 
thoug^ woody and enclofed ground. 

Every praifc is due to the infantry that was engaged, and by the 
particular firm and cool behaviour of the advanced companies of the 
78th, the progrefs of the enemy's cavalr)' was firft checked.

,-J LOSE no time in acquainting your Royal Highnefsi that the ene* 
iny this day^ having croiTed the Waal in confiderable force^ attacked our 
line at feveral points of it : one column pafled at Pannerden, and wat 
immediately repulfed : another pafled near Ghent>: andy after maintain- 
ing itfelf for a ihort time^ was likewiie checked; a third pafled neaf 
Nimeguen, and» in conjun^on with two or three columns who 
cfciTed between Thif 1 and Fodewaart^ attacked the whole of our line 
on that flde. Tbey forced the Auftrians to abandon Huefden, and re^ 
treat acrofs the Leck> and oblieed the Hanoverians^ with general 
Coates's brigade^ and fome AuflnanS) to fall back upon Lentj which« 
upon theirarrivali they found occupied by the enemy> and^ in confe* 
quencej retreated acrofs the Lingeui where they maintained their 
ground behind that river nqar £lft ; which pofition they flill occupied 
at the dofe of the day.

ON receiving 3rour commands to reccinnoitre the enemy, by whoin 
the picquets towards Gelderroalfen had lieen driven in, and to replace 
a poft oppofite to that place, I took a detachment of thirty Hulansi 
with the light companies, and a detach ment of the 27th regiment, and 
advanced on the dyke : the Hulans chnrged the advanced guard of the 
eqexny, andpurfued them to Buremalfe n> where they killed fonM nien» 
atid from whence thev alfo brought bacjc prifonersi under cover of tho 
infantry, wUch flanked the road. Finding that the enemy at that 
time near me did not amount to mor<( than eight hundred men, witfii 
^me huflars, and one piece of cannont, I determined immediately to 
diflodge him, and accordingly broug ht up the remainder of the 17^1 
leg^ment, the 14th regiment, and tw p field pieces. The 14th regi» 
ment formed on the ice on the left of* the dyke, and the 17 th acrofii 
t;|]c incloTures on the right, fupported by the picqi^s, by the detach^ 
ment of Hulans, and afterwards by a fquadron of light dragoons* 

The field pieces were on ^e dyke , and were with great gallantnr 
and judgment protected from the enemy's tirailleurs by lieutenant. El- 
xiogtoa of tha i4thi who advanced b* ifole cfaeae wi& the gtenadiera 
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of that legimoit. The troops marched in this order ai ex{)edmottfl]^ 
as poflibley driving the enemy before them. By the time they ar* 
rived at Baremalfen the enemy had saiTed the riverf and were coU 
leded af Eldermalfen, from whence tney kept an inccflant fire of muf* 
quetry and grape (hot, 

Thie Britilh line advanced without any halt» and the 27th regimenti 
gradually changing its diredtion to the left* as it approached the milU 
at once charged the village acrofs the ice beyond the burned bridge, 
and feized tne cannon, while the 14th regiment entered it on the 
right. The enemy retired with great precipitation, but foon re- 
turned in much greater numbers^ and> notwithftan<iUng the fire of the 
the field pieces from the oppofite ihore» made repealed attacks upon 
the village in which the regiments were polled. The fieady counte- 
nance of the troops in the village, however, reduced thefe attacks to 
a diftant firing. The gun taken, which was a very fine long brafs 
cight-poundeo French, was Inink -in the river by the ice breaking 
under It. 

On the. arrival of the 28th9 that regiment immediately formed on 
each fide of the windmill, with their field pieces, and the regiments in 
the village were ordered to repafs the Lingen, and from behind the 
dyke : this movement was executed with the greateft regularity, and 
they paiTed through the intei^val of the 28th in good order, and with- 
out leaving a man, though followed to the end of the bridge by great 
numbers. The 28th could not be placed fo as to cover this paflage ef- 
feftually, without being exp)red to a very heavy fire, which they prc- 
fented themfelves to, and returned in the mofl foldier-like manner. 
Their fire, and that of their guns, again cleared the village, and 
about fun-fet all firing ceafcd, and the brigade remained in the pofi- 
tion until eleven o'clock, when I received your orders to march. 

Thefe regiments have all boen difiinguifhed for their gallant (ervices, 
one of them on very recent occafions; but I imagine they never cari 
have (hewn more cheerfulnefei^ more difcipline, or better behaviour, 
than on this aiFair. I am forr f to add, our lofs has been confiderable. 
No ofiicer (lightly wounded quitted his poft ; but I join with every 
officer and foidierin lamenting the fevere wounds which lieutenant- 
colonel Buller, and lieutenant-colonel Alexander Hope have received, 
I am particularly indebted to tliefe officers, as well as to colonels Gill- 
man and Paget, for the manner in which the direftions given to thcnx 
were executed; and I have to acknowledge the moft aftive afliftancc 
given to me by my aid-de-camp, captain Kirkman, and the other 
officers attached to me.

SINCE* my laft dispatch the enemy have made fevcral movements, 
indicating a defign of a genexal attack, on our pods, rendered more 
cafy by the unfortunate lofs of Huefden. 

On^ the 1 4th indant they attacked all the points of our line^ from 
Aioheim to Amerongen. The mod ferious attempt appears to have 
been dixcd^d againil Rhenen^ on which the advanced po(U had fidleii 
b^iok from 4^ other fide of the nyc£»

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Thcfe pofts were, however, immediately recovered and preferved 
by the brave and fpirited condu^ of the Britifh guards, and of Salm's 
infantry; of the former in particular I cannot exprels myfelf in terms 
of fufficient commendation : each of theie corps had tw6 officers

The intentions of the enemy againft our polition between Cuylen* 
berg and Rhenen being now manifeft, the right wing of the armjr 
effeded its retreat on the night of the 14th to Amersfort and its envi- 
rons; the remainder of our pofition, including the Grep, is ftill occupied 
by general Hammerftein, who will remain there till to-morrow* or 
the day after if poflible.

I HAVE the honour to inform your Royal Highnefs, that on the 
1 4th the enemy attacked all our pofts between the Leek and the Waal 
in force They were, however, repulfed on every point, efpecially 
by the picquets oppofite Rhenen, upon which they advanced in very 
fuperior numbers. The conduct of the guards and other corpSf 
whofe picquets were engaged, was as fteady as it was fpirited ; and I 
am happy to add, their lofs was triftine. Colonel Leflie and captain 
Wheatly were flightly wounded, and about twenty men wounded and 
mifting; none killed. The pofts of £ck and Mauric, in front of 
Amerongen, were afterwards drawn in, but without lofs The ene- 
my likewife made a flight attack towards Amheim, but without fur- 
ther efte^ than obliging the poft of Elden to fall back nearer the 
river. 

In confequence of the arrangements which were taken, the army 
began their march on the night of the 14th, and have continued it 
without the leaft interruption from the enemy. 

We have fucceeded in getting off the fick, all but about 500^ whole 
cafes will not admit of removal^ and with whom I have left proper 
officers and attendants, with recommendatory letters to the French 
general, and a fufficient fum of money to fupply their wants at pre* 
fent. The wounded officers have all been got o^ and, I truft, a very 
fmall proportion of ftoresand ammunition will be left.

THE mail arrived yefterday from America, brought the account of 
m donfpiracy having been difcovered at Mexico, towards the end of 
Aoguft laft* 

The plot, by which it was defigned to murder the vicetoy and hit 
&nily, to take pofleflion the royal and arch-epifcopal palaces, the 
mint, inquifition, and other public buildings, and the principal private 
houfes, and to fet fire to and deliver over the city to the plunder of 
the populace, and difcontented Indians of fome neighbouring towns, 
was conduced by two Frenchmen, who had fucceeded in leducing 
ieveral Spanilh inhabitants to their intereft) and were to be affifted in 
the execution of their plan by a number of their countrymen^ who» 
contrary to the general prad^ice of this government, had been fuffered 
to remain in Mexico after the commencement of the war. 

Nearly about the fame time a fimilar explofion was to have taken 
place at Santa Fe, the capital of the new kingdom of Grenada, in 
all its circumftances fimilar to the preceding, but it was likewife pre- 
vented by difcovery, the very day before it was to happen.

Sir, Martinicoy December 18, 1794* 

THE evacuation of fort Matilda, Guadaloupe, was an event to 
be expefted : the pofition of the place is weak, the ground rifing in- 
land immediately from the Glacis. The work, which has been ad-* 
ded at different times, is irregular, prefents a narrow front to the 
flrong ground to the eaitward, and has been conflruded with bad 
mafonry. 

Under thefe circumftances, lieutenant-general Prefcott, with a 
fmall garrifon, protrafted the fiege from the 14th of Oftcier to the 
loth of December. Early in EJecemberr the enemy's batteries were 
increafed fo as greatly to exceed the artillery of the garrifon. . Their 

£rc 
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Jre on the 6th inftant difidotinted all odr guM upon the cayaKe/, 
which ii die higheft and moft commanding pan of die fort; the coii» 
tain^ from thence to the next baftion near the town> and Ae facck 
and flanks of that baftion in many places, threatened to fall into die 
ditch ; the nomber of killed and Woanded was piopohioned to the 
efteA made apoh the work ; and the place became ho longer tenable. 

On die night of the loth inftant, lien tenant-general Prefcott 
having prenoufly arranged the order and time of retreat with r^al^ 
admim Thompion, die whole j^rrifdn was embarked without loft. 

I have the honour to indofe to you the lieutenant-^ncrars ac- 
count of the fiege and evacuation, by which you Will be fblly ill. 
formed of all the attending circumftances* 

Lieutenant-general Prefcott reports, dlat it has been gready owing 
to the ready affiftante afforded to the ^rifon by vice-admiral Sir 
John Jervis, and fince by rear-admiral Thompfon, that he was en- 
abled fo long to refift tht efforts of the enexny. He alfo gives the 
higheft encomiums to captain Bowen, of hb Maje^'s (hip the Tero* 
ficnore, who foperintenaed the embarkation, and by whofe able dif- 
pofition of the ooats eveir thing was managed widi the moft perfeA 
order and regularity; tmtortunately he was feverely woundedi but 
we hopenot ui fuch a manner as to endanger his life. 

Of the condudt of all the officers and men, the lieutenant-getierd 
makes a moft favourable report^ expreffive of his entire fatisfaction of 
dieir behaviour during the whole of the fiege. 

I beg to exprefs to yon my approbation of the condudl of lieute- 
nant-general Prefcott in the defence of fort Matilda: it has been 
i'udicious in a high degree ; and throughout the whole tranfadion he 
las (hewn the greateft judgment and refoludon.

THE evacuation of fort Matilda in Guadaloupe, the defence ef , 
which devolved upon me, having unavoidably taken place, I find it 
neceilary to give you a particular account thereof. 

To enter into a minute detail of the fiege, which commenced ofei 
the 14th of Odober, and terminated by evacuating it on the 10th df 
December, would not only too much occupy your time, but might be 
deemed equally unnecefiary. It may be fufficient to remark, that, on 
entering the fort, I found it totally out of repair, the materials com- 
pofing die wall- work thereof being of the worft kind, and having ap- 
parently but little lime to cement them properly. By the middle of 
laft month the works were very much injured by the daily and fre- 
quent heavy fire of the enemy, and almoft all the carriages of our gum 
rendered ufeiefs. Thefe were, in general, in « very decayed ftate.

£&, the vtr/ vigorous exertions of our enemy, who began to prepaic 
additional forces about the 20th of laft month, but who, from a num- 
ber of caufeS) and efpecially from heavy and continoed rains, cooM 
jiot open their new batteries until the fixth of diis mondu On thac 
day they began to file from twenty-three pieces of cannon, fonr of 
.which were thirty-fix pounders, and the reft twenty*foor, and from 
eight mortars, two of thirteen inch and two of ten« The fire was 
very heavy, and continued all day and night, and by it all the euns 
4>n the gallion baftion were difmounted, and the baftion itfeif a heap 
of ruins* Every day after this grew worfe until the 9th ; on the even- 
Jng of which day I went into the ditch, accompanied by the engineer, 
.when we were both but too well convinced of the tottering ilate of 
.the works from the gallion along the curtain, and indeed the whole^ 
jfrom die eaft to the north eaft* 1 could not hefitate a moment about 
the neceffity of evacuating the fort. I therefore fent ofiF immediately 
-my firft aid-de-camp, capfain Thomas, to rear-admiral Thompfon, 
who commanded the detachment of the fquadron left for oor protec- 
tion, to acquaint him with the necefiity there was of evacuating the 
fort the next evening, and to requell that he would have boats ready 
to take off the garrifon by feven o^dock. I kept this my defign a 
.profound fecret until half paft {ix o'clock of the evening of the ioth> 
when I arranged the march of the garrifon. 

One company of the 21 ft regiment occupied the ramparts^ whilft the 
light infantry of that regiment were pofted on the right flank on the 
beach which led to tljfi town, aad the third^ remaining company of 
that regiment, under the command of captain Mackay, a moft confi-^ 
dential officer, was poiled along the gallion river to cover our left* 
The fifteenth took poft along the circular battery towards the fea, and 
to the barrier near the town, which was quite open to the enemy, and 
which pofition was necefiary to proted the fally port we marched 
through to reach the (hore. The enemy from the water-fide near 
the town, fired fome fmall arms foon after our men began to embark, 
but were checked by the light company of the 21ft regiment, under 
the command of lieutenant ratterfon, a il^dy gallant officer, as well 
as by a boat from the Terpfichore frigate, into which captain Bowen, 
who infpeded and regulated the embarkation, had, as unexpededly 
as judicioufly, put a gun, and by the fire of which I imagine the 
enemy were very much furprifed ; at the fame time all pofiible aid was 
.given from the ramparts by fuch guns as bore on^ the town, and on 
that particular fpot where the enemy fired from. The embarkation 
continued with little or no interruption, and was happily compleated 
about ten o'clodc at night, wuhout its being difcovered by the ene- 
my, who continued firing as uf ual on the fort till two or three o'clock 
grooming of the 1 1 th, as w« coidd plainly perceive from the 
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flips. My fatisfa^^ion was great at having thus preferred my brave 
garrifon to their king and countr/y and was embittered only by finding 
that captain Bowen, of the Terpfichore, was badly wounded in the 
face by a mofquet balli when bringing olF the laft of the men. A 
moft adivC) intelligent^ and brave officer^ to whom I 21m under the 
higheft obligations^ for his eonftant and unremitted exectioos to ferve 
the garrifon during the whole progrefs of the fiege. 

I cauQot help acknowledging the great obligations I He under to 
Sir John Jervis for the many ami eflential fervices which he rendered 
me and my garrifon while he continued in the command, and which 
were always offered with the utmoft alacrity, and performed witiv' 
equal diligence. My belt thanks are alfo due to rear-admiral Thompfon, 
a^ng under the orders of vice-admiral Caldwell, and in (hort to all 
the officers of his Majefly's navy who affiiled in the prote^ion of the 
fort, and who conduced the evacuation in the mofl mafterly manner^ 
9S has been evinced by its promptitude and fuccefs. 

During the whole progrefs of this long and painful iiege, the officers 
and men under my command qondudled themfelves in fuch a manner as 
to deferve my warmed praife, bearing their hardfhips with tlie utmoft 
patience and fortitude^ and performing their duty with Hie utmoft 
alacrity. The condu^ of the whole garrifon was fuch as to entitle* 
them to my beft th^nks^ and I cannot particularize the behaviour of 
any one officer without doing an injury to the reft. Capt. Thomas, of 
the 28th regiment, and capt. Beckwith of the 56th, my aides-de- 
camp, diftinguifhed themfelves by their zeal and a^vity, and were^ 
truly aiding through this long fervice. I cannot, however, omit* 
mentioning Mr. Grant, coUedor of Baifeterrifc, Guadaloupe, who* 
commanded a few volunteers, and whofe conduft during tne wtude 
fiege was fuch as did him the higheft honour.

This was all the Iofs we fiiftained, although the enemy kept up a fmart 
fire of mufquetry, and from fome of their batteries. Two men from 
the 6oth deferted, on being ordered to the water-fide, who, it is 
thought, gave the enemy information ofour intentions. Confiderine 
the $ioxt notice, every thing fucceeded beyond my expe^tionsj ana 
I felt myfelf much obliged to all concerned, officers and men ; but 
captain Bowen I beg leave particularly to recommend on the prefent 
occafion, and for his exertions dnrinfi; the whole fiege, of which I have 
no doubt but lieutenant-general Fxeicottcan bear ample teftimony. 

We are now employed aritngbg the troops, in order to fend them 
for the protedion of the different i Hands.

This (hip was by Sir John Jervis, 
particularly idlotted to theprote^ion of fhe fort by fea/and perfornked 
that duty, from the commencement of the fiege thereof on the 14th of 
Q^ober, to the day of its evacuation, in a manner that beggars all 
defcription, to the lOth inft. at night. The conduct of captain Bowei^ 
in performing this duty* was above all praife ; his vi^lanee was un- 
remitted in covering the various fupplies of men, ammunition, pravi»» 
fions, Sec. whi<ih we had need of dtiring a fiege oftwo inonths, and 
received, without I0&, from hi^. attention and zeal.

We then rallied, and forming a rear and advanced guard, putting 
our wounded in the centre, retreated in as much order as. the cafe 
admitted of; and forcii^ anambufcade pf the tnettty at Irofe, are now 
endeavouring to .put ourtelvea under the command oflieutenant-eolonel 
Handfield, at Jeremie. 

We evacuated the fort the iQth, aboat two o'clock in the afternoon. 
1 beg leave to recommend to your attention the condud of Monf. de 
Savre, m^or de place, which really proves the jufUce of the general 
opinion of his 2eal and bravery ; alfo that of MonC d'Anglade, of the 
legion of the fbuth, and Monf. De Breuil, commanding the gunners. 

The cdnduA of the troops in general was perfedly v^hat you would 
have wilhed, and that of jean Kina's armyt until panic ftnick by the 
ihells, was admirable. 

The number of the enemy was fuppofed to be about 3000, 800 of 
which were troops of the line, including artillery.
